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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

As  required  by  law  the  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  the 
State  Farm  submit  their  fifty-ninth  annual  report  concerning  their 
trusteeship  and  the  work  done  thereunder  by  the  State  Infirmary 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1912. 

The  figures  which  we  submit,  while  they  show  some  diminution 
of  admissions,  as  compared  with  recent  years,  show,  however,  that 
the  weekly  average  is  still  rising.  Never  before  has  the  minimum 
number  of  persons  under  care,  at  a  given  time,  been  so  high  as 
this  year,  exceeding  by  119  that  of  last  year,  which  was  the  largest 
up  to  that  time. 

The  report  submitted  to  us  by  the  superintendent  and  resident 
physician,  together  with  the  tables  accompanying  it,  which  we 
present  as  a  part  of  our  report,  show  in  outline  what  we  and  those 
under  our  direction  have  done  in  execution  of  our  trust. 

From  the  superintendent's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
were  admitted  during  the  year  under  review  4,629  persons,  as 
against  4,933  during  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
persons  under  care  during  the  year  was  6,955,  as  compared  with 
7,069  during  the  previous  year.  The  largest  number  under  care  at 
any  one  time  was  2,573,  or  50  less  than  the  record  of  last  year, 
which  was  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  smallest  number  under  care  on  any  day  was  2,074.  That 
was  a  larger  minimum  than  any  other  year  ever  showed.  The 
weekly  average  was  2,283.44,  or  82.44  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  which  itself  exceeded  by  82  any  previous  weekly 
average.  This  shows  that  the  draft  upon  us  for  sustentation  is 
still  rising. 

The  relative  prominence  of  the  strictly  hospital  feature  of  the 
infirmary  appears  from  the  fact  that  of  6,955  persons  under  care 
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during  the  year,  6,476,  or  93  per  cent.,  were  hospital  cases;  that 
is,  more  than  9  out  of  every  10  cared  for  needed  hospital  care. 

Under  chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1912  there  was  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $418,000  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution. 
During  the  year  there  was  expended  for  current  maintenance 
$422,681.49.  Of  this  total,  $133,625.94  was  used  for  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  $289,055.55  for  general  expenses.  The 
tables  submitted  give  the  details  of  this  outlay.  This  expendi- 
ture gives  a  per  capita  cost  of  $3.56  per  week,  or  12  cents  more 
than  for  the  period  last  reported. 

If  from  this  total  shown  expended  for  maintenance  there  should 
be  deducted  the  sums  received  for  articles  sold,  the  amounts 
collected  in  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  and  from 
the  federal  government  for  the  care  of  persons  subject  to  federal 
or  municipal  charge,  amounting  altogether  to  $30,369.62,  there 
would  remain  a  net  outlay  from  the  State  treasury  of  $392,321.87 
for  the  support  of  the  infirmary  during  the  year. 

Under  special  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Court  for 
permanent  improvements  in  the  institution  plant,  there  has  been 
expended  the  sum  of  $30,538.74,  as  shown  in  a  table  herewith 
submitted.  One  of  the  pieces  of  work  done  by  this  expenditure 
has  been  the  enlargement  of  the  chapel,  increasing  its  seating 
capacity  from  500  to  900.  The  extension  allows  an  added  aisle 
and  tier  of  seats  on  either  side.  Besides  this  a  rear  balcony  has 
been  introduced. 

The  special  ward  for  women,  for  which  provision  was  made,  is 
already  roofed  in,  and  work  on  the  interior  finish  is  in  progress. 

The  foundations  of  the  new  home  for  male  employees  are  in. 

The  water  system  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  eight 
new  driven  wells.  We  have  added  one  new  filter  bed  to  those 
already  constructed  to  render  the  sewage  innocuous. 

The  trustees  take  pride  in  the  operation  of  the  salvage  depart- 
ment whereby  articles  which  have  become  valueless  in  existing 
forms  become  raw  material  for  the  creation  of  articles  of  value 
for  institution  use  in  other  forms.  An  exhibit  of  the  work  done  in 
this  line  is  of  great  interest. 

There  are  certain  needs  for  which  the  trustees  ask  an  appro- 
priation. For  an  addition  to  the  administration  building  and  for 
a  clinical  laboratory  they  made  request  in  their  last  annual  report. 
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This  need  has  not  diminished  with  the  passage  of  the  year.  Indeed 
it  has  grown  with  the  lapse  of  time.    Hence  the  request  is  renewed. 

The  administration  building  was  erected  during  the  superin- 
tendency  of  Dr.  Howard,  at  a  time  when  the  weekly  average  of 
inmates  was  less  than  half  of  what  it  is  now.  Besides,  much 
greater  detail  in  accounting  is  now  required.  This  growth  has 
necessitated  an  enlarged  medical  staff  and  an  almost  trebled 
clerical  force.  The  administration  building  is  the  home  of  most 
of  these.  The  strictly  administrative  quarters  are  also  much 
cramped. 

A  clinical  laboratory  is  a  prerequisite  for  such  pathological  in- 
vestigation as  the  advance  in  medical  science  requires. 

With  our  many  thousands  of  hospital  cases  every  year  there  is 
great  need  for  pathological  investigation  and  for  such  study  of 
cases  as  can  only  be  conducted  to  advantage  with  laboratory 
appliances  and  facilities. 

The  trustees  also  ask  for  the  means  to  erect  a  new  water  tower 
to  supplement  or  replace  that  now  in  use,  which  is  too  old  to  be 
secure  as  a  main  reliance.  Some  further  changes  in  the  water 
system  are  felt  to  be  important. 

For  the  results  of  the  farm  work  in  the  way  of  produce  for 
home  consumption  we  invite  attention  to  the  tabulated  statement 
of  farm  product. 

The  number  of  children  under  our  care  has  not  sensibly 
diminished,  for  though  many  have  been  removed  others  have 
come  to  take  the  places  vacated  by  transfer. 

In  handing  to  the  Executive  of  the  Commonwealth  a  report 
of  this  fifty-ninth  year  of  the  life  of  the  institution  and  of  their 
stewardship  in  the  oversight  thereof,  the  trustees,  whose  personnel 
has  somewhat  changed  as  recorded  in  our  report  respecting  the 
State  Farm,  desire  to  commend  the  strong,  judicious,  humane 
and  careful  administration  of  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  the  super- 
intendent and  resident  physician.  Discreet  in  the  selection  of 
subordinates,  but  with  a  firm  hand  on  the  helm  he,  as  captain, 
has  carried  the  institution  successfully  through  another  year. 
His  work  has  been  strongly  supported  by  that  of  Dr.  George  A. 
Peirce,  assistant  superintendent  and  physician,  —  by  skillful  and 
efficient  medical  and  administrative  staffs,  and  by  an  effective 
body  of  nurses  and  attendants.     To  the  latter  valuable  pro- 
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fessional  training  has  been  given  by  the  medical  staff  in  the  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses,  whereby  their  worth  to  the  institution  and 
their  fitness  for  independent  work  as  graduate  nurses  has  been 
greatly  enhanced.  On  this  institution,  about  to  round  out  three- 
score years  of  service  to  the  Commonwealth,  we  invoke  the  favor- 
able judgment  of  the  Executive  whose  commission  we  bear.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  fifty-ninth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1,  1911, 
and  ending  Nov.  30,  1912. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  6,955  people  have  been 
caied  for,  or  114  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  that  4,629  have 
been  admitted,  or  304  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  weekly 
average  was  2,283,  82  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  largest 
daily  census  was  2,573;  the  smallest,  2,074.  There  were  166 
births,  —  73  males  and  93  females,  —  which  is  15  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year.  There  were  589  deaths;  503  were  in  the  general 
hospital  department,  and  86  in  the  department  for  the  insane. 
Of  the  total  number,  412  were  males  and  177  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $422,681.49  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  S3. 56. 

The  amount  of  $30,359.62  was  received  for  the  support  of  city, 
town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  for  articles 
sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $392,321.87  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net  weekly  per 
capita  cost  of  $3.30. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  general  hospital  wards  was 
6,476,-4,580  males  and  1,896  females.  Of  these,  4,833  were 
classified  as  medical  and  1,643  as  surgical  cases.  There  were 
876  cases  of  phthisis,  4  of  diphtheria,  1  of  typhoid  fever,  4  of 
scarlet  fever,  64  of  whooping  cough,  4  of  measles  and  44  of  chicken- 
pox.    There  were  754  surgical  operations  performed. 

Of  the  876  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  774  were 
men  and  102  women;  of  this  number,  13  were  discharged  as 
disease-arrested,  6  apparently  cured,  306  relieved,  189  died  and 
104  not  relieved;   of  the  cases  admitted  there  were  remaining  at 
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the  end  of  the  year  258.  There  were  also  admitted  92  cases  of 
other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  number  19  died.  Adding 
to  the  above  42  pulmonary  cases  among  the  insane,  there  is  a 
grand  total  of  1,010  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated 
during  the  year  just  ended. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  taken  in  our  hospital  work 
has  been  the  use  of  salvarsan  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis.  Of 
248  cases  of  syphilis,  223  were  treated  with  salvarsan.  Of  this 
number,  175  were  discharged,  lesions  well;  30  improved  and  17 
not  improved.  There  were  no  deaths  or  accidents  resulting  from 
this  treatment. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1911,  and  ending  Sept.  30,  1912. 
There  were  admitted  to  this  department  129  cases,  —  51  by 
transfer,  65  by  commitment  and  13  nominally.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  has  been  733.48.  The  number  remaining 
Sept.  30,  1912,  was  728,  —  521  women  and  207  men.  There  were 
89  deaths,  43  men  and  46  women.  There  were  discharged,  15 
cases  improved,  11  not  improved,  3  on  visit,  15  transferred  to 
other  institutions  and  11  escaped. 

The  infirmary  tables  record  651  cases  treated,  of  which  456 
were  medical  and  195  surgical. 

The  improvement  and  extension  of  the  industrial  work  in  this 
department  has  been  very  gratifying.  A  much  larger  number  of 
patients  have  become  interested  and  occupied  in  this  way  than 
in  preceding  years. 

A  dentist  was  added  to  the  hospital  staff  early  in  the  year,  and 
a  large  amount  of  important  work  has  been  done  with  our  patients, 
especially  among  the  children  and  the  insane. 

The  following  appointments  in  the  medical  staff  have  been 
made:  Dr.  George  McL.  Waldie,  formerly  of  the  State  Infirmary 
interne  service;  Dr.  Charles  O.  Maisch,  formerly  instructor  at 
the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  of  the  German 
Hospital;  Dr.  Earl  C.  Willoughby,  a  graduate  of  the  State  In- 
firmary interne  service;  Dr.  Eleanor  M.  Slater,  formerly  of  the 
New  England  Hospital  for  Women;  Dr.  John  C.  Lindsay,  for- 
merly of  the  State  Infirmary  and  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  at  Augusta,  Me.;    Frederick  E.  Twitchell,  D.M.D.,  of 
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Concord,  N.  H.,  formerly  demonstrator  in  the  dental  department 
of  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

With  deep  sympathy  and  with  many  regrets,  I  have  to  report 
the  interruption  in  the  service  of  Dr.  Howard  F.  Holmes,  first 
assistant  physician,  who  has  been  a  most  faithful  worker  during 
many  years,  in  all  the  different  branches  of  the  service,  a  constant 
and  devoted  friend  and  sympathizer  in  the  various  problems  and 
matters  of  hospital  service  and  administration,  but  who  has, 
because  of  ill  health,  been  obliged  to  discontinue  his  work  for  a 
while.  The  following  physicians  have  resigned:  Dr.  Walter  H. 
Crosby,  to  engage  in  private  practice  at  Faneuil;  Dr.  Dennis  L. 
Black,  to  engage  in  private  practice  at  Manchester,  N.  H.;  Dr. 
Hanford  Carvell,  to  engage  in  private  practice  in  Gloucester; 
Dr.  Charles  L.  Trickey,  to  enter  the  Isthmian  service  at  Panama; 
Dr.  Anna  E.  Barker,  to  open  a  private  sanatorium  at  Holliston. 

Certificates  of  satisfactory  service  as  internes  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  following  physicians  who  have  continued  in  their 
professional  work  as  follows :  Dr.  Henry  White,  in  private  practice 
in  Taunton;  Dr.  Earl  C.  Willoughby,  assistant  physician  at  the 
State  Infirmary;  Dr.  Willard  L.  Quennell,  in  private  practice, 
Portland,  Me. ;  Dr.  Alphonse  J.  Peter,  in  private  practice,  Salem, 
and  Dr.  Benjamin  Sanborn,  at  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  Provi- 
dence. 

Commendable  work  has  been  done  by  the  nursing  department, 
and  the  teachers,  instructors  and  lecturers  in  the  Training  School 
for  Nurses  have  maintained  a  course  for  the  pupil  nurses  fully 
equal  to  that  of  any  previous  years.

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Much  has  been  gained  to  the  direct  benefit  of  the  institution, 
and  in  the  general  welfare  and  happiness  of  our  patients  in  all  the 
different  departments,  through  the  auxiliary  workers;  by  their 
co-operation  with  the  social  service  visitors,  visiting  discharged 
patients,  sympathizing  with  and  assisting  patients  in  our  wards, 
finding  new  interests  for  those  who  are  able  to  take  up  active  work, 
and  aiding  in  such  matters  as  tend  to  improve  the  general  deport- 
ment of  those  whose  excessive  activities  would  otherwise  result 
in  general  disobedience  and  turmoil,  but  who  respond  readily  to 
the  attention  which  is  directed  to  them  along  lines  of  industrial 
interest,  studies,  drills,  physical  exercises,  dancing,  dramatic  and 
musical  entertainment.  We  now  employ  in  this  work  a  school- 
teacher, kindergarten  teacher,  several  industrial  teachers,  a  dancing 
teacher  and  a  drill  master. 

During  the  year  a  new  building  for  women  has  been  erected  and 
roofed  in  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  with  the  inside 
work  during  the  winter. 

The  foundation  for  the  building  for  men  employees  has  been 
laid. 

The  chapel  has  been  enlarged  by  the  building  of  two  side  aisles 
and  a  balcony  in  the  rear,  extending  the  seating  capacity  from 
500  to  900. 

One  additional  filter  bed  has  been  built  during  the  year  in  con- 
nection with  our  sewage  system. 

Eight  additional  wells  have  been  driven  at  our  pumping  station 
which  improves,  to  a  slight  extent,  the  matter  of  the  water  supply. 

One  more  building  on  Livingston  Street  has  been  rebuilt  for  a 
dwelling  house,  and  suites  of  rooms  for  two  families  have  been 
finished  in  one  of  the  buildings  of  our  Farm  group  which  is  used 
mostly  for  the  storage  of  carriages  and  tools.  A  suite  of  rooms  for 
one  family  has  been  finished  in  the  industrial  building. 

The  building  on  the  old  Moody  place,  which  was  purchased  a 
year  ago,  has  been  improved  so  that  it  may  serve  as  a  quarantine 
for  certain  cases  before  they  are  discharged  from  the  institution. 

The  poultry  houses,  formerly  situated  at  a  point  near  our 
children's  hospital,  have  been  removed  and  fitted  up  in  connection 
with  some  of  the  other  buildings  at  a  point  beyond  Salem  Junction, 
formerly  the  "Sunnyside  Poultry  Farm." 
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I  wish  to  recommend  that  appropriations  be  made  for  the 
following  purposes,  for  which  plans,  specifications  and  estimates 
have  been  presented:  for  additions  and  alterations  to  adminis- 
tration building,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $28,600;  for  a  laboratory 
building,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $22,000;  for  new  4-inch  water 
pipe  line,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,604;  for  a  hot-water  circulating 
system,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $15,672;  for  additional  wells  and 
hydrants,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $864;  for  water  tower,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $14,600. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  institution  has  not  been 
diminished  since  the  last  report.  Many  have  been  discharged, 
but  an  unusually  large  number  have  been  admitted.  The  number 
of  feeble-minded  has  increased,  until  now  it  has  reached  100. 
This  is  a  condition  of  much  seriousness,  for  it  is  with  great  difficulty 
that  we  can  care  for  these  people  and  avoid  unfavorable  features. 
This  problem  is  one  which,  to  my  mind,  should  be  solved  elsewhere 
than  at  the  State  Infirmary,  and  for  that  reason  we  have  not  pro- 
posed the  matter  of  establishing  accommodations  for  these  cases, 
but  if  the  present  policy  regarding  these  children  is  going  to  be 
continued  they  should  be  cared  for  in  buildings  at  a  distance  from 
our  main  group,  where  they  could  be  classified  according  to  their 
ages  and  according  to  the  special  requirements  of  their  develop- 
mental condition. 

For  further  information  regarding  receipts,  expenditures,  statis- 
tics of  inmates,  farm  accounts,  hospital,  asylum  and  industrial 
reports,  tables  will  be  found  on  the  following  pages  of  this  report. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  individuals  and  societies  who  have  assisted 
in  increasing  the  general  happiness  of  our  inmates  by  contributing 
periodicals  and  other  reading  matter,  and  especially  for  their 
gifts,  which  do  so  much  to  add  to  the  cheer  of  our  patients  on 
Christmas  Day  and  to  spread  good  will  throughout  the  institu- 
tion. 

In  behalf  of  the  institution  I  wish  to  acknowledge  our  gratitude 
to  the  chaplains  —  the  Reverend  Father  O'Brien  and  his  associates 
of  the  Novitiate  of  the  Oblate  Fathers  and  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Bishop  of  North  Tewksbury  —  for  their  kindness  to  all  our  patients, 
their  attendance  in  the  hospital  wards,  and  the  Sunday  services 
in  the  chapel. 
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I  must  express  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  the  assistants  and  other 
employees  to  whose  faithfulness  and  loyalty  I  owe  much  in  the 
daily  management  of  affairs  of  the  institution. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  trustees  for  their  kindness  to  me  in  their 
dealings,  and  their  helpful  interest  in  all  of  the  general  matters 
as  well  as  the  perplexities  which  arise  in  my  work.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  statutes,  respectfully 
submit  the  sixtieth  annual  report  concerning  the  administra- 
tion of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1913. 

A  decrease  in  admissions  is  noticeable  when  compared  with 
the  figures  of  recent  years,  but  notwithstanding  this  the  weekly 
average  shows  an  increase.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the 
institution  has  the  minimum  number  of  persons  under  care,  at 
a  given  time,  been  so  high  as  this  year,  exceeding  the  previous 
year  by  96,  —  the  largest  number  up  to  that  time. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report 
4,240  persons,  as  against  4,629  during  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  persons  under  care  during  the  year  was  6,473, 
as  compared  with  6,955  during  the  previous  year.  The  largest 
number  under  care  at  any  one  time  was  2,595,  or  22  more 
than  the  number  recorded  for  the  previous  year. 

The  smallest  number  under  care  on  any  day  was  2,170,  a 
larger  number  than  shown  in  any  previous  year.  The  weekly 
average  was  2,312.87,  or  29.43  more  than  that  of  the  previous 
year,  which  itself  exceeded  by  82.44  any  previous  weekly 
average. 

Under  chapter  146  of  the  Acts  of  1913  there  was  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  $444,200  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institu- 
tion. During  the  year  there  was  expended  for  current  main- 
tenance $444,130.56.  Of  this  total,  $155,533.42  were  used  for 
salaries,  wages  and  labor,  and  $288,597.14  for  general  expenses. 
The  tables  submitted  in  the  superintendent's  report  are  explicit 
as  to  the  details  of  this  outlay.  The  per  capita  cost  is  indi- 
cated as  $3.69  per  week,  or  13  cents  more  than  the  weekly  per 
capita  for  the  period  last  reported. 
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The  sums  received  for  articles  sold,  the  amounts  collected  in 
the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  and  from  the 
federal  government  for  the  care  of  persons  subject  to  federal 
or  municipal  charge,  amounted  to  $24,546.70.  Recognizing 
this  amount  as  receipts  and  deducting  the  same  from  the 
total  expended  for  maintenance,  the  net  outlay  from  the  State 
treasury  for  the  support  of  the  State  Infirmary  would  be 
$419,383.86. 

Under  special  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Court  for 
permanent  improvements  in  the  institution  plant,  there  has 
been  expended  the  sum  of  $29,934.71,  as  shown  in  the  table 
herewith  submitted. 

The  complexity  of  the  problem  within  the  many  wards  of 
the  institution  continues  as  varied  and  exacting  as  ever,  but  a 
resume  of  the  year's  work  proves  conclusively  that  the  man- 
agement has  been  judicious  and  equal  to  the  task  as  presented. 
Due  consideration  has  been  given  to  all  things  that  tend  to 
the  health,  comfort  and  contentment  of  all  of  the  inmates. 
The  dental  work,  to  which  much  attention  has  been  given, 
has  shown  gratifying  results.  The  pleasure  of  the  children, 
and  such  adults  as  were  responsive  to  these  events,  has  been 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  dancing  classes,  the  drills  and  exer- 
cises for  the  boys  and  girls,  picnics  and  other  outdoor  pastimes. 
Much  satisfaction  has  also  resulted  from  the  entertainments 
given  in  the  enlarged  chapel. 

The  trustees  view  with  much  satisfaction  the  advance  and 
development  along  the  lines  of  industrial  training.  Additional 
teachers  have  been  occupied  throughout  the  year  in  this  line 
of  endeavor  among  the  insane.  The  other  departments  have 
shared  equally  in  this  gratifying  development.  The  intro- 
duction of  kindergarten  teachers  among  the  insane  has  proven 
advantageous  in  many  ways. 

The  repair  department  has  furnished  occupation  for  many 
men  not  adapted  to  more  laborious  tasks,  and  the  effort  in 
this  line  has  been  the  means  of  recovering  to  constant  use 
many  articles  that  ordinarily  might  have  been  cast  into  the 
scrap  heap  as  beyond  use  and  of  no  value.  Development  in 
the  shoemaking  and  repair  shop  has  also  shown  a  considerable 
advance. 
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All  of  the  brooms,  brushes,  mats,  men's  stockings,  toweling 
for  the  entire  institution,  and  about  all  of  the  clothing  for  the 
men  and  women  have  been  manufactured  on  the  premises, 
along  with  scores  of  other  necessities  that  enter  into  the  daily 
demand  of  a  big  institution. 

Considering  the  vast  amount  of  labor  and  the  necessary  num- 
ber of  men  required  for  a  farm  of  such  proportions  as  found 
at  this  institution,  the  results  have  been  all  that  might  rea- 
sonably be  expected.  The  character  of  the  soil  in  any  farm 
has  much  to  do  with  the  success  or  failure  of  any  undertaking 
of  that  nature.  We  have  always  been  handicapped  at  this 
institution  because  of  the  unusually  sandy  and  unproductive 
character  of  the  soil.  Discouraging  as  this  handicap  may 
seem  to  the  average  farmer,  it  would  be  possible  to  offset  it 
in  a  measure  if  we  but  had  able-bodied  inmates  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  work  the  farm,  and  thus  overcome  the  shortcom- 
ings of  nature.  But  here  we  experience  a  difficulty  not  en- 
countered by  any  other  of  the  large  institutions.  Year  by 
year  the  increasing  percentage  of  children,  aged  inmates,  the 
sick  and  debilitated  has  transformed  the  institution  into  a  gen- 
eral hospital,  caring  for  a  population  of  helpless  inmates,  from 
whom  no  labor  can  be  expected,  either  on  the  farm  or  in  other 
occupation  about  the  place. 

Relative  to  the  available  laborers  for  the  various  activities 
at  the  institution,  the  number  of  able-bodied  men,  or  near 
able-bodied,  seems  to  be  diminishing  from  year  to  year,  while 
the  general  activities  and  chores  of  the  institution  are  increas- 
ing. Even  through  the  winter  months,  where  formerly  there 
were  large  numbers  of  men  to  help  on  the  general  projects  and 
new  work,  it  is  now  rarely  the  case  that  a  sufficient  number  is 
present  to  make  any  satisfactory  progress.  There  are  the 
miles  of  sewers  which  require  frequent  repairing;  the  roads, 
the  walks  and  the  filter  beds  require  constant  attention  aside 
from  the  necessity  of  continuing  to  add  new  ones  to  the  sys- 
tem; the  great  amount  of  teaming,  trucking  or  jobbing;  the 
constant  work  of  handling  coal  and  ashes  especially;  the  con- 
tinuous work  on  the  trees  in  fighting  the  gypsy  and  brown- 
tail  moths  and  other  pests;  the  handling  of  garbage;  the  neces- 
sary attention  in  caring  for  such  extensive  grounds,  with  much 
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grading  or  resurfacing  to  be  done,  —  all  of  these  things  require 
an  amount  of  attention  and  labor  that  it  is  very,  very  diffi- 
cult to  provide,  and  which  leaves  little  time  and  a  small 
amount  of  energy  that  can  be  devoted  to  farm  and  gardening 
operations.  However,  there  are  many  improvements  of  the 
land  and  forestry,  the  general  clearing  up  of  the  whole  farm, 
so  that  each  successive  year  brings  the  place  into  better  con- 
dition for  working  and  leaves  fewer  demands  for  improvements 
for  succeeding  years  in  the  farming  possibilities.  In  other 
words,  it  is  rapidly  becoming  a  better  place  to  work  upon, 
although  it  is  difficult  to  find  sufficient  labor  to  put  onto  this  work. 

During  the  year  the  old  Moody  place,  the  Clinton  and  Speak 
land,  together  with  the  piggery  and  the  section  of  land  sur- 
rounding, has  been  run  somewhat  as  an  independent  farm, 
under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  regular  farmers.  The  Pills- 
bury  farm,  also,  has  been  run  independently  during  the  past 
year,  with  its  special  group  of  men  to  do  the  work,  and  already 
there  is  sufficient  encouragement  to  feel  that  this  method  of 
dividing  the  farm  into  sections  will  work  to  more  profitable 
advantage. 

During  the  year  the  following  items  of  repairs  and  improve- 
ments have  been  attended  to:  — 

The  special  ward  for  women  has  been  completed  and  is 
nearly  ready  for  occupancy,  with  accommodations  for  35. 

The  building  for  male  employees,  with  a  capacity  of  40,  has 
advanced  to  the  stage  where  it  is  ready  for  plastering. 

The  work  on  the  new  laboratory  building  is  well  under  way, 
and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  on  the  extension  of 
the  administration  building. 

An  extension  has  been  added  to  the  stable  where  the  car- 
riages are  washed.  A  new  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  stable  and 
extensive  repairs,  due  to  the  rotting  of  timbers,  etc.,  in  the  old 
washstand,  have  been  made.  This  necessitated  the  raising  of 
the  main  supports  where  the  building  had  settled,  involving  a 
large  amount  of  new  plastering  on  the  second  floor.  A  cellar 
has  been  excavated  underneath  the  carriage  shed,  and  a  cement 
floor  has  been  laid.  An  extension  to  the  milk  room  has  been 
added  to  the  cow  barn,  and  a  very  great  amount  of  necessary 
general  repairs  have  been  made  about  the  farm  buildings  in 
general. 
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A  new  bridge  has  been  built  in  place  of  the  old  one  leading 
across  to  the  top  floor  of  the  large  barn,  owing  to  the  unsafe 
condition  in  which  it  was  found  to  be.  This  piece  of  work 
was  of  considerable  importance,  as  all  of  the  heavy  loads  of 
hay,  grain  and  ensilage  corn  pass  over  this  bridge,  which  has 
been  in  position  over  twenty-five  years. 

One  of  the  buildings  on  Livingstone  Street,  formerly  used  as 
an  isolation  ward,  in  another  location,  has  been  fitted  up  as  a 
dwelling  house. 

A  small  building  at  the  Sunnyside  farm  has  been  rebuilt  so 
as  to  make  comfortable  quarters  for  a  man  and  his  wife.  At 
this  farm  an  old  building  has  been  extended  and  rebuilt  and 
now  serves  as  an  incubator  building  and  brooder  house.  Gen- 
eral repairs  in  the  old  henhouses  have  also  been  effected. 

Extensive  improvements  to  the  buildings  and  much  grading 
has  been  done  about  the  Moody  and  Pillsbury  places.  The 
long  row  of  sheds  at  the  Pillsbury  place  have  been  converted 
into  comfortable  quarters  for  the  men  who  work  on  that  farm. 

An  imposing  entrance  has  been  constructed  at  the  foot  of 
the  main  avenue  leading  to  the  administration  building,  con- 
sisting of  four  stone  piers,  with  extending  stone  walls  and 
smaller  piers  at  the  angles  of  these  wing  walls. 

To  the  many  worthy  tributes  paid  through  a  long  series  of 
years,  years  replete  with  success,  as  a  result  of  zealous  devo- 
tion to  duty,  this  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  add  its 
hearty  commendation  of  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  superintendent 
and  resident  physician.  We  are  also  pleased  to  extend  our 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  all  of  his  subordinates,  who  have 
unsparingly  devoted  themselves  to  a  share  in  the  progress  so 
clearly  indicated  in  the  work  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the 
year  ending  Nov.  30,  1913.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixtieth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1, 
1912,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1913. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  6,473  people  have 
been  cared  for,  or  482  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  that 
4,240  have  been  admitted,  or  389  less  than  the  previous  year. 
The  weekly  average  was  2,312,  29  more  than  the  previous  year. 
The  largest  daily  census  was  2,595,  the  smallest,  2,170.  There 
were  134  births,  —  68  males  and  66  females,  —  which  is  32  less 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  There  were  597  deaths,  —  526  in 
the  general  hospital  department  and  71  in  the  department  for 
the  insane.  Of  the  total  number,  460  were  males  and  137  fe- 
males. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $444,130.56  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $3.69. 

The  amount  of  $24,546.70  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $419,583.86 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a 
net  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $3.49. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  6,191,  —  4,490  males  and  1,701  females.  Of  these,  4,578 
were  classified  as  medical  and  1,613  as  surgical  cases.  There 
were  926  cases  of  phthisis,  5  of  diphtheria,  1  of  typhoid  fever, 
4  of  scarlet  fever,  12  of  whooping  cough,  15  of  measles  and  35 
of  chicken  pox.     There  were  661  surgical  operations  performed. 

Of  the  926  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  824  were 
male  and  102  female;  of  this  number,  26  were  discharged  as 
disease-arrested,  6  apparently  cured,  263  relieved,  202  died  and 
130  not  relieved;  of  the  cases  admitted  there  were  remaining  at 
the  end  of  the  year  332.     There  were  also  admitted  111  cases 
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of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  number  30  died.  Add- 
ing to  the  above,  44  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane, 
there  is  a  grand  total  of  1,081  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have 
been  treated  during  the  year  just  ended. 

The  treatment  of  syphilis  with  Ehrlich's  arsenical  prepara- 
tions mentioned  in  the  last  report  has  continued  through  the 
year.  Prior  to  this  report  230  cases  were  treated  with  salvar- 
san,  and  a  total  of  441  doses  was  given.  Of  these,  17  patients 
have  applied  for  further  treatment  with  the  recurrence  of 
syphilis.  This  amounts  to  a  percentage  of  7.39,  in  3  of  which 
cases  there  is  possibility  of  reinfection.  During  the  present 
year  260  patients  were  treated  with  neo-salvarsan,  requiring  a 
total  of  760  doses.  During  this  time,  2  patients  have  returned 
with  recurrence  of  symptoms.  We  draw  the  following  conclu- 
sions from  the  above-mentioned  cases:  — 

1.  That  it  is  our  most  powerful  agent  in  combating  syphilis. 

2.  That  we  are  still  unable  to  guarantee  a  cure  by  the  use 
of  these  agents,  for  recurrences  are  altogether  too  frequent, 
considering  what  was  first  expected  of  them. 

3.  We  can  probably  cure  a  larger  percentage  of  cases  with 
salvarsan  and  neo-salvarsan  than  with  any  other  remedies  we 
possess. 

4.  By  the  use  of  these  new  agents,  we  are  able  to  isolate 
and  treat  all  of  our  syphilitics,  until  all  of  the  open  lesions  are 
healed,  within  our  general  hospital  wards,  which  would  have 
been  impossible,  on  account  of  the  marked  increase  in  the 
syphilitic  clinic,  under  the  older  methods  of  treating  syphilis. 

The  problem  of  children  in  the  institution  is  still  very  per- 
plexing as  our  quarters  are  inadequate  to  the  demand,  the 
questions  of  classification  are  intricate,  and  the  matter  of  seg- 
regation is  difficult  through  the  winter  months,  especially  when- 
ever it  becomes  necessary  to  establish  quarantine  because  of 
infectious  diseases.  To  improve  this  situation,  a  building  for 
boys  has  been  recommended. 

New  teachers  have  been  added  during  the  year,  and  very 
earnest  work  is  done  in  regard  to  matters  of  instruction,  enter- 
tainment and  occupation,  to  improve  generally  their  condition 
along  all  the  other  lines,  as  well  as  to  remedy  or  improve  the 
physical  condition  for  which  they  are  originally  transferred 
to  us. 
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The  social  service  workers  from  the  adult  poor  department 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charity  have  continued  their  activities 
during  the  year,  especially  in  relation  to  our  department  for 
women,  looking  particularly  after  the  welfare  of  the  maternity 
cases.  This  work  is  of  untold  value  to  the  patients  concerned, 
especially  when  leaving  the  infirmary,  and  also  of  great  value 
to  the  institution  in  the  matter  of  promoting  general  content- 
ment of  the  patients  while  here,  because  of  the  better  under- 
standing which  it  gives  them,  or  the  clearer  view  with  which 
they  are  able  to  look  toward  their  future  welfare  or  possibili- 
ties of  employment. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1912,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1913.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  109  cases,  — 
33  by  transfer,  66  by  commitment  from  the  general  hospital 
department,  9  nominally  and  1  from  visit.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  has  been  719.  The  number  remaining 
Sept.  30,  1913,  was  710,-516  women  and  194  men.  There 
were  71  deaths,  —  33  men  and  38  women.  There  were  dis- 
charged, 8  cases  improved,  15  not  improved,  3  on  visit,  19 
transferred  to  other  institutions  and  11  escaped. 

The  infirmary  tables  record  620  cases  treated,  of  which  432 
were  medical  and  188  surgical. 

The  buildings  in  which  the  insane  patients  are  housed  form 
practically  a  distinct  group,  occupying  the  southernmost  por- 
tion of  our  grounds.  The  organization  and  the  administration 
of  this  department  is  distinct  from  "the  others,  so  that  it  is 
nearly  like  an  independent  establishment.  The  patients  who 
are  able,  however,  as  has  always  been  the  case,  contribute  very 
largely  to  the  operation  and  economy  of  the  whole  institution 
by  doing  such  work  as  it  is  suitable  for  them  to  perform  in 
general  housekeeping,  laundry,  kitchen,  and  work  on  the  farm, 
stable  and  grounds.  Our  patients  cannot  only  do  that  which 
they  would  necessarily  do  in  relation  to  the  running  of  their 
own  department,  but  are  able  to  do  a  large  amount  of  the  same 
sort  of  work  for  the  other  departments,  at  the  various  points 
where  large  amounts  of  work  can  be  centralized,  in  the  institu- 
tion, of  which  numerically  they  make  up  but  one-third  of  the 
population;  the  other  two-thirds  occupying  the  general  hospital, 
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tuberculosis,  house  and  convalescent  departments,  are  mostly 
patients  physically  able  to  render  but  little  aid  in  the  necessary 
daily  activities  of  the  large  institution.  Briefly  spoken,  our  in- 
sane patients,  without  prejudicing  their  own  well-being,  can  and 
do  render  much  service  for  the  welfare  of  others,  which  is  also 
an  essential  to  the  real  treatment  and  to  the  general  happiness 
of  themselves. 

Apart  from  the  occupations  above  suggested,  a  great  deal  of 
industrial  work  is  performed  by  the  insane  patients,  under  the 
direction  of  nurses  and  instructors,  on  lines  especially  devised 
to  attract  the  attention  and  maintain  the  interest  of  those  who 
would  otherwise  remain  unoccupied,  or  others  whose  restless- 
ness would  be  exerted  along  destructive  or  mischievous  lines. 
A  kindergarten  teacher  and  one  more  industrial  teacher  have 
been  added  to  the  women's  department  during  the  year.  The 
dances,  picnics  and  games,  which  have  been  conducted  for 
many  years,  have  been  continued  under  the  regular  teacher, 
who  also  provides  evening  entertainments  in  the  chapel  for 
this  department  as  well  as  for  the  other  patients.  A  series  of 
receptions  and  entertainments  in  the  different  wards  has  been 
conducted  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  in  which  certain 
groups  of  the  patients  act  as  hostesses  and  prepare  the  enter- 
tainment, a  matter  in  which  they  take  far  greater  interest  than 
in  such  affairs  as  are  provided  for  them  by  others. 

Mrs.  Minnie  E.  McCormick  of  Lowell,  who  has  for  years 
maintained  the  kindest  interest  in  our  patients,  especially  those 
in  the  asylum  department,  as  manifested  by  occasional  visits 
and  annual  Christmas  remembrances,  has,  during  a  portion  of 
the  year,  been  a  voluntary  friendly  visitor;  and  with  her  sym- 
pathetic nature,  cheerful  manner  and  musical  talents  has  con- 
tributed greatly  to  the  happiness  of  the  patients. 

The  dental  department,  which  was  established  during  the 
preceding  year,  has  continued  effectively  to  administer  to  the 
comfort  and  needs  of  the  entire  inmate  population.  All  of  the 
departments  have  been  covered  systematically  by  the  dentist, 
and  a  very  large  number  of  treatments  has  been  given,  the 
results  of  which  have  been  especially  gratifying. 

The  scope  of  the  clinical  laboratory  work  has  been  broadened 
to  include,  in  addition  to  the  routine  examinations  carried  on 
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in  the  past,  general  chemical  and  biochemical  analysis.     The 
purposes  of  this  change  have  been:  — 

1.  To  supplement  the  routine  clinical  examinations  by  bio- 
chemical study,  in  the  hope  that  this  additional  evidence  may 
aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease  and  suggest  possible  treatment 
in  doubtful  cases. 

2.  To  carry  on  research  in  biological  chemistry  with  especial 
reference  to  human  pathology. 

3.  To  offer  facilities  for  the  consideration  of  such  questions 
of  general  chemical  nature  which  might  arise  at  any  time. 

The  following  problems  have  been  taken  up :  — 

1.  The  reaction  of  pregnancy  according  to  Abderhalden. 
Blood  serum  of  eight  pregnant  women  has  been  tested  and, 
of  these,  seven  gave  a  positive  reaction  to  triketohydrenenden- 
hydrate,  while  one  gave  a  doubtful  reaction.  Of  three  non- 
pregnant cases,  two  gave  a  negative  reaction  and  one  a  posi- 
tive. Two  unknown  cases  were  tested',  one  giving  a  negative 
reaction,  but  later  a  positive,  and  the  diagnosis  has  since  been 
confirmed  clinically.  The  technique  of  performing  this  test  is 
being  improved,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  prove  a  valuable 
aid  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  pregnancy. 

2.  A  study  of  the  protein  metabolism,  and  the  variations  in 
the  chemical  composition  of  the  blood  in  cases  of  chronic 
nephritis.  So  far,  about  15  metabolism  studies  on  chronic 
nephritics  have  been  made,  and  as  many  complete  analyses  of 
blood  and  urine. 

3.  A  study  of  the  speed  of  the  elimination  of  arsenic  through 
the  urine  after  intravenous  injections  of  neo-salvarsan.  Deter- 
minations on  4  cases  have  been  made  at  the  present  time. 

4.  A  new  (colorimetric)  method  for  the  determination  of 
small  amounts  of  arsenic  in  the  urine. 

The  following  appointments  in  the  medical  staff  have  been 
made:  Dr.  Hattie  E.  Chalmers,  formerly  of  the  Eastern  Maine 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Bangor;  Dr.  Clarence  E.  Dunbar, 
formerly  of  the  State  Infirmary  interne  service;  Dr.  Charles 
W.  DeWolf,  formerly  of  the  State  Infirmary  interne  service; 
and  Dr.  Elizabeth  Newcomb,  former  assistant  at  the  State 
Infirmary.  Dr.  Howard  F.  Holmes  has  returned  to  his  work 
after  a  year's  leave  of  absence. 
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The  following  physicians  have  resigned:  Dr.  Clarence  E. 
Dunbar,  Dr.  Charles  O.  Maisch  and  Dr.  Eleanor  M.  Slater. 

Certificates  of  satisfactory  service  as  internes  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  following  physicians  upon  completion  of  their 
services:  Dr.  Clarence  E.  Dunbar,  Dr.  Bernard  C.  Healey,  Dr. 
Charles  W.  DeWolf,  Dr.  William  Turetzky  and  Dr.  Raymond 
W.  Cutler. 

The  work  of  the  nursing  department  in  the  hospitals  through- 
out the  infirmary,  and  that  of  the  teachers,  instructors  and 
lecturers  in  the  training  school  for  nurses,  has  not  only  main- 
tained the  commendable  standards  of  previous  years,  but  has 
met,  as  far  as  possible,,  the  rapidly  increasing  demands  of  this 
institution,  so  full  of  perplexities. 

For  the  reason  that  there  is  great  overcrowding  in  the  quar- 
ters for  nurses,  teachers  and  matrons,  making  it  nearly  impos- 
sible to  add  the  necessary  numbers  to  meet  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing demands  for  new  employees,  a  new  building  has  been 
planned  to  accommodate  100  nurses,  and  an  appropriation  is 
asked  for  the  same.  To  further  improve  the  nursing  problem 
and  to  make  work  more  healthful  and  of  more  interest  to  the 
nurses,  it  is  proposed,  and  appropriation  recommended,  to  put 
the  nurses  and  other  employees  upon  the  forty-eight  hour  per 
week  basis,  as  obtains  already  in  some  branches  of  our  work.

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In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  the  books  forming  the 
general  library  were  removed  from  the  administration  building 
to  shelves  set  up  for  their  accommodation  in  the  recent  addi- 
tion to  the  chapel.  At  the  time  of  their  removal,  the  entire 
number  of  books  handled  was  2,098  volumes.  Since  that  time, 
there  have  been  added  by  purchase  491  volumes,  by  donation 
72  volumes,  making  a  total  of  2^661  volumes.  Of  this  number 
there  have  been  placed  in  different  wards,  and  at  the  school 
in  bookcases  specially  provided,  376  volumes  for  permanent 
use  in  such  parts  of  the  institution.  The  circulation  of  the 
books  from  the  new  location  of  the  library  began  on  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  a  steady  increase  in  the  use  of 
the  books  has  been  observed. 

In  addition  to  the  care  and  distribution  of  the  books,  there 
have  been  handled  at  the  library  a  great  number  of  magazines 
and  other  periodicals  which  have  been  generously  donated  by 
the  town  libraries  of  Tewksbury  and  Billerica,  by  church 
periodical  clubs  in  Dorchester,  Jamaica  Plain,  Belmont  and 
Watertown,  as  well  as  by  numerous  private  individuals.  Of 
this  miscellaneous  literature,  much  the  greater  part  has  been 
distributed  in  the  different  wards,  but  complete  volumes  of 
standard  magazines,  such  as  "The  Atlantic/'  "The  Century" 
or  "The  World's  Work,"  have  been  put  into  durable  bindings 
of  our  own  workmanship  and  placed  upon  the  shelves  with 
other  literature  of  the  same  character  for  the  use  of  those 
visiting  the  library,  and  convenient  tables  have  been  provided 
for  the  use  of  such  readers.  No  less  than  forty-eight  newly 
bound  volumes  of  such  periodicals  have  been  added  to  the 
library  during  the  past  year.  A  card  index  of  the  library  is  in 
preparation  and  a  new  catalogue  will  be  ready  at  an  early 
date. 

An  investigation  of  the  condition  of  our  power  and  heating 
plant  was  started  last  summer.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  in- 
stitution in  recent  years,  and  the  consequent  increase  of  our 
heating  and  service  pipe,  has  made  our  system  as  a  whole  so 
complex  that  a  consulting  engineer  has  been  employed  to  study 
the  problem  and  to  suggest  the  general  policy  to  be  followed 
in  making  future  improvement.  The  investigation  of  summer 
conditions  has  already  indicated  possibilities,   not  'difficult  in 
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application,  of  reducing  the  coal  consumption.  While  a  com- 
plete report  cannot  be  made  until  winter  conditions  are  investi- 
gated, several  important  improvements  have  already  been 
started,  such  as  the  reorganization  of  the  returns  of  our  heat- 
ing system,  the  drainage  of  the  steam  mains,  and  a  better 
distribution  of  heat  in  certain  buildings.  This  study  makes 
clear  that  any  general  plan  of  procedure  demands  immediate 
appropriation  for  three  purposes :  — 

1.  A  hot-water  circulating  system  (for  service  water,  not  for 
heating) . 

2.  A  coal  handling  outfit. 

3.  A  4-inch  pipe  line  for  bringing  brook  water  to  the  boilers. 

By  installing  the  first,  we  shall  be  able  to  show  a  consider- 
able saving  by  using  exhaust  steam.  The  second  will  make  the 
method  of  handling  coal  more  convenient  and  economical. 
And  the  third  is  necessary  for  securing  a  safe  water  for  the 
boilers.  Further  recommendations  on  other  matters  will  not 
be  made  until  complete  data  have  been  secured. 

The  following  matters  of  repairs  and  improvements  have 
been  effected :  — 

The  special  ward  for  women  has  been  completed  and  is 
nearly  ready  for  occupancy,  with  capacity  for  35. 

The  building  for  male  employees,  which  will  have  a  capacity 
for  40,  has  been  erected,  and  is  ready  for  the  plastering  to  be 
done. 

The  work  on  the  new  laboratory  building  is  well  under  way, 
and  the  work  of  the  extension  on  the  administration  building 
has  begun. 

An  extension  has  been  added  to  the  stable  for  washing  car- 
riages; a  new  floor  laid  in  the  stable;  and  extensive  repairs  due 
to  rotting  of  timbers,  etc.,  near  the  old  washstand,  which  re- 
quired general  raising  of  the  main  supports  where  the  building 
has  settled,  involving  a  large  amount  of  new  plastering  on  the 
second  floor,  have  been  made.  A  cellar  has  been  excavated 
underneath  the  carriage  room,  and  a  cement  floor  laid. 

An  extension  for  a  milk  room  has  been  added  to  the  cow 
barn.  The  sills  of  the  cow  barn  have  been  relaid,  and  con- 
siderable repairing  done  in  relation  thereto;  also,  replacing  of 
sills  and  other  work,  due  to  rotting  away  at  the  base  of  the 
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silos,  where  we  have  laid  a  cement  floor.  A  catch  basin  has 
been  built  for  collecting  liquid  manure  at  the  barn,  and  a 
cement  floor  in  the  cellar  of  the  barn  has  been  laid. 

A  new  bridge,  27  feet  span  by  15  feet  in  width,  has  been 
built  in  place  of  the  old  one  that  had  become  unsafe,  leading 
across  from  an  abutment  to  the  top  floor  of  the  barn.  This 
is  a  piece  of  work  which  was  of  great  importance,  as  all  of 
our  heavy  loads  of  hay,  grain  and  ensilage  corn  have  to  pass 
over  this  bridge,  which  was  put  in  place  twenty-five  years  ago. 

One  of  the  buildings  on  Livingston  Street,  formerly  used  as 
an  isolation  ward,  in  another  location,  has  been  fitted  up  for 
a  dwelling-house. 

A  small  building  in  relation  with  the  Sunnyside  farm  has 
been  rebuilt  so  as  to  make  comfortable  quarters  for  a  man 
and  his  wife.  We  have  extended  and  reconstructed  one  of  the 
old  buildings,  which  serves  for  incubators  and  also  for  a  brooder 
house,  and  a  cinder  walk  has  been  built  nearly  the  entire  length 
of  this  farm  along  the  Andover  road. 

General  improvement  about  the  old  Moody  Place  has  been 
continued  in  grading  around  the  house,  and  improvements  in 
the  barn  and  out-buildings. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  at  the  Pillsbury 
place,  converting  the  extension,  or  the  long  row  of  sheds,  into 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  men  who  work  on  that  farm. 

A  new  entrance  has  been  constructed  at  the  foot  of  the  main 
avenue,  consisting  of  four  large  stone  piers,  with  lateral  stone 
walls,  and  smaller  piers  at  the  angles  of  the  wing  walls. 

The  triangular  piece  of  land,  near  the  main  entrance,  lying 
between  Chandler  and  East  streets,  has  been  regraded  and  sur- 
rounded with  cinder  walks,  and  planted  with  flower  beds;  and 
on  the  ball  field,  opposite,  a  large  crescent-shaped  mound  of 
earth  has  been  built,  of  material  removed  in  grading  or  exca- 
vating for  other  improvements,  to  serve  as  an  amphitheatre, 
for  better  accommodation  for  seating  the  patients  and  others 
witnessing  the  games. 

Considerable  grading  has  been  done  on  the  roadway  near  the 
spur  track,  the  new  building  for  women,  the  driving  stable, 
and  also  on  Livingston  Street.  A  cement  floor  has  been  laid 
in  the  basement  of  nurses'  hall. 
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New  land  has  been  reclaimed  on  the  Burt  farm,  the  Pillsbury 
farm,  in  the  field  near  the  pumping  station,  and  land  near  the 
Moody  Place. 

A  sewer  has  been  extended  from  the  stable,  and  from  a 
building  near  the  barn,  to  the  main  sewer;  and  there  has  also 
been  an  extension  of  the  sewer  on  Livingston  Street. 

Two  more  filter  beds  have  been  built  and  added  to  our  sewer- 
age disposal  system,  and  three  additional  beds  are  in  process 
of  construction.  A  6-inch  steam  pipe  has  been  laid,  replacing 
a  smaller  pipe,  from  the  main  subway  to  the  men's  hospital. 

Estimates  for  the  appropriations  for  new  work,  which  is 
hereby  recommended,  have  been  presented  to  the  Auditor  for 
the  following  purposes :  for  a  building  for  boys,  to  accommodate 
100,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $73,741.02;  for  a  home  for  nurses,  for 
100,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $69,208.46;  for  a  hot- water  circulating 
system,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $16,600;  for  a  4-inch  pipe  line 
from  the  pumping  station,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,604;  for 
mechanical  handling  of  coal,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $8,000. 

For  further  information  regarding  receipts,  expenditures, 
statistics  of  inmates,  farm  accounts,  hospital,  asylum  and  in- 
dustrial reports,  tables  will  be  found  on  pages  following  this 
report. 

Death  has  removed  from  us,  during  the  year,  two  of  our 
officers  who  have  for  years  rendered  most  commendable  and 
untiring  service,  both  of  blessed  memory,  beloved  by  their 
fellow  workers,  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  them.  Hiram 
Putnam  Dinsmore,  clerk  of  the  infirmary  since  November,  1891, 
passed  away  on  Jan.  29,  1913,  after  a  prolonged  period  of 
failing  health.  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Flynn  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed Mr.  Dinsmore  as  clerk.  Nathan  Winfield  Scott,  engineer 
since  January,  1889,  and  chief  engineer  since  November,  1891, 
died  June  2,  1913,  after  a  protracted  illness.  Our  thanks  are 
due  to  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Scott,  the  first  assistant  engineer,  who 
assumed  the  control  and  shouldered  the  responsibilities  of  the 
department  during  the  intervals  when  Mr.  Scott  was  unable 
to  be  present,  and  continued  as  acting  chief  until  November  1. 
Mr.  William  E.  Holt,  chief  engineer  at  the  Harvard  School  of 
Engineering,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  chief  engineer 
on  Nov.  1,  1913. 
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I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  many  individuals  who 
have  contributed  periodicals  and  other  reading  matter,  espe- 
cially for  the  many  Christmas  gifts  which  have  been  sent  to 
the  infirmary. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  many  friends  and  organizations  from 
neighboring  localities  that  have  assisted  in  evening  entertain- 
ments in  the  chapel,  and  also  to  the  visiting  ball  teams,  and 
the  home  team  as  well,  who  have  contributed  so  much  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  summer  season. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bishop  of  North  Tewksbury,  the  Reverend 
Father  O'Brien  and  Reverend  Father  McGann,  of  the  Novitiate 
of  the  Oblate  Fathers,  have  acted  as  chaplains;  and  to  them 
and  their  associates  who  have  assisted  them  is  due  a  grateful 
recognition  of  their  untiring  service  to  the  institution  and  its 
charges. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  a  great 
debt  to  the  staff  and  to  all  the  employees  who  have  assisted 
me  in  my  work. 

For  the  kindness,  encouragement  and  the  valuable  assistance 
which  I  have  received  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  am  most 
grateful.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  sixty-first  annual  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  State 
Infirmary  and  State  Farm  is  herewith  presented,  governing 
that  portion  of  their  duty  as  pertains  to  the  State  Infirmary 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1914. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  institution  has  the  minimum 
number  of  persons  under  care  been  so  high  as  this  year,  exceed- 
ing the  previous  year  by  26,  the  largest  number  up  to  that 
time. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  were  admitted 
4,944  persons,  as  compared  with  4,240  during  the  preceding 
year.  The  total  number  of  persons  under  care  during  the  year 
was  7,298,  as  compared  with  6,473  the  previous  year.  The 
largest  number  under  care  at  any  one  time  was  2,761,  or  166 
more  than  the  number  recorded  for  the  previous  year. 

The  smallest  number  under  care  on  any  one  day  was  2,196, 
a  larger  number  than  shown  in  any  previous  year.  The  weekly 
average  was  2,428.64,  or  115.77  more  than  that  of  the  previous 
year,  which  itself  exceeded  by  29.43  any  previous  weekly 
average. 

The  sum  of  $461,000  was  appropriated  under  chapter  394  of 
the  Acts  of  1914  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Dur- 
ing the  year  there  was  expended  for  current  maintenance 
$460,971.37.  Of  this  total,  $161,887.85  were  used  for  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  $299,083.52  for  general  expenses.  The 
detailed  account  of  these  expenditures  is  made  clear  in  the 
report  of  the  superintendent.  The  per  capita  cost  is  indicated 
as  $3.65  per  week  or  4  cents  less  than  the  weekly  per  capita 
during  the  period  last  reported. 
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Reimbursement  for  articles  sold,  together  with  amounts  col- 
lected in  the  various  communities  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
for  the  care  of  persons  subject  to  federal  and  municipal  charge, 
amounted  to  $25,840.31.  Recognizing  this  amount  as  receipts 
and  deducting  the  same  from  the  total  expended  for  mainte- 
nance, the  net  outlay  from  the  State  treasury  for  the  support  of 
the  State  Infirmary  would  be  $435,131.06. 

Under  special  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Court  for 
permanent  improvements  in  the  institution  plant,  there  has 
been  expended  the  sum  of  $61,834.23,  as  shown  elsewhere. 

To  enter  into  other  details  would  be  merely  anticipating  or 
repeating  the  features  of  the  superintendent's  report,  which 
document  follows,  giving  in  a  more  explicit  manner  an  idea  of 
the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  This  work  is 
viewed  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  by  the  trustees,  and  they 
herewith  desire  to  express  their  hearty  appreciation  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  Superintendent  John  H.  Nichols  has  so  ably  and 
successfully  directed  the  State  Infirmary  through  another  period 
in  its  interesting  history.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-first  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1, 
1913,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1914. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  7,298  people  have 
been  cared  for,  or  825  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  that 
4,944  have  been  admitted,  or  704  more  than  the  previous  year, 
The  weekly  average  was  2,428.64,  116  more  than  the  previous 
year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,761,  the  smallest,  2,196. 
There  were  167  births,  ■ —  90  males  and  77  females,  —  which  is 
33  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  There  were  587  deaths, 
—  531  in  the  general  hospital  department  and  56  in  the  de- 
partment for  the  insane.  Of  the  total  number,  434  were  males 
and  153  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $460,971.37,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $3.65. 

The  amount  of  $25,840.31  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  for 
articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $435,131.06  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net  weekly 
per  capita  cost  of  $3.45. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  7,625,  —  5,580  males  and  2,045  females.  Of  these,  5,221 
were  classified  as  medical  and  2,404  as  surgical  cases.  There 
were  982  cases  of  phthisis,  1  of  diphtheria,  2  of  typhoid  fever, 
17  of  scarlet  fever,  10  of  whooping  cough,  5  of  measles  and  38 
of  chicken  pox.  There  were  614  surgical  operations  performed. 

Of  the  982  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  875  were 
male  and  107  female;  of  this  number,  33  were  discharged  as 
disease-arrested,  15  apparently  cured,  308  relieved,  188  died 
and  107  not  relieved;  of  the  cases  admitted  there  were  remain- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year  331.     There  were  also  admitted  90 
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cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  number  34  died. 
Adding  to  the  above,  51  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane, 
there  is  a  grand  total  of  1,123  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have 
been  treated  during  the  year  just  ended. 

The  treatment  of  syphilis  with  Ehrlich's  arsenical  prepara- 
tions during  the  two  previous  years  was  given  to  490  patients, 
receiving  in  all  1,201  doses.  During  the  present  year,  267  pa- 
tients have  received  743  doses  of  neosalvarsan,  making  757 
cases  treated  and  1,944  doses  given  during  the  last  three 
years.  This  year's  cases  include,  besides  those  showing  recent 
infection,  many  cases  of  bone,  joint,  nerve,  and  other  more  ob- 
scure lesions,  directly  traceable  to  syphilis.  The  results  of  this 
treatment  continue  very  satisfactory,  and  cases  admitted  with 
recurrence  of  their  lesions  are  less  than  usual.  This  is  especially 
noticeable  in  those  patients  treated  during  the  two  previous 
years.  During  the  early  fall,  on  account  of  the  inability  to 
obtain  neosalvarsan,  because  of  the  European  war,  we  were 
forced  to  resort  to  the  use  of  mercury  in  treating  the  syphilitics. 
In  all,  about  40  cases  received  thorough  courses  of  mercury 
given  by  intramuscular  injections.  The  results  were  good  in 
most  instances,  but  the  time  necessary  to  heal  the  open  lesions 
was  much  longer  than  with  the  arsenic  preparations.  This 
lengthens  the  individual  hospital  time  of  the  patient,  tending 
to  increase  the  per  capita  cost,  and  lessening  the  available  room 
for  treating  other  cases.  Therefore  we  conclude  that  from  a 
therapeutic  and  economical  standpoint,  salvarsan  and  neo- 
salvarsan remain  our  most  valuable  agents  in  combating 
syphilitic  infections. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1913,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1914.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  138  cases,  — 
65  by  transfer,  55  by  commitment  from  the  general  hospital 
department,  15  nominally  and  3  from  visit  and  escape.  The 
daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  772.  The  number 
remaining  Sept.  30,  1914,  was  741,  —  538  women  and  203  men. 
There  were  56  deaths,  27  men  and  29  women.  There  were 
discharged,  17  cases  improved,  10  not  improved,  7  on  visit,  9 
transferred  to  other  institutions  and  8  escaped.  Considerable 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  quality  and  amount  of  in- 
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dustrial  work  performed,  and  the  kindergarten  work  in  this 
department  has  continued  to  yield  its  benefits. 

The  infirmary  tables  record  806  cases  treated,  of  which  523 
were  medical  and  283  surgical. 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  Odeneal,  who  has  carried  on  extensive  post- 
graduate studies  in  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat 
in  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Berlin,  joined  our  medical  staff 
in  May  to  attend  especially  to  the  patients  suffering  from  forms 
of  disease  of  these  classes,  and  has  been  able  to  render  very 
valuable  assistance  to  us  in  all  the  different  departments  of  the 
institution.  It  has  been  especially  gratifying  to  have  the  eyes 
examined  and  the  proper  lenses  prescribed  for  the  patients  in 
the  department  for  the  insane,  and  in  the  men's  and  women's 
pavilion,  enabling  them  to  perform  more  accurately  the  different 
lines  of  industrial  work,  and  giving  them  the  additional  pleasure 
of  reading,  which  was,  to  some  of  them,  previously  difficult  or 
impossible.  Although  for  many  years,  glasses  have  been  pre- 
scribed by  the  physicians,  there  were  many  in  whom  the  com- 
plications were  such  as  could  only  be  remedied  after  the  careful 
study  and  diagnosis  of  a  specialist  in  this  line  of  work. 

The  additional  appointments  in  the  medical  staff  are:  Dr. 
C.  Stanley  Raymond  and  Dr.  Mabel  C.  Raymond,  physicians 
in  charge  of  night  service,  and  formerly  of  the  Northampton 
Hospital  for  the  Insane;  Dr.  Marie  Strom  Lindsay,  assisting 
in  the  women's  and  children's  departments,  formerly  of  the 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Augusta,  Me.,  and  the  Memorial 
Hospital,  Worcester. 

The  following  physicians  have  resigned:  Dr.  Thomas  V. 
Uniac,  assistant  physician  in  department  for  tuberculosis,  whose 
service  as  interne  and  assistant  physician  covered  four  years,  to 
go  into  private  practice  in  Lawrence;  and  Dr.  M.  Elizabeth 
Newcomb,  who  resigned  her  position  in  December. 

The  following  internes  have  received  certificates,  after  finish- 
ing their  year's  service:  Dr.  Edward  H.  Robbins,  Dr.  Louis  I. 
Skirball,  Dr.  Harold  E.  Carney  and  Dr.  H.  Scott  Pattee. 

Twenty-five  nurses  have  been  graduated  from  the  training 
school,  after  finishing  their  three  years'  course  of  study,  13  at 
different  times  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  on  Octo- 
ber  23    special    graduation    exercises    were    held,    12    receiving 
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diplomas  at  that  time.  These  exercises  were  followed  by  refresh- 
ments, reception  and  dancing.  The  Alumnse  Association  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Infirmary  Training  School  for  Nurses  held 
its  annual  business  meeting  at  the  infirmary  in  the  first  week  of 
October,  with  a  large  attendance,  and  officers  were  elected  for 
the  ensuing  year.

In  the  southeastern  corner  of  the  institution,  the  building  for 
male  employees,  with  capacity  for  forty  beds,  has  been  finished. 

The  new  laboratory  building  has  just  been  completed,  with 
ample  opportunities  for  post-mortem  examinations,  with  seats 
for  instruction  of  nurses  and  students,  with  museum  section, 
consulting  room,  office,  one  large  laboratory  for  general  pathol- 
ogy, one  smaller  section  for  biological  chemistry  and  one  for 
bacteriology,  with  three  smaller  rooms  for  the  heads  of  these 
different  departments. 

The  extension  and  improvements  of  the  administration  build- 
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ing  are  nearing  completion;  two  wings  have  been  added,  22 
feet  by  55  feet  in  dimension,  one  wing  extending  toward  the 
east  and  chapel,  and  the  other  toward  the  west  and  women's 
pavilion.  This  provides  additional  room  in  the  basement,  ex- 
tension of  offices  on  the  first  floor,  and  additional  rooms  on 
the  second  floor  for  members  of  the  official  staff.  The  work 
has  proceeded  slowly,  with  many  inconveniences  and  interrup- 
tions, because  the  regular  work  in  the  building  and  all  the 
offices  was  obliged  to  continue  throughout  the  building  opera- 
tions;   most  of  the  additional  space  is  already  occupied. 

The  study  of  our  power  and  heating  plant,  begun  last  year, 
has  been  continued  during  this  year.  The  consulting  engineers 
report,  recently  rendered,  outlines  a  general  policy  for  the  next 
few  years,  and  records  substantial  improvements  accomplished 
during  the  investigations.  The  best  result  is  the  beginning  of 
a  comprehensive  engineering  policy  of  the  institution,  and 
may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows :  — 

First.  —  The  engineering  records  and  drawings  of  the  insti- 
tution have  been  made  ready  for  use  in  any  reorganization  or 
repairing  of  the  plant. 

Second.  —  The  coal  consumption  of  the  entire  plant  has  been 
reduced,  in  spite  of  the  present  rapid  growth  of  the  institution; 
the  saving  for  the  first  year  of  the  new  policy  has  amply  justi- 
fied the  study  and  improvement  made. 

Third.  —  The  heating  system  of  the  central  group  of  build- 
ings has,  with  little  expense,  been  converted  from  a  closed 
gravity  return  system  to  an  open  receiver  gravity  system,  with 
traps  at  every  building.  This  has  eliminated  the  causes  of 
poor  circulation.  Some  of  the  more  distant  buildings  should 
be  eventually  heated  from  the  main  plant;  although  such 
changes  might  not  save  any  coal,  it  will  save  labor  and  cost 
of  carting  the  coal. 

Fowth.  —  The  utilization  of  all  exhaust  steam  from  the  en- 
gine is  impossible  until  an  appropriation  is  obtained  for  a  cir- 
culating system  for  domestic  hot  water.  The  reason  this  is 
important  is  because  it  provides  a  use  for  exhaust  steam  dur- 
ing the  summer  as  well  as  the  winter.  Any  other  exhaust  then 
used  can  be  turned  into  the  heating  system  without  any  radi- 
cal change. 

Fifth.  —  The  main  boiler  plant  has  been  changed  by  uniting 
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the  high  and  low  pressure  into  one  set  of  boilers,  all  run  at 
high  pressure,  the  heating  steam  being  now  sent  through  a 
reducing  valve.  This  has  resulted  in  better  regulation  of  draft 
and  the  use  of  fewer  boilers,  with  consequent  saving  of  labor 
and  coal.  We  are  advised  to  replace  the  smaller  boilers,  as 
they  wear  out,  by  moving  in  newer  and  larger  boilers  from  the 
outer  boiler  house.  This  will  concentrate  the  boiler  plant  in 
one  room. 

Sixth.  —  The  separate  boiler  plant  for  the  pumping  station 
should  be  discontinued,  and  the  pump  run  by  electricity  from 
the  main  plant.  This  will  save  labor  and  coal  (by  the  use  of  the 
exhaust  in  heating  the  main  plant)  and  the  cost  of  carting  coal. 

Seventh.  —  The  mechanical  coal  handling  system  has  been  de- 
signed, and  appropriation  asked  for  its  construction. 

Eighth.  —  The  troublesome  problem  of  boiler  scale  has  been 
solved  with  apparent  success  up  to  date. 

Ninth.  —  The  heating  arrangement  at  certain  buildings  must 
eventually  be  altered  and  improved. 

In  general,  the  report  assures  us  that  we  do  not  require 
much  new  equipment,  but  a  better  co-ordination  of  what  we 
now  have;  that  our  troubles  are  interdependent;  that  any- 
thing but  a  gradual  and  progressive  policy  of  betterment  would 
be  unwise.  During  the  coming  winter,  appropriations  should 
be  sought  for  domestic  water  circulation  system,  coal  handling 
device,  and  the  following  year  it  would  be  well  to  plan  for 
electrifying  the  pumping  station,  and  miscellaneous  changes  of 
heating  arrangements  in  certain  buildings. 

A  new  600  horse-power  feed-water  heater,  previously  in- 
stalled, was  put  into  service.  Connections  have  been  made 
from  the  exhaust  pipe  to  the  heating  system.  The  boiler  room 
piping  has  been  extended  or  enlarged  to  give  greater  flexibility, 
and  the  feed  pumps  have  been  reset.  The  old  grates  have  been 
replaced  by  dumping  grates,  under  the  main  battery  of  seven 
boilers  in  the  main  boiler  room. 

A  high-pressure  steam  line  from  the  power  house  to  the  do- 
mestic building  has  been  enlarged  and  continued  through  the 
men's  asylum  building  and  to  the  new  dormitory,  for  heating 
purposes. 

A  new  route  for  the  steam  line  and  new  levels  have  been 
established  through  the  old  subway  to  the  women's  hospital, 
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through  the  basement  of  the  south  wing,  crossing  by  a  new 
subway  to  the  women's  asylum,  passing  through  this  basement 
and  through  a  special  cast-iron  conduit  to  the  surgery  building 
thence  by  a  new  subway  to  the  men's  hospital  and  thence  by  a 
cast-iron  conduit,  reaching  the  old  subway  from  the  men's 
hospital  to  the  asylum. 

A  4-inch  high-pressure  main  replaced  a  3-inch  main  from  the 
power  house  to  a  point  where  the  asylum  five  subway  is  given 
off.  An  emergency  connection  is  made  from  the  surgical  build- 
ing to  the  low-pressure  heating  system  of  the  men's  hospital. 
New  connections  have  been  made  from  the  domestic  building 
to  the  greenhouse  and  Southgate,  also  the  new  laboratory,  for 
heating  purposes. 

The  whole  heating  system  has  been  changed  over  from  a 
low-pressure  gravity  return  to  a  sectional  trap  system,  with 
high  pressure  reduced.  Sixty  traps  have  been  introduced  into 
this  system  to  give  better  heat  distribution  throughout  the 
whole  institution,  and  additional  heat  radiation  has  been  sup- 
plied in  many  of  the  buildings.  Multiple  small  lines  have  been 
removed  and  replaced  with  larger  mains,  using  over  again  the 
old  pipe  in  nearly  all  cases. 

Three  of  the  subways,  previously  constructed  have  been 
underdrained  and  lighted. 

All  of  the  main  lines,  the  new  lines  and  many  of  the  old  ones 
have  been  covered  or  recovered  with  insulating  material. 

A  new  pipe  for  cold  storage,  by  a  much  shorter  course  follow- 
ing near  our  new  main  steam  lines  from  the  power  house  to  the 
domestic  building,  was  installed  as  the  old  pipe  had  become 
unsafe. 

An  ash  conveyor  was  constructed  from  discarded  power  plant 
material,  carrying  the  ashes  from  the  boiler  floor  directly  into 
the  carts  or  to  the  ground  level. 

The  two  generators  have  been  relocated,  so  that  both  are 
operated  by  direct-belt  drive  from  their  respective  engines. 

In  the  shop,  a  24-inch  drill  press  has  been  installed,  a  power 
hacksaw,  an  emery  wheel,  and  a  pipe  cutting  machine  for 
cutting  pipe  up  to  12  inches.  The  old  steam  engine  has  been 
replaced  by  a  1\  horse-power  motor  drive,  and  the  wood  work- 
ing machinery  in  carpenter  shop  operated  by  larger  motor, 
increasing  the  horse  power  from  1\  to  15.     The  old  generator 
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from  the  engine  room  has  been  remodeled  and  converted  into  a  50 
horse-power  motor  to  run  a  band  saw  of  sawmill  near  the  barn. 

A  stone  crusher,  recently  removed  to  the  ledge  at  the  Clinton 
place,  has  been  put  into  commission  in  its  new  position. 

In  the  laundry,  a  new  28-inch  extractor  has  been  added  to 
the  equipment. 

Throughout  the  old  asylum  building  for  women,  thirty-eight 
new  short  hopper  closets  and  flush  tanks  have  been  placed, 
improving  the  condition  of  the  sanitary  sections  at  a  small 
expense.  Similar  improvements  and  additional  closets  in  the 
old  men's  asylum  have  been  made. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  especial  attention  was  given  to 
the  improvement  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  institution,  and 
numerous  changes  in  the  piping  of  the  water-supply  system 
were  made.  The  12-inch  main  from  the  standpipe  to  the  insti- 
tution yard,  laid  some  years  previous,  was  put  into  commission 
for  the  first  time,  the  original  plans  having  been  modified  to 
considerable  extent.  Connections  were  made  between  the  12- 
inch  and  other  mains.  The  old  water  mains  and  hydrants,  on 
the  standpipe  high-pressure  system,  were  put  onto  the  fire 
pump  high-pressure  system.  Two  new  hydrants  were  put  on 
the  fire  pump  service,  and  two  new  hydrants  on  the  standpipe 
service.  Now  there  are  ten  outside  hydrants  and  ten  basement 
hose  connections  on  the  fire  pump  service.  The  institution  is 
now  served  with  two  systems,  that  is,  the  standpipe  for  im- 
mediate use,  and  the  fire  pump  service  for  reinforcement  as 
soon  as  the  water  level  is  lowered  in  the  standpipe.  It  is  also 
arranged  so  that  the  pressure  from  the  pump  at  the  pumping 
station  can  be  made  to  operate  directly  from  the  hydrants  in 
the  yard  by  the  adjustment  of  two  valves  near  the  standpipe, 
in  case  of  emergency  or  accident  to  the  fire  pump. 

All  of  this  work  required  a  great  amount  of  digging  of  short 
trenches,  deforming  the  yard  greatly,  and  progressing  slowly 
through  the  severe  winter  months,  but  this  was  the  only  time 
when  the  necessary  labor  could  be  commanded  for  this  kind  of 
work. 

The  supply  to  the  institution  from  the  standpipe  now  comes 
through  the  12-inch  pipe  instead  of  the  6-inch  main,  which  is 
now  used  in  supplementing  and  improving  the  system  of  fire 
protection. 
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Fifteen  hundred  feet  of  additional  fire  hose  have  been  pur- 
chased, and  a  60-foot  truss  ladder.  Ten  new  2i-inch  wells,  35 
feet  deep,  have  been  added  to  our  supply  system,  and  the  large 
pump  at  the  pumping  station  repaired,  new  water  plungers  put 
in  and  the  cylinders  bored  out  in  our  own  shop.  This  pump 
was  much  worn  and  leaking  because  of  action  of  fine  sand,  a 
constant  source  of  much  trouble. 

An  additional  survey  and  correction  of  measurements  of  the 
outlets  from  the  buildings  to  the  sewage  system  have  been 
made  and  plans  made  for  practical  convenience  of  the  engi- 
neer's department. 

Four  new  filter  beds  have  been  added  to  our  sewage  system, 
and  additional  beds  outlined.  Considerable  grading  and  im- 
proving of  the  grounds  about  the  men's  consumptive  hospital 
have  been  done,  and  careful  forestry  work  carried  out  in  our 
cemetery,  cutting  out  the  birches  and  oaks,  which  are  especially 
vulnerable  and  seem  to  serve  as  breeders  for  the  numerous 
insect  pests  which  had  already  damaged  and  were  seriously 
menacing  the  extensive  and  beautiful  growth  of  white  pines  in 
which  grove  the  cemetery  is  situated.  This  forest  protection 
work  has  been  pursued  more  persistently  and  intelligently  than 
before  to  some  extent  in  nearly  every  part  of  the  farm.  The 
pests  have  been  successfully  fought  in  the  trees  in  and  around 
our  grounds  for  many  years,  but  there  is  still  a  good  deal  of 
woodland  infected,  where  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do  effective 
work. 

On  the  Pillsbury  farm,  by  straightening  the  brook  and  filling 
in  some  of  the  meadow,  an  additional  acre  has  been  secured  for 
farming  purposes,  and  another  acre  of  stump  land  has  been 
cleared  across  the  road  near  the  farm  buildings.  The  rocks 
have  been  cleared  from  the  south  hillside,  and  a  good  crop  of 
corn  has  been  grown  on  10  acres  which  were  previously  barren. 
A  large  crop  of  corn  was  also  grown  on  3  acres  of  high  land 
formerly  unproductive,  and  a  good  yield  of  potatoes  from  7 
acres  of  land  before  used  as  pasture.  All  these  farm  buildings 
have  been  painted  on  the  outside,  and  further  improvements  to 
the  interior  of  the  house  have  been  made. 

On  Livingston  Street,  two  new  foundations  for  buildings  were 
put  in,  and  one  more  building  repaired  and  improved  for  a 
dwelling. 
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The  woodlot  and  meadow  at  the  village  have  been  improved. 

The  buildings  on  the  Burtt  farm  have  been  painted  and 
repaired.  The  barn  has  been  jacked  up  and  sills  repaired. 
The  clearing  of  dead  wood  from  the  woodland  and  stone  from 
the  top  of  the  hill  has  added  2  acres  of  land  for  cultivation. 
Considerable  length  of  roadway  has  been  built  along  the  south- 
ern boundary  line  of  the  farm. 

On  the  old  Moody  place  a  stone  foundation  for  the  barn  has 
been  built.  One  meadow  has  been  plowed  for  the  first  time, 
and  another  meadow  already  filled,  graveled  and  seeded  down  to 
grass,  to  which  considerable  available  land  has  been  added  by 
changing  the  line  of  the  brook. 

At  another  point  near  the  pumping  station  lot,  2  acres  of 
meadow  and  stump  land  have  been  cleared  and  planted  to  corn 
and  potatoes.  One-half  acre  more  of  land  was  reclaimed  and 
planted  near  the  Treadwell  place. 

On  the  Almont  section  of  90  acres,  composed  of  meadow, 
pasture  and  woodland,  the  dry  season  in  the  early  fall  enabled 
us  to  do  an  extensive  amount  of  ditching  throughout  the  whole 
length  of  this  lot,  and  to  lower  the  water  level  4  feet  at  North 
Street.  This  ditch  is  about  1,500  feet  long,  and  at  one  point 
is  15  feet  deep.  Eight  acres  of  meadow  and  upland  have  al- 
ready been  reclaimed. 

A  new  slate  roof  has  been  put  upon  the  farm  building  near 
the  main  barn,  new  floors  have  been  laid  in  the  stable,  and  the- 
roof  of  the  low  farm  building,  for  farm  tools  and  implements, 
has  been  raised   and  the  building   converted   into   a  fireproof 
garage. 

Grading  around  the  new  building  for  male  officers  and  also 
around  the  laboratory  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  grading  around 
the  new  ward  for  women  has  been  completed,  and  walks,  lawns 
and  gardens  established 

A  fence  of  wire,  supported  by  stone  columns  and  iron  posts, 
has  been  built  around  the  southwest  corner  of  the  institution, 
also  the  entire  length  of  the  west  side  of  the  buildings,  includ- 
ing the  nurses'  home,  the  spur  track  and  the  freighthouse,  as 
far  as  a  point  near  East  Street.  This  adds  about  5  acres  to 
our  enclosed  area. 

A  principal  of  the  school  department,  Mr.  Percy  Marks,  was 
appointed  in  February,  and  remained  in  charge  of  this  depart- 
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ment  throughout  the  year,  supervising  in  all  of  the  different 
school  departments  and  also  assisting  and  directing  in  the  occu- 
pations, drills,  games  and  entertainments.  Very  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained,,  and  the  welfare  of  these  inmates  was 
greatly  improved. 

The  average  number  of  children  during  the  year  has  re- 
mained about  445.  There  were  855  persons  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  admitted  during  the  year,  and  with  the  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  all  other  cases  in  the  institution, 
it  becomes  necessary  that  additional  accommodations  should  be 
provided  for  this  class.  In  order  to  care  properly  for  these 
children,  it  is  necessary  that  an  additional  building  should  be 
constructed  at  a  point  removed  from  our  main  group  of  build- 
ings, for  which  an  appropriation  is  requested.

The  number  of  books  in  the  library  Dec.  1,  1913,  2,661; 
added  during  the  year  by  purchase,  398;  added  during  the  year 
by  donation,  218;  making  a  total  of  616.  The  total  number  of 
books  Nov.  30,  1914,  is  3,277.  Of  the  above,  193  have  been 
sent  from  time  to  time  to  the  consumptive  hospitals  and  other 
wards  for  permanent  use. 

Since  Dec.  1,  1913,  there  have  been  contributed  from  various 
sources  magazines  and  miscellaneous  reading  matter,  delivered 
at  the  infirmary  in  fourteen  barrels,  thirteen  boxes  and  thirty- 
five  packages.  From  these  latter  contributions  about  fifty  com- 
plete volumes  of  standard  magazines  have  been  culled  out, 
rebound  in  our  own  workshop  and  retained  as  permanent  addi- 
tions to  the  library.  The  rest  of  the  magazines,  etc.,  thus  sent 
in,  have  been  largely  distributed  among  the  patients  in  the 
various  wards  and  asylums  at  frequent  intervals.  During  the 
past  year,  the  circulation  of  books  from  the  library  has 
amounted  to  1,164,  or  about  100  books  a  month  taken  out. 

I  wish  again  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
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chaplains  during  this  year.  Rev.  H.  H.  Bishop,  who  has  been 
with  us  for  many  years,  was  called  from  his  parish  in  North 
Tewksbury  to  a  church  in  Caribou,  Maine.  Rev.  George  C. 
Wright,  minister-at-large,  Lowell,  has  succeeded  to  the  duties 
of  chaplain.  The  Rev.  Moses  I.  Robinson  has  conducted  the 
services  for  the  Jewish  members  of  the  institution.  The  Rev. 
Father  McGann  has  continued  as  chaplain  during  the  year,  and 
has  been  in  almost  constant  attendance  in  his  daily  visits  to 
the  wards  and  at  the  Sunday  services  throughout  the  year. 

In  behalf  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  I  wish  to  assure 
those  who  have  contributed  gifts,  books  and  other  matters 
during  the  year,  and  those  who  have  assisted  in  entertainments 
and  games,  and  other  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  patients,  that 
their  thoughtfulness  and  kindness  in  so  doing  adds  greatly  to 
the  happiness  and  comfort  of  our  patients. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  insti- 
tution for  faithful  service  and  assistance  in  the  routine  duties, 
as  well  as  the  matters  of  unusual  occurrence  during  the  year. 

While  it  has  been  my  privilege  for  eighteen  years,  at  the  end 
of  the  annual  reports,  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  advice 
and  support  and  encouragement  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  that  appreciation  was  never  more  sincerely  felt 
than  at  the  close  of  this,  the  sixty-first  report  of  the  State 
Infirmary.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm  present 
the  sixty-second  annual  report  for  the  State  Infirmary,  cover- 
ing the  time  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1915. 

Although  the  number  admitted  was  4,775,  which  was  169 
less  than  the  previous  year,  conditions  which  required  a  longer 
stay  in  the  institution  have  made  the  daily  average  173  more 
than  in  any  previous  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was 
3,107,  which  is  346  more  than  were  ever  housed  in  the  institution 
before.  There  were  167  births,  which  was  the  same  number 
that  were  born  the  preceding  year.  There  were  680  deaths, 
of  which  number  499  were  males  and  181  females. 

Under  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of  1915  there  was  appropri- 
ated a  sum  of  $493,000  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution. 
During  the  year  there  was  expended  for  current  maintenance 
$493,007.08.  Of  this  total,  $172,783.13  was  used  for  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  $320,223.95  for  general  expenses.  The 
report  of  the  superintendent  will  give  detailed  account  of  these 
expenditures.  The  amount  of  $23,147.97  was  received  for  the 
support  of  city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the 
hospital,  for  articles  sold  and  petty  receipts,  which  leaves  a 
net  cost  of  $469,859.11  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution 
during  the  year,  and  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $3.47. 

Although  the  overcrowded  conditions  have  always  been 
very  trying  on  the  men's  side  of  the  institution,  during  the 
year  past  the  overcrowding  has  been  severely  felt  on  the  wom- 
en's side  of  the  yard;  and,  especially,  with  the  unusual  preva- 
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lence  of  infectious  diseases,  the  necessities  of  further  hospital 
accommodation  for  the  women  are  becoming  very  apparent. 

There  were  admitted  160  cases  of  feeble-mindedness,  51 
cases  of  mental  disease,  261  of  nervous  diseases,  657  of  venereal 
diseases,  846  of  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  1,386  of  the 
respiratory  system,  307  cases  of  alcoholism  and  1,123  of  dis- 
eases of  the  eye  and  ear. 

The  results  as  shown  in  the  hospital  tables  later  on,  and  the 
vital  statistics,  indicate  that  the  medical  work  of  the  infirmary 
during  the  year  has  been  of  a  standard  meriting  special  com- 
mendation. 

The  nurses'  home,  which  was  so  much  needed,  and  provided 
for  by  chapter  107,  Resolves  of  1915,  will  be  completed  in  the 
early  summer. 

A  hot  water  supply,  the  need  of  which  was  so  urgent,  and 
for  which  provision  was  made  by  chapter  107,  Resolves  of- 
1915,  is  now  in  successful  operation. 

As  outlined  in  the  superintendent's  report,  we  again  renew 
and  extend  our  recommendation  for  the  appropriations  for 
the  following  purposes :  — 

For  barracks, $37,976  00 

For  mechanical  handling  of  coal, 10,600  00 

For  building  for  children, .       .  79,690  84 

For  the  purchase  of  real  estate, 4,200  00 

For  changes  in  the  pumping  station,         .       .       .       .       .  6,000  00 

The  trustees  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  our 
training  school  for  nurses,  which  is  more  than  maintaining  its 
excellent  record. 

The  school  work,  both  for  the  children  and  adults,  is  growing 
in  importance  every  year,  and  now  is  a  distinct  feature  of  this 
institution. 

The  industrial  work  in  the  various  departments  continues, 
as  in  the  past,  to  be  a  matter  of  special  interest  and  profit,  and 
is  a  work  that  we  should  continue  to  foster. 

The  laboratory,  that  was  under  construction  at  the  time  of 
our  former  report,  is  now  completed,  and  regular  laboratory 
work  is  under  way  which  is  already  giving  much  promise. 
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We  cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  our  thanks 
to  our  faithful  and  efficient  superintendent,  and  to  his  sub- 
ordinates. Dr.  John  H.  Nichols  has  given  excellent  service  for 
the  past  nineteen  years,  and  when  we  say  that  he  has  never 
done  better  work  as  superintendent  than  he  is  doing  to-day, 
we  have  said  enough.

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.   SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm.  . 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-second 
annual  report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning 
Dec.  1,  1914,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1915. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  7,244  people  have 
been  cared  for,  or  54  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  thet 
4,775  have  been  admitted,  or  169  less  than  the  previous  year. 
There  has  been,  however,  an  increased  weekly  average  number 
of  people,  which  was  2,601.34,  or  173  more  than  the  previous 
year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  3,107,  which  is  346  people 
more  than  were  ever  housed  in  the  institution  before;  the 
smallest  daily  census  was  2,341,  or  145  larger  than  that  of 
the  previous  year.  There  were  167  births,  —  88  males  and 
79  females,  —  which  is  the  same  number  as  in  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  680  deaths,  —  6 10.  in  the  general  hospital 
department  and  70  in  the  department  for  the  insane.  Of  the 
total  number,  499  were  males  and  181  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $493,007.08,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $3.64. 

The  amount  of  $23,147.97  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $469,859.11 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a 
net  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $3.47. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  8,317,  —  5,794  males  and  2,523  females.  Of  these,  5,464 
were  classified  as  medical  and  2,853  as  surgical;  831  surgical 
operations  were  performed.  Of  infectious  diseases,  there  were 
7  cases  of  diphtheria,  4  of  typhoid  fever,  2  of  scarlet  fever  and 
1  of  .chicken  pox.  Especially  numerous  throughout  the  whole 
year  were  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough,  118  cases  of 
the  former  with  6  deaths  and  57  cases  of  the  latter  with  no 
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deaths.  This  has  required  that  large  portions  of  the  institu- 
tion should  be  quarantined  during  most  of  the  year,  which 
has  been  unusually  difficult  because  of  the  great  overcrowding 
of  our  wards  in  all  departments. 

There  were  2  cases  of  pellagra  and  1  case  of  African  trypano- 
somiasis (or  sleeping  sickness),  which  was  reported  by  Dr. 
Tuttle  in  the  "Journal  of  American  Medical  Association," 
and  the  first  case  to  be  recorded  in  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Sta- 
tistics at  Washington.  Of  interest  among  the  other  cases  were 
160  cases  of  feeble-mindedness,  51  cases  of  mental  disease, 
57  cases  of  hemiplegia,  30  of  locomotor  ataxia  and  81  cases  of 
neuritis.  There  were  253  cases  of  cardiac  disease  and  593  cases 
of  diseases  of  the  arteries  and  veins.  There  were  319  cases  of 
the  respiratory  diseases  besides  tuberculosis,  84  gastric  and 
intestinal,  119  of  diseases  of  the  kidney,  307  of  alcoholism, 
34  of  drug  habit,  136  cases  of  gonorrhoea,  145  of  vaginitis, 
81  of  cancerous  disease  and  1,123  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear. 
Of  the  deaths,  there  were  37  under  one  year,  57  between  one 
and  twenty  years,  271  between  twenty  and  fifty  years,  245 
over  fifty  years  of  age. 

Because  of  the  present  overcrowded  conditions  and  the  in- 
creasing numbers  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  of  venereal 
disease,  and  of  sick  and  feeble  aged  women,  the  matter  of 
extension  of  the  women's  hospital  accommodations  will  soon 
necessitate  serious  consideration. 

There  were  1,014  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  of 
which  860  were  male  and  154  female.  The  classification  on 
admission  was  as  follows:  incipient  cases,  123,  moderately 
advanced,  415,  advanced,  304,  far  advanced,  172.  The  condi- 
tions of  patients  on  discharge  are  as  follows:  51  quiescent, 
1  arrested,  9  apparently  arrested,  1  apparently  cured,  322 
relieved,  66  not  relieved,  248  died.  Of  the  cases  admitted, 
there  were  316  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  were 
also  admitted  113  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of 
which  number  19  died.  Adding  to  the  above  51  cases  of  tu- 
berculosis among  the  insane,  there  is  a  grand  total  of  1,178 
cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  an  increased  amount  of  work  and  consider- 
able overcrowding  in  the  department  for  tuberculosis  as  shown 
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by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  days'  treatment  for  the  year 
ending  Nov.  30,  1915,  was  133,081,  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  days'  treatment  of  20,353,  or  an  average  of  58  more  people 
per  day  than  the  preceding  year.  As  far  as  conditions  warrant, 
discharges  are  recommended,  but  as  the  cases  on  admission 
are  mostly  those  in  which  the  disease  is  far  advanced,  of  ne- 
cessity there  are  many  who  realize  that  the  possibility  of  their 
discharge  is  very  remote,  and,  subsequently,  becoming  tired 
of  the  country  surroundings,  are  anxious  to  get  back  to  the 
city.  They  take  advantage  of  the  freedom  and  encourage- 
ment which  is  given  them  to  be  out-of-doors  to  find  their  way 
to  the  street  cars  and  leave  the  institution  without  other 
formality.  Quite  a  lot  of  work  has  been  done  in  grading 
grounds  and  reclaiming  land  around  the  consumptive  hospital 
by  such  patients  as  are  able  to  work  under  the  direction  of 
one  of  the  male  nurses,  and  a  large  amount  of  garden  produce 
has  been  raised  which  has  added  especially  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  diet  of  their  department. 

Continuing  the  report  of  the  treatment  of  syphilis  with 
Ehrlich's  arsenical  preparations:  during  the  three  previous  years 
salvarsan  and  neosalvarsan  was  given  to  757  patients,  receiv- 
ing 3,145  doses.  During  the  present  year,  200  patients  re- 
ceived 653  doses,  which  was  for  as  many  as  it  was  possible  to 
get  a  sufficient  amount  of  this  form  of  treatment.  All  other 
cases  requiring  treatment  received  mercury  by  various  methods 
in  conjunction  with  the  iodides.  These  cases  required  an 
appreciably  longer  stay  in  the  hospital  wards  than  those  treated 
with  the  arsenical  preparations,  supplemented  with  mercury. 
Aside  from  the  discussion  concerning  the  merits  of  the  two 
treatments,  it  is  difficult  to  keep  a  large  number  of  the  indi- 
viduals in  the  hospital  long  enough  to  undergo  the  thorough 
mercurial  treatment,  for  the  patients  become  restless  and '  are 
apt  to  abscond  before  the  complete  treatment  has  been  given. 

Wassermann  examinations  are  now  made  in  our  laboratory 
on  every  case  admitted  when  not  contra  indicated,  and  our 
recent  results  seem  to  indicate  that  there  is  about  16.5  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  which  give  a  positive  reaction  for  syphilis.  This 
is  about  the  same  as  found  in  other  hospitals  or  places  where 
this  test  is  made  as  a  matter  of  routine,  which  would  seem  to 
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suggest  that,  contrary  to  the  ideas  of  many,  this  disease  is  not 
more  frequent  among  the  poorer  classes  than  among  others. 

During  the  year  34  cases  of  drug  habit  have  been  treated, 
all,  with  the  exception  of  two,  receiving  the  modified  Townes- 
Lambert  treatment.  The  other  two  received  gradual  reduction. 
These  cases  remained  in  the  hospital  for  about  two  months. 
It  would  seem  well  if  there  could  be  some  sort  of  a  follow-up 
system  provided  after  they  leave  the  institution.  At  the  time 
of  leaving  these  cases  are  cured  of  their  habit,  but  there  is 
no  small  amount  of  danger  of  their  encountering  circumstances 
which  make  them  return  to  the  use  of  drugs. 

The  scarcity  of  some  and  the  high  cost  of  all  medicines  and 
medical  supplies,  because  of  the  European  war,  makes  it  diffi- 
cult and  sometimes  impossible  to  carry  out  the  usual  methods 
of  treatment,  and  adds  materially  to  the  expense  of  carrying 
on  our  large  amount  of  hospital  work. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  cases  of  cancer  treated  from  year 
to  year,  and  these  cases  usually  reach  the  State  Infirmary  in  a 
condition  where  surgery  alone  is  inadequate.  We  are  already 
prepared  to  meet  the  surgical  requirements,  but  beyond  the 
surgical  interference,  indicated  in  the  treatment  of  cancer, 
modern  therapy  demands  the  use  of  radium  in  conjunction 
with  the  Roentgen  ray,  and  there  are  many  cases  which  need 
this  further  treatment.  The  great  cost  of  radium,  of  course, 
makes  it  impossible  to  inaugurate  the  treatment  at  this  time, 
yet  the  matter  merits  careful  discussion  as  to  the  advisability  of 
presenting  a  special  estimate  for  this  purpose  next  November, 
so  that  complete  study  and  scientific  treatment  of  this  disease 
can  be  carried  out. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1914,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1915.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  108  cases,  — 
48  by  transfer,  42  by  commitment  from  the  general  hospital 
department,  14  nominally  and  4  from  visit  and  escape.  The 
daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  715.  The  number 
remaining  Sept.  30,  1915,  was  709,  —  509  women  and  200 
men.  There  were  63  deaths,  —  18  men  and  45  women.  There 
were  14  cases  discharged  as  improved,  10  not  improved,  14  on 
visit,  36  transferred  to  other  institutions  and  2  escaped. 
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The  infirmary  tables  record  901  cases  treated,  of  which  631 
were  medical  and  270  surgical. 

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
restraint  or  seclusion  in  the  treatment  of  the  cases  in  the  de- 
partment for  the  insane.  The  work  of  the  kindergarten  teacher 
referred  to  in  the  previous  report  continues  to  be  of  benefit," 
especially  in  taking  the  untidy  demented  patients,  who  have 
been  sitting  around  without  interest  in  anything,  and  having 
them  march  to  music,  play  games  such  as  bean  bag,  or  passing 
a  ball  back  and  forth,  hopping,  skipping  and  dancing.  By 
doing  these  things  with  this  special  class  of  patients,  it  is  dem- 
onstrated that  we  are  able  to  stimulate  their  interest  until  later 
on  they  are  able  to  carry  on  some  useful  employment.  In 
fact,  some  of  this  type  have  been  induced  to  sew,  on  useful 
articles,  even  though  the  needles  have  to  be  threaded  for  them. 
One  patient  who  had  been  in  the  untidy  ward  for  many  years 
is  running  a  sewing  machine  to-day,  and  is  continuously  at  it, 
and  although  she  does  not  speak  she  is  doing  competent  work, 
but,  of  course,  requires  direction.  The  work  in  the  industrial 
rooms  of  the  department  for  the  insane  has  continued  to  give 
satisfactory  results,  but  especially  has  general  sewing  and 
making  of  clothing  increased  on  the  wards.  A  graduate  of 
the  industrial  arts  department  of  the  normal  school  has  been 
put  in  charge  of  one  of  the  industrial  rooms  to  direct  in  art 
and  in  domestic  science  lines.  Although  we  have  not  boarded 
out  any  of  our  patients  during  the  year,  when  the  friends  of 
the  patient,  or  others  interested,  without  expense  to  the  State, 
have  expressed  the  desire  to  take  the  patients  home  for  visits 
or  longer  stays,  it  has  been  encouraged  whenever  it  has  been 
considered  practicable,  after  one  of  the  nurses  has  visited  the 
homes  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  conditions  and  surroundings, 
and  if  favorable  the  patient  has  been  allowed  to  go  on  a  trial 
visit.  These  cases  have  later  been  visited  frequently  and  their 
condition  noted,  and  friends  and  relatives  have  been  encouraged 
to  bring  them  back  to  report  before  the  end  of  six  months' 
trial  so  that  in  case  of  return  of  the  symptoms  they  could  be 
brought  back  to  the  hospital  without  the  necessity  of  further 
legal  procedure  in  the  way  of  commitment. 

In  the  clinic  for  the  eye,  ear  and  throat,  about  2,000  cases 
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have  been  treated  this  year  and  200  operations  have  been 
performed.  Many  of  these  have  been  discharged  to  take  up 
their  occupations  again  after  having  been  relieved  of  their  com- 
plaint. Many  are  of  younger  people  disqualified  outside  on 
account  of  poor  vision  and  who  have  returned  to  work  after 
having  bad  proper  glasses  fitted.  The  comfort  given  to  the 
aged  by  glasses  has  been  gratifying,  and  especially  to  those  who 
assist  in  the  various  departments,  and  the  bedridden  who  have 
no  other  pastime  outside  of  reading.  Through  the  early  treat- 
ment of  the  children,  many  cases  of  deafness  and  blindness 
in  after  life  are  prevented.  In  the  diagnoses  of  various  diseases, 
especially  obscure  ones,  this  department  has  been  helpful. 

The  work  in  the  department  of  dentistry  has  been  especially 
commendable.  In  this  work  special  pains  have  been  taken  to 
put  the  mouths  of  the  patients  into  as  clean  and  healthy  a 
condition  as  is  possible.  The  work  has  been  made  of  a  durable 
character  as  far  as  is  possible,  and  by  instruction  they  have 
tried  to  impress  the  patients  with  the  necessity  for  proper  care 
of  the  mouth.  Instruction  in  the  use  of  brush  and  its  care 
has  been  given.  Tooth  brushes  have  been  supplied.  Teeth 
have  been  saved  when  possible  rather  than  extracted.  Special 
attention  is  being  given  to  care  of  the  children's  teeth.  In  the 
care  of  the  mouths  of  the  patients,  one  of  the  most  important 
problems  which  presented  itself  was  the  complete  sterilization 
of  all  instruments  used  in  the  work.  With  the  greater  number 
of  instruments  this  was  accomplished  in  the  usual  way  by 
boiling,  but  for  certain  instruments,  viz.,  the  hand  piece  and 
right  angle  for  the  dental  engine,  this  was  impossible.  Several 
means  were  tried  and  discarded.  Finally  a  solution  of  glycerine 
and  alcohol  was  used.  This  has  proved  satisfactory;  it  not  only 
keeps  the  instruments  sterilized,  but  lubricates  them  as  well. 
After  the  solution  has  become  useless,  it  is  put  in  an  old  bottle 
and  burned  in  the  lamp,  thus  proving  to  be  economical  as 
well  as  a  complete  sterilizing  medium.  Broaches  and  new 
instruments  are  kept  submerged  in  this  solution  all  the  time. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  uses  of  emetin,  hydro- 
chloride, and  the  results  obtained  by  its  use  in  the  treatment 
of  pyorrhea  alveolaris.  About  16  cases  of  pronounced  type 
have   been   treated.     For   these,    about    160   treatments   were 
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given.  Good  results  have  been  obtained  in  all  cases  save  one. 
The  teeth  are  first  cleaned,  all  calculus  removed,  and  mouth 
placed  in  as  clean  a  condition  as  possible.  Any  doubtful  case 
is  examined  microscopically  to  determine  the  presence  of  the 
endamaeba  buccalis  or  its  absence.  The  emetin  is  injected  di- 
rectly into  the  pockets  around  the  affected  teeth  instead  of 
being  forced  into  the  circulation.  Care  is  taken  to  isolate  the 
area  to  be  injected  by  sterile  gauze.  Tincture  of  iodine  is  then 
painted  on  the  gum  to  sterilize  the  area  and  prevent  the  forc- 
ing of  infected  material  into  the  pockets.  In  some  cases  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  give  15  or  20  treatments  before  satis- 
factory results  were  obtained.  In  all  cases  there  was  a  dis- 
appearance of  pain  and  soreness,  the  color  of  the  gum  improved, 
the  loose  teeth  tightened,  and  there  was  a  disappearance  of 
pus.  As  to  the  permanence  of  cure,  it  is  yet  too  early  to  state. 
During  the  past  three  years  about  25  cases  of  fracture  of  the 
lower  jaw  have  been  treated  with  good  results.  Where  pos- 
sible, the  angle  system  of  holding  the  jaws  in  position  by  the 
use  of  wires  and  bands  which  are  fastened  to  the  teeth  has 
been  employed;  in  those  cases  where  this  method  was  not  prac- 
ticable, splints  were  inserted,  and  the  jaws  held  firmly  in  the 
splint  by  the  use  of  a  specially  designed  cap  or  bandage  made 
of  webbing.  The  cases,  as  generally  presented  to  us,  are  badly 
swollen  and  have  become  infected;  this  necessitates  a  long  and 
tedious  course  of  treatment.  While  being  healed,  the  patient 
is  placed  on  a  semi-liquid  diet.  One  case  which  presented 
itself  for  treatment,  of  particular  interest,  was  that  of  a  sailor 
who  had  a  fracture  of  the  condyle  of  jaw,  complicated  by  a 
compound  fracture  of  the  right  side  and  a  compound  fracture 
of  the  left  side  of  the  jaw,  —  considerable  displacement  of 
parts.  The  patient  when  discharged  had  good  union,  full  move- 
ment of  jaws  and  a  good  articulation. 

In  organizing  the  laboratory  work,  much  attention  and  time 
have  been  devoted  to  introduction  of  biological  methods. 
Complement  fixation  tests  for  serum  diagnosis  of  syphilis 
(Wassermann),  gonorrhoea  (Schwartz)  and  infantile  paralysis, 
the  last  named,  still  in  an  experimental  stage,  being  developed 
in  this  laboratory,  were  introduced.  The  treatment  of  suitable 
subchronic  and  chronic  infections  was  undertaken  on  a  larger 
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scale  with  encouraging  results.  Remarkably  efficacious  was 
the  autoserous  treatment  in  a  severe  case  of  psoriasis.  On  ac- 
count of  an  outbreak  of  rabies  in  the  vicinity  of  the  institu- 
tion, a  number  of  dogs  on  the  place  were  actively  immunized 
by  being  given  Pasteur  treatment.  In  connection  with  this, 
preliminary  experiments  were  done,  with  the  object  to  produce 
a  high,  active  immunity  against  rabies  through  a  short,  modi- 
fied Cumming's  treatment.  In  sequence  of  recent  investiga- 
tions of  serum  treatment  of  pneumonia  in  the  Rockefeller 
Institute  of  New  York,  two  horses  were  immunized  and  two 
specific  anti-pneumococcus  sera  produced  for  treatment  of  our 
pneumonia  cases;  these  sera  would  otherwise  have  been  unob- 
tainable. Further  investigations  are  being  carried  on  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  therapeutic  control  of  this  disease. 

The  chemical  laboratory  has  been  installed  in  the  new 
building  and  its  equipment  greatly  extended,  and  is  now 
carrying  on  the  routine  work  required  of  it  and  also  original 
investigation  in  biological  chemistry  work  such  as  is  done  in 
other  hospitals  and  in  medical  schools.  A  tabulation  of  the 
work  done  has  been  made  in  another  portion  of  this  report. 
Mention  may  here  be  made  of  a  series  of  investigations  done 
in  this  laboratory  corroborating  the  earlier  work  of  Folin,  Denis 
and  others  regarding  nitrogen  retention  in  cases  of  nephritis. 
Some  work  has  been  carried  on  also  relating  to  the  creatine 
content  of  tissues  and  its  mode  of  elimination  with  a  view  of 
determining  the  significance  of  this  substance  in  endogenous 
cellular  metabolism.  In  addition,  investigations  have  been 
begun  concerning  the  chemical  relationship  between  the  tubercle 
bacillus  and  its  tissues  of  election  in  the  organism.  As  chemi- 
cal methods  come  to  be  used  more  and  more  in  medicine,  it  is 
the  intention  that  the  chemical  laboratory  shall  become  of 
increasing  service  to  the  institution,  along  with  the  laboratories 
of  bacteriology  and  pathology  as  adjuncts  to  physical  diagnosis 
and  medical  therapy. 

The  additional  appointments  in  the  medical  staff  are:  Dr. 
William  T.  Hanson,  formerly  an  assistant  in  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity,  assigned  to  the  charge  of  our  department  for  the 
insane;  Dr.  Rudolf  Kohn,  formerly  pathologist  at  the  Lynn 
Hospital   and   an   assistant   at   the   Harvard   Medical   School, 
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director  of  the  laboratory;  Dr.  Charles  L.  Trickey,  formerly 
of  the  State  Infirmary  and  recently  of  the  Panama  Isthmian 
service,  assistant  in  the  men's  hospital;  and  Dr.  Jeremiah  J. 
Paglia,  formerly  of  our  interne  service,  as  assistant  in  the 
men's  hospital. 

The  following  physicians  have  resigned:  Dr.  Howard  F. 
Holmes,  on  account  of  ill  health;  Dr.  Howard  Iv.  Tuttle,  for 
needed  rest  and  to  pursue  other  lines  of  medical  work;  Dr. 
Mabel  C.  Raymond  and  Dr.  C.  Stanley  Raymond,  to  take  up 
work  at  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  Waverley. 

The  following  internes  have  received  certificates  after  finish- 
ing their  year's  service:  Dr.  Jeremiah  J.  Paglia,  Dr.  Nathan 
D.  Glassman  and  Dr.  William  E.  Buck. 

The  large  amount  of  medical  work  to  be  done  and  the  com- 
paratively small  number  of  physicians  available  for  the  work 
make  it  difficult  and  at  times  impossible  to  carry  out  as  com- 
plete a  program  as  is  desired,  or  it  results  in  the  discourage- 
ment, overworking  or  wearing  out  of  some  of  our  men,  and 
makes  the  question  of  increasing  the  number  of  the  medical 
staff  at  times  an  urgent  one. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  commend  the  work  of  the  training 
school  for  nurses,  as  any  success  or  praise  accorded  to  us  in 
our  work  is  necessarily  shared  with  the  nursing  department  of 
the  institution,  as  the  nurses  are  the  ones  who  come  in  most 
direct  and  continuous  contact  with  the  '  real  problem  of  the 
infirmary,  which  is  to  care  for  the  sick.  This  year  adds  an- 
other triumph  of  no  small  significance  to  the  training  school 
for  nurses,  the  superintendent  of  nurses,  her  able  assistants, 
the  pupils  and  relief  nurses.  The  general  course  of  instruction 
for  the  year  has  steadily  progressed  and  there  were  additional 
lectures  given.  Classwork  in  occupation  therapy  and  a  com- 
prehensive course  in  chemistry  have  been  added  to  the  school 
work,  and  an  instructor  in  practical  nursing  was  added  to  the 
corps  of  teachers,  Miss  Sophia  F.  Wilson,  R.N.  (New  York); 
she  later  resigned  to  go  to  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Ethel  F.  Washburn,  R.N.  (Rhode  Island), 
formerly  assistant  instructor  of  nurses  in  the  Butler  Hospital, 
Providence,  R.  I.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  November,  1915, 
there  were  one  hundred  and  seventy  nurses  on  duty  in  our 
wards.     This  includes  the  entire  staff  of  female  nurses. 
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With  sorrow  we  report  the  death  of  Miss  Katherine  A. 
McEnaney  on  March  6,  1915,  of  recent  years  in  charge  of  the 
women  of  the  house  department.  Although  aware  of  the 
incurable  nature  of  the  disorder  with  which  she  was  afflicted, 
she  was  able  to  continue  in  her  work,  bear  the  responsibilities 
that  were  placed  upon  her,  and  efficiently  and  cheerfully  dis- 
charge her  duties  until  very  near  the  end.  Patience,  faith- 
fulness and  kindliness  were  natural  characteristics  displayed 
by  her  from  the  beginning  of  her  work  with  us,  which  made  her 
respected  and  beloved  by  those  directing  her  work,  her  asso- 
ciates, and  all  of  those  who  were  at  any  time  under  her  care, 
and  which  brought  to  her  through  her  illness  kindest  con- 
sideration, genuine  expressions  of  sympathy  and  unceasing  acts 
of  tenderness  and  words  of  cheer  from  all  who  were  privileged 
to  be  with  her  or  near  her  through  the  period  of  her  distress 
and  suffering.  Her  memory  and  example  should  be  one  of  the 
valued  heritages  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  the  training  school 
for  nurses,  in  which  she  began  her  work  in  1909. 

Graduation  exercises  for  the  nurses  were  held  in  the  chapel 
of  the  infirmary  Sept.  28,  1915,  in  which  the  trustees,  the 
chaplains,  the  principal  of  the  school  and  the  superintendent  of 
the  hospital  participated,  which  was  followed  by  a  reception, 
refreshments  and  dancing.  The  alumnse  society  attended  the 
graduation  exercises,,  and  held  their  annual  meeting  in  the 
evening  for  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
curriculum  of  the  school  is  published  as  a  separate  booklet 
apart  from  this  report.

A  regular  course  of  instruction  to  the  male  nurses  is  con- 
ducted by  one  of  the  assistant  physicians  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  supervisor  of  male  nurses. 

The  average  number  of  children  during  the  year  has  remained 
about  445.  There  were  903  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  admitted  during  the  year.  In  order  to  care  for  these 
children  properly  it  is  necessary  that  an  additional  building 
should  be  constructed  at  a  point  removed  from  our  main  group 
of  buildings,  and  we,  therefore,  renew  the  request  of  last  year 
for  such  a  building. 

The  progress  in  the  school  work  has  been  very  encouraging. 
This  department  has  been  put  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Charles  R.  Small,  recently  of  Harvard  University  and  formerly 
superintendent  of  schools  in  San  Luis  Obispo,  and  a  very  satis- 
factory outline  of  work  has  been  established.  The  schools  have 
been  more  carefully  graded  this  year  upon  the  basis  of  native 
endowment  and  school  progress.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  172  enrolled  in  different  classes,  —  28  in  the  grammar 
grades,  62  in  primary  grades,  43  in  kindergarten,  21  in  do- 
mestic science  and  18  in  special  classes;  the  number  of  regular 
classes  being  9,  special  classes,  3,  number  of  regular  teachers,  7, 
special  teachers,  3.  A  schedule  has  been  arranged  providing  for 
a  six-hour  school  day,  divided  equally  between  book  work  and 
the  practical  arts.  A  graduate  of  the  manual  training  depart- 
ment of  Fitchburg  Normal  School  instructs  the  boys,  a  Fram- 
ingham  Normal  School  graduate  is  starting  the  girls  in  do- 
mestic science,  and  a  trained  kindergartner  is  in  charge  of  the 
youngest  children.  Other  teachers  attend  to  the  work  of  in- 
structing in  the  common  branches.    There  are  also,  as  in  former 
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years,  a  class  for  the  blind,  another  offering  instruction  in 
English  to  foreigners,  taught  by  volunteer  teachers,  and  the 
dancing  classes;  instruction  in  games  and  recreation  has  been 
carried  on,  as  for  many  years,  by  a  special  teacher. 

Recreations  of  many  varieties  apropos  of  the  season  have 
been  provided  as  usual,  besides  the  always  welcome  enter- 
tainments furnished  by  friends  from  neighboring  towns.  The 
patients  themselves  last  whiter  staged  a  number  of  enjoyable 
programs.  The  employees  also  entertained  upon  the  stage, 
and  in  the  summer  and  fall  baseball  and  soccer,  played  by  the 
employees,  have  furnished  interest  for  all.  The  legal  holidays 
have  as  usual  been  observed  in  a  fitting  manner,  and  espe- 
cially have  Christmas  and  the  Fourth  of  July  been  days  of 
gladness  throughout  the  whole  of  the  infirmary. 

There  were  upon  the  library  shelves  in  the  chapel  on  the 
first  day  of  December,  1915,  a  total  of  3,517  volumes,  a  net 
gain  for  the  year  of  240  volumes.  The  circulation  of  these 
books  has  increased  about  10  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  previous 
years.  During  the  year  there  have  been  received  and'  given 
out  from  the  library  over  800  copies  of  the  "Saturday  Evening 
Post,"  nearly  700  copies  of  the  "Literary  Digest,"  nearly  400 
copies  of  the  "Outlook,"  over  300  each  of  the  "Ladies'  Home 
Journal"  and  the  "Youth's  Companion,"  over  200  each  of 
"Life"  and  "Vogue,"  and  between  100  and  200  each  of  "Good 
Housekeeping,"  "Country  Gentleman,"  "Suburban  Life," 
"Collier's,"  "Harper's  Monthly,"  "McClure's,"  "Cosmo- 
politan" and  "Independent."  Sixty  volumes  of  magazines 
have  been  bound  up  in  substantial  bindings  in  the  workshops 
of  the  infirmary.  A  very  important  class  of  this  donated 
reading  matter  included  magazines  and  newspapers  as  well  as 
bound  books  printed  in  other  languages  than  our  own,  for  which 
there  is  always  a  demand.  The  card  index  of  the  library  is 
approaching  completion.  More  shelves  for  the  better  arrange- 
ment and  storage  of  books  have  been  recently  provided. 

Although  there  is  no  suitable  building  or  quarters  for  the 
work,  the  progress  in  our  industrial  work  has  been  very  satis- 
factory, and  is  constantly  becoming  of  increasing  importance  in 
the  economy  of  the  institution  from  the  fact  that  special  stress 
is  brought  to  bear  upon  the  production  of  clothing  and  other 
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articles  of  constant  use  in  the  institution.    We  have  made  all  of 
the  men's  stockings  for  over  two  years  and  are  now  knitting 
the  women's  stockings  as  well.     The  making  of  harnesses  has 
increased  this  year,  and  all  of  the  horses  have  been  measured 
and  fitted  to  new  horse  collars  from  our  shop.     Stocking  caps 
for  all  of  the  patients  of  the  men's  consumptive  hospital  and 
for  the  boys  and  many  others  have  been  manufactured,   as 
well  as  all  of  the  scrub  brushes  and  hand  brushes  used  in  the 
institution    during   the    year;     also    the   laundry    baskets    and 
small  baskets  for  waste  paper  and  other  uses.     All  the  door 
mats,  rugs  and  carpets  for  use  in  the  institution  have  been 
made  for  more  than  three  years,  as  well  as  all  of  the  brooms 
during  the  same  time.     A  large  number  of  the  towels  that  are 
used   by   the   inmates   and   large   amounts   of   cloth   weaving, 
blankets  and  other  articles  from  the  looms,  with  all  the  shirts, 
overalls   and   jumpers,   have  always   been  made   by   our   own 
people;    also,  for  many  years,   corduroy  and  khaki  suits  for 
the  insane,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  shoes  for  both  men 
and  women,  have  been  made.    On  the  women's  side,  practically 
all  of  the  clothing  for  the  women,  children  and  infants  used 
while  in  the  institution  is  made  in  our  sewing  room,  as  well  as 
the    bedding    and    linen    hospital    supplies.      Our    mattresses, 
children's  and  infants'  cribs  and  bassinets,  chairs,  tables,  cabi- 
nets, bureaus,  chiffoniers,  practically  all  of  the  tinware  and  a 
large  amount  of  sheet  metal  work,  iron  work  and  pipe  work, 
carriages,  sleds  and  farming  implements  and  devices  are  made 
in  our  own  shops.     Along  these  lines  of  activity  we  obtain 
not  only  results  that  are  of  great  profit  to  our  institution  but 
are  also  of  great  interest  to  those  who  are  directing,  and  es- 
pecially to  those  who  are  employed  in  the  work.     It  would  be 
a  great  omission  if  I  did  not  mention  the  large  amount  that  is 
saved  to  the  institution  by  most  diligent  attention  to  repair 
work,  which  prolongs  the  time  or  the  usefulness  of  the  different 
articles   or   supplies   for   very  long   periods.     Special   mention 
should  be  made  of  the  furnishing  of  some  of  the  new  parts  of 
the  administration  building,  the  trustees'  room  and  the  medi- 
cal library  with  chairs  and  tables  of  very  good  workmanship, 
made  in  our  own  shops.     One  of  the  items  of  industrial  work 
of  which  we  are    especially    proud    is  the   flagstaff  that  was 
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erected  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  the  planing  and  shaping  of 
which  was  done  by  one  of  our  inmates  from  the  tall  pine  trees 
that  were  cut  on  our  own  land. 

A  large  amount  of  cultivation  was  planned  for  the  farming 
season,  but  from  the  fact  that  much  of  this  was  on  the  low 
land  and  because  of  the  very  unusual  amount  of  floods  and 
rain  throughout  the  season,  the  results  were  disappointing. 
There  was  also  considerable  shortage  of  hay  and  fodder  crops. 

The  encouraging  results  that  we  have  had  previously  in 
experimenting  with  alfalfa  in  small  plots  and  on  many  different 
locations  of  the  farm  prompted  us  to  sow  alfalfa  with  greater 
care  and  upon  larger  areas  than  we  had  attempted  before,  and 
it  seems  as  if  we  will  meet  with  considerable  success  in  finding 
a  crop  that  will  flourish  upon  some  portions  of  our  land  which 
are  barren  and  usually  unprofitable  to  cultivate. 

In  the  spring  an  epidemic  of  hog  cholera  broke  out  among 
the  hogs,  and  in  a  herd  of  335  hogs,  65  died.  At  present  the 
hogs  receive  simultaneous  treatment,  consisting  of  an  injection 
of  virus  and  the  vaccine  at  the  same  time,  which  renders  the 
hog  immune  to  infection  of  hog  cholera.  This  work  is  done 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Cahill,  who  was  sent  out  in  consulta- 
tion upon  our  appeal  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  for 
help  in  this  matter. 

In  August  six  of  the  professors  from  the  Agricultural  College 
visited  the  institution  and  inspected  all  the  departments  of 
the  farm,  commenting  upon  the  work  and  giving  suggestions 
as  they  went  along,  the  men  in  charge  and  working  in  the 
different  departments  accompanying  them  on  their  visit.  In 
the  evening  dinner  was  served  in  the  large  dining  rooms  with 
the  professors  as-  guests  and  all  of  the  heads  of  departments 
and  all  of  the  men  employed  on  the  farm  present;  after  this 
each  of  the  professors  spoke  upon  the  lines  of  their  special 
interest  regarding  such  matters  as  were  suggested  by  their 
visit  during  the  day,  after  which  a  general  discussion  was  held 
in  which  many  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  participated. 
This  visit  was  specially  of  interest  and  profit  to  all  those 
engaged  in  farm  work.  For  a  number  of  years,  and  especially 
during  the  last  year,  as  many  of  our  farm  hands  as  possible 
have   been   encouraged  to   attend   various  meetings   and   con- 
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ventions  relating  to  the  different  lines  of  agricultural  interest, 
and  some  of  them  have  become  members  of  special  associations. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  farm: 
straightening  and  improving  the  Strong  Water  Brook  channel 
on  the  Pillsbury,  Bridge's  Meadow  and  the  Burtt  farms,  658 
yards;  3  acres  of  meadow  sanded  and  10  acres  of  woodland 
and  underbrush  cleared  and  a  large  number  of  rocks  cleared 
from  the  hillside  of  the  Pillsbury  farm;  on  the  Burtt  farm 
13  acres  of  pasture  land  were  reclaimed  and  23  acres  of  under- 
brush and  dead  wood  cleared;  on  the  Moody  farm  4|  acres  of 
pasture  land  and  A.\  acres  of  meadow  land  were  reclaimed  and 
7  acres  of  wood  and  underbrush  cleared;  on  the  Almont  farm 
5  acres  of  pasture  land  were  reclaimed,  3  acres  of  stump  land 
cleared  and  plowed,  and  10  acres  cleared  of  underbrush  and 
dead  wood.  On  the  Bancroft  farm  7  acres  of  land  were  cleared, 
and  the  brook  shortened  and  straightened  by  digging  150 
yards  of  new  channel.  A  new  roof  was  built  and  other  repairs 
attended  to  at  the  Pillsbury  barn;  new  floors  were  laid  in 
stable  of  Burtt  farm  and  the  Burtt  house  was  repainted.  A 
cellar  was  built  under  the  old  Moody  barn,  and  an  extension, 
15  by  30  feet,  with  basement  and  one  upper  floor  was  built. 
At  the  Sunnyside  poultry  farm  one  additional  hen  house  200  feet 
long,  has  been  built,  a  much  needed  addition  to  this  very  im- 
portant department.  One  additional  house  on'  Livingston  Street 
has  been  finished  and  is  now  occupied.  Work  has  been  con- 
tinued on  three  additional  filter  beds.  Additional  work  has 
been  done  on  the  sidewalks  to  the  Bancroft  and  on  Livingston 
Street,  and  to  the  embankment  wall  near  the  stable;  ledge 
work,  grading  and  other  work  near  the  stone  crusher  has  been 
accomplished  and  considerable  stone  crushed.  Two  stone  and 
cement  bridges  have  been  built  across  Strong  Water  Brook  at 
points  between  the  filter  beds  and  the  consumptive  hospital. 
Repairs  and  renewal  of  the  roof  on  the  west  ward  have  been 
made,  and  stone  columns  for  fence  and  gateways  have  been 
built  to  include  the  new  building  for  male  employees  and  one 
additional  acre  within  our  main  enclosure. 

Considerable  excavating  was  done  at  the  coal  pocket  and 
clearing  of  stone  in  the  old  piggery  yard. 
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A  farm  tractor  was  bought  early  in  the  spring,  burning 
kerosene  as  fuel,  which  gave  us  greatly  improved  service  over 
anything  that  has  been  possible  before  in  the  matters  of 
plowing  and  harrowing  throughout  the  entire  season. 

A  circular  summer  house  has  been  built  in  the  yard  for  the 
insane  out  of  cut  granite  and  other  materials  that  used  to 
form  the  bay  windows  on  the  administration  building,  which 
were  of  necessity  removed  in  the  extension  of  this  building. 

An  additional  operating  section  has  been  extended  from  the 
west  side  of  the  sun  room  of  the  women's  hospital,  with  room 
for  dentist,  for  a  general  operating  room  and  sterilizing  room, 
laboratory  and  lavatory,  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  in  the 
future  to  transfer  cases  for  operation  in  the  women's  hospital 
to  the  operating  building  across  the  yard. 

Extensions  and  improvements  effecting  still  further  econo- 
mies in  our  power,  heating,  lighting  and  engineering  depart- 
ment have  been  made  as  follows :  — 

A  high-pressure  steam  line  has  been  extended  in  a  concrete 
trench  to  the  stable  and  to  the  barn;  a  3-inch  water  main  has 
been  laid  from  the  MacDonald  house  to  the  Burtt  farm;  one 
additional  6-inch  well  has  been  driven  at  the  pumping  station; 
a  pump  and  heater  house  has  been  added  on  to  the  main 
power  house  and  a  large  area  excavated  in  front  of  the  boiler 
house  for  the  removal  of  ashes.  A  new  tool  room  has  been 
built  .for  safe-keeping  of  tools  and  shop  supplies.  A  drying 
tumbler  has  been  installed  in  the  laundry;  a  new  subway  from 
maternity  to  the  women's  house  has  been  built,  and  a  new 
5-inch  line  laid  to  the  women's  house.  A  new  heating  line  has 
been  relaid  in  large  tubes  from  the  women's  house  to  the 
superintendent's  house,  and  an  extra  4-inch  water  main  has 
been  connected  with  the  laundry;  a  new  subway  has  been 
built  from  the  power  house  to  the  laundry  in  which  have  been 
laid  new  steam  and  return  pipes;  and  a  new  12-inch  exhaust 
main  has  been  laid  in  the  power  house. 

A  Venturi  boiler  feed  water  meter  has  been  installed  to  give 
a  continuous  record  of  the  amount  of  water  fed  to  the  boilers; 
the  pounds  of  water  per  pound  of  coal  is  figured  every  day. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  removing  the  electrical  wires 
from  overhead  positions  and  relaying  them  in  the  subways. 
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Considerable  extra  lighting  in  buildings  and  in  the  yard  has 
been  provided. 

The  old  telephone  system  of  the  institution  has  been  aban- 
doned and  a  new  system  installed  by  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company,  giving  us  additional  stations 
and  much  relief  and  improvement  over  the  conditions  that 
previously  existed. 

A  new  milk  Pasteurizer  has  been  installed  to  insure  safety  by 
Pasteurization  of  all  of  the  milk  used  in  the  infirmary. 

Matters  of  special  improvement  should  be  noted  as  follows: 
the  completion  of  the  laboratory;  the  completion  of  the  im- 
provements to  the  administration  building;  the  hot  water 
circulating  system  is  nearly  finished,  and  most  of  the  system 
in  service  since  early  in  the  fall,  effecting  a  long  needed  im- 
provement in  all  parts  of  the  institution;  and  the  progress  upon 
the  new  home  for  nurses,  which  is  about  50  per  cent,  com- 
pleted. 

The  recommendations  for  improvements  to  be  requested  of 
the  Legislature  of  1916  which  have  been  approved  and  voted  by 
the  trustees  are  as  follows :  — 

For  mechanical  handling  of  coal, $10,600  00 

For  building  for  children  (accommodation  for  100),       .       .  79,690  84 

For  barracks,  two  buildings  (accommodation  for  100  each),  37,976  00

Explanation  of  Items. 

The  necessity  for  mechanical  handling  of  coal  is  to  make  it 
possible  to  handle  the  coal  rapidly  at  the  time  of  delivery  and 
to  diminish  very  materially  the  cost  of  unloading  from  cars 
and  to  supply  it  for  service  at  the  boilers. 

The  necessity  for  a  building  for  children  to  accommodate 
100  is  to  provide  suitable  quarters  at  a  point  somewhat  re- 
moved from  the  main  group  of  buildings  where  the  children 
may  be  more  carefully  protected  and  more  comfortably  housed. 

The  necessity  for  the  barracks  is  to  provide  housing  for  ex- 
cessive numbers  that  we  have  to  care  for  through  the  winter 
months,  and  which  cause  such  serious  overcrowding  at  that 
time,  for  which  the  capacity  of  the  men's  building  is  inadequate,

and  where  the  overcrowding  is  a  menace  to  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  convalescents,  the  old  and  the  feeble  cases  who 
occupy  the  building. 

The  necessity  for  electrification  of  the  pumping  station  is 
because  one-half  of  the  old  equipment  needs  replacement,  and 
in  order  to  obtain  a  more  continuous  flow,  and,  by  a  more 
flexible  equipment,  to  be  able  to  maintain  a  more  constant 
control  of  the  pressure  in  our  water  supply. 

The  necessity  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  is  that  certain 
parcels  are  at  present  for  sale,  which  could  be  used  to  advan- 
tage by  the  institution. 

The  difficulty  in  handling  the  coal  supply  of  the  institution 
is  extreme.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  unload  and  store  away 
the  coal  when  delivered  fast  enough  to  escape  demurrage 
charges.  Our  coal  delivery  is  large,  7,000  tons,  which  at  the 
most  favorable  rates  must  be  delivered  through  the  summer 
months.  We  do  not  have  enough  men  to  handle  this  coal,  and 
it,  moreover,  requires  all  of  the  farm  horses  to  drag  it  from  the 
cars  in  scoop  shovels  up  to  the  top  of  what  finally  becomes  two 
very  high  piles  of  coal.  Our  men  and  our  horses  are  kept  busy 
through  most  of  the  summer  when  haying  and  farm  crops 
should  require  their  attention.  This  is  bad  work  for  the  men, 
who  are  from  the  department  for  the  insane,  for  the  horses  and 
for  the  employees,  especially  through  the  hot  or  sultry  days 
when  most  of  this  work  has  to  be  done.  It  is  also  a  hazardous 
occupation  for  horses,  for  inmates  and  for  employees,  as  was 
most  unfortunately  demonstrated  by  the  loss  of  life  of  one  of 
the  inmates,  who  fell  under  a  car  and  was  run  over  during  the 
summer,  in  spite  of  the  utmost  care  and  warnings;  for  these 
men  are  not  new  at  the  work  but  are  more  experienced  than  is 
the  usual  case,  most  of  them  having  done  this  work  for  a  num- 
ber of  consecutive  years. 

In  the  middle  of  the  winter,  when  our  numbers  were  the 
"largest,  we  had  three  fires.  In  the  early  morning  of  January  30 
there  was  a  fire  in  the  baggage  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
men's  house,  in  which  building  there  were  800  men  sleeping. 
The  temperature  was  about  zero,  but  the  inmates  were  re- 
moved without  excitement  or  discomfort  into  near-by  wards, 
and  the  fire  was  fought  by  the  department  of  the  infirmary. 
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It  was,  however,  such  an  angry  fire  and  the  destructive  possi- 
bility so  great  that  a  call  was  sent  out  to  the  Lowell  depart- 
ment, which  quickly  responded  with  an  engine  and  company 
from  High  Street,  Lowell,  very  much  to  the .  relief  of  us  all. 
The  fire  was  confined  to  the  basement.  A  large  amount  of 
inmates'  clothing  was  destroyed.  The  cause  of  the  fire  was 
determined  as  due  to  a  defect  in  electric  wires. 

At  8  p.m.  the  following  evening  a  fire  broke  out  in  one  of  the 
infectious  wards  in  the  lathing  and  framework  near  a  chim- 
ney, due  to  overheating  in  a  fireplace.  This  fire  was  brought 
under  control  by  our  own  department.  The  resulting  damage 
was  slight. 

On  February  9,  at  3  a.m.,  a  fire  was  discovered  in  the  laundry 
and  the  dry  room  was  burned  out  and  considerable  loss  of 
clothing  was  the  result.  This  fire  was  controlled  by  our  own 
department.     The  cause  assigned  was  spontaneous  combustion. 

A  two-horse  chemical  engine,  carrying  two  50-gallon  tanks, 
has  been  added  to  our  fire  equipment. 

Because  of  the  high  average  number  of  people  and  the  high 
prices  of  food  products,  —  flour,  cereals,  tea,  cocoa,  sugar, 
meats,  molasses,  beans,  etc.,  —  it  was  difficult  to  provide  as 
ample  or  varied  a  diet  as  we  would  wish,  and  we  were  obliged 
•to  spend  beyond  our  allotted  appropriation  on  this  item.  The 
difficulties  in  the  work  of  feeding  the  increasing  numbers  of 
patients  in  various  departments  has  forced  us  to  change  our 
former  policy  regarding  this  work.  Assistant  chefs  have  been 
employed  in  the  men's  consumptive  hospital  and  the  men's 
hospital,  and,  with  one  additional  pastry  baker,  are  all  under 
the  direction  of  a  head  chef,  who  arranges  a  different  diet  list 
for  each  week  and  directs  the  preparation  and  serving  of  the 
food  throughout  nearly  the  entire  institution  and  its  depart- 
ments, and  to  whom,  for  the  surmounting  of  the  many  diffi- 
culties encountered,  much  commendation  is  due. 

Special  visits  of  classes  from  medical  schools,  social  service, 
and  medical  societies  and  others  are  not  infrequent  at  the  in- 
firmary; and  for  the  third  time  in  a  number  of  years  the  in- 
firmary fields  were  converted  into  a  great  military  camp  by  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Sixth  Regiment,  M.V.M.,  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Sweetser,  on  July  3,  4  and  5.    Thousands 
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of  people  visiting  the  camp  also  visited  our  grounds  and  build- 
ings. It  is  the  custom  of  the  State  Infirmary  to  receive  visitors 
on  every  day  in  the  year. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  tables  which  follow  in  this  report, 
giving  the  details  of  all  of  the  activities  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  in  behalf  of  the  institu- 
tion to  the  many  friends  who  have  kindly  donated  papers, 
periodicals,  books,  Christmas  gifts,  and  many  other  things  of 
special  value  and  interest  to  our  people. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  real  feeling  of  thankfulness  to  the  chaplains  who  have 
served  the  infirmary  during  the  year  on  Sundays  in  the  chapel 
and  at  all  times  in  the  wards,  most  generously  giving  of  their 
time  and  energies  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  loyally 
promoting  the  feeling  of  contentment  and  good  will  everywhere 
throughout  the  institution.  It  is  an  unusual  pleasure  to  report 
that  there  have  been  no  changes  in  this  work  during  the  year, 
and  that  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  to  continue  with  the 
Rev.  Father  McGann,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Robinson  as  chaplains  of  the  Catholic,  the  Protestant  and  the 
Hebrew  churches. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  loyalty  and  earnestness 
with  which  the  assistants  and  employees  of  the  institution  have 
continued  in  their  duties  and  responded  to  the  great  demands 
that  are  made  upon  them,  and  endeavored  in  so  many  ways  to 
do  their  full  part  in  this  work. 

The  deep  interest  and  patient  consideration  which  you  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  shown,  in  all  matters  of  importance 
and  innumerable  matters  of  detail,  the  strong  support  and  the 
cheerful  encouragement  that  you  have  so  continuously  extended 
to  me,  make  any  words  of  appreciation  at  my  command  seem 
wholly  insufficient  to  express  the  genuineness  of  that  apprecia- 
tion which  I  feel.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  compliance  with  the  statutes  the  trustees  of  the  State 
Infirmary  and  State  Farm  herewith  present  the  sixty-third  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1916. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  the  report  of  the 
superintendent,  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  which  will  give  in  detail 
the  conditions  which  have  obtained  here  during  the  year,  and 
a  comprehensive  explanation  of  the  improvements  which  we 
recommend  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Under  chapter  91  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1916  there  was  ap- 
propriated for  this  institution  the  sum  of  $513,300. 

During  the  year  there  was  expended  the  total  of  $512,081.27, 
of  which  $176,862.22  was  used  for  salaries  and  wages,  and 
$335,219.05  for  general  expenses. 

The  net  outlay  for  the  support  of  the  Infirmary  was  $485,- 
529.84,  for  we  received  the  sum  of  $26,551.43  for  articles  sold 
and  for  the  care  which  we  gave  to  Federal  and  municipal  cases, 
which  sum  is  required  by  law  to  be  turned  into  the  State 
treasury. 

The  weekly  per  capita  cost  at  the  Infirmary  was  $4.05,  an 
increase  of  58  cents  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  a  very 
slight  increase  when  the  high  cost  of  living  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration.       t 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  improvements 
for  which  we  are  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  1917,  together 
with  the  estimated  costs :  — 

For  mechanical  handling  of  coal, .       .     $14,800 

For  hospital  for  women, 162,000 

For  real  estate, 3,950 

The  mechanical  coal  handling  equipment  is  necessary  because 
the  large  amount  of  coal  used  cannot  be  unloaded,  hauled  and 
supplied  economically  for  service  at  the  boilers  with  our  present 
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equipment.  This  is  not  the  first  time  that  we  have  asked  for 
this  improvement.  In  fact,  we  have  recommended  it  every 
year  for  the  past  four  years,  and  we  trust  that  our  present 
request  will  be  granted. 

The  hospital  for  women  is  necessary  because  we  have  not, 
at  present,  suitable  hospital  accommodations  for  the  women  in 
the  Infirmary,  and  because  we  have  not  properly  classified 
wards  of  maternity,  surgical,  acute,  chronic,  venereal  and  in- 
fectious cases. 

The  purchase  of  real  estate,  if  not  a  matter  of  absolute  neces- 
sity, is  of  importance,  because  we  can  to-day  buy  certain 
parcels  of  real  estate  which  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  In- 
firmary and  which  may  not  remain  in  the  market. 

Mr.  John  B.  Tivnan,  our  former  chairman,  was  appointed  by 
the  Governor  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases 
last  summer;  and  while  we  were  pleased  that  His  Excellency 
recognized  the  good  work  which  Mr.  Tivnan  had  so  unsparingly 
given  to  the  State  for  the  past  thirteen  years  and  selected  him 
for  a  position  where  he  would  be  able  to  be  of  still  more  service 
to  the  Commonwealth,  yet  our  feelings  when  we  learned  of  his 
advancement  were  not  those  of  unmixed  pleasure.  Not  un- 
naturally we  are  more  deeply  interested  in  the  State  Infirmary 
and  the  State  Farm  than  in  the  many  institutions  which  we 
are  sure  will  be  benefited  by  his  good  sense  and  sound  judg- 
ment. 

We  trust  that  we  shall  be  pardoned  if  we  publicly  deplore 
the  personal  loss  which  we  sustain  by  his  retirement  from  this 
Board. 

Two  of  our  departments,  viz.,  our  insane  wards  and  our  two 
tuberculosis  hospitals,  embrace  a  large  percentage  of  our  popu- 
lation, as  you  undoubtedly  know.  There  are  indeed  more 
tuberculosis  patients  in  Tewksbury  than  are  found  in  any  of 
the  State  hospitals  which  care  for  that  class  of  cases  exclusively, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  sanatorium  in  Rutland.  And 
we  are  confident  that  all  the  patients  under  our  supervision  are 
receiving  scientific  as  well  as  humane  treatment. 

As  regards  the  educational  department,  you  can  see  in  the 
summary  which  is  appended  to  this  report  just  what  has  been 
done  in  this  line  of  work.     We  will  simply  state  here  that  we 
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have  had  251  pupils  in  our  schools,  who  have  been  under  the 
instruction  of  10  teachers,  and  that  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment has  been  satisfactory. 

We  must  mention  briefly  our  training  school  for  nurses,  and 
we  need  only  say  that  it  is  living  up  to  its  reputation. 

Our  new  nurses'  home,  to  accommodate  100  nurses,  for 
which  an  appropriation  of  $72,863  was  given  us  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1915,  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

The  4-inch  pipe  for  water  supply  to  the  boilers,  authorized 
by  the  Resolves  of  1914,  chapter  127,  is  practically  completed. 
This  will  carry  brook  water  for  water  feed  supply,  which  is 
obviously  better  for  this  purpose  than  the  water  from  the 
driven  wells. 

The  annual  inventory  as  required  by  section  7,  chapter  84  of 
the  Revised  Laws  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  connected  with  the  institution  and  be- 
longing to  the  Commonwealth  has  een  made  by  Joseph  S. 
Kendall  of  Tewksbury,  whose  report  herewith  submitted  shows 
a  total  valuation  of  $1,881,287.63. 

Dr.  John  H.  Nichols  has  been  connected  with  this  institution 
as  interne,  assistant  physician,  assistant  superintendent  and 
superintendent  for  twenty-five  years.  When  he  commenced 
work  in  Tewksbury  the  State  Almshouse  had  a  population  of 
1,100,  whereas  within  the  past  two  years  our  census  has  reached 
as  high  as  3,107.  Dr.  Nichols  has  spent  practically  all  his 
working  life  in  this  institution,  and  naturally  his  whole  interest 
centers  here.  We  take  pleasure  in  commending  his  work  as 
superintendent  for  the  past  year. 

And  we  are  pleased,  too,  to  acknowledge  the  debt  which  we 
feel  that  our  Board  and  the  Commonwealth  owe  to  the  sub- 
ordinates, from  the  assistant  superintendent  down,  who  have 
so  ably  and  so  loyally  supported  the  superintendent  in  his 
earnest  endeavor  to  maintain  the  good  name  of  the  State 
Infirmary.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-third  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1, 
1915,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1916. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  6,368  people  have  been 
cared  for,  or  876  less  than  the  previous  year;  and  that  3,989 
have  been  admitted,  or  786  less  than  the  previous  year.  There 
has  been  a  decreased  Weekly  average  number  of  people,  which 
was  2,304,  or  297  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  largest 
daily  census  was  2,658,  the  smallest  daily  census  was  2,081. 
There  were  136  births,  —  74  males  and  62  females,  —  which  is 
31  less  than  the  preceding  year.  There  were  715  deaths, — 
627  in  the  general  hospital  department  and  88  in  the  depart- 
ment for  the  insane.  Of  the  total  number,  574  were  males  and 
141  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $512,081.27,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $4.27. 

The  amount  of  $26,551.43  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $485,529.84  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $4.05. 

The  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  7,090,  —  4,895  males  and  2,195  females.  Of  these,  4,972 
were  classified  as  medical  and  2,118  as  surgical;  577  surgical 
operations  were  performed.  Of  infectious  diseases,  there  were 
34  cases  of  diphtheria,  3  of  typhoid  fever,  62  of  chicken  pox 
and  11  of  whooping  cough. 

Among  the  cases  treated,  the  following  groups  are  of  interest: 
152  cases  with  the  diagnosis  of  feeble-mindedness,  54  of  mental 
disease,  40  of  hemiplegia,  183  of  cardiac  disease,  712  of  dis- 
eases of  the  arteries  and  veins,  210  of  respiratory  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis,  78  of  gastro-intestinal  diseases,  121  of  dis- 
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eases  of  the  kidney,  267  of  alcoholism,  66  of  the  drug  habit, 
151  of  gonorrhoea,  $2  0f  vaginitis,  56  of  cancerous  disease  and 
786  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear.  Of  the  deaths,  there  were 
37  under  one  year,  42  between  one  and  twenty  years,  263  be- 
tween twenty  and  fifty  years,  285  over  fifty  years  of  age. 

There  were  967  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  of 
which  802  were  male  and  165  female.  The  classification  on 
admission  was  as  follows:  incipient  cases,  54;  moderately  ad- 
vanced, 142;  advanced,  601;  far  advanced,  170.  The  condi- 
tions of  patients  on  discharge  are  as  follows:  3  apparently 
cured,  6  arrested,  18  apparently  arrested,  42  quiescent,  305  re- 
lieved, 88  not  relieved,  259  died.  Of  the  cases  admitted,  there 
were  246  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  were  also 
admitted  120  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which 
number  18  died.  Adding  to  the  above  49  cases  of  tuberculosis 
among  the  insane,  there  is  a  grand  total  of  1,136  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis which  have  been  treated  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  days'  treatment  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1916,  in  the 
department  for  tuberculosis  was  109,687,  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  days'  treatment  of  23,394,  or  an  average  of  64  less 
people  per  day  than  the  preceding  year. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  treated  was  less  than  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  condition  on  admission  showed  more  of  ad- 
vanced and  far  advanced  cases  than  the  year  before,  the  care 
of  which  made  greater  demands  upon  us  than  when  the  num- 
bers were  larger.  That  fewer  cases  were  admitted  is  possibly 
due  to  the  work  of  local  hospitals  and  sanatoria  for  tuberculosis 
caring  for  a  larger  number  of  the  early  cases  than  formerly; 
but  the  number  of  far  advanced  and  terminal  cases  admitted 
being  very  much  beyond  that  of  any  former  year  emphasizes 
the  fact  that,  even  with  increased  accommodations  from  year 
to  year  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  in  the  State,  there  is  never 
any  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  sent  to  us  in  the  very 
feeble  stages  of  this  disease. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  DeWolf,  the  junior  assistant  in  this  depart- 
ment, after  three  years'  acceptable  service  resigned  in  April 
to  go  into  private  practice.  Dr.  Holland  G.  Hambleton  was 
promoted  from  the  interne  service  to  Dr.  DeWolf's  position 
and  continued  in  this  work  until  October  26,  when  he  resigned 
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to  accept  a  position  with    the    Isthmian   Canal  Commission, 
Panama. 

Interesting  and  encouraging  is  the  work  at  the  women's  con- 
sumptive department  in  the  ward  devoted  to  children,  where 
through  the  year  we  have  averaged  about  18  small  children 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  whose  progress  has  been  favorable 
almost  without  exception.  Besides  the  attention  which  they 
receive  from  the  nurses  in  the  wards,  they  have  regular  hours 
for  instruction  in  the  primary  branches  by  one  of  the  trained 
teachers  of  our  educational  department.  Quite  a  number  of 
the  patients  at  the  hospital  for  consumptive  men  whose  con- 
ditions are  favorable  have  spent  some  time  each  day  in  out- 
of-door  work  under  the  direction  of  a  nurse.  Their  vegetable 
garden  this  year  has  yielded  fresh  vegetables  for  their  own 
tables  as  well  as  for  other  departments  of  the  institution,  and 
they  have  kept  the  grounds  about  this  hospital  in  good  order 
and  especially  attractive  through  the  summer  season.  The  boys 
in  this  department  have  taken  part  in  outside  work,  and  have 
been  under  the  instruction  of  one  of  the  male  teachers  both  in 
elementary  subjects  and  in  manual  training,  so  that  while  in 
the  hospital  they  are  able  to  progress  to  some  extent  in  school 
matters  as  well  as  to  improve  in  physical  condition. 

During  the  four  previous  years  957  patients  received  3,798 
doses  of  salvarsan  or  neosalvarsan.  This  year  135  patients  re- 
ceived 319  doses  of  salvarsan,  neosalvarsan  or  diarsenol.  As 
our  supply  of  the  arsenical  preparations  has  been  limited,  only 
those  patients  in  the  infectious  stages  of  the  disease,  or  with 
active  symptoms  of  syphilis,  have  received  the  treatment.  This 
has  been  given  in  conjunction  with  mercury  and  potassium 
iodide.  The  other  cases  of  syphilis  have  received  mixed  treat- 
ment as  usual.  There  have  been  1,915  Wassermann  reactions 
done  in  our  laboratory,  with  the  following  results :  positive,  8.4 
per  cent.;  doubtful,  13.2  per  cent.;  negative,  78.4  per  cent. 

There  have  been  66  cases  of  drug  habit  treated,  practically 
all  of  them  by  the  "  Townes-Lambert "  method.  Every  year  we 
have  had  among  our  patients  a  small  number  of  these  cases, 
but  our  numbers  were  suddenly  increased  because  of  the  special 
activities  of  the  prosecuting  authorities  in  Boston  during  the 
later  part  of  this  year,  when  it  was  necessary  on  two  occasions, 
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at  least,  to  have  10  under  active  treatment  while  other  con- 
valescents were  still  in  our  wards.  There  is  always  great  dif- 
ficulty in  handling  these  cases;  but  when  a  considerable  number 
is  sent  to  a  hospital  at  one  time,  all  of  whom  are  in  sympathy 
and  practically  in  league  with  one  another  to  defeat  the  efforts 
of  the  hospital  in  their  behalf,  we  find  that  it  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  problems  that  we  are  obliged  to  meet.  If  our  number 
should  continue  to  increase,  and  particularly  if  they  should  be 
sent  to  us  in  groups,  it  would  be  necessary  to  construct  special 
quarters  for  these  cases,  where  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
them  to  enjoy  as  much  freedom  as  obtains  in  the  open  wards. 
As  far  as  the  immediate  effects  of  the  treatment  go,  we  might 
well  claim  to  be  successful;  but  it  is  our  belief  that  after  active 
treatment  is  completed  these  cases  should  be  kept  for  six 
months  or  more  under  special  institution  restrictions  in  order 
to  make  the  results  of  the  treatment  permanent.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  learn  just  when  a  patient  of  this  class  may  be  taken 
at  his  word  and  trusted  in  regard  to  his  intentions  relative  to 
the  use  of  drugs.  His  statements  and  promises,  without  excep- 
tion, seem  to  be  sincere,  but  our  experience  is  that  the  word 
of  none  of  them  should  be  depended  upon  until  a  number  of 
months  after  the  treatment  is  concluded.  With  these  patients 
detained  in  the  institution  through  a  prolonged  period  of  con- 
valescence, it  might  be  necessary  to  have  them  in  quarters  and 
under  conditions  quite  different  from  those  in  the  general  hospital, 
if  we  expect  to  exercise  authority  over  them  excepting  by  severe 
methods  of  discipline,  which  should  be  used  only  as  a  last  resort, 
in  cases  so  pathetic  as  these  which  are  under  discussion. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1915,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1916.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  166  cases,  — 
111  by  transfer,  37  by  commitment  from  the  general  hospital 
department,  11  nominally,  and  7  from  visit.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  lia's  been  703.  The  number  remaining  Sept. 
30,  1916,  was  717,  —  514  women  and  203  men.  There  were 
91  deaths,  —  26  men  and  65  women.  There  were  3  recovered 
at  time  of  leaving  hospital,  8  cases  discharged  as  improved,  21 
not  improved,  15  on  visit,  16  transferred  to  other  institutions 
and  4  escaped.

The  Infirmary  tables  Record  718  cases  treated,  of  which  566 
were  medical  and  15.2  surgical. 

The  department  for  the  insane  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
notable  features  of  the  Infirmary,  forming  a  special  community 
separate  to  a  considerable  extent  from  the  other  portions  of 
the  institution.  The  health,  general  welfare  and  happiness  of 
these  patients  are  carefully  guarded  by  the  physicians  and  nurses 
in  charge.  This  is  a  department  where  it  has  long  been  the 
practice  to  give  special  considerations  and  bestow  innumerable 
attentions  upon  the  individual  members.  These  patients  are  the 
ones  in  the  institution  who  are  more  fixed  or  permanent  than  the 
cases  elsewhere,  the  residence  of  many  of  them  !d,ating  back  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  TJiey  are  known,  appreciated,  and  re- 
ceive personal  recognition  from  all  of  the  older  employees  of 
whatever  department.  Contentment  is  found  in  the  freedom, 
allowed  to  many,  of  mingling  with  others  in  the  institution, 
where  they  can  take  their  places  to  some  extent,  and  form  ac- 
quaintances and  friendships  with  other  patients  or  members  of 
the  community  who  are  not  suffering  from  mental  disorder. 
By  the  activities  and  the  work  in  which  these  patients  engage 
they  are  able  to  afford  a  great  deal  of  assistance  indirectly, 
and  in  some  instancy  directly,  for  the  benefit  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  patients  who  are  physically  more  unfortunate  than 
themselves.  The  especial  emphasis  of  their  classification  can 
be  apparent  to  them  only  in  the  dining  rooms  and  dormitories. 
There  is  no  question  that  it  is  a  comfort  to  them  to  know 
that  they  are  an  important  factor  of  the  still  larger  community 
and  enjoying  more  privileges  and  liberties  than  are  allowed  to 
the  others,  for  whom  they  feel  their  services  are  of  positive 
value.  Thus,  they  have  the  assurance  that  they  are  of  value 
and  not  a  burden  to  the  State  which  is  caring  for  them.  A 
great  deal  of  work  has  been  performed  by  the  men  in  farming 
activities  and  in  grading,  and  in  the  care  of  the  grounds,  the 
domestic  department,  and  other  places.  The  women  also 
assist  in  innumerable  ways  outside  of  their  own  department 
and  in  the  industrial  rooms,  where  during  the  past  year  an 
increased  amount  of  work  ojn  clothing  and  personal  comforts 
for  all  parts  of  the  institution  has  been  shown,  although  there 
has  not  been  a  large  variety  of  the  more  unusual  articles  and 
manufactures. 
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The  policy  of  discharging  patients  to  their  homes  with  after- 
care visits  has  been  continued  with  good  results.  There  were 
33  discharges,  an  increase  of  8  over  1915.  The  attempt  to 
stimulate  the  activities  of  the  demented  patients  has  been 
continued,  a  Sargent  School  graduate  being  in  charge  of  that 
branch  at  present.  Some  of  the  patients  who  were  in  this  class 
last  year  have  been  doing  fairly  good  work  in  our  sewing  room 
under  the  instruction  of  a  capable  nurse. 

h  Before  leaving  the  asylum  department  I  have  to  record  the  res- 
ignation of  Dr.  Hattie  E.  Chalmers  on  Jan.  31,  1916,  and  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Emily  M.  Pratt  as  her  successor. 

In  the  clinic  for  the  eye,  ear  and  throat,  about  1,500  cases 
have  been  treated,  and  175  operations  have  been  performed. 
The  most  satisfying  results  obtained  were  those  connected 
with  the  children's  department,  many  of  whom  have  been  re- 
lieved of  various  affections  of  their  special  senses,  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  a  hindrance  to  their  proper  growth  and 
development.  Refractive  errors  of  the  eyes  were  corrected  in 
over  600  patients,  150  of  these  being  under  twenty  years  of 
age.  It  is  to  the  children  that  the  most  attention  is  given  for 
the  correction  of  the  refractive  errors,  in  order  that  they  may 
grow  up  with  increasingly  improved  vision  instead  of  diminish- 
ing acuteness,  and  be  in  a  better  position  to  look  after  them- 
selves when  they  pass  from  under  State  care.  Several  hundred 
of  the  old  men  and  women  of  the  institution  have  been  fitted 
with  glasses,  which  have  aided  them  in  their  various  occupations, 
and  in  case  of  the  bedridden  giving  them  the  only  pleasure 
they  can  have,  that  of  reading.  Two  cases  have  been  removed 
from  the  blind  list  by  operative  measures. 

The  work  of  the  dentist  commands  special  notice;  575  per- 
sons were  attended  in  this  department,  receiving  in  all  2,534 
treatments.  An  examination  of  the  teeth  of  100  persons  under 
twenty  was  made,  and  it  was  found  that  the  average  number  of 
cavities  for  each  patient  was  8+.  Five  cases  of  fracture  of  the 
lower  jaw  have  been  treated,  with  good  results.  One  case  of  especial 
interest  is  that  of  a  patient  now  under  treatment  for  compound 
comminuted  fracture  of  the  lower  jaw,  occurring  nine  months  or 
more  ago.  We  are  still  using  the  emetin  treatment  hi  pyorrhoea 
alveolaris,  with  promising  results,  especially  in  those  cases  where 
the  patient  continues  the  treatment  long  enough.    The  effects

upon  the  children  of  the  lessons  in  oral  hygiene  are  gratifying, 
and  many  are  known  to  keep  up  the  practice  of  caring  for  their 
teeth  after  leaving  the  Infirmary. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  was  continued  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Kohn,  who  re- 
signed in  July,  however,  to  accept  the  position  under  the  State 
Board  of  Health  as  director  of  the  antitoxin  laboratory  at 
Forest  Hills.  It  was  with  much  regret  that  we  accepted  Dr. 
Kohn's  resignation,  for  his  work  with  us  during  his  short  stay 
gave  much  promise.  However,  we  were  fortunate  in  retaining 
his  interest,  to  a  slight  extent,  during  the  interval  which  elapsed 
previous  to  the  appointment  of  his  successor. 

The  clinical  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  continued  under 
assistants  trained  for  that  work,  and  among  other  matters  re- 
ceiving attention  have  been  investigations  concerning  the  meta- 
bolism in  rachitis,  also  researches  on  the  toxicity  of  certain 
organic  arsenic  compounds.  An  additional  clinical  laboratory 
has  been  established  in  the  female  hospital,  where  routine 
examination  of  specimens  for  this  part  of  the  hospital  is  carried 
out.  This  leaves  for  the  main  laboratory  the  study  of  cases 
requiring  special  apparatus  and  technique.  No  small  effort  is 
put  forth  by  the  laboratory  staff  in  instruction  to  the  nurses  of 
the  training  school  in  bacteriology,  chemistry  and  pharmacology. 

In  relation  to  the  work  of  this  department,  I  have  to  note 
that  Mr.  James  A.  Bradley  resigned  in  September  to  accept  a 
position  on  the  teaching  staff  of  Tufts  Medical  College,  and 
his  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  F.  Wellington  Gilcreas. 

Especially  commendable  has  been  the  work  in  the  depart- 
ment of  nursing  and  in  the  training  school  for  nurses,  where 
the  general  course  of  instruction  has  progressed  without  marked 
changes  during  the  past  year.  Courses  of  lectures  and  demon- 
strations have  been  given  by  the  physicians,  and  occasionally 
special  lectures  by  those  invited  from  outside  of  our  hospital. 
There  has  been  a  shortage  in  the  number  of  nurses,  so  the 
amount  of  work  for  those  remaining  has  been  greater.  There 
has  been  but  little  illness  of  a  serious  nature  among  them, 
due,  I  believe,  to  no  slight  extent  to  the  fact  that  they  have 
not  been  crowded  in  their  sleeping  accommodations.  A  valu- 
able addition  has  been  made  to  the  nurses'  library,  and  sys- 
tematic reference  reading  has  been  planned  for  some  of  the 
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nurses.  Especially  appreciative  are  the  nurses  of  the  framed 
picture  of  the  "Roman  Forum,"  presented  by  the  Nurses' 
Alumnse  Society  to  the  nurses'  home.  Graduation  exercises  for 
the  class  of  1916  were  held  on  September  26,  at  which  time 
twelve  nurses  received  diplomas.    The  list  is  as  follows:  —

Dr.  Henry  C.  Hall  of  the  Butler  Hospital  and  chairman  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Board  of  Registration  of  Nurses,  delivered 
the  special  address  on  this  occasion,  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  of  the  graduating  class  also  were  represented 
in  the  program.  Ethel  F.  Washburn,  R.N.,  instructor  of 
nurses  during  the  last  year,  resigned  in  October  to  take  the 
position  as  superintendent  of  the  Milford  Hospital,  and  Mrs. 
Gertrude  B.  Strout,  formerly  of  the  Brooklyn  City  Hospital, 
N.  Y.,  is  officiating  in  this  position. 

Relative  to  the  educational  department,  the  enrollment  in 
the  schools  this  year  was  220,  an  increase  of  65  over  last  year. 
If  we  add  to  this  the  special  classes  for  the  insane,  the  one  for 
the  blind,  the  physical  culture  course,  and  the  class  in  English 
for  the  foreign-speaking,  the  total  reaches  approximately  355. 
The  total  number  of  classes  has  been  33,  which  is  more  than 
double  that  of  last  year.  The  number  of  teachers  is  10,  an 
increase  of  3  over  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  standard  which  was 
set  for  the  teaching  staff  has  been  steadily  maintained,  every 
teacher  having  been  trained  in  normal  school,  college  or  other 
professional  school.  Among  the  new  features  introduced  in  the 
year  just  past  are:  (1)  a  nursery  school,  or  pre-kindergarten, 
which  was  started  this  fall  to  supply  the  mother-teaching  to 
twenty  motherless  children  from  two  to  four  years  old  (this 
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is  a  sort  of  play  school  run  on  kindergarten  and  Montessori 
lines);  (2)  evening  classes  for  State  ward  girls  past  the  age  of 
sixteen,  which  take  up  reading,  dramatics  and  singing;  (3) 
various  classes  in  physical  culture  organized  among  the  insane 
women,  with  the  idea  of  directing  the  activities  of  the  restless 
ones  and  of  stimulating  the  inert.  Manual  training  for  the 
boys  is  now  well  under  way.  The  practical  is  no,t  lost  sight  of 
while  trying  to  make  the  work  truly  educative.  Many  useful 
articles  have  been  made,  such  as  screens  and  seed  boxes  for 
the  greenhouse,  sleeve-boards  for  the  laundry,  apparatus  for 
the  playground,  bookcases,  clothes  racks,  and  shoe-shining 
boxes.  A  domestic  science  laboratory  of  four  rooms  has 
been  constructed  in  the  large  basement  dining  room  for  the 
State  ward  girls.  The  adornments  on  the  walls  of  the  kinder- 
garten attest  the  constructive  skill  which  is  being  developed 
among  the  youngest  scholars.  Much  good  work  has  been 
done  here.  Very  gratifying  results  are  seen  also  in  the  work 
of  the  first  grade.  Several  feeble-minded  children  (high  grade) 
have  mastered  the  primer  and  first  reader,  and  have  read 
several  supplementary  readers  of  the  same  grade.  One  child 
of  eight,  misjudged  as  feeble-minded  in  the  public  schools 
probably  because  of  her  extreme  shyness,  has  read  three 
primers,  three  first  readers  and  three  second  readers  in  a  little 
over  a  year.  Another  girl  of  sixteen,  much  retarded  physically 
and  mentally,  has  done  even  better  than  this  and  is  now  read- 
ing in  the  third  reader.  In  the  upper  grades  it  is  hard  to 
appraise  the  work  justly  because  of  the  varied  and  uncertain 
school  antecedents  of  the  children  who  come  to  us,  and  of  the 
shortness  of  their  "stay  here.  The  problem  with  the  boys  here 
is  especially  difficult  because  of  the  continuous  change  in  the 
personnel  of  this  group,  less  than  15  per  cent,  of  the  present 
group  having  been  here  as  long  as  a  year.  The  older  State 
ward  girls  have  shown  considerable  interest  in  the  evening 
classes  which  have  been  conducted  for  them.  Very  creditable 
work  was  done  in  a  short  play  which  they  staged  last  spring, 
and  at  several  exhibitions  they  have  rendered  some  rather  dif- 
ficult choruses  quite  acceptably.  The  classes  in  sewing  have 
produced  good  results.  The  younger  girls  have  made  aprons 
and  underclothes  for  themselves,  and  have  done  considerable 
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mending  for  the  children's  hospital,  while  the  older  girls  have 
been  taught  to  make  their  own  dresses. 

For  details  of  organization  and  list  of  the  various  classes,  a 
table  is  presented  near  the  end  of  this  report. 

For  many  years  we  have  been  obliged  to  content  ourselves 
with  the  use  of  every  possible  makeshift  for  school  and  indus- 
trial rooms,  —  in  basements  and  such  other  portions  of  the 
wards  or  buildings  as  we  could  vacate  for  an  hour  or  more  in 
the  day.  These  matters  could  be  remedied  by  having  one  or, 
at  the  most,  two  centralized  points  for  grade  schools,  gym- 
nasium and  industrial  work.  As  our  classes  reach  not  only  the 
children  in  the  institution,  but  also  the  adults  in  a  number  of 
ways,  which  work,  especially  along  industrial  and  manual  train- 
ing lines,  might  be  of  profit  directly  to  the  institution  and  also 
of  therapeutic  value,  and  eventually  of  direct  benefit  in  in- 
creased resourcefulness  to  the  patient  himself,  it  is  time  for 
us  to  consider  seriously  the  importance  of  a  building  or  build- 
ings to  be  planned  for  and  devoted  to  school,  to  occupational 
and  industrial  work. 

Frequent  concerts,  dramatic  and  other  entertainments  in  the 
chapel  have  been  continued  throughout  the  winter  months, 
given  at  times  by  the  inmates  themselves,  especially  the 
younger  members,  directed  by  their  teachers,  also  by  the  em- 
ployees, and  by  friends,  schools  and  organizations  from  neigh- 
boring towns.  The  dancing  school  for  the  children  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  our  activities. 

A  large  illuminated  Christmas  tree  in  the  center  of  the  yard, 
with  carol  singing  around  the  tree  and  on  the  hospital  wards 
on  Christmas  eve,  made  this  an  occasion  of  special  delight 
preceding  the  Christmas  day  celebration  with  Christmas  trees 
and  decorations  in  practically  all  of  the  wards.  Gifts  for  all 
the  children,  the  insane  and  many  in  the  other  departments, 
dancing,  music  rendered  in  accordance  with  our  usual  custom 
by  an  Italian  orchestra,  which  played  in  all  of  the  different 
buildings  and  in  the  dining  rooms,  completed  the  Christmas 
program,  which  is  always  the  most  delightful  day  in  our  insti- 
tution. Continuing  the  custom  of  former  years,  two  band  con- 
certs by  the  boys  of  the  Middlesex  County  Training  School 
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have  been  given  in  the  yard,  which,  with  the  baseball  games 
and  the  usual  Fourth  of  July  celebration  and  numerous  picnics, 
have  furnished  pleasure  to  a  very  large  number  of  our  inmates 
during  the  summer  season.  On  May  30  memorial  exercises, 
with  songs  appropriate  for  the  occasion,  were  held  in  the  Pines, 
the  burial  place  of  the  institution.  The  May  day  festival,  with 
May  pole  and  dancing  on  the  green,  was  never  more  effectively 
conducted  than  this  year.  The  Hallowe'en  party,  in  which  a 
very  large  number  of  our  people  could  participate,  was  given 
with  the  usual  success. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
contained  in  the  library,  making  a  present  total  of  3,590  books, 
222  volumes  having  been  added  mostly  by  gifts  and  some  by 
purchase,  and  149  volumes  having  been  transferred  from  the 
main  library  to  the  different  wards  for  permanent  use  and  to 
the  shelves  in  the  nurses'  hall.  On  the  shelves  are  to  be  found 
a  fair  quantity  of  the  best  fiction,  an  exceptional  collection  of 
the  works  of  many  of  the  authors  worth  knowing,  also  many 
of  the  standard  works  in  fiction,  poetry  and  general  literature, 
and  many  works  of  history,  biography  and  books  of  reference. 
Because  of  the  constantly  increasing  interest  of  our  many 
friends,  even  the  high  prices  paid  for  paper  have  not  lessened 
the  contributions  of  magazines  and  like  reading  matter.  A 
greater  quantity  than  ever  of  such  literature  has  been  presented 
to  the  library  and  distributed  to  the  wards,  among  which 
might  be  mentioned  1,156  copies  of  the  "Saturday  Evening 
Post,"  855  of  the  "Outlook,"  556  of  the  "Ladies'  Home 
Journal,"  504  of  "Life,"  410  of  the  "Literary  Digest,"  366  of 
the  "Cosmopolitan"  and  288  of  "Vogue." 

The  productiveness  of  the  farm  has  increased  in  some  items 
in  spite  of  the  fact  of  the  scarcity  of  help  for  work  in  the  fields 
and  gardens,  as  well  as  conditions  that  made  it  impossible  to 
work  in  the  low  lands,  which  we  have  to  depend  upon  so' much 
because  of  the  dry  and  sandy  condition  of  the  greater  part  of 
our  area  of  land.  Although  the  vegetable  crops  were  consider- 
able of  a  disappointment,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  fodder  crops  over  that  of  former  years. 

Progress  on  the  nurses'  home  has  been  very  slow,  primarily 
because   of  great  delay  in  the  matter  of  plastering,   but  the 
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work  is  mostly  done,  with  the  exception  of  laying  the  floors, 
and  should  be  completed  in  a  short  while. 

The  work  on  the  hot-water  circulating  system  has  been  fin- 
ished. The  overhead  wires  to  the  administration  building  and 
male  hospital  have  been  removed  to  the  subways.  Three  addi- 
tional lavatories  have  been  installed  in  the  women's  house.  A 
high-pressure  steam  line  for  heat  and  domestic  use  has  been 
extended  to  the  men's  consumptive  department.  Iron  poles 
for  electric  wiring  that  were  removed  from  the  yard  have 
been  erected  on  the  children's  hospital  line;  and  a  new  sub- 
way has  been  built  from  asylum  5  to  asylum  S,  and  another 
subway  from  the  women's  special  ward  to  the  new  nurses' 
home,  both  of  which  are  to  carry  the  pipes  for  the  heating 
system,  electric  wires,  and  also  serve  as  a  regular  passage- 
way between  the  buildings  mentioned,  increasing  our  total 
length  of  subways  by  400  feet.  A  garage  has  been  built  at  a 
point  near  the  west  gate,  just  beyond  the  spur  track.  By  way 
of  improving  the  service  at  the  pumping  station,  a  new  well 
has  been  built  5  feet  in  diameter  and  22  feet  deep,  to  serve  as 
a  reservoir  on  which  the  suction  pump  may  draw  to  increased 
advantage.  Four  additional  fire  hydrants  have  been  added  for 
the  protection  of  the  main  group  of  buildings,  and  one  addi- 
tional 60-gallon  chemical  tank  has  been  mounted  on  wheels, 
with  other  small  extinguishers  and  pails  and  other  protective 
appliances,  to  be  used  as  a  trailer  for  special  emergencies  at  a 
distance  from  our  main  buildings.  A  line  of  3,000  feet  of  4- 
inch  water  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  pumping  station  to  the 
institution,  to  convey  the  brook  water  for  boiler  feed  purposes. 

Considerable  improvement  in  lighting  has  been  made  about 
the  yard  and  on  the  roads  immediately  surrounding  our  build- 
ings. A  new  panel  switchboard  has  been  installed  in  the  engine 
room,  and  a  dividing  wall  between  the  old  and  new  engine 
rooms  removed  and  numerous  new  fuse  cabinets  placed  in  the 
men's  house  and  hospital.  Two  new  motor-driven  washers 
40  by  72  inches  have  been  installed  in  the  laundry,  greatly 
increasing  the  efficiency  of  that  department. 

An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  small  house  on  the  An- 
dover  Road  beyond  the  hennery,  and  a  new  hen  house  has  been 
built  130  feet  long  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of 
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poultry.  One  of  the  older  buildings,  60  feet  long,  has  been 
made  into  a  brooder  house. 

Additional  work  has  been  done  in  repairing  the  Pillsbury 
barn  and  the  Burtt  barn,  and  a  new  sill  to  the  main  barn  has 
been  put  in  and  the  roof  jacked  up  and  repaired.  Much  of 
this  work,  with  other  repairs  and  planking,  has  been  done  with 
lumber  cut  upon  the  place. 

At  the  ice  house,  a  new  ice  run  has  been  built.  One  more 
building  on  Livingston  Street  has  been  improved  and  repaired, 
and  is  ready  for  plastering  to  serve  as  a  dwelling  house.  A 
large  piazza  and  new  entrances  have  been  built  for  the  four 
departments  of  the  long  asylum  in  the  yard  for  the  insane, 
greatly  improving  the  appearance  and  materially  adding  to  the 
comfort  of  the  occupants  of  that  building. 

A  brick  wall  and  gateway  for  the  new  entrance  on  the  east  side 
of  the  insane  yard  have  been  built  between  the  laboratory  and 
the  domestic  building. 

One  more  acre  of  meadow  land  has  been  reclaimed  and 
seeded  at  the  Pillsbury  farm,  and  another  acre  of  land  back 
of  the  pumping  station. 

I  wish  to  recommend  that  an  appropriation  for  the  following 
list  of  improvements,  with  their  estimates,  should  be  requested 
of  the  Legislature  of  1917,  and  hope  that  the  necessity  can  be 
made  so  clear  and  presented  in  such  a  manner  that  we  may 
not  be  disappointed  in  these  matters  that  have  been  growing, 
increasingly  urgent  during  the  last  few  years.

The  necessity  for  mechanical  coal-handling  equipment  is 
because  of  the  large  amount  of  coal  used  and  the  impossibility 
of  unloading  with  sufficient  rapidity  at  the  time  of  delivery, 
the  lack  of  any  provision  at  present  for  handling  the  large  steel 
gondola  cars,  and  to  diminish  materially  the  cost  of  unloading 
the  coal  and  supplying  it  for  service  at  the  boilers. 

The  necessity  for  a   hospital   building  for  women  is  to   pro- 
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vide  sufficient  and  suitable  hospital  accommodations  for  the 
women  of  the  Infirmary,  and  to  provide  for  necessary  classi- 
fication in  separate  wards  of  maternity,  surgical,  acute,  chronic, 
venereal,  and  infectious  cases. 

The  necessity  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  is  that  certain 
parcels  are  in  the  market  which  are  of  special  value  to  the 
Infirmary. 

For  special  information  regarding  expenses,  tables,  statistics 
and  schedules  at  the  State  Infirmary,  I  would  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  numerous  tables  which  follow  in  this  report. 

Continued  visits  from  students  in  large  or  small  delegations 
during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  studying  cases  in  our  hos- 
pital wards  and  also  visits  of  delegations  from  the  different 
civic  and  charitable  societies  have  been  frequent. 

The  occasion  of  greatest  interest,  which  was  held  on  June  30, 
was  the  reunion  of  former  internes,  assistant  physicians,  mem- 
bers of  the  consulting  board,  and  other  physicians  who  have 
been  specially  interested  in  the  Infirmary.  At  that  time  more 
than  100  guests  were  present  to  visit  the  various  departments 
and  to  note  the  progress  of  the  institution  since  the  last  re- 
union, which  was  held  in  June,  1912. 

The  rapidity  with  which  all  convalescent  or  recovered  pa- 
tients have  left  the  institution  during  the  year  has  made  the 
traditional  use  of  helpers  almost  negligible.  They  have  heretofore 
very  materially  aided  in  all  of  the  work  within  the  buildings, 
and  outside  on  the  grounds  and  farm  and  in  special  depart- 
ments. The  result  is  that  it  has  never  been  so  difficult  to  ac- 
complish the  work  at  hand  or  to  keep  things  up  to  the  usual  or 
desired  standard.  The  fact  that  in  our  admissions  there  was 
a  smaller  proportion  admitted  for  trivial  ailments  detracted 
from  the  usual  number  that  was  of  the  helper  class;  and  unless 
there  should  be,  during  the  coming  year,  a  return  to  the  former 
conditions,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  additional  employees 
for  this  much  needed  element  in  the  economy  of  the  institution. 

The  difficulty  in  securing  and  retaining  suitable  employees 
and  the  proper  number  in  all  of  the  departments  has  been  at 
times  such  as  to  almost  halt  the  work,  even  in  some  of  tbe 
departments  vital  to  the  institution.  Higher  wages,  shorter 
hours  and  more  congenial  conditions  of  living  and  of  employ- 
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ment  elsewhere  have  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  keep  all  of 
the  positions  filled.  I  believe  that  everything  possible  should 
be  authorized  to  make  work  in  departments  which  care  for  the 
State's  unfortunates  as  profitable,  as  healthful  and  as  agree- 
able as  other  kinds  of  labor,  so  that  we  can  attract,  secure  and 
retain  for  long-continued  service  people  who  are  capable, 
gifted  or  well  experienced  in  institution  work.  There  should 
be  an  adequate  and  comfortable  social  center  for  our  large 
number  of  employees  when  off  duty.  It  should  be  possible 
to  have  more  married  people,  who  could  live  with  their  families 
in  cottages  on  the  institution  grounds.  Quarters  for  other 
employees  should  abound  with  simple  comforts,  and  wages 
should  be  equal  to  those  paid  in  such  service  in  near-by  places. 
An  eight-hour  day  for  all  employees  should  be  the  rule.  All 
these  things  will  make  larger  appropriations  necessary.  If  a 
forty-eight  hour  per  week  requirement  is  established  by  the 
law  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  a  certain  portion  of 
people  already  on  our  pay  roll,  —  and  I  can  see  no  justice  in 
designating  one  class  as  specially  privileged  beyond  others,  — 
and  as  the  real  purpose  of  the  institution  is  to  care  for  people 
mentally  and  physically  unfortunate,  I  cannot  conceive  of  any 
just  reason  for  not  applying  the  same  rule  to  those  of  our 
employees  whose  duty  it  is  actually  to  care  for  the  State 
charges,  for  whom  the  institution  is  established  and  main- 
tained. In  their  work  on  wards  where  patients  are  physically 
and  mentally  sick  the  danger  of  the  employees  to  nervous  and 
physical  breakdown  is  much  greater  than  in  other  departments 
of  the  institution,  and  this  danger  is  increased  with  the  length- 
ened time  required  in  daily  service.  I  wish  that  a  provision, 
with  necessary  appropriations,  allowing  an  eight-hour  day, 
with  three  shifts  in  the  twenty-four  hours  for  those  employed 
on  ward  service,  might  soon  be  adopted  as  a  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  many  friends  should  be 
expressed  in  behalf  of  the  institution  for  books,  periodicals, 
Christmas  gifts,  entertainments,  and  many  other  things  which 
have  been  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients;  and  especially 
to  the  teachers,  social  workers,  and  others  who  have  volun- 
teered their  services  where  there  have  been  opportunities  in 
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teaching,  entertaining,  and  extending  aid  to  .the  blind,  the 
illiterate,  the  foreign  speaking,  those  detained  with  physical  or 
mental  disorders,  and  those  unmarried  mothers  with  infants 
delayed  for  a  while  in  our  hospital  wards. 

Mention  should  here  be  made  of  the  gift  of  a  particular 
friend  of  the  Infirmary,  who,  in  appreciation  of  services 
rendered  in  an  emergency  by  one  of  our  nurses,  presented  me 
with  a  check  for  $35  to  be  used  by  said  nurse  in  the  purchase 
of  certain  comforts,  or  in  such  ways  as  might  bring  greater 
happiness  to  the  very  young  children  in  our  wards.  Other 
friends  have  added  to  this,  for  the  same  purpose,  until  the 
amount,  known  as  the   "McDonald  fund,"  has  now  reached 


I  wish  to  renew  my  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tinued services  of  our  chaplains  during  the  past  year.  The 
Rev.  Father  McGann  has  added  another  year  of  his  devoted 
service  in  attendance  on  our  patients  in  the  hospital  wards, 
and  also  at  the  regular  and  special  services  in  the  chapel, 
which  work  makes  endless  demands  upon  his  time  and  atten- 
tion, as  well  as  his  associates  of  the  Oblate  Fathers,  who  are 
so  often  detailed  to  assist  or  relieve  him  in  extending  the 
comforts  of  the  Catholic  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  has 
also  faithfully  continued  his  weekly  services  and  visits  in  the 
chapel  and  in  the  wards  for  those  of  the  Protestant  faith.  And 
likewise  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson  has  continued  the  services 
and  visits  for  the  Hebrew  members  of  the  institution. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  debt  to  my 
associates  of  the  medical  staff  and  the  employees  of  the  other 
departments  who  have  remained  at  their  work  and  patiently 
performed  their  duties  through  a  year  in  which  there  have 
been  many  changes  in  personnel,  and  so  many  members  short 
of  the  full  quota,  with  all  of  the  resulting  discouragements. 

Through  many  years  past,  generous  support  of  the  super- 
intendent, farseeing  and  intense  interest  in  the  needs  of  the 
institution  and  the  patients'  welfare  have  characterized  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  which  has  been  as  if  but  one  person  in  its 
purpose,  and  made  possible  the  many  changes  and  rapid 
growth  in  everything  relating  to  the  Infirmary.  Although 
changes  in  membership  of  the  Board  have  been  frequent,  it 
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has  been  a  distinct  pleasure  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation 
of  the  helpfulness  of  the  Board  during  each  succeeding  year, 
but  it  has  never  been  so  difficult  for  me  to  express  adequately 
my  gratitude  to  you  as  a  Board  and  to  each  one  individually 
for  the  encouragement  and  the  many  kindnesses  with  which 
I  have  been  aided  by  you  in  my  work  during  the  year  of  this 
report.  That  I  was  never  more  deeply  grateful  is  the  least 
that  I  can  say  at  the  close  of  this  year,  which  is  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  my  service  in  the  State  Infirmary.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm  respect- 
fully submit  to  you  the  sixty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  State 
Infirmary  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1917. 

Our  report,  which  will  be  brief,  will  be  accompanied  by  the 
report  of  the  superintendent,  which  will  explain  to  you,  as  well 
as  a  written  statement  can  explain,  the  manner  in  which  the 
institution  has  housed,  fed  and  cared  for  the  inmates  entrusted 
to  its  charge. 

Under  chapter  93  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917  there  was 
appropriated  for  the  Infirmary  the  sum  of  $579,764. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year  amounted  to  $586,289.28 
an  excess  of  $6,525.28  over  the  appropriation.  This  deficiency, 
about  1  per  cent.,  is  not  large,  especially  when  one  takes  into 
account  the  strenuous  condition  of  present  affairs.  Our  es- 
timated expenditure  which  we  presented  to  the  Legislature 
last  winter  was  $593,409,  and  you  can  see  that  if  this  amount 
had  been  granted  us  we  should  have  been  able  to  go  through 
the  year  without  a  deficit. 

As  is  required  by  law  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury  $32,429.36  which  we  received  for  articles  sold  and  for 
the  care  of  Federal  and  municipal  cases,  leaving  the  net  outlay 
for  the  support  of  the  entire  institution  $553,859.92. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $4.69,  an  increase  of 
64  cents  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  improve- 
ments for  which  we  shall  petition  the  Legislature  of  1918, 
together  with  the  estimated  cost :  — 

For  hospital  for  women, 1190,000 

For  real  estate, 3,950 
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Just  now  when  economy  and  entrenchment  are  necessary 
everywhere  we  should  hesitate  to  ask  for  so  large  an  appro- 
priation as  the  proposed  hospital  for  women  if  we  did  not 
believe  this  to  be  an  absolute  necessity.  Our  present  hospital 
for  women  was  built  in  1887  to  accommodate  140  patients, 
and  to-day  there  are  in  Tewksbury  250  sick  women.  During 
the  typhoid  fever  epidemic  of  last  fall  this  lack  of  hospital 
accommodation  was  grievous. 

We  would  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  there  are 
improvements  of  which  we  are  in  great  need  for  which  we  shall 
not  ask,  but  which  you  will  find  outlined  in  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  superintendent. 

Our  much  needed  nurses'  home  to  accommodate  100  nurses, 
for  which  an  appropriation  of  $72,863  was  given  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1915,  was  completed  last  summer. 

Of  our  training  school  for  nurses  we  feel  that  we  have  reason 
to  be  justly  proud. 

The  former  chairman  of  this  Board,  to  whose  wise  counsel 
the  Infirmary  is  deeply  indebted,  always  insisted  that  special 
stress  should  be  laid  upon  the  human  quality  of  the  manage- 
ment of  an  institution  of  this  kind.  That  the  patients  here 
are  kindly  treated  and  well  cared  for  we  know,  and  we  have 
been  pleased  to  receive  recognition  of  this  from  the  social 
workers  whose  work  is  so  closely  and  intimately  connected 
with  this  institution  that  they  know  whereof  they  speak. 

During  the  last  six  months  we  have  lost  the  services  of 
Drs.  Coburn,  DeWolf,  Willoughby  and  John  and  Marie  Lind- 
say. These  physicians  were  doing  excellent  work,  and  just 
how  we  can  get  along  without  their  assistance  is  a  serious 
problem. 

The  annual  inventory  as  required  by  section  7,  chapter  84 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  and  belonging 
to  the  Commonwealth  has  been  made  by  Joseph  S.  Kendall 
of  Tewksbury,  which  report  herewith  submitted  shows  a  total 
valuation  of  $1,940,504.69.  One  year  ago  the  valuation  was 
$1,881,287.63. 

Our  superintendent,  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  has  been  connected 
with  the  institution  as  interne,   assistant  physician,  assistant 
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superintendent  and  superintendent  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
during  that  time  we  have  in  our  annual  reports  informed  the 
public  what  has  been  accomplished  here.  Last  spring  Dr. 
Nichols  presented  his  resignation  to  the  trustees,  but  in  view 
of  the  unusual  condition  of  affairs  existing  here  as  everywhere 
he  harkened  to  the  call  of  duty  and  withdrew  his  resignation, 
and  the  Infirmary  is  still  under  his  efficient  and  faithful 
management.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-fourth 
annual  report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning 
Dec.  1,  1916,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1917. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  6,203  people  have 
been  cared  for,  or  165  less  than  the  previous  year;  and  that 
3,985  have  been  admitted,  or  4  less  than  the  previous  year. 
The  weekly  average  number  of  people  was  2,272,  or  32  less 
than  the  previous  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,629, 
the  smallest  daily  census  was  1,913.  There  were  128  births,  — 
73  males  and  55  females,  —  which  is  8  less  than  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  680  deaths,  —  617  in  the  general  hospital 
department  and  63  in  the  department  for  the  insane.  Of  the 
total  number,  504  were  males  and  176  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $586,289.28,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $4.96. 

The  amount  of  $32,429.36  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $553,859.92 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $4.69. 

The  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  5,723,  —  4,210  males  and  1,513  females.  Of  these,  4,538 
were  classified  as  medical  and  1,185  as  surgical;  366  surgical 
operations  were  performed.     Of  infectious  diseases,  there  were 

18  cases  of  diphtheria,  68  of  typhoid  fever,  10  of  chicken  pox, 
4  of  whooping  cough,  29  of  measles,  52  of  scarlet  fever  and 

19  of  erysipelas. 

Among  the  cases  treated,  the  following  groups  are  of  interest: 
118  cases  with  the  diagnosis  of  feeble-mindedness,  64  of  mental 
disease,  55  of  hemiplegia,  154  of  cardiac  disease,  655  of  diseases 
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of  the  arteries  and  veins,  82  of  respiratory  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  157  of  gastrointestinal  diseases,  93  of  diseases  of 
the  kidney,  277  of  alcoholism,  96  of  drug  habit,  167  of  gonor- 
rhoea, 20  of  vaginitis,  56  of  cancerous  disease,  142  of  arthritis, 
279  of  syphilis,  365  no  disease,  15  burns,  16  frost  bites,  157 
fractures.  There  were  51  deaths  of  persons  under  one  year, 
40  between  one  and  twenty  years,  257  between  twenty  and 
fifty  years,  269  over  fifty  years  of  age. 

There  were  826  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  treated,  of 
which  717  were  male  and  109  female.  The  classification  on 
admission  was  as  follows:  incipient  cases,  28;  moderately 
advanced,  128;  advanced,  601;  far  advanced,  418  of  which  2 
were  terminal.  The  conditions  of  patients  on  discharge  are  as 
follows:  49  well,  2  apparently  cured,  8  arrested,  9  apparently 
arrested,  30  quiescent,  180  relieved,  138  not  relieved,  207  died. 
Of  the  cases  admitted,  there  were  252  remaining  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  There  were  also  admitted  120  cases  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  number  18  died.  Adding  to 
the  above  38  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane,  there  is  a 
grand  total  of  925  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been 
treated  during  the  year.  The  number  of  days'  treatment  for 
the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1917,  in  the  department  for  tuber- 
culosis was  102,573,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  days'  treat- 
ment of  7,114,  or  an  average  of  19  less  people  per  day  than  the 
preceding  year. 

More  patients  from  this  department  have  been  able  to  work 
in  the  garden  during  the  past  year  and  have  increased  the 
area  of  this  garden  from  2  to  4  acres,  with  the  result  of  a  very 
much  increased  amount  of  garden  produce  which  was  available 
for  both  the  women's  and  the  men's  hospitals  all  through  the 
summer  season  and  also  with  a  large  increase  of  vegetables  in 
the  cellar  for  winter  use.  Worthy  of  mention  as  some  of  the 
produce  of  this  garden  are:  1,500  heads  of  lettuce,  150  bushels 
of  onions,  250  bushels  of  carrots,  975  boxes  of  strawberries, 
b}4,  tons  of  cabbage  and  27  bushels  of  tomatoes. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Quennell,  formerly  an  interne  here,  were 
secured,  and  he  began  his  duties  in  July  as  an  assistant  in  this 
department  in  a  position  that  was  made  vacant  during  the 
previous  year. 
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Dr.  Thomas  H.  Odeneal,  for  nearly  three  years  assistant  in 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  in  which  line  he 
possesses  more  than  usual  knowledge  and  skill,  resigned  and 
has  been  commissioned  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  and 
assigned  to  Camp  Wads  worth,  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  I  regret 
to  report  the  resignation  of  Dr.  George  McL.  Waldie,  assistant 
physician  in  the  men's  department,  who  began  his  work  with 
us  on  Jan.  24,  1912,  since  which  time  he  has  rendered  services 
characterized  by  a  high  order  of  intelligence,  sound  judgment, 
and  an  aptness  for  any  part  of  our  medical  work.  Because 
of  illness  he  was  obliged  to  discontinue  his  practice  and  to  seek 
hospital  treatment  for  himself,  from  which  treatment  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  he  has  made  substantial  improvement  in 
health.  Dr.  Marie  Lindsay,  after  three  years  of  most  efficient 
service  as  an  assistant  in  the  women's  hospital  department,  left 
us  to  accompany  her  husband,  Dr.  John  Lindsay,  in  accepting  a 
position  at  the  Worcester  State  Hospital  advantageous  to  them 
both. 

The  numbers  admitted  to  the  Infirmary  this  year  have  been 
low  as  compared  with  previous  years,  which  I  believe  is  due  to 
the  fact  of  the  greatly  increased  opportunities  for  employment 
at  good  wages  for  every  one  who  is  able  to  perform  any  kind 
of  work,  even  for  those  whose  skill  may  be  much  below  the 
usual  standards  or  whose  unsteady  habits  would  formerly  have 
thrown  them  out  of  employment.  As  a  result,  a  large  number 
of  those  who  usually  come  to  us  are  better  fed,  clad  and  housed, 
and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  amount  of  sickness 
among  these  classes  would  be  very  much  diminished.  In  the 
middle  of  September  100  men  were  transferred  to  the  State 
Farm.  Beginning  the  first  of  October,  for  seven  weeks  the 
institution  was  closed  to  the  admission  of  new  patients  for  the 
first  time,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  in  its  history,  because  of  a 
typhoid  epidemic.  These,  I  believe,  are  the  special  reasons 
for  the  smaller  numbers  that  are  reported  this  year. 

The  larger  number  of  infectious  diseases  that  we  have  been 
called  upon  to  treat  has  made  our  matters  of  quarantine 
especially  difficult  under  the  conditions  as  they  exist  to-day. 
During  the  latter  part  of  September  an  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  broke  out,  continuing  with  many  new  cases  every  day 
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for  three  weeks  until  68  cases  of  typhoid  fever  had  developed; 
all  but  8  of  these  were  among  the  employees,  especially  among 
the  nurses  and  attendants,  although  some  emploj^s  in  all  of 
the  different  departments  were  included.  There  were  but  6 
deaths,  3  of  which  were  hospital  inmates  and  3  among  the 
male  employees.  Many  of  the  cases  required  a  long  convales- 
cence before  returning  to  their  work,  and  some  have  not  at 
the  time  of  this  writing  been  discharged  from  the  sick  list. 
Although  it  was  an  unusually  severe  epidemic,  the  mortality 
rate  was  low,  due  to  the  excellent  hospital  care  of  the  nurses 
and  physicians  in  attendance  in  praise  of  which  it  is  impossible 
to  say  enough.  As  the  number  of  nurses  was  rapidly  depleted, 
it  was  necessary  for  us  to  procure  aid  from  outside.  A  number 
of  our  own  graduates  and  some  from  other  schools  kindly 
responded  to  assist  our  nurses  in  charge  in  their  very  difficult 
task;  and  although  we  were  very  shorthanded  everywhere 
else,  the  sick  patients  were  not  for  a  moment  allowed  to  suffer 
for  want  of  care.  At  this  point  I  wish  to  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge the  assistance  of  Dr.  Charles  E.  Simpson,  the  District 
Health  Officer,  for  his  advice  and  help  in  the  study  of  this 
epidemic,  and  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  laboratory  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health.  It  was  impossible  to  find  among 
our  people  a  typhoid  carrier  who  could  be  responsible  for  the 
epidemic,  but  we  found  that  the  infection  was  probably  spread 
in  some  way  through  food  at  some  evening  meal  which  was 
served  from  the  employees'  kitchen,  for  all  of  the  cases  de- 
veloped within  the  time  limit  that  might  be  covered  from  one 
time  of  infection,  and  none  of  the  employees  who  regularly 
absent  themselves  from  the  evening  meals  were  taken  ill.  By 
reason  of  immediate  inoculation  with  anti-typhoid  serum  of 
all  the  other  employees  and  as  fast  as  possible  of  all  the  in- 
mates of  the  hospital,  the  further  spread  of  the  epidemic  was 
prevented,  and  up  to  this  time  no  additional  cases  have 
occurred. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1916,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1917.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  105  patients,  — 
59  by  transfer,  41  by  commitment  from  the  general  hospital 
department,  2  nominal  admissions,  1  from  escape,  and  2  from 
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visit.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  711.98. 
The  number  remaining  Sept.  30,  1917,  was  716,  —  199  men 
and  517  women.  There  were  64  deaths,  —  21  men  and  43 
women.  Two  cases  were  discharged  as  recovered,  14  as  im- 
proved, and  12  as  not  improved.  Eight  cases  were  on  visit  at 
end  of  the  year,  13  were  transferred  to  other  institutions  for  the 
insane,  and  7  escaped. 

The  Infirmary  tables  show  that  716  cases  were  treated,  of 
which  517  were  medical  and  199  surgical. 

This  department  continues  to  be  one  of  the  very  important 
branches  of  the  Infirmary.  The  insane  patients  form  the  more 
permanent  element  in  our  population.  The  general  helpfulness 
of  many  of  these  patients  in  relation  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
institution  is  always  evident;  they  themselves  are  contented 
and  happy,  conscious  of  the  fact  that  they  are  of  real  assistance 
to  the  institution  rather  than  a  burden  and  a  care.  In  all  of 
the  general  activities,  in  holiday  celebrations,  and  at  entertain- 
ments throughout  the  year,  they  are  always  present  and  in  a 
larger  proportion  than  from  any  of  the  other  departments. 
The  general  condition  of  health  has  been  good  and  their  inter- 
ests have  been  carefully  looked  after,  although  we  have  been 
without  medical  assistants  during  nearly  half  of  the  year. 

The  sanitary  sections  in  asylum  5  have  been  improved,  the 
plumbing  renewed  and  new  tubs  with  Leonard  valves  for  con- 
tinuous baths  have  been  installed,  and  are  also  being  placed 
in  the  Belcher  building.  A  concrete  subway  has  been  built 
connecting  the  Rice  and  Belcher  buildings,  enabling  us  to 
put  in  a  new  line  of  steam  pipe  and  greatly  improving  the 
conditions  for  heating  in  the  latter  building. 

From  this  department  Dr.  Pratt,  after  a  short  service,  left 
us  to  go  into  private  practice;  and  Dr.  Willoughby,  after  many 
years  of  most  faithful  and  efficient  service,  left  us  in  July  to 
accept  a  position  as  assistant  at  the  North  Reading  Sanatorium, 
where  he  is  now  the  first  assistant  physician.  Dr.  John  Lindsay 
left  us  after  six  years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  to  become 
assistant  physician  at  the  Worcester  State  Hospital. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  dentist, 
whose  efficient  service  and  successful  operations  we  have  been 
privileged  to  command  for  another  year.     A  list  of  the  work 
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may  be  found  among  the  tables  appended  to  this  report.  We 
may  note  his  diligence  in  the  regular  dental  work  and  his 
continued  success  in  the  treatment  of  fractures  of  the  jaw,  — 
one  case  especially,  that  had  been  without  treatment  for  nine 
months,  where  good  articulation  was  obtained  with  but  slight 
deformity,  due  to  a  large  amount  of  bone  which  had  been 
removed.  A  full  outfit  has  been  installed  for  the  use  of  novo- 
caine  as  an  anaesthetic,  with  which  he  has  met  with  gratifying 
success  in  dental  operations. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  has  had  many  interruptions. 
Mr.  F.  W.  Gilcreas  left  in  March  to  accept  a  position  as  water 
analyst  at  the  State  Department  of  Health  at  Albany.  The 
work  of  the  technicians  continued  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
T.  E.  Buckman,  now  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
who  made  regular  weekly  visits  through  the  spring,  and  during 
the  summer  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Bradley,  an 
assistant  of  the  Tufts  Medical  School,  who  was  formerly  em- 
ployed in  our  laboratory.  Dr.  Bertrand  E.  Roberts,  who  was 
formerly  bacteriologist  and  public  health  officer  for  the  city  of 
Oskaloosa,  la.,  assisted  us  for  a  few  weeks  in  November,  but 
was  called  into  the  public  health  service  for  the  government  at 
Camp  Lee,  Petersburg,  Va.  Our  former  assistant,  Dr.  Howard 
K.  Tuttle,  returned  to  us  in  November  from  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  and  Iron  Works  of  Chili,  and  consented  to  take  charge  of 
the  laboratory  until  his  expected  call  into  the  service  of  the 
Medical  Reserve.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance,  fre- 
quent visits  and  friendly  interest  taken  in  our  laboratory  by 
Dr.  Rudolph  Kohn  of  the  State  laboratory  at  Forest  Hills. 

In  the  training  school  for  nurses  the  work  has  been  carried 
on  pretty  much  the  same  as  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year. 
Quite  a  number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  graduate 
nursing  staff.  The  following  have  resigned  their  positions  to 
engage  in  private  nursing  where  they  would  receive  greater 
remuneration:  —

The  demands  on  the  nursing  force  have  been  heavy  the  past 
year,  perhaps  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  fewer  to 
depend  on  and  of  the  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever.  The  nurses' 
library  has  been  presented  with  four  reference  books  by  the 
superintendent  of  nurses  and  one  book  by  the  president  of  the 
1916  class,  Miss  Effie  G.  Spanks.  One  picture  has  been  pre- 
sented by  a  member  of  the  alumnae  society  of  the  training 
school,  Miss  Hildegarde  Backman.  Graduation  exercises  were 
held  on  September  25  for  the  1917  class.  Addresses  were 
made  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  Dr.  C.  Irving 
Fisher,  and  by  Mr.  John  B.  Tivnan.  Diplomas  were  given

After  the  graduation  exercises  the  alumnse  society  held  their 
annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  for  ensuing  year. 

The  educational  policy  inaugurated  two  years  ago  is  be- 
ginning to  show  some  gratifying  results.  There  were  38 
•  classes  carried  on  regularly  last  year,  enrolling  728  pupils. 
These  classes  include  nine  different  lines  of  work,  as  follows :  — 
common  school  branches,  kindergarten,  manual  training, 
gardening,  domestic  science,  music,  dancing,  physical  culture, 
and  reading  for  the  blind.  This  work  was  carried  on  by 
fourteen  teachers  in  the  regular  employ  of  the  institution, 
two  special  teachers  (for  the  blind)  sent  here  once  in  three 
weeks  by  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind,  and 
one  on  part  time,  provided  by  the  social  service  department 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities.  The  individual  enrollment, 
counting  each  individual  but  once,  is  363,  which  is  a  few  more 
than  that  of  last  year.  (See  tables  of  educational  department 
in  the  Appendix.)  The  work  of  the  year  has  gone  on  quietly, 
and,  on  the  whole,  effectively.  The  painstaking  efforts  of  a 
corps  of  faithful  teachers  has  fully  equalled  and  in  some 
instances  surpassed  the  attainments  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  kindergarten  has  suffered  somewhat  through  a  too  fre- 
quent change  of  teachers,  which  was  unavoidable  because  of 
sickness.  Music  is  finding  a  constantly  increasing  usefulness 
among  both  children  and  adults.  The  kindergarten  device  of 
using  musical  games  to  give  instruction  in  the  common  affairs 
of  life  has  been  used  to  good  advantage  with  boys  and  girls 
considerably  past  the  kindergarten  age.  Dancing  continues 
as  in  the  past  to  furnish  a  pleasant  recreation  for  the  school 
children  and  for  the  women  of  the  insane  department.  The 
distinctive  advancement  this  year  has  been  in  domestic  science. 
Four  new  classes  in  sewing  have  been  added;  the  instruction 
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in  dining-room  service  has  been  systematized;  and  classes  in 
cooking  and  household  management  have  been  started.  Every- 
thing is  made  both  practical  and  instructive.  The  pupils  in 
the  classes  of  table  service  do  most  of  the  work  in  the  large 
dining  rooms  for  nurses,  supervisors  and  doctors.  The  sewing 
classes  make  clothes  for  themselves  or  other  useful  articles. 
The  cooking  classes  prepare  three  meals  a  day  for  the  forty  or 
fifty  girls  who  eat  in  the  State  wards  dining  room.  The  school 
boys  planted  a  good  sized  truck  garden  which  they  cultivated 
very  faithfully.  They  supplied  their  own  table  with  peas, 
beans,  lettuce,  corn,  beets,  tomatoes,  etc.,  and  sent  several 
loads  of  truck  to  the  general  storehouse.  Their  largest  single 
crop  was  25  bushels  of  potatoes.  They  also  picked  most  of  the 
strawberries  and  all  of  the  blackberries,  besides  helping  out  in 
the  harvesting  of  potatoes  on  the  farm.  The  material  profits 
of  the  gardening  projects  did  not  prevent  a  large  return  also  in 
the  way  of  wholesome  instruction  and  healthful  exercise.  A 
general  improvement  is  noted  in  the  behavior  of  both  boys  and 
girls.  They  are  more  amenable  to  discipline,  seem  happier 
and  more  contented,  and,  in  case  of  the  boys,  less  disposed  to 
run  away.  The  boy's  camp  was  especially  successful  this 
summer.  Favorable  weather,  plenty  of  work  in  the  garden, 
some  new  playground  apparatus  and  a  near-by  "swimming 
hole"  contributed  to  the  happy  result.  Those  in  the  children's 
hospital  have  also  been  made  happy  with  playground  equip- 
ment. With  plenty  of  things  to  do,  children  develop  better 
both  mentally  and  physically  and  are  much  less  care  to  their 
nurses.  Classes  in  physical  culture  which  were  started  in  the 
early  fall  of  1916  have  been  carried  on  in  the  past  year  with 
marked  success.  Besides  games  and  folk  dancing  for  school 
children,  there  have  been  three  classes  for  insane  women  and 
one  for  elderly  women  in  the  women's  house.  The  results 
noted  among  the  insane  were  particularly  encouraging. 

The  chapel  entertainments  have  been  kept  up  as  usual, 
though  not  quite  as  numerous  as  last  year.  All  the  holidays 
have  been  observed  with  appropriate  exercises.  An  illuminated, 
community  Christmas  tree  and  carol  service  on  Christmas 
eve  fittingly  commemorated  the  occasion.  After  the  service 
around  the  tree  the  singers  went  to  the  various  sick  wards  and 
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sang  the  Christmas  message  there.  A  flag  raising  in  May  was 
participated  in  by  a  large  number  of  employees  and  patients 
of  the  institution.  The  school  children  and  girl's  chorus  fur- 
nished the  singing  for  the  occasion.  Memorial  Day  was 
observed  as  last  year.  Officers  and  patients  assembled  in  the 
pine  grove,  while  the  school  children  sang  songs  appropriate 
to  the  occasion.  Independence  Day  was  celebrated  by  com- 
petitive sports  in  the  morning,  a  baseball  game  in  the  afternoon 
and'  the  usual  festivities  in  the  evening  but  minus  the  fireworks. 
The  May  party  was  as  successful  as  ever,  and  a  mock  circus 
on  the  lawn  was  enjoyed  by  many. 

The  farming  activities  have  been  conducted  with  energy 
well  directed  and  with  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  those  upon 
whom  the  responsibilities  are  placed,  with  results  more  satis- 
factory than  on  previous  years  in  many  of  the  individual  items. 
Although  the  serious  labor  shortage  and  the  very  early  frost 
are  matters  which  prevented  us  from  realizing  the  returns  that 
were  expected,  yet  considerable  increase  in  the  production  of 
pork,  eggs,  potatoes,  and  many  garden  products  deserve  our 
commendation. 

On  the  first  day  covered  by  this  report,  a  fire  broke  out  just 
after  midnight  in  our  stable,  the  first  floor  of  which  was  occu- 
pied by  horses,  carriages,  harness  room,  etc.  On  the  second 
floor  over  the  carriage  room  there  were  ten  rooms  occupied  by 
farm  laborers,  chauffeurs,  drivers,  etc.  The  fire  was  discovered 
by  the  occupant  of  the  room  just  over  the  harness  room,  who 
ran  down  in  order  to  telephone  the  alarm  to  the  office;  but  the 
fire  was  near  the  telephone,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  walls 
and .  the  ceiling  being  constructed  of  varnished  southern  pine 
sheathing  were  already  burning.  He  hurriedly  returned  to 
the  floor  above  and  aroused  the  men  in  their  rooms,  who  had 
only  time  to  hastily  dress  and  leave  the  building  before  the 
whole  upper  part  was  in  flames.  These  men  succeeded  in 
getting  all  of  the  eight  horses  out  of  the  stable,  although  by 
that  time  it  was  too  late  to  remove  carriages  or  their  belongings 
from  the  rooms  above.  The  attention  of  the  fire  department 
had  to  be  directed  mostly  toward  the  safeguarding  of  other 
farm  buildings  as  it  was  soon  apparent  that  the  building  itself 
would  be  a  total  loss,   although  the  fire  was  put  out  before 
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the  building  had  wholly  burned  to  the  ground.  The  cause  of 
the  fire  was  attributed  to  some  defect  in  the  wiring  of  the 
telephone  or  lighting  system.  It  apparently  started  close  to 
the  point  where  the  telephone  wires  passed  through  the  sheath- 
ing near  the  ceiling.  As  the  employees  rooming  above  lost 
all  of  their  belongings,  a  bill  of  $567.80  was  allowed  by  the 
Legislature  to  compensate  them  for  their  loss. 

The  work  on  the  nurses'  home  with  rooms  for  100  nurses 
has  been  completed  and  furnished,  and  the  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  are  already  occupied  by  nurses.  Of  special  importance 
among  our  improvements  for  the  year  is  the  installation  of 
electric-driven  centrifugal  pumps  at  the  pumping  station  sup- 
plied from  a  generator  in  the  central  power  plant.  One  of  the 
old  boilers  and  the  steam-driven  pumps  remain  as  a  supplement- 
ary system  for  emergencies,  but  the  electric  equipment  gives 
us  a  much  more  flexible  system  of  water  supply  and  control  for 
the  institution  and  provides  the  special  economic  advantage 
of  burning  all  the  coal  required  at  the  central  plant.  Two 
additional  deep  wells  of  6-inch  pipe  have  been  driven  near  the 
pumping  station.  The  infectious  ward  4  has  been  connected  by 
a  steam  line  with  the  children's  ward,  so  that  another  separate 
heating  plant  has  been  eliminated  in  the  concentration  plan 
of  our  heating  system.  Three  200  horse-power  boilers  in  the 
boiler  house  extension  have  been  removed  and  reset  with  one 
in  the  main  boiler  room,  all  of  which  have  been  raised  1  foot 
higher  from  the  grates,  to  insure  more  complete  combustion 
of  fuel  and  take  the  place  of  four  old  discarded  boilers  of  100 
horse-power  each.  This  work  involved  the  raising  of  the  flue, 
changing  of  steam  lines  and  many  other  improvements  which 
simplify  the  problem  and  promote  the  general  economy  of  the 
steam  plant.  A  new  centrifugal  feed  pump  and  steam  econo- 
mizers are  other  items  contemplated  to  further  improve  this 
very  vital  and  very  satisfactory  department.  A  cement  roof 
to  the  subway  from  the  boiler  house  to  the  women's  hospital 
has  been  constructed  to  replace  the  wooden  roof  which  was 
badly  decayed.  One  additional  large  drying  tumbler  has  been 
added  to  the  laundry  equipment.  A  new  4-inch  line  of  water 
pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  reservoirs 
in  the  yard  for  boiler  feed  water  purposes.     In  the  cow  stable, 
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a  new  ceiling  of  spruce  sheathing  which  has  long  been  contem- 
plated has  been  put  in,  greatly  improving  conditions  in  winter, 
shutting  off  the  large  attic  space  and  adding  to  the  warmth 
of  the  stable  without  interfering  with  the  needful  ventilation. 
A  milking  machine  has  been  installed  in  the  cow  stable  and 
further  improvements  in  the  Pillsbury  and  Burt  barns  have 
been  made.  A  new  henhouse,  135  feet  long,  with  six  compart- 
ments, and  a  new  incubator  house  have  been  added  to  our 
poultry  plant. 

We  renew  our  request  for  a  hospital  for  women  for  the 
reason  that  the  present  hospital  built  thirty  years  ago  is  inade- 
quate in  every  way,  and  especially  during  this  last  year  the 
necessity  for  more  hospital  room  was  very  urgent.  There  is 
need  for  single  rooms  for  special  cases  and  for  nurses  and  other 
employees  who  have  to  go  to  the  hospital  during  illness  and  for 
whom  there  is  no  special  provision  at  present;  and  also  in 
order  that  we  might  more  properly  separate  infectious  cases 
and  venereal  cases  and  make  it  possible  to  quarantine  at  times 
certain  groups  of  patients  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection. 
We  also  renew  our  request  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  which 
is  of  importance  to  us  and  is  in  the  market  to-day.  The 
estimates  for  the  above  purposes  are  as  follows :  —

Because  of  the  very  high  estimates  returned  to  us  for  coal 
handling  equipment  we  have  not  asked  for  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  this  year,  although  the  matter  of  handling 
coal  is  one  of  our  most  difficult  problems.  There  are  a  number 
of  matters  in  the  way  of  suggested  improvements  which  should 
receive  early  attention,  matters  which  have  been  urgent  with 
us  for  some  time  and  of  which  I  wish  to  make  a  brief  review, 
but  for  the  reason  of  the  unusual  demands  for  expenditures 
because  of  the  war  conditions  we  have  omitted  to  put  in  esti- 
mates or  to  urge  consideration  of  these  matters  in  this  annual 
report:  the  need  for  a  new  piggery,  for  which  we  have  pre- 
viously put  in  estimates  and  which  has  been  recommended  and 
urged  by  visitors  from  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College; 
the  need  for  a  stable  for  horses,  to  take  the  place  of  the  one 
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which  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  winter;  the  need  for  an  addi- 
tional ward  for  children,  which  has  previously  been  requested 
and  is  still  urgent.  An  additional  item  which  has  been  re- 
ceiving our  consideration  for  two  years  is  the  need  for  a  new 
domestic  building,  to  be  constructed  in  the  space  between  our 
power  plant  and  the  hospital  for  women,  which  is  important 
as  an  economic  measure  in  the  handling  and  storing  and  use 
of  all  supplies,  —  a  point  near  to  our  store,  spur  track,  heating, 
steam  power,  electric  and  refrigerating  plant,  where  with 
suitable  modern  equipment,  great  saving  should  be  effected 
by  the  discontinuance  of  the  present  domestic  building  which 
is  unsuitably  located,  parts  of  which  are  very  old  and  in  need 
of  repair  or  extensive  alterations.  The  lack  of  sufficient  space, 
and  poorly  arranged,  poorly  lighted  rooms  are  the  result  of 
the  use  and  adaptation  of  a  small  building  built  more  than 
fifty  years  ago  to  which  from  time  to  time  extensions  have 
been  added  for  special  purposes. 

Never  has  a  year  presented  more  difficulties  to  interfere  with 
the  even  running  of  the  institution  than  the  year  of  this  report. 
The  matter  of  high  prices  has  made  it  impossible  for  us  to 
obtain  anywhere  near  the  amount  desired  in  equipment  and 
supplies,  and  has  made  it  necessary  to  postpone  attention  to 
countless  minor  matters  in  the  way  of  repairs,  improvements 
and  replacements,  which  in  ordinary  years  are  considered 
essential  to  the  general  upkeep  and  effective  operating  of  the 
institution.  The  high  prices  in  the  form  of  wages,  because 
of  the  great  opportunities  outside  and  competition  for  the  serv- 
ices of  our  employees,  have  been  difficult  to  meet.  Advances 
in  wages  have  been  made  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  yet 
many  of  our  valuable  employees,  heretofore  of  the  permanent 
type,  have  left  us  to  take  positions  more  to  their  advantage 
elsewhere.  The  difficulty  in  securing  the  services  of  competent 
people  was  never  greater  than  during  the  last  spring  and 
summer.  There  was  constantly  a  shortage  in  all  parts  of  the 
service.  The  better  opportunity  elsewhere  has  affected  all 
departments,  beginning  with  our  assistant  physicians,  taking 
from  us  members  whose  places  it  has  been  practically  impossible 
to  fill;  taking  our  farmers  and  farm  laborers,  supervisors, 
nurses,  engineers,  firemen,  attendants,  office  clerks,  mechanics 
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and  those  in  our  domestic  service.  The  war  has  taken  a  great 
many  of  our  younger  men  who  are  naturally  better  adapted 
to  some  parts  of  the  work  than  older  people.  Our  service  flag 
bears  thirty  stars  and  many  more  must  soon  be  added.  Ten 
hundred  and  twelve  different  persons  have  been  employed  to 
fill  an  average  of  355  positions.  Furthermore,  an  epidemic 
of  typhoid  fever  with  sixty  cases  in  all  broke  out  in  the  latter 
part  of  September,  which  was  limited  almost  wholly  to  the 
employees,  the  majority  of  whom  continued  on  the  sick  list 
to  the  end'  of  the  year  of  this  report  and  a  number  of  them 
have  not  been  able  to  return  to  their  work  at  the  time  of  this 
writing.  Another  handicap  has  been  the  low  average  number 
of  inmates  in  the  institution,  —  the  demand  for  help  outside 
and  the  wages  paid  taking  a  large  number  who  from  a  lack  of 
employment  would  have  become  inmates  of  our  institution  and 
who  usually  afford  valuable  assistance  in  the  different  activi- 
ties. This  class  has  so  diminished  that  throughout  the  year  we 
have  scarcely  had  any  of  the  usual  helpers,  and  it  becomes 
urgent  that  we  secure  regular  employees  to  attend  to  those 
matters  that  have  been  previously  considered  minor  duties. 
For  the  various  reasons  enumerated  above,  it  has  in  some  de- 
partments and  at  times  everywhere  been  only  possible  to  attend 
to  matters  of  urgent  and  vital  importance,  while  many  of  the 
things  which  add  to  the  general  appearance  and  satisfactory 
management  of  the  Infirmary  have  of  necessity  suffered  from 
want  of  attention. 

The  most  effective  way  to  meet  the  difficult  problem  of 
securing  and  retaining  employees  is  to  adopt  the  eight  hour 
system  throughout  the  institution.  I  have  urged  this  matter  at 
times  for  a  good  many  years,  and  at  one  time  presented  esti- 
mates for  making  this  provision.  Forty-eight  hours  a  week 
is  the  maximum  length  of  time  that  we  can  work  a  portion  of 
our  employees  according  to  the  law,  and  I  believe  that  in 
justice  to  all  this  law  should  be  made  to  apply  to  all  employees. 
Especially  would  it  help  us  to  solve  the  problem  of  time  off 
for  our  nurses  and  attendants.  We  require  our  nurses  to 
attend  lectures,  recitations,  and  to  study  hard  and  master 
difficult  problems  in  order  to  meet  our  training  school  require- 
ments, which  must  be  kept  up  to  the  standards  of  the  State 
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Board  of  Registration  for  Nurses.  It  is  very  difficult  for  our 
nurses  to  meet  these  requirements  after  a  daily  service  which 
covers  at  least  twelve  hours  from  the  time  they  go  on  duty  to 
the  time  when  they  are  relieved,  which  is  a  necessity  where 
the  day's  work  is  divided  into  two  shifts.  A  third  shift  would 
give  us  an  eight  hour  day  which  would  allow  eight  hours  for 
service,  four  hours  for  study  and  training  school  work,  four 
hours  for  recreation,  and  eight  hours  for  rest.  Under  these 
conditions,  improvement  in  health  among  the  employees  would 
be  assured,  contentment  promoted,  the  standard  of  work 
greatly  improved,  and  desirable  changes  in  our  regime  could 
be  adopted. 

With  sorrow  I  have  to  report  the  death  on  September  15  of 
Mr.  George  B.  Williams,  who  has  been  our  steward  since  1909, 
a  man  of  gentle  breeding,  kindest  disposition,  strict  integrity, 
faithful  to  his  duties,  and  even  during  the  last  year  of  his 
failing  health,  impatient  to  render  his  assistance  that  the  vital 
needs  of  the  institution  might  receive  attention  even  if  it 
resulted  in  his  physical  suffering.  Added  to  the  distinct  loss 
to  the  management  of  the  Infirmary,  I  feel  the  personal  loss  of 
a  loyal  friend  and  a  cherished  companion. 

During  the  year  acknowledgments  have  been  sent  out  to 
many  people  who  have  contributed  magazines,  books,  games,  a 
pianola,  and  Christmas  offerings,  although  there  are  many 
whose  addresses  have  been  withheld.  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  gifts  of  a  special  friend,  of  large  colored  photographic  prints 
which  have  been  hung  in  all  of  the  hospital  wards,  and  three 
pianos  of  especially  good  quality  which  have  been  placed  in 
the  women's  pavilion,  in  the  children's  ward,  and  in  the  depart- 
ment for  the  insane  and  other  gifts  all  for  the  betterment  and 
the  increased  contentment  of  the  inmates. 

To  Dr.  Peirce  who  so  ably  administered  the  affairs  of  the 
institution  during  my  absence  this  last  summer,  a  time  when 
our  conditions  were  unusually  difficult,  as  well  as  for  his  un- 
failing loyalty  at  all  times  and  through  many  years  as  assistant 
superintendent  and  physician,  I  owe  a  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment. To  the  many  employees  who  have  so  faithfully  stood 
by  us  through  our  difficulties  and  notably  among  them  those 
who  have  served  loyally  for  many  years,  I  wish  to  record  my 
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appreciation  of  a  value  in  their  assistance  which  cannot  be 
given  in  estimate  but  without  which  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible to  have  continued  this  very  difficult,  essential  and 
gratifying  part  in  the  system  of  the  State  charities. 

To  our  chaplains,  the  Rev.  Father  McGann  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Wright  and  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson,  who  have  served  for  many 
years  with  us,  I  am  grateful  for  their  untiring  attendance,  un- 
failing kindness,  and  constant  helpfulness  in  all  matters  of 
institution  welfare  directly  or  indirectly  relating  to  their 
special  duties. 

To  the  trustees  as  a  Board  and  as  individuals,  I  wish  to 
express  my  thanks  for  their  advice,  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment, which  have  been  my  main  support  throughout  the  year 
just  passed  as  well  as  through  the  many  years  of  my  service 
here,  and  especially  am  I  grateful  for  the  leave  of  absence 
throughout  the  summer  months  which  was  so  generously 
granted  to  me,  resulting  in  beneficial  changes  in  general  health 
and  strength,  the  need  of  which  I  did  not  previously  realize.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

As  required  by  the  statutes,  the  trustees  of  the  State  In- 
firmary and  State  Farm  herewith  submit  their  sixty-fifth  annual 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  end- 
ing Nov.  30,  1918.  Accompanying  this  report  is  the  report  of 
Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  the  superintendent. 

Under  chapters  27  and  106  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918  there 
was  appropriated  the  sum  of  $690,265.07  for  the  maintenance 
of  this  institution  for  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report. 
During  that  period  there  has  been  expended  for  salaries, .  wages 
and  labor  $179,149.55,  and  for  current  expenses  $496,092.65, 
making  a  total  of  $675,242.20. 

As  is  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury  $43,406.91,  which  we  received  for  articles  sold  and  for 
the  care  of  Federal  and  municipal  cases,  leaving  the  net  outlay 
for  the  support  of  the  Infirmary  $631,835.29. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $5.77,  an  increase  over 
the  preceding  year  of  $1.08. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  improvements 
for  which  we  shall  petition  the  next  Legislature,  together  with 
the  estimated  cost  — 

For  a  domestic  and  storage  building  for  the  storage  of  all  food 
supplies  in  one  building,  —  combining  kitchen,  bakery,  serv- 
ing and  dining  rooms,  —  located  adjacent  to  the  heating, 
lighting,  power  and  cold-storage  equipment,  and  at  the  same 
time  near  the  railroad  siding  and  the  general  store,       .       .      $120,000 
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For  coal  handling  equipment,  to  make  possible  the  rapid  han- 
dling and  storage  of  coal, $28,000 

For  portable  prison  camp  buildings,  to  accommodate  50  pris- 
oners, to  be  employed  in  the  farming  and  other  activities  at 
the  State  Infirmary  (in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifica- 
tions by  the  Bureau  of  Prisons),        .       .       .       .  ,     .       .  5,000 

For  the  purchase  of  real  estate  which  is  now  in  the  market,     .  3,950 

For  several  successive  years  we  have  asked  the  Legislature 
for  a  special  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for 
women.  The  need  of  this  building  is  greater  to-day  than  ever 
before,  but  we  realize  that  existing  conditions  demand  the 
strictest  economy  everywhere,  and  therefore  we  omit  this 
request  for  the  coming  year. 

There  is  no  training  school  for  nurses  in  Massachusetts  where 
the  pupils  have  the  opportunity  for  studying  so  many  different 
and  varied  classes  of  patients  as  do  the  pupil  nurses  in  this 
institution.  Here  is  the  second  largest  tuberculosis  hospital  in 
the  State.  We  have  here  about  700  insane.  There  are  approx- 
imately 150  cases  of  obstetrics  here  every  year.  Besides,  there 
are  our  general  surgical  and  medical  wards,  and  our  wards  for 
children.  All  the  physicians  in  the  institution  understand  and 
appreciate  this,  and  they  all  do  their  best  to  make  the  school  a 
success.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  as  superintendent  and 
assistant  superintendent  of  the  school  two  very  efficient 
teachers. 

The  annual  inventory  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth 
has  been  made  by  Joseph  S.  Kendall  of  Tewksbury.  His  report, 
herewith  submitted,  shows  a  valuation  of  $1,934,118.69.  One 
year  ago  the  valuation  was  $1,940,504.69. 

We  began  this  year  under  unfavorable  conditions,  having 
just  emerged  from  a  serious  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  and  we 
were  not  well  situated  to  face  the  strenuous  year  of  1918.  But 
in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties  we  can  assure  you  that  the  inmates 
in  this  institution,  both  the  sick  and  the  well,  —  and  there  are 
very  few  of  the  latter  class,  —  have  been  well  cared  for. 

The  trustees  lay  great  stress  upon  the  human  quality  of  the 
management  of  the  Infirmary,  to  which  they  called  your  atten- 
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tion  in  their  report  of  last  year.  This  they  attribute  largely  to 
the  successfully  administered  policy  of  the  superintendent,  Dr. 
John  H.  Nichols,  whose  faithfulness  and  efficiency  they  here- 
with commend.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-fifth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1,. 
1917,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1918. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  5,598  people  have  been 
cared  for,  or  605  less  than  the  previous  year;  and  that  3,571 
have  been  admitted,  or  414  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
weekly  average  number  of  people  was  2,104,  or  168  less  than 
the  previous  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,478;  the 
smallest  daily  census  was  1,857.  There  were  147  births,  —  75 
males  "and  74  females,  —  which  is  19  more  than  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  662  deaths,  —  602  in  the  •  general  hospital 
department  and  60  in  the  department  for  the  insane.  Of  the 
total  number,  472  were  males  and  190  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $675,242.20,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $6.17. 

The  amount  of  $43,406.91  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $631,835.29  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $5.77. 

The  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  5,341,-3,632  males  and  1,709  females.  Of  these,  4,190 
were  classified  as  medical  and  1,151  as  surgical.  Of  infectious 
diseases,  there  were  14  cases  of  diphtheria,  21  of  typhoid  fever, 
42  of  chicken  pox,  9  of  whooping  cough,  78  of  measles,  6  of 
scarlet  fever,  11  of  erysipelas,  1  of  glanders,  1  of  infantile 
paralysis,  one  of  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  2  of  smallpox,  and 
317  of  influenza. 

Other  groups  of  cases  of  interest  are:  168  cases  with  the 
diagnosis   of   feeble-mindedness,   40   of   mental   disease,   50   of 
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hemiplegia,  117  of  cardiac  disease,  576  of  diseases  of  the 
arteries  and  veins,  177  of  respiratory  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  61  of  gastrointestinal  diseases,  65  of  diseases  of  the 
kidneys;  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  alcoholism 
from  277  of  the  previous  year  to  195,  and  of  drug  habit  from 
96  to  38.  There  were  213  cases  of  gonorrhoea,  62  of  cancerous 
disease,  129  of  arthritis,  249  of  syphilis,  194  no  disease,  12 
burns,  24  frostbites,  132  fractures.  There  were  44  deaths  of 
persons  under  one  year,  55  between  one  and  twenty  years, 
265  between  twenty  and  fifty  years,  238  over  fifty  years  of  age. 

The  work  in  the  general  hospital,  as  in  the  other  depart- 
ments, has  been  conducted  through  the  year  with  a  minimum 
possible  number  of  assistant  physicians  because  of  the  demands 
for  physicians  in  the  war  service,  and  the  difficulty  of  securing 
temporary  assistants  in  the  places  vacated.  Dr.  Perry  at- 
tended to  the  work  in  all  of  the  women's  department,  with  the 
exception  of  five  months  when  he  was  assisted  by  Dr.  Gervais. 
The  work  in  the  men's  hospital  until  March  28  was  performed 
by  Dr.  Trickey,  assisted  by  Dr.  Quennell,  who  carried  on  the 
work  unassisted  until  October;  and  the  remainder  of  the  year 
by  Dr.  O'Donoghue,  assisted  for  a  short  period  by  Dr.  Buck- 
man. 

There  were  821  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  treated,  —  a 
diminution  of  only  5  from  the  previous  year,  —  of  which  692 
were  male  and  129  female.  Classification  on  admission  was  as 
follows:  incipient  cases,  28;  moderately  advanced,  97;  far 
advanced,  264.  The  conditions  of  patients  on  discharge  were 
as  follows:  2  apparently  cured,  5  arrested,  4  apparently  ar- 
rested, 10  quiescent,  239  relieved,  129  not  relieved,  228  died. 
Of  the  cases  admitted,  there  were  204  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  which  is  48  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were 
also  admitted  69  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which 
15  died.  Adding  to  the  above  36  cases  of  tuberculosis  among 
the  insane,  there  is  a  grand  total  of  926  cases  of  tuberculosis 
which  have  been  treated  during  the  year,  which  is  1  more  than 
the  previous  year.  The  number  of  days'  treatment,  however, 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1918,  in  this  department  was 
85,399,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment  of  17,174, 
or  an  average  of  47  less  people  per  day  than  the  preceding  year. 
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The  tuberculosis  work  has  been  conducted  throughout  the 
year  by  Dr.  Alfred  J.  Roach,  without  any  medical  assistant. 

After  a  period  of  thirteen  years  of  faithful  and  skillful  prac- 
tice, especially  at  the  head  of  the  tuberculosis  department,  Dr. 
Roach  will  end  his  services  here  to  begin  the  new  calendar  year 
as  superintendent  of  the  new  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for 
Tuberculosis  at  Braintree,  a  position  to  which  he  was  appointed 
a  year  ago,  and  for  which  his  preparation  and  achievement  in 
that  special  field  fully  warrants  the  trust  and  honor  bestowed 
upon  him.  He  takes  with  him  our  best  wishes  for  success  in 
his  new  work. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1917,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1918.  There  were  admitted  to  this  department  92  patients, 
—  62  by  transfer  and  30  by  commitment  from  the  general 
hospital  department.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
has  been  720.49.  The  number  remaining  Sept.  30,  1918,  was 
711,  —  195  men  and  516  women.  There  were  62  deaths,  — 
20  men  and  42  women.  Pour  cases  were  discharged  as  im- 
proved, and  8  as  not  improved,  12  were  transferred  to  other 
institutions  for  the  insane,  and  7  escaped. 

The  Infirmary  tables  show  that  997  cases  were  treated,  of 
which  638  were  medical  and  359  surgical.  Only  1  case  of  in- 
fluenza developed  in  this  department. 

The  work  in  this  large  department  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year  by  Dr.  Hanson  in  charge  without  any 
medical  assistant,  but  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  the  kindly 
spirit  that  has  pervaded  the  wards  has  been  kept  up  to  the 
standard  of  our  best  traditions. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Howard 
K.  Tuttle  until  April  1,  and  beginning  May  31  the  services  of 
Dr.  Edward  J.  O'Donoghue  of  the  Boston  city  health  depart- 
ment were  secured  for  this  work,  in  which  he  continued  until  it 
was  necessary  to  transfer  him  to  the  clinical  work  of  the  men's 
hospital. 

Dr.  Twitchell,  besides  continuing  with  his  work  in  the  dental 
department,  volunteered  to  take  charge  of  the  X-ray  depart- 
ment which  was  without  an  operator,  and  he  has  equipped  him- 
se\f  and  already  developed  a  considerable  amount  of  expertness 
in  this  line  of  work. 
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Dr.  Barker  has  continued  as  night  physician,  unassisted  since 
February,  with  a  devotion  to  her  work  that  merits  special  com- 
mendation, rendering  laborious  service  through  the  difficult 
periods. 

The  influenza  began  with  us  on  September  18,  and  through 
the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  Dr.  Timothy  Leary  of  Tufts 
Medical  School  we  were  able  to  secure  the  "Leary  vaccine"  at 
the  very  start,  and  inoculated  the  greater  part  of  the  employees. 
Later,  through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Hinton  of  Harvard  Medical 
School,  assistance  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Clark  of  New  Jersey, 
Dr.  Dalzall  of  Ohio,  and  Dr.  Zoller  of  Indiana.  They  came  to 
Massachusetts  in  response  to  the  appeal  for  medical  aid  from 
other  States,  and  we  were  able  to  inoculate  all  the  inmates  of 
the  institution,  for  which  assistance  I  wish  hereby  to  make 
grateful  acknowledgment.  Otherwise  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible for  us  to  complete  the  inoculation  through  all  the 
departments.  Whatever  may  be  thought  regarding  the  merits 
of  the  "Leary  vaccine,"  or  the  conclusions  derived  from  sta- 
tistics in  general,  and  although  it  is  recognized  that  in  some 
districts  and  with  different  groups  of  people  the  severity  of  the 
epidemic  may  not  have  been  as  marked  as  in  others,  we  report, 
at  the  Infirmary  that  2,188  cases  were  inoculated  and  the  spread 
of  the  disease  ceased  soon  after.  There  were  but  317  cases, 
97  of  which,  with  15  fatalities,  were  not  contracted  in  the  insti- 
tution, but  were  brought  in  from-  outside  towns.  There  were 
but  32  deaths,  only  19  that  were  inoculated  later  came  down 
with  the  disease.  The  epidemic  did  apparently  cease  in  eight 
weeks,  and  although  it  has  been  prevalent  everywhere  and 
increasing  to  an  alarming  extent  up  to  the  time  of  the  writing 
of  this  report,  January  15,  there  have  been  no  more  cases  of 
influenza  in  the  Infirmary,  excepting  10  which  have  been  sent 
in  from  the  outside. 

Because  of  the  great  depletion  of  the  medical  staff,  as  al- 
ready mentioned,  we  have  not  been  able  to  attend  to  more 
than  the  daily  routine  duties  or  the  emergency  work  and 
urgent  cases  that  have  required  attention,  but  the  splendid 
spirit  with  which  the  assistant  physicians  have  responded  to 
all  of  the  demands  through  the  year  is  deserving  of  the  highest 
praise.     The  results   obtained   are   a   worthy   tribute   to   their 
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faithful  service,  especially  considering  the  final  stages  of  the 
typhoid  epidemic  during  the  two  months  beginning  the  year, 
the  influenza  during  the  three  closing  months,  and  throughout 
the  year  an  increasing  proportion  of  chronic  cases  admitted, 
which  is  demonstrated  in  the  fact  that  of  the  diminution  of 
only  168  in  the  daily  average  there  were  414  less  admitted 
than  during  the  previous  year. 

However,  the  record  of  our  medical  staff,  to  which  the  State 
Infirmary  should  point  with  lasting  pride,  is  that  from  a  body 
of  16  physicians  10  of  them  left  us  to  join  the  colors  with  the 
medical  service  in  the  World  War,  and  8  of  them  during  the 
year  of  this  report,  as  follows :  —

There  will  probably  be  a  gradual  return  of  most  of  them.  I 
wish  it  might  be  our  good  fortune  to  have  them  all  again  in 
our  service,  but  especially  do  I  hope  for  the  early  return  of 
Captain  Peirce,  who  has  been  the  assistant  superintendent  for 
many  years  past.  With  still  greater  pride  do  we  point  to  our 
service  flag  with  the  seventy-five  stars,  representing  members 
from  all  of  our  departments  who  have  taken  part  in  the  war,  — 
75  from  an  average,  number  of  320  employees;  some  of  them 
volunteering  at  the  first  opportunity  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  and 
active  in  the  convoying  of  the  troops,  or,  in  the  words  of  one 
of  our  wounded  boys,  —  the  second  on  our  list,  —  "  making 
history,  and  to  make  good  history  is  a  hard  job,  it  is  nothing 
but  hike,  fight  and  dig"  with  the  Twenty-Sixth  Division,  on 
the  battle  fields  of  France;  and  all  of  them  wherever  assigned 
serving  with  credit  and  honor  to  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  believe  it  to  be  not  only  fitting  but  a  duty  to  present  in 
this  report,  to  become  a  matter  of  permanent  history,  the  fol- 
lowing list  of  names  of  all  who  left  the  institution  to  enter 
upon  this  patriotic  duty  for,  quoting  another  of  these  boys,  — 
the  first  on  the  list,  —  "the  glory  of  dear  old  Massachusetts."

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The  nursing  department  and  the  training  school  for  nurses 
have  been  maintained  with  great  difficulty  owing  to  shortage 
of  nurses,  yet  those  who  have  remained  with  us  have  responded 
loyally  to  the  increased  demands,  many  of  them  doing  the  work 
which  should  naturally  fall  to  three  or  four,  the  work  of  all 
being  worthy  of  great  praise.  We  were  fortunate  that  but  few  of 
our  nurses  contracted  the  influenza,  and  we  were  able  to  respond 
to  many  of  the  outside  calls  for  emergency  work  in  the  epidemic, 
for  which  expressions  of  appreciation  have  been  received.  It  was 
difficult  to  follow  out  the  full  program  of  lectures  and  exercises 
according  to  the  curriculum  for  the  year  because  of  the  small 
number  of  physicians,  but  those  remaining  took  up  the  work 
originally  assigned  to  others,  and  Dr.  Buckman  continued  some 
of  the  courses  through  the  summer  months  so  that  the  lecture 
courses  were  all  completed  before  the  end  of  the  summer. 

The  graduation  exercises  were  held  September  24  for  the  1918 
class,  at  which  time  17  nurses  received  diplomas,  the  names

The  school  department  continued  under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Charles  R.  Small  until  June  10,  1918,  when  he  was  called  to 
take  charge  as  director  of  the  Norfolk  House  Center  in  Rox- 
bury,  which  was  a  merited  recognition  of  interest,  experience 
and  success  in  modern  matters  of  education  and  social  welfare. 
After  a  three  months'  interim  in  this  department  the  work  was 
taken  up  by  Mr.  Merton  H.  Wheeler,  who  in  general  is  carrying 
on  the  schedules  and  policies  of  our  former  years  with  such 
changes  as  the  classes  or  the  particular  occasions  demand. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $120,000  be 
requested  for  a  domestic  building;  an  appropriation  of  $28,000 
for  coal  handling  equipment;  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  a 
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portable  prison  camp;  and  an  appropriation  of  $3,950  for  the 
purchase  of  real  estate. 

As  there  were  no  appropriations  for  new  work,  and  the  work 
authorized  in  former  years  was  completed,  I  cannot  report  a 
long  list  of  extensions  and  improvements  as  in  all  previous 
years.  Because  of  the  unprecedented  short-handedness  both  in 
employees  and  helpers  among  the  inmates,  and  the  difficulty, 
and,  in  many  cases  the  impossibility,  of  contracting  for  work 
with  outside  firms,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  but  little 
in  the  way  of  customary  repairs.  In  fact,  it  has  been  difficult 
to  do  the  regular  chores  about  the  buildings,  the  grounds  and 
the  farm  during  this  past  year.  However,  new  floors,  painting, 
and  other  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  barn.  A  new 
stone  wall  has  been  built  from  the  laundry  to  the  women's 
house.  A  new  concrete  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  blacksmith 
shop,  and  the  brick  wall  removed  between  that  and  the  machine 
shop;  a  gravel  roof  has  been  relaid  on  the  men's  building.  A 
second  floor  has  been  built  over  the  space  formerly  used  for 
boiler  annex,  for  the  extension  of  the  stock  room.  The  steam 
main  between  the  power  plant  and  the  nurses'  home  has  been 
changed  from  a  4  to  a  6  inch  line  and  the  children's  hospital 
connected  with  the  new  nurses'  home,  so  that  the  steam  and 
hot  water  for  that  building  is  now  supplied  from  the  central 
plant.  The  heating  systems  in  the  women's  house,  the  men's 
house,  the  superintendent's  house,  the  infectious  wards  and  the 
store  have  been  improved.  Metallic  weather  strips  have  been 
applied  to  windows  and  doors  on  the  cold  sides  of  many  of  the 
buildings.  Four  new  Economy  boiler  meters  have  been  in- 
stalled in  the  power  plant;  a  new  water  system  has  been 
installed  at  the  Pillsbury  farm;  the  standpipe  has  been  painted; 
one  new  6-inch  well  has  been  added  to  our  main  water  supply; 
a  new  extractor  has  been  installed  in  the  laundry.  A  new 
piazza  has  been  built  next  to  the  tower  of  the  women's  house 
in  order  that  the  feeble  women  may  sit  out  of  doors  during 
favorable  weather.  A  moving-picture  outfit  and  a  pipe  organ 
have  been  placed  in  the  chapel,  and  a  new  X-ray  apparatus  has 
been  added  to  the  hospital  equipment.  Two  bowling  alleys 
have  been  installed  and  two  pool  tables  purchased  for  the  use 
of  employees  during  their  hours  off  duty. 
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In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Administration  application  was  made  to  the  Director  of  the 
Prison  Bureau  for  prisoners  to  assist  in  the  outside  work  of  the 
institution.  An  average  of  16  prisoners  has  been  with  us  since 
late  in  June,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  that 
it  seems  necessary  that  we  should  make  the  matter  of  using 
prisoners  for  our  regular  work  a  permanent  policy  at  the  In- 
firmary. For  this  reason  we  are  anxious  to  construct  a  regular 
prison  camp  to  accommodate  50  men,  as  the  quarters  at  the 
Pillsbury  farm,  where  they  are  housed,  are  only  sufficient  for  a 
small  number. 

Through  the  year  the  holidays  have  lacked  but  little  in  the 
way  of  customary  celebrations,  which  are  always  joyous  at  the 
Infirmary,  and  many  special  games,  festivals  and  entertain- 
ments have  been  given  which  to  a  considerable  extent  have 
been  available  for  patients  in  all  departments  of  the  institution. 

A  generous  supply  of  magazines  and  other  literature  has  been 
received  during  the  year  in  spite  of  the  demand  for  these  in  the 
service  camps. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  many  officers  and  em- 
ployees who  have  assisted  me  and  who  have  made  it  possible  to 
continue  the  work  at  the  institution  through  this  most  difficult 
period  of  its  history. 

I  desire  also  to  acknowledge  in  behalf  of  the  Infirmary  and 
all  our  charges  the  faithful  service  and  ministrations  of  our 
chaplains,  the  Rev.  George  C.  Wright,  the  Rev.  Moses  I.  Rob- 
inson, and  the  Rev.  D.  Joseph  Moriarty,  the  successor  to  our 
long-time  and  well-beloved  chaplain,  Father  F.  X.  McGann, 
who  was  transferred  from  the  chaplaincy  here  to  a  post  in 
Portsmouth,  Va.,  early  in  the  year. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  wish  to  express 
my  most  sincere  appreciation  of  the  generosity  and  kindness  with 
which  I  have  been  supported  in  my  work,  and  the  inestimable 
value  of  the  counsel,  suggestions  and  assistance  given  me  in 
meeting  the  difficult  problems  of  administration.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  presenting  to  you  their  sixty-sixth  annual  report  of  the 
State  Infirmary,  the  trustees  desire  to  call  your  attention 
briefly  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  they  have 
not  also  presented  a  report  of  the  State  Farm.  They  think  it 
is  not  out  of  place  to  incorporate  in  this  report  a  communica- 
tion which  they  addressed  to  Superintendent  Hollis  M.  Black- 
stone  when  this  Board  ceased  to  function  as  trustees  of  the 
State  Farm. 

Under  the  new  consolidation  law  the  supervision  of  the  State  Farm  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Prison  Bureau  and  our  relations  with  that  institu- 
tion as  trustees  have  ended. 

Without  commenting  upon  the  wisdom  of  this  change  we  must  express 
out  regret  both  officially  and  personally  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  take 
final  leave  of  Bridgewater  and  the  State  Farm  officials,  all  of  whom  we 
believe  we  can  rightfully  commend.  But  the  commanding,  the  domi- 
nating figure  in  this  connection  is  that  of  the  superintendent.  It  is  not 
only  our  opinion,  it  is  the  universal  verdict  that  Hollis  M.  Blackstone 
as  a  prison  official  stands  in  a  class  by  himself. 

When  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  State  Farm  in  1883,  he 
had  already  served  as  clerk  at  Deer  Island  from  1873  to  1877,  and  as 
superintendent  of  the  Marcella  Street  Home  in  Boston  from  1877  until  he 
was  elected  to  his  present  position.  Thus  practically  his  whole  life  has 
been  devoted  to  prison  work.  It  does  not  seem  unfitting  to  state  here  that 
William  E.  Russell  when  Governor  of  this  State  pronounced  Mr.  Black- 
stone  the  leading  institutional  man  in  Massachusetts. 

A  visitor  to  Bridgewater  to-day  if  told  that  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Black- 
stone's  advent  the  State  Farm  consisted  only  of  a  few  acres  of  rough, 
uncultivated  land,  and  that  every  single  one  of  the  many  imposing  struc- 
tures now  in  view  had  been  erected  since  that  day,  could  form  some  idea 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  which  the  superintendent  has  accomplished. 
And  of  all  this  construction  Mr.  Blackstone  has  been  the  sole  architect. 

His  administrative  management  can  be  fittingly  termed  superb.  A 
born  leader  of  men,  a  natural  disciplinarian,  temperamentally  calm,  un- 
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ruffled  and  judicial,  he  has  at  the  same  time  always  shown  himself  to  be 
a  humanitarian.  Understanding  clearly,  long  before  the  days  of  Osborne, 
that  the  criminal  is  not  held  in  confinement  for  punitive  reasons,  he  has 
carried  out  this  principle  in  his  characteristically  practical  way  with 
satisfactory  results. 

And  with  no  reflections  on  the  other  well  and  economically  managed 
prisons  and  charitable  institutions  in  the  Commonwealth,  we  state  with 
pride  that  the  per  capita  cost  to  the  tax  payers  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
care,  treatment  and  maintenance  of  the  inmates  of  the  State  Farm  has 
been  by  far  the  smallest  of  all  the  State  hospitals. 

Mr.  Blackstone's  abilities  are  and  for  many  years  have  been  recognized 
by  the  public.  His  opinions  on  all  reformatory  questions  have  been  largely 
sought  by,  and  always  freely  given  to,  every  one  interested  in  these 
matters.  And  he  has  rendered  faithful  and  satisfactory  service  on  nu- 
merous State  commissions  dealing  with  prison  problems. 

The  State  Farm  will  be  a  lasting  monument  to  the  name  of  Hollis  M. 
Blackstone  whatever  its  future  may  be. 

Under  chapter  153  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919  there  was 
appropriated  for  the  infirmary  the  sum  of  $704,750.  During 
the  year  there  has  been  expended  a  total  of  $702,492.32,  of 
which  $216,506.07  was  used  for  salaries  and  wages  and  $485,- 
986.25  for  current  expenses. 

As  is  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury  $53,289.67,  which  we  received  from  articles  sold  and 
for  the  care  of  Federal  and  municipal  cases,  leaving  the  net 
outlay  for  the  support  of  the  Infirmary  $649,202.65. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $5.70,  a  decrease,  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year,  of  7  cents. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  improve- 
ments for  which  we  shall  petition  the  next  Legislature,  together 
with  the  estimated  cost :  — 

For  a  domestic  and  storage  building  for  the  storage  of  all 
food  supplies  in  one  building,  —  combining  kitchen, 
bakery,  serving  and  dining  rooms,  —  located  adjacent  to 
the  heating,  lighting,  power  and  cold-storage  equipment, 
and  at  the  same  time  near  the  railroad  siding  and  the 

general  store, $122,165  40 

For  the  purchase  of  real  estate  which  is  now  in  the  market,  3,650  00 
For  coal-handling  equipment,  to  make  possible  the  rapid 

handling  and  storage  of  coal, 21,600  00 

For  a  hospital  for  women, 182,950  S9 

For  a  building  for  children, 144,046  16 
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There  is  urgent  need  of  a  new  domestic  building.  The 
building  now  in  use  is  one  of  the  oldest  here,  having  been  built 
in  1866.  And  we  believe  it  would  be  a  mistaken  policy  for 
the  State  to  go  to  any  considerable  expense  in  attempting  to 
revamp  it. 

The  coal-handling  appropriation  is  needed  principally  on  the 
ground  of  economy. 

The  purchase  of  real  estate  is  needed  for  the  same  reason. 

There  is  a  crying  need  of  a  new  hospital  for  women.  The 
old  hospital  was  built  in  1887  to  accommodate  140  patients  at  a 
time  when  the  daily  census  was  about  900.  To-day,  with  a 
census  of  2,200  and  with  250  sick  women  to  be  cared  for,  it 
is  entirely  insufficient..  Over  100  patients  of  this  class  are 
treated  in  quarters  where  there  are  no  suitable  hospital  accom- 
modations. And  we  have  no  adequate  means  of  segregating 
our  infectious  cases. 

We  also  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
to  accommodate  100  children.  This  request  we  have  made  year 
after  year  only  to  meet  with  the  reply  that  children  should  not 
be  cared  for  in  Tewksbury.  This  is  true  and  it  is  especially 
true  of  the  feeble-minded  children.  There  are  to-day  more  than 
400  children  '(i.e.,  minors)  in  the  Infirmary,  nearly  half  of  whom 
are  of  such  mentality  that  they  are  proper  subjects  for  commit- 
ment. But  we  realize  that  the  Infirmary  is  now  and  always 
has  been  the  place  in  which  patients  are  treated  who  are 
unacceptable  to  all  the  other  State  institutions,  and  such 
patients  receive  the  very  best  care  which  we  can  possibly  give 
them. 

We  hope  that  soon  the  children  now  here,  or  at  least  the 
feeble-minded  ones,  can  be  removed  from  Tewksbury.  But  we 
must  have  proper  accommodations  for  every  child  in  the  Infirm- 
ary. To-day  we  have  suitable  quarters  for  only  100  children. 
It  helps  us  in  no  wise  to  be  told  that  the  children  should  not  be 
here.     We  are  confronted  not  by  a  theory  but  by  a  condition. 

The  annual  inventory  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  State  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Kendall  of  Tewksbury.  His  report, 
herewith  submitted,  shows  a  valuation  of  $1,990,691.34.  One 
year  ago  the  valuation  was  $1,968,386.06. 
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The  State  Infirmary  is  an  immense  complex  hospital.  Of  our 
large  number  of  inmates  no  one  is  sound  both  in  mind  and  in 
body,  and  there  is  no  institution  in  the  State  where  kindness  and 
humanity  are  more  imperative. 

In  commending  our  superintendent,  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols, 
as  a  faithful  and  efficient  servant  of  the  Commonwealth,  we 
wish  to  affirm  that  the  keynote  of  his  management  has  always 
been  the  human  quality.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-sixth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dee.  1, 
1918,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1919. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  5,297  people  have 
been  cared  for,  or  301  less  than  the  previous  year;  and  that 
3,313  have  been  admitted,  or  258  less  than  the  previous  year. 
The  weekly  average  number  of  people  was  2,191,  or  87  more 
than  the  previous  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,514; 
the  smallest  daily  census  was  1,982.  There  were  139  births,  — 
82  males  and  57  females,  —  which  is  8  less  than  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  483  deaths,  —  443  in  the  general  hospital 
department  and  40  in  the  department  for  the  insane.  Of  the 
total  number,  349  were  males  and  134  females. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $702,492.32,  and  the  average 
weekly  per  capita  cost,  $6.16. 

The  amount  of  $53,289.67  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $649,202.65  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $5.70. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  3,313  admissions,  1,181  are 
natives  of  British  Dominions  and  1,416  natives  of  New  England, 
including  1,097  from  Massachusetts,  and  that  there  were  260 
natives  of  other  portions  of  the  United  States  (112  from  New 
York),  which  makes  a  total  of  2,857  English-speaking  people 
by  birth  and  456  from  non-English-speaking  countries.  That 
the  matter  of  locality  seems  to  be  an  important  factor  in  rela- 
tion to  our  admissions  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  2,991, 
including  1,707  from  Boston,  were  admitted  from  cities  and 
towns  within  approximately  30  miles  of  the  State  Infirmary, 
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leaving  only  322  that  were  sent  to  us  from  more  distant  portions 
of  the  State,  of  which  latter  number  32  were  transferred  from 
other  State  institutions. 

The  number  of  cases  cared  for  in  the  general  hospital  wards 
was  4,702,  —  3,415  males  and  1,287  females.  Of  these,  3,643 
were  classified  as  medical  and  1,059  as  surgical.  Of  infectious 
diseases,  there  was  a  very  marked  diminution  during  this  year. 
There  were  16  cases  of  diphtheria,  2  of  typhoid  fever,  19  of  whoop- 
ing cough,  1  of  measles,  5  of  scarlet  fever,  and  27  of  influenza. 

Other  groups  of  interest  are:  182  cases  with  the  diagnosis 
of  feeble-mindedness,  34  of  mental  diseases,  58  of  hemiplegia, 
122  of  cardiac  disease,  645  of  diseases  of  the  arteries  and  veins, 
178  of  respiratory  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  48  of  gastro- 
intestinal diseases,  45  of  diseases  of  the  kidneys,  278  of  gonor- 
rhoea, 72  of  cancerous  disease,  116  of  arthritis,  239  of  syphilis, 
211  of  no  disease,  3  of  burns,  4  of  frostbites,  78  fractures  and 
190  diseases  of  the  skin. 

There  were  252  cases  of  alcoholism,  an  increase  of  57  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  but  it  is,  nevertheless,  of  great 
significance  that  only  36  cases  were  admitted  after  the  war- 
time prohibition  went  into  effect  on  July  1. 

There  were  216  surgical  operations  performed. 

There  were  29  deaths  of  persons  under  one  year,  21  between 
one  and  twenty  years,  175  between  twenty  and  fifty  years,  218 
over  fifty  years  of  age.  Considering  our  shorthandedness  as 
regards  physicians  and  especially  nurses,  it  is,  however,  grati- 
fying to  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  is  the  lowest  number  of 
deaths  that  has  been  reported  at  the  State  Infirmary  for  fifteen 
years  and  also  the  lowest  infant  mortality  for  the  same  period. 

The  medical  staff  has  not  thus  far  been  restored  to  its  former 
numbers,  as  most  of  the  former  assistant  physicians,  on  dis- 
charge from  the  service,  decided  to  take  up  work  in  fields  that 
would  bring  them  more  remuneration  than  the  State  Infirmary 
could  offer.  Dr.  Quennell  returned  from  the  Army  January  9 
to  take  up  his  work  in  the  men's  hospital,  which  he  continued 
until  May  18,  at  which  time  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
department  for  tuberculosis.  Dr.  Peirce,  the  assistant  super- 
intendent, returned  from  the  Army  February  2,  since  which 
time  he  has,  because  of  the  lack  of  other  assistants,  been  obliged 
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to  devote  most  of  his  time  in  the  work  of  the  men's  hospital, 
where  he  has  been  assisted  by  Dr.  O'Donoghue.  Dr.  Alfred  J. 
Roach,  physician  in  charge  of  the  department  for  tuberculosis, 
left  our  service  on  January  22  to  become  the  superintendent  of 
the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  at  Braintree,  as 
was  announced  in  our  last  report.  This  work  was  carried  on 
by  Dr.  Hanson,  assisted  by  Dr.  O'Donoghue  and  by  Dr. 
William  A.  Maclntyre,  formerly  with  Base  Hospital,  No.  117, 
A.  E.  F.,  who  joined  our  staff  on  February  12  and  left  on  May 
18  to  enter  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  Hospital 
at  Dansville,  N.  Y.  On  March  4  Dr.  Edna  N.  Sypher-Kane, 
formerly  of  the  Monson  State  Hospital,  accepted  a  position  on 
the  medical  staff,  to  assist  Dr.  Perry,  whose  skillful  direction  it 
has  been  our  good  fortune  to  continue  through  the  year,  in  the 
department  for  women.  Dr.  Charles  L.  Trickey  returned  from 
the  Navy  on  July  22  and  resumed  his  work  in  charge  of  the  men's 
hospital  until  November  5,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  with 
the  United  Fruit  Company  in  San  Domingo.  It  was  with  much 
regret  that  we  were  obliged  to  release  from  our  service  a  man 
so  well  qualified  in  training,  ability  and  temperament  for  the 
position  which  he  filled  as  Dr.  Trickey,  who  during  different 
periods  since  his  first  appointment  as  interne,  and  periods 
covering  many  different  years,  has  characterized  that  service 
with  enthusiasm  and  friendliness  toward  all,  which  makes  such 
an  assistant  a  great  asset  to  an  institution  like  this.  Dr. 
Thomas  H.  Odeneal,  specialist  on  eye  and  ear,  returned  from 
the  Army  to  his  practice  in  Beverly  on  February  4,  and,  as  was 
previously  the  custom,  has  since  devoted  one  day  in  the  week 
to  our  service  here. 

I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
2,212  patients  have  been  discharged  from  the  institution  either 
well  or  relieved.  This  is  a  point  which  has  seldom  been  empha- 
sized, and  although  the  accumulation  of  cases  of  senility, 
arteriosclerosis,  arthritis,  cardiac,  cancer,  paralysis  and  many 
other  forms  of  chronic  disease  is  very  much  more  in  evidence 
throughout  the  wards  than  formerly,  still  by  far  the  larger 
number  of  cases  are  those  who  do  get  well,  relieved,  or  are 
sufficiently  improved  to  resume  their  positions  of  usefulness  in 
the  community. 
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There  were  613  tuberculosis  cases  treated,  —  a  diminution  of 
195  from  the  previous  year,  —  of  which  501  were  male  and  112 
female.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as  follows:  in- 
cipient cases,  22;  moderately  advanced,  69;  far  advanced,  307. 
The  conditions  of  patients  on  discharge  were  as  follows:  5 
apparently  cured,  4  arrested,  1  apparently  arrested,  7  quiescent, 
91  relieved,  145  not  relieved,  156  died.  Of  the  cases  admitted, 
there  were  199  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  5  less 
than  the  previous  year.  There  were  also  admitted  36  cases  of 
other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  9  died.  Adding  to  the 
above  22  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane,  there  is  a 
grand  total  of  671  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated, 
which  is  255  less  than  the  previous  year.  It  is  notable  here,  as 
with  our  general  hospital  cases,  that  there  is  an  increase  of 
terminal  cases,  — ■  43  more  classified  as  far  advanced  than  the 
preceding  year.  The  number  of  days'  treatment,  however,  for 
the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1919,  in  this  department  was  81,858, 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment  of  3,541,  or  an 
average  of  9  less  people  per  day  than  the  preceding  year.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  are  255  cases  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  an  index  for  future  expec- 
tations that  tuberculosis,  the  greatest  menace  to  public  health, 
is  really  coming  under  control,  with  the  prospect  of  its  eventual 
elimination  as  the  general  scourge  of  mankind.  These  expec- 
tations we  should  have  reason  to  entertain  considering  that 
for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  medical  science,  nursing 
practice  and  social  service,  all  combined  in  an  anti-tuberculosis 
crusade  throughout  the  world,  have  put  forth  more  energy  and 
devoted  more  time  and  treasure  to  this  cause  than  has  ever 
previously  been  bestowed  upon  any  single  item  in  the  category 
of  diseases.  We  should  not,  however,  allow  optimism  to  make 
us  ignore  the  facts  that  tuberculosis  has  continued  to  stubbornly 
resist  the  attacks  of  the  medical  profession;  and  that  in  thera- 
peutics but  little  has  been  offered  that  is  active  toward  the 
destruction  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  in  tissues  of  the  body  since 
the  advent  of  tuberculin  more  than  thirty  years  ago.  We  have 
also  to  consider  the  fact  that  hospitals  for  tuberculosis  have 
recently  been  established  in  different  counties  and  in  many  of 
the  larger  communities,  which  has  doubtless  helped  to  relieve 
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us  of  many  cases  that  would  otherwise  be  placed  in  our  care, 
and  we  must  keep  in  mind  the  well-known  fact  that  because  of 
the  great  demand  for  all  kinds  of  labor  and  service  at  the 
present  time  many  people  in  the  moderately  advanced  stages 
of  tuberculosis  continue  to  be  employed  at  such  wages  as 
enables  them  to  take  better  care  of  themselves  in  the  com- 
munity than  heretofore,  and  for  this  reason  have  not  applied 
for  relief  in  such  large  numbers  this  year.  With  all  of  these 
consiierati  ms  in  mind,  however,  I  shall  look  forward  with  great 
hope  that  in  the  future  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  will  continue 
to  diminish  in  numbers. 

The  department  for  the  insane  has  continued  under  the  able 
direction  of  Dr.  Hanson.  The  statistics  are  for  the  twelve  months 
beginning  Oct.  1,  1918,  and  ending  Sept.  30,  1919.  There  were 
admitted  60  patients,  35  by  transfer  and  25  by  commitment  from 
the  general  hospital  department.  The  daily  average  number 
of  patients  has  been  701.19, — '194.75  men  and  506.44  women. 
There  were  46  deaths,  —  25  men  and  21  women.  Thirteen  cases 
were  discharged  as  improved  and  9  as  not  improved.  Nine 
were  transferred  to  other  institutions  for  the  insane  and  5 
escaped. 

The  Infirmary  table  shows  that  1,032  cases  were  treated,  of 
which  641  were  medical  and  391  surgical.  There  were  2  cases 
of  influenza  during  the  late  winter  with  2  deaths. 

In  many  respects  the  past  year  has  been  a  fortunate  one. 
During  the  first  three  months  when  there  was  a  shortage  of 
doctors  in  all  hospitals  as  well  as  here,  and  at  just  the  time 
when  influenza  was  raging  everywhere,  we  were  absolutely  free 
from  the  disease  among  the  insane.  During  the  year  we  only 
had  3  cases  develop,  although  more  than  300  were  treated  at 
this  hospital.  We  were  remarkably  free  from  other  fatal  illnesses 
as  our  table  of  deaths  will  show,  there  being  only  a  total  of  46 
deaths  for  the  entire  year. 

Dr.  Ernest  A.  Dyer  was  engaged  to  assist  in  the  work  of 
caring  for  the  insane,  beginning  his  service  on  December  26, 
and  has  taken  an  active  interest  and  proved  himself  to  be  a 
willing  worker.  It  is  important  that  an  additional  physician 
should  be  assigned  to  this  department  as  was  formerly  the 
custom.

The  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  carried  on  by  Dr. 
Edward  J.  O'Donoghue,  who  has  been  assisted  by  Miss  Harriet 
Proctor,  formerly  of  Radcliffe  College  and  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology.  Dr.  O'Donoghue  has  also  assisted  in 
various  parts  of  the  general  hospital  work  during  the  year. 

Dr.  Twitchell  has  continued  to  attend  to  the  dental  work  as 
well  as  the  X-ray  department,  and  tables  containing  the  details 
of  this  work  and  that  of  the  laboratory  will  be  found  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

The  work  of  night  physician  has  been  continued  by  Dr. 
Barker,  whose  faithfulness  is  deserving  of  special  commendation, 
and  whose  kindness  is  recognized  and  appreciated  by  all. 

The  general  course  of  instruction  as  given  in  our  training 
school  for  nurses  has  progressed  without  marked  changes  during 
the  past  year.  The  continued  interest  of  the  physicians  on  the 
staff  in  giving  the  courses  of  lectures  has  been  especially  appre- 
ciated. There  were  many  lectures  to  be  given  and  few  physi- 
cians to  give  them. 

The  tremendous  shortage  in  the  number  of  nurses  on  our 
wards  has  made  the  year  a  hard  one,  necessarily  increasing  the 
work  for  the  few  that  we  have,  and  also  making  it  exceedingly 
hard  to  form  and  carry  out  plans  for  the  training  school  and 
the  ward  service  in  a  satisfactory  way. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases,  and  of  Dr.  Houston,  superintendent  of  the  North- 
ampton State  Hospital,  arrangements  were  made  to  take  into 
the  training  school  and  hospital  wards  members  of  the  North- 
ampton State  Hospital  school,  which,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  for  the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  are  expected  to 
affiliate  with  some  other  hospital  where  there  is  opportunity 
for  experience  in  general  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  case 
work.  Already  two  nurses  have  come  to  the  institution  for 
six  months'  service  in  special  lines  of  work,  which  I  hope  will 
in  every  way  be  of  profit  to  them,  while  we  are  happy  in  this 
special  privilege  of  extending  the  opportunities  and  whatever 
assistance  and  helpfulness  may  be  within  our  power  to  these 
pupil  nurses  of  another  hospital. 

The  graduating  exercises  for  the  class  of  1919  were  held  on 
September  30  at  3  p.m.,  at  which  time  the  Hon.  D.  D.  Sullivan 
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of  Middleborough  made  the  address  and  Mrs.  Charles  Talbot 
presented  the  diplomas  to  the  following  nurses:  —

Reception  and  refreshments  followed  the  exercises,  with 
dancing  in  the  evening  from  8  until  12. 

The  graduating  class  presented  for  the  new  home  for  nurses 
a  beautiful  piano  lamp  (electric),  for  which  we  wish  to  express 
appreciation. 

On  Thursday,  October  8,  the  Nurses  Alumni  Society  held 
their  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  new 
year,  after  which  there  was  a  social  hour  with  refreshments. 

The  farm  reports  for  the  year  are  encouraging.  Forty-four 
hundred  bushels  of  potatoes  were  raised,  averaging  191|  bushels 
per  acre.  There  were  good  hay  crops  and  one  large  field  of 
ensilage  corn  averaged  13  tons  to  the  acre.  The  vegetable 
gardens,  especially  those  near  the  Bancroft,  which  were  cared 
for  by  the  men  from  the  consumptives'  hospital,  came  through 
with  good  results  and  all  the  gardens  were  well  tended  until 
the  middle  of  July,  when  because  of  the  coal  supply  arriving, 
which  required  all  of  the  man  power  that  was  available,  it 
interfered  considerably  with  the  hoeing  and  weeding  of  the 
crops. 

The  results  from  the  piggery  have  been  very  satisfactory  this 
year;  55,262  pounds  of  pork  have  been  dressed  and  100  small 
pigs  sold.  We  have  cut  down  the  number  from  500  to  300  and 
expect  to  show  still  better  results  this  coming  year.  Because  of 
the  high  price  of  turkey,  our  Christmas  dinner  for  all  of  the 
inmates  for  two  years  has  consisted  of  roast  pork  as  the  prin- 
cipal feature.  The  necessity  for  a  new  and  suitable  piggery  is 
more  urgent  than  ever,  but,  with  so  many  other  matters  pressing 
for  attention,  consideration  of  this  matter  has  had  to  be  post- 
poned . 

Twenty  six  thousand  four  hundred  pounds  of  beef  were  dressed . 
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The  poultry  farm  has  been  considerably  improved.  The 
reports  show  that  9,486  dozen  eggs  were  produced,  an  increase 
of  1,500  dozen  over  last  year.  The  amount  of  poultry  killed 
was  4,118  pounds,  an  increase  of  2,378  pounds  over  last  year. 
For  two  years  past  this  department  has  furnished  chickens 
for  the  Thanksgiving  dinner  in  place  of  the  turkey  dinner  which 
it  had  always  previously  been  customary  to  provide.  A  new 
poultry  house  has  been  built,  130  by  20  feet,  and  accommodating 
500  hens.  The  number  of  hens  has  been  reduced  so  that  there 
will  be  no  overcrowding  and  that  we  may  expect  better  results 
in  the  future. 

Because  of  a  large  amount  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herd, 
and  acting  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the  Department  of 
Animal  Industry  at  the  State  House  and  the  Federal  depart- 
ment at  the  Custom  House  building,  we  gradually  killed  off 
our  cows,  until  by  September  1  the  whole  herd  was  eliminated, 
during  which  time,  however,  the  milk  was  all  pasteurized  as 
has  been  the  custom  for  a  number  of  years.  We  made  use  of 
the  months  of  September,  October  and  the  early  part  of 
November  for  thorough  and  repeated  disinfecting  and  for 
making  repairs  in  the  barn,  all  in  accordance  with  the  advice 
of  the  Department  of  Animal  Industry,  and  the  last  of  the 
month  began  ito  bring  in  new  stock.  Twenty  cows  have  been 
purchased,  which  will  be  tested  at  not  infrequent  intervals  in 
order  that  any  possible  reactors  can  be  removed  before  they 
would  have  time  to  affect  the  others,  and  we  hope  to  enlarge 
our  herd  still  more  during  the  year. 

Improvements  made  in  the  barn  consist  of  a  new  plank  floor 
for  the  cow  tie-ups,  cement  feeding  mangers  and  watering 
troughs,  and  12  new  horse  stalls  on  the  second  floor,  which  al- 
lows the  removal  of  all  the  horses  from  the  basement.  A  stable 
of  concrete  for  all  the  horses  ought  soon  to  be  built  in  place  of 
the  one  destroyed  by  fire  two  years  ago. 

Other  records  of  the  farm  show  that  60  cords  of  wood  have 
been  chopped,  and  425  feet  of  drain  tile  pipe  have  been  laid 
on  the  Burt  farm.  Grading  about  the  nurses'  hall  has  been 
completed  and  considerable  progress  made  on  the  grading  in 
the  yard  for  the  insane.  One  hundred  fifty  feet  of  new  road 
around  the  nurses'  hall  and  in  the  cut  across  the  hill  have  been 
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built.  Two  hundred  sixty  loads  of  sand  have  been  drawn  for 
resurfacing  the  filter  beds.  Five  acres  of  land  on  the  Almont 
farm  and  2  acres  on  the  Moody  farm  have  been  cleared  and 
made  ready  for  cultivation  in  the  spring. 

The  educational  department  has  been  continued  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Wheeler.  There  has  been  difficulty  in 
securing  trained  workers,  owing  to  the  universal  scarcity  of 
teachers,  but  many  classes  have  been  conducted  in  the  various 
school  groups  almost  continuously  through  the  year.  At 
present  we  have  a  corps  of  fifteen  teachers  and  workers  who 
are  much  interested  and  are  doing  good  work  with  the  children, 
as  follows :  — 

1 .  The  State  Ward  Girls  at  the  Women's  House.  —  The  older 
girls  who  are  not  in  school  are  assigned  work  in  the  wards,  in 
the  hospitals  as  assistants  to  the  nurses,  in  the  sewing  rooms, 
in  the  laundry  where  some  of  the  girls  have  become  expert 
ironers,  in  the  officers'  dining  rooms  as  waitresses,  and  four 
girls  are  chosen  each  month  for  the  domestic  arts  cooking  class. 
They  prepare  and  serve  the  meals  for  all  the  State  ward  girls 
living  at  the  women's  house.  For  these  girls  sewing  and  fancy 
work  classes  and  recreational  activities  are  arranged,  which 
include  hiking  trips,  gymnastic  exercises  and  dancing.  Some 
of  these  girls  have  responded  well  to  the  elevating  influences  of 
our  women  in  charge  of  these  activities.  The  younger  girls  have 
regular  school  work  morning  and  afternoon,  in  addition  to 
sewing,  gymnasium  and  dancing  classes.  The  days  are  filled 
with  work  and  school  and  the  evenings  are  taken  up  either  with 
sewing,  dancing  or  gymnasium;  and  one  evening  each  week  is 
devoted  to  story  hour  and  social  good  time  and  one  evening 
is  spent  at  the  motion  pictures. 

2.  The  Stone  House  Group.  —  Perhaps  the  most  ideally 
located  group  of  children  in  the  institution.  They  are  removed 
from  the  multitude  of  distractions  that  prevail  at  the  women's 
house,  and,  being  in  a  small  group  under  the  care  of  a  particu- 
larly sympathetic  charge  nurse,  these  girls  have  almost  the 
same  advantages  of  a  normal  home.  They  have  regular  school 
work,  help  with  the  duties  of  the  household,  and  are  given 
instruction  in  sewing,  and  have  gymnasium  work  two  after- 
noons each  week. 
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3.  The  Children's  Hospital.  —  The  older  group  of  girls  have 
the  same  schedule  as  the  girls  living  at  the  Stone  house.  The 
kindergarten  has  an  enrollment  at  present  of  54  children. 
This  is  much  too  large,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of 
them  are  extremely  subnormal  the  work  with  them  is  exceed- 
ingly difficult.  As  the  kindergarten  is  conducted  at  present,  the 
children  march  and  play  the  singing  games  for  the  first  period 
of  the  morning,  then  the  smallest  are  dismissed  and  about  18 
are  given  table  and  construction  work.  From  this  group  some 
who  are  not  quite  ready  for  the  first  grade  are  chosen  for 
primer  and  chart  work  for  an  afternoon  period. 

4.  Tubercular  Children.  —  These  children  at  the  Fisk  Hos- 
pital have  regular  school  work  each  morning  of  the  week 
except  Saturday,  and  then  the  class  period  is  devoted  to  a 
sewing  circle. 

5.  The  Boys'  Ward  —  For  the  past  year  the  boys'  ward  has 
been  in  charge  of  a  trained  athlete,  and  the  boys  have  been 
kept  in  good  condition  and  developed  favorably  under  his 
instruction,  and  produced  some  very  clever  exhibitions,  repre- 
sentative of  their  athletic  work,  and  a  vaudeville  show,  which 
was  repeated  several  times  for  the  pleasure  of  the  patients  and 
sometimes  for  visitors.  At  present  the  ward  is  in  charge  of  a 
recently  discharged  soldier,  who  previously  was  instructor  in 
military  tactics  in  various  army  camps.  He  has  organized  the 
boys  on  a  military  basis  and  they  have  their  own  non-com- 
missioned officers.  They  are  responding  very  well  to  the  idea 
and  are  taking  much  interest  in  their  various  responsibilities. 
The  older  boys  are  divided  into  two  groups,  and  while  one 
group  is  in  the  school  room  the  other  group  is  in  the  manual 
training  shop,  in  charge  of  a  normal  school  graduate,  or,  in 
season,  in  the  garden.  Last  summer  the  boys  raised  235  bushels 
of  potatoes  in  their  garden.  In  the  shops  they  have  made  a 
number  of  bird  houses,  chests,  bookshelves,  tables,  etc.,  from 
packing  box  boards  and  other  waste  materials.  The  younger 
boys  have  school  work  morning  and  afternoon  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  trained  teacher,  who  is  giving  them  something  more 
than  drills  in  reading  and  arithmetic,  —  a  motherly  influence. 

6.  The  Male  Hospital.  —  A  class  in  the  common  school 
studies  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  for  conva- 
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lescent  boys,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  keep  up  in  some  degree 
with  their  regular  studies.  Older  patients  have  been  helped 
with  lessons  in  English,  and  magazines  and  books  have  been 
distributed  regularly  to  all  patients.  Concerts  have  been  given 
from  time  to  time  in  the  Hospital  and  have  been  very  much 
appreciated. 

7.  Physical  Training  and  Recreational  Activities.  —  This  work 
for  the  girls  has  been  of  especial  importance.  Miss  Mildred 
Dunn,  the  instructor,  has  been  most  thorough  and  efficient,  and 
hosts  of  girls  have  made  marked  gains  in  finding  themselves  and 
acquiring  their  bearings  in  regard  to  responsibility. 

S.  Sewing  Classes.  —  The  girls  have  the  advantage  of  a 
trained  teacher.  They  are  able  to  do  plain  and  fancy  sewing, 
tatting,  crocheting,  embroidery,  knitting,  etc.  They  have  made 
many  things  from  scrap  materials,  including  dolls'  clothing  and 
hundreds  of  Christmas  things. 

9.  Classes  for  the  Blind.  —  These  daily  classes  are  a  new 
feature  of  the  work  of  this  department.  The  instruction  that 
the  blind  people  have  had  for  many  years  by  visiting  teachers 
of  the  State  Commission  for  the  Blind  once  each  month  was 
always  greatly  appreciated.  The  work  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Vars  was  constructive  and  helpful  in  every  way  and  enough 
cannot  be  said  in  their  praise.  It  was  thought  that  it  would 
be  well  for  the  blind  children  to  have  instruction  and  useful 
work  daily.  Accordingly,  a  teacher  who  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Perkins  Institution  and  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Normal 
School  at  Providence  was  engaged,  and  all  blind  children  are 
receiving  instruction  in  the  Braille  system  and  in  regular  grade 
school  work,  and  the  older  women  are  kept  busy  with  knitting 
or  rug  making.  Many  of  the  children  are  making  good  prog- 
ress, and  even  the  one  or  two  very  subnormal  ones  who  are 
incapable  of  mental  grasp  are  learning  to  put  together  blocks, 
erector  sets  and  doing  other  interesting  things  with  their  hands. 

10.  Library.  —  The  library  is  rather  old  and,  while  it  con- 
tains some  very  good  books,  the  late  fiction  is  not  very  well 
represented.  We  receive  at  regular  intervals  from  some  of  our 
constant  friends  generous  supplies  of  periodicals,  papers  and 
books.  We  acknowledge  the  donation  of  several  hundred 
books  by  the  war  service  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
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• — books  which  were  unsuitable  to  send  to  the  camps,  —  and 
quantities  of  women's  magazines  which  had  been  contributed 
for  the  soldiers.  Books  have  been  placed  in  all  the  hospital 
wards  and  changed  and  renewed  regularly;  an  average  of  over 
300  books  have  been  given  out  each  month  to  patients  who  are 
able  to  call  at  the  library  for  them. 

11.  Entertainments.  —  The  department  has  put  on  a  number 
of  interesting  entertainments  this  year,  notably,  the  Mother 
Goose  Pageant  for  May  Day,  in  which  all  the  familiar  episodes 
were  presented  by  the  children  in  costume  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Josephine  Ockington.  The  boys'  ward  put  on  two 
vaudeville  shows  that  featured  the  regular  gymnasium  work, 
besides  several  exhibitions  for  the  Fourth  of  July  and  other 
special  days.  The  State  ward  girls  gave  a  vaudeville,  with 
various  acts  of  singing,  pantomime  and  gymnasium  work.  The 
insane  girls  gave  a  very  unique  minstrel  show  and  there  was 
the  annual  Christmas  play.  A  group  of  entertainers  from 
Boston,  secured  through  the  interest  of  Miss  Burton,  gave  an 
entertainment  for  the  children  which  was  very  much  appre- 
ciated, and  we  are  under  obligation  to  Mr.  George  Bartlett 
Cutter  of  Boston  who  gave  a  very  entertaining  program  of 
songs,  monologues  and  impersonations.  Especially  do  we 
appreciate  the  Christmas  donation  collected  by  the  social 
service  workers  of  the  Division  of  Adult  Poor  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charity.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge 
contributions  of  broken  toys  from  the  Filene  store,  Miss  Cleve- 
land's Gift  Shop,  wall  papers  from  the  Gregory,  Brown  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  and  toys  from  the  Chalifoux  and  Prince  com- 
panies' stores  of  Lowell.  The  toys  are  repaired  in  the  boys' 
shops  and  enjoyed  by  the  children  all  through  the  year.  From 
other  friends  have  been  received  silks  and  cotton  materials, 
playing  cards,  phonograph  records,  books,  pictures,  games,  etc. 

Of  all  the  75  employees  who  left  the  Infirmary  to  go  directly 
into  the  service  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  only  one,  as  far  as  can 
be  learned,  did  not  return  from  over-seas.  Mr.  Dennis  J. 
O'Connell  of  Buchardville,  Penn.,  was  killed  in  action  near 
Danvilleres,  France,  on  Nov.  8,  1918.  He  was  born  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1895,  and  was  a  young  man  of  very  fine  character, 
respected  by  all,  a  faithful  and  efficient  worker,  on  night  duty 
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in  the  men's  hospital  from  Nov.  17,  1917,  to  April  25,  1918,  on 
which  date  he  left  the  Infirmary  for  Camp  Devens  and  later 
was  assigned  to  a  hospital  unit  with  the  76th  Division,  A.  E.  F. 
This  saddening  news  is  in  accordance  with  information  received 
from  his  friend  who  has  just  returned  to  resume  his  work  here. 
Throughout  the  year  we  have  been  very  far  below  the  normal 
quota  of  employees.  A  small  number  of  our  former  members 
after  their  discharge  from  the  service  returned  here  to  their 
work,  but  only  a  few  of  them  continued  permanently  in  their 
former  positions  as  they  were  able  to  find  more  profitable 
opportunities  in  other  fields.  It  is  very  unfortunate  for  the 
Infirmary  that  the  matter  of  remuneration  which  is  possible 
for  the  State  employee  is  so  far  below  that  which  obtains  in 
other  lines  of  work,  and  that  their  very  valuable  aid  which  has 
been  so  greatly  enhanced  by  their  experience  in  the  service 
should  be  denied  to  us  because  of  insufficient  compensation, 
while  in  most  cases  it  would  have  been  a  great  pleasure  for 
them  to  resume  their  work  in  the  old  surroundings  which  have 
a  homelike  significance  to  so  many  of  them.  We  have  come  to 
a  crisis  in  regard  to  the  compensation  for  employees.  Every- 
where, and  at  any  price,  it  is  difficult  to  find  people,  either  men 
or  women,  to  fill  positions,  but  the  salaries  that  can  be  offered 
in  the  State  institution  service  are  meager  as  compared  with 
what  is  offered  elsewhere.  I  hope  the  adjustment  of  this 
inequality,  which  it  has  been  suggested  the  Legislature  will  effect 
at  %n  early  date,  will  soon  become  a  fact.  There  is  extreme 
difficulty  in  obtaining  people  to  fill  the  places  of  the  less  stable 
class  of  our  employees,  that  is  some  of  the  younger  element; 
and  there  is  a  continuous  feeling  of  dread  that  we  will  have 
to  meet  each  week  the  resignation  of  someone  filling  one  of  the 
places  of  large  responsibility  or  one  of  the  most  dependable  of 
our  personnel,  well  knowing  that  if  we  are  able  to  fill  the  place 
at  all  it  will  be  with  one  far  less  efficient  than  the  one  we  lose. 
With  despair  we  frequently  find  that  a  person  holding  one  of 
the  vital  positions  is  going  to  leave  for  some  place  that  will 
pay  him  better,  and  we  know  that  we  cannot  offer  a  salary 
sufficient  to  secure  a  competent  successor.  I  believe  that  all  of 
our  people  should  be  on  a  forty-eight  hour  per  week  basis; 
those  that  are  on  longer  shifts  ask  to  be  transferred  to  other 
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departments.  There  is  injustice  in  the  necessary  requirement 
of  the  long  shifts  in  ward  service.  There  should  be  suitable 
and  sufficient  quarters  for  all  employees  and  better  provisions 
for  married  couples  than  exist  to-day.  Rooms  for  recreation, 
gymnasium  and  wholesome  entertainment  should  be  available 
to  promote  the  contentment  of  these  people  that  are  grouped 
in  large  numbers  far  out  in  the  country.  It  is  not  to  the 
advantage  of  the  institution  to  force  them  to  find  their  social 
diversion  in  outside  places. 

The  improvements  and  repairs  that  have  been  made  are  as 
follows:  old  farm  building  No.  5  has  been  painted,  and  500 
feet  of  water  pipe  has  been  laid  to  the  new  house  on  Livingston 
Street,  which  has  been  finished  and  is  now  occupied  by  the 
herdsman.  A  new  sewer  line  from  Nurses  Hall  III  through  a 
cut  16  feet  deep,  past  Asylum  VIII  through  to  the  eastern 
side  of  the  hill,  has  been  laid  out  and  about  450  feet  already 
finished,  which  project  will  be  adequate  for  the  requirements  of 
the  nurses'  hall  and  Asylum  VIII  and  at  the  same  time  divert 
the  sewerage  from  the  children's  hospital  and  the  women's 
consumptive  hospital,  all  of  which  has  been  overcrowding  and 
frequently  clogging  the  sewer  line  on  the  western  side  of  the 
hill,  which  is  carrying  up  to  its  full  capacity  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  laundry.  The  interior  of  the  new  east  ward  has  been 
repainted  and  much  needed  repainting  of  the  old  east  ward  has 
already  begun.  The  bath  room  in  the  boys'  ward  has  been 
remodeled  and  has  been  divided  into  a  separate  sanitary  section 
and  dressing  room,  a  cement  floor  has  been  laid,  a  new  shower 
bath,  closets,  urinals  and  lavatories  have  been  installed.  The 
store,  power  house,  children's  hospital,  and  Asylum  VII  have 
been  painted  on  the  outside  and  new  gates  built  near  Halls  I 
and  II.  A  concrete  subway  250  feet  long  and  6  feet  by  6  feet 
2  inches  in  dimension,  has  been  constructed  from  Nurses  Hall 
I  to  the  women's  special  ward.  It  will  be  important  this  year 
to  continue  this  subway  from  Hall  I  to  the  power  house  and  to 
install  an  8-inch  steam  main.  A  6-inch  steam  line  has  been 
extended  through  the  new  subway  as  far  as  infectious  Ward 
III.  A  concrete  platform  has  been  built  in  front  of  the  sun 
room  and  between  the  north  and  south  ends  of  the  women's 
hospital. 
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There  has  been  added  to  the  general  equipment  during  the 
year  one  new  auto  truck,  a  gasoline  cement  mixer,  one  motor- 
driven  centrifugal  boiler  feed  pump  of  1,000  horse-power  capac- 
ity. We  have  exchanged  and  removed  the  400  K.  W.  Corliss 
engine  driven  generator,  which  was  far  beyond  the  economical 
K.  W.  capacity  for  the  electric  lighting  and  power  purposes, 
and  have  installed  a  100  K.  W.  direct-current  turbine  gener- 
ator, which  gives  us  all  the  immediate  power  required  and  with 
which  one  or  both  of  the. old  Corliss  engines  act  as  supplemen- 
tary engines  and  reserve  units  whenever  additional  power  is 
required  or  the  former  is  out  of  commission,  until  such  time 
as  the  old  engines,  now  more  than  twenty  years  in  continuous 
service,  can  be  replaced  by  a  duplicate,  modern  equipment. 
At  the  same  time  we  have  installed  a  150  K.  W.  alternating- 
current  turbine  generator,  which  serves  as  a  duplicate  unit  for 
the  pumping  station  equipment,  requiring  30  K.  W.  of  alter- 
nating current  and  also  providing  for  future  power  and  light 
for  long  distance  lines  which  in  the  past  have  at  times  been 
out  of  question  with  the  direct-current  equipment. 

On  March  31  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  all  of  the 
men  in  the  prison  camp  at  the  Pillsbury  farm  were  at  home 
and  in  the  living  room,  a  fire  broke  out  which  completely 
destroyed  the  barn  and  the  long  ell  extending  from  the  house 
to  the  barn.  Although  these  men  were  right  at  hand  and  made 
immediate  and  desperate  efforts  to  save  the  horses,  the  fire 
spread  so  rapidly  that  three  horses  were  burned.  Our  own 
department  responded  at  once,  and  the  town  of  Tewksbury  fire 
department  came  to  their  assistance  with  their  auto  chemical 
engine;  and  the  Billerica  auto  pumping  engine  came  over,  and, 
extending  their  suction  line  a  long  distance  to  the  brook, 
succeeded  in  saving  the  house  from  which  the  fire  had  with 
difficulty  been  held  in  check  by  the  two  former  departments. 

The  ell  and  other  parts  of  the  house  which  were  injured  by 
the  fire  have  since  been  repaired  and  rebuilt,  and  it  will  be 
important  to  rebuild  the  barn  as  soon  as  it  is  possible.  This 
fire  necessitated  the  removal  of  the  prison  camp  to  the  Moody 
farm,  —  which  for  some  years  has  been  rented  by  the  Infirm- 
ary, —  where  it  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  In  this 
connection    I   wish   to    especially   commend    the   work   of   the 
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prisoners  and  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  except  for  an  average 
of  16  men,  who  have  assisted  us  now  for  over  eighteen  months, 
it  would  not  have  been  possible  to  carry  on  so  many  of  the 
activities  of  the  farm  and  the  general  necessary  work  about 
the  place  during  these  very  difficult  seasons.  Because  of  the 
shortage  of  prisoners  a  temporary  closing  of  the  camp  will  be 
necessary  this  winter,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  camp  may 
be  reopened  in  the  spring. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  matter  of  repairs  and  upkeep  has 
of  necessity  been  slighted  to  considerable  extent,  partly  for 
the  reason  that  funds  appropriated  have  been  insufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  and  also  for  the  reason  that  the  usual 
supply  of  workmen  has  not  been  available,  many  of  whom  used 
to  be  found  among  the  convalescent  patients  who  would  remain 
here  for  a  while,  but  which  is  not  the  case  to-day.  The  esti- 
mates on  these  matters  for  the  next  few  years  will  therefore  be 
necessarily  high. 

There  has  been  made  with  great  care  a  survey  of  repairs 
that  are  needed,  but  in  this  matter  we  have  not  gone  further 
than  to  present  estimates  covering  the  urgent  requirements. 
The  estimates,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  and  approval  of 
your  Board  for  the  coming  year,  as  submitted  in  accordance 
with  section  1,  chapter  244  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918,  are  in 
detail  as  follows :  —

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Although  many  new  extensions  and  improvements  necessary 
for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Infirmary  have  been  recom- 
mended, only  $6,000  have  been  granted  for  new  work  during 
the  last  four  years.  Many  needs  are  therefore  growing  more 
imperative  each  year,  yet  I  have  only  recommended  with 
estimates,  as  is  required,  a  few  of  the  items  which  are  under 
serious  consideration. 

First.  —  I  recommend  the  authorization  for  a  new  hospital 
for  women  of  220  beds,  of  double  the  capacity  of  the  present 
one,  which  is  an  old  building,  one  inadequate  for  the  work, 
overcrowded,  of  inflammable  construction  and  offering  insuffi- 
cient opportunity  for  classification  and  separation  of  the  pa- 
tients. A  large  number  of  the  patients  who  need  care  cannot 
be  allowed  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  wards,  and  it  is  only 
with  great  difficulty  that  they  can  receive  the  needed  attention. 
There  are  only  three  single  rooms  in  the  present  building.  By 
a  law  passed  July  12,  1918,  chapter  304,  we  are  expected  to 
receive  patients  "not  paupers  or  State  charges,"  but  those 
suffering  with  chronic  diseases,  from  any  part  of  the  State 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  local  boards  of  health,  which 
means  that  cancerous  cases  and  patients  suffering  from  other 
disagreeable  chronic  conditions  which  are  denied  the  hospi- 
tality of  other  institutions  will  be  sent  here  in  very  large  num- 
bers and  we  must  have  suitable  provisions  made  for  them. 
To  meet  this  requirement,  which  cannot  be  met  under  present 
conditions,  the  proposed  new  hospital  would  serve  as  far  as 
women  are  concerned. 

Second.  —  I  recommend  that  a  new  ward  for  100  children, 
which  is  especially  urgent  at  this  time,  be  authorized,  situated 
at  a  distance  from  the  other  buildings.  This  recommendation 
was  first  made  in  1914  and  has  been  repeated  a  number  of 
times  since  then.  The  number  of  children  cared  for  here  has 
averaged  about  400  during  the  last  ten  years.  About  300  of 
these  have  been  under  fifteen  years  of  age  and  about  200  have 
been  State  minor  wards.  An  average  above  100  have  been 
cases  of  committable  feeble-minded  children,  and  an  average 
of  at  least  50  more  during  that  time  have  been  of  diminished 
mentality  although  apparently  not  incompatible  for  association 
with  normal  children.     We  only  have  suitable  accommodations 
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for  100  cases.  No  proper  provision  has  ever  been  made  for 
these  children.  We  do  all  that  we  can  with  teachers,  but  have 
no  proper  schoolrooms  or  gymnasium-  nor  other  desirable 
facilities.  All  of  these  things  are  provided  for  in  the  proposed 
building,  which,  however,  with  the  other  children's  ward  will 
care  for  but  one-half  of  the  number  here,  and  which  plan 
contemplates  action  by  the  other  departments  to  remove  the 
feeble-minded  to  proper  institutions  and  other  State  wards  to 
a  hospital  at  Canton  or  elsewhere.  Infants  and  children  with 
their  mothers,  and  other  children  requiring  hospital  treatment 
for  such  diseases  and  conditions  as  are  not  received  in  other, 
institutions,  will  always  require  accommodations  here  as  has 
been  the  case  in  the  past. 

Third.  —  I  recommend  that  a  domestic  and  storage  building 
should  be  authorized.  This  matter  was  discussed  in  my  report 
of  1917,  page  22,  and  again  was  recommended,  with  estimates, 
in  my  report  of  1918,  page  16.  The  old  building  is  a  com- 
posite makeshift  affair  built  in  the  60's,  and  not  well  located, 
with  a  bad  basement.  Although  it  has  been  suggested  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  to  improve  the  old  building,  such 
an  appropriation  would  of  necessity  have  to  be  a  large  one, 
and  even  then  the  results  obtained  would  never  remedy  the 
conditions  or  offset  the  economical  advantage  of  the  building 
which  we  now  propose  and  which  has  been  restudied  with  care 
this  year,  combining  the  storage  of  all  food  supplies  in  the 
same  building  with  the  kitchen,  bakery,  serving  and  dining 
rooms,  located  near  the  heating,  lighting,  power  and  cold- 
storage  equipment  center  and  the  railroad  siding  and  general 
store,  where  one  person  in  charge  of  the  supplies  could  super- 
vise all  matters  of  receiving,  delivering  and  accounting,  and 
which  also  offers  the  additional  relief  for  the  house  women 
from  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  their  kitchen  and  dining 
room. 

Fourth.  —  I  recommend  the  authorization  of  suitable  coal 
handling  equipment  to  make  possible  the  rapid  handling  and 
storage  of  coal.  This  is  one  of  the  most'  important  matters 
which  we  have  ever  advocated  and  has  been  very  carefully 
discussed  in  previous  reports.  It  is  a  problem  which  involves 
the  handling,  four  or  five  times  each  year,  of  7,000  tons  of 
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coal  by  hand,  supplemented  by  horses,  scoop  shovels  and  wheel- 
barrows, etc.,  which  is  a  task  impossible  to  accomplish  within 
the  time  limit  allowed  for  holding  freight  cars.  It  is  not 
possible  to  carry  on  the  farm  with  any  certainty  of  success  as 
long  as  the  coal  problem  makes  absolute  demands  on  our  men 
and  horses  for  a  long  period  at  times  when  the  crops  need 
careful  cultivation  and,  moreover,  the  supply  of  men  for  any 
work  whatever  has  almost  reached  the  vanishing  point. 

Fifth.  —  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for  the 
reason  that  certain  land  and  buildings  of  much  importance  to 
the  institution  can  be  bought  at  a  reasonable  price.  The 
property  is  at  present  rented  at  about  8  per  cent  of  the  entire 
cost.  These  buildings  now  take  the  place  of  the  prison  camp 
building  asked  for  last  year.

For  further  information  regarding  the  details  of  the  activities 
of  the  institution  the  tables  which  follow  in  this  report  will  be 
of  interest. 

Notable  among  the  special  visits  to  the  infirmary  for  the 
year  are  those  of  the  Supervisor  of  Administration,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Mental  Diseases  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
School  for  Feeble-minded  for  conference  regarding  the  child 
problem  at  this  institution,  the  visit  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  the  executive  director  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity 
in  consideration  of  similar  problems;  a  visit  of  the  committee 
on  public  institutions,  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  also  the 
visit  of  the  recess  committee  of  the  Legislature,  to  consider  the 
welfare  of  the  patients  in  public   institutions;    a  visit  of  the 
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Massachusetts  Relief  Officers  Association,  who  held  their 
annual  meeting  at'  the  Infirmary,  a  very  large  number  being 
present;  a  visit  of  the  secretary  and  members  of  the  Boston 
Children's  Aid  Society  and  others  to  inquire  into  the  employ- 
ment of  those  afflicted  with  venereal  diseases;  the  medical 
class  of  Dr.  Robert  Nichols,  and  the  visit  of  a  large  number 
attending  the  summer  classes  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Richard  Cabot,  and  a  visit  and 
regular  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  North  District  Massachusetts 
Medical  Society,  when  certificates  of  honor  were  presented  to 
all  of  the  members  of  the  society  who  had  participated  in  the 
service  of  the  Army  and  Navy. 

Newspapers,  magazines  and  books  in  generous  quantities 
have  been  contributed  by  many  friends  during  the  year.  A 
great  many  different  people  have  been  represented  in  the  dona- 
tion of  Christmas  gifts  to  assist  in  making  our  people,  especially 
the  children  and  insane,  happy  beyond  the  lot  of  many  of 
those  in  the  community  outside.  A  giant  spruce  growing  in 
the  center  of  the  yard,  illuminated  every  Christmas  time  with 
many  colored  lights,  numerous  pine  trees  for  the  wards,  abun- 
dance of  evergreen  decking  the  walls,  and  the  singing  of  carols 
are  things  which  from  year  to  year  we  all  look  forward  to  with 
particular  delight,  and  are  features  and  events  of  Christmas  at 
the  Infirmary  wherein  everybody  is  especially  fortunate. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  especially  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  the  many  employees  who  continue  to  stand  by 
through  thick  and  thin  and  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted 
in  the  continuance  of  the  work  at  the  State  Infirmary  through 
the  very  difficult  conditions  and  times  that  we  have  been 
passing  through. 

With  regret  I  have  to  record  the  illness  of  the  Rev.  George 
C.  Wright  of  Lowell,  who  has  been  unable  to  continue  his  duties 
as  chaplain  since  June  22.  His  cheerfulness,  warm-hearted 
sympathy  and  keen  appreciation  of  the  human  vicissitudes 
made  his  visits  and  services  acceptable  to  all.  I  wish  that  we 
might  learn  of  improvement  in  his  physical  condition.  I  wish 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
B.  Mason  of  Tewksbury,  who  has  continued  with  the  work  of 
the  Protestant  chaplain.     I  would  also  express  my  apprecia- 
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tion  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Moses  I.  Robinson  of  the 
Jewish  faith.  With  regret  I  record  the  transfer  of  the  Rev. 
Fr.  D.  Joseph  Moriarty,  O.M.I. ,  whose  intense  interest  and 
devotion  to  the  work  had  deeply  impressed  all;  and  especially 
do  I  appreciate  the  constant  attendance  of  the  Rev.  Fr.  Thomas 
F.  O'Brien,  O.M.I. ,  the  successor  of  Father  Moriarty,  whose 
innumerable  visits  are  always  a  pleasure  to  those  who  are  well, 
a  comfort  to  all  who  are  ill,  and  whose  words  are  an  inspiration 
to  all;  and  expressions  of  appreciation  are  due  as  well  to  the 
Rev.  Fr.  John  Duffy,  O.M.I. ,  Superior,  and  the  Rev.  Fr. 
Robert  McCoy,  O.M.I.,  of  the  Novitiate  of  Oblate  Fathers, 
who  are  called  so  often  to  assist  in  the  work  at  the  Infirmary, 
with  all  of  whom  it  is  a  privilege,  pleasure  and  comfort  to  be 
associated  in  the  work  with  these  unfortunate  and  afflicted 
people,  members  of  our  community.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  fiscal  year  ended  Nov.  30,  1920,  has  been  marked  by 
reduced  numbers  of  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary,  by  con- 
tinued difficulty  in  obtaining  and  holding  a  staff  sufficiently 
numerous  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  institution,  and  by 
very  high  expenses. 

The  reduced  number  of  inmates  has  been  variously  attributed 
to  different  causes,  but  at  the  moment  it  would  appear  that 
the  very  general  prosperity  of  our  section  of  the  country  up 
to  a  very  recent  period  has  been  far  and  away  chiefly  respon- 
sible. As  the  fiscal  period  drew  to  a  close,  the  general  reaction 
in  business  and  the  indications  of  a  beginning  of  unemployment 
were  attended  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inmates.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  is  such  a  marked  depres- 
sion in  business  that  your  trustees  cannot  help  looking  forward 
to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  population  through  the  next, 
few  months. 

The  industrial  changes  throughout  the  community  have  also 
seemingly  eased  very  materially  the  tension  in  the  field  of  em- 
ployment in  so  far  as  obtaining  nurses  and  helpers  in  general' 
is  concerned.  At  this  writing  there  is  every  indication  that  the 
general  staff  throughout  the  State  Infirmary  is  likely  to  be 
much  more  adequate,  as  far  as  numbers  go,  during  the  coming 
year.  If  there  is  any  exception  to  this  general  statement  it  is; 
in  connection  with  the  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons.  The 
State  Infirmary  is  subject  to  constant  drafts  upon  its  personal 
material  from  other  institutions  without  the  State.  Speaking 
generally,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  attractions  offered  in  the 
way  of  compensation  in  other  States  are  materially  greater 
than  we  are  able  to  offer  at  the  Infirmary.    This  situation  is  a 
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cause  of  considerable  and  continuing  turnover  in  the  staff,  and 
is  necessarily  detrimental  to  the  highest  work  of  the  institution. 

The  economic  situation  has  been  distressing  in  that  costs  of 
materials,  supplies  and  labor  have  increased  very  rapidly.  The 
per  capita  cost  at  the  Infirmary  has  necessarily  been  high  be- 
cause of  this  fact.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  is 
in  progress  a  considerable  reaction  in  the  prices  of  many  ma- 
terials and  supplies  such  as  are  purchased  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  prospective  lower  prices  should  materially  affect  the  ex- 
pense account  of  the  institution  in  the  latter  part  of  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  and  in  the  year  to  follow.  The  effect  of  such 
changed  prices  cannot  be  very  marked  immediately,  because  of 
the  necessity  which  the  administration  at  the  Infirmary  is  under 
of  providing  long  in  advance  for  the  needs  of  the  large  popula- 
tion affected. 

Under  chapters  225  and  229  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  there  was 
appropriated  for  the  Infirmary  the  sum  of  $884,813.  During 
the  year  there  has  been  expended  a  total  of  $847,539.81,  of 
which  $253,144.95  was  used  for  salaries  and  wages  and  $594,- 
394.86  for  purchase  of  goods. 

As  is  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury,  $53,340.75,  which  we  received  from  articles  sold  and 
for  the  care  of  Federal  and  municipal  cases,  leaving  the  net 
outlay  for  the  support  of  the  Infirmary  $794,199.06. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $7.72,  an  increase  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  of  $2.02. 

A  further  amount  of  $15,000  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  oil-burning  equipment,  and  $3,650  for  the  purchase  of 
real  estate.  The  amount  expended  on  these  special  appropria- 
tions was  $15,549.41,  as  shown  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  improve- 
ments for  which  we  shall  petition  the  Legislature,  together  with 
the  estimated  cost :  — 

For  a  domestic  and  storage  building  for  the  storage  of  all 
food  supplies  in  one  building,  —  combining  kitchen,  bakery, 
serving  and  dining  rooms,  — located  adjacent  to  the  heat- 
ing, lighting,  power  and  cold-storage  equipment,  and  at 
the  same  time  near  the  railroad  siding  and  the  general  store,     $185,194 

For  a  hospital  for  women, 221,092 

For  a  children's  building, 147,870 
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Your  trustees  can  only  repeat  what  they  have  said  in  previous 
annual  reports  as  respects  the  great  need  of  additional  buildings 
at  the  State  Infirmary.  This  need  is  very  acute  as  respects 
the  domestic  building,  the  hospital  for  women,  and  the  chil- 
dren's building.  The  domestic  building  is  one  of  the  oldest  at. 
the  institution,  having  been  built  in  1866.  It  would  be  expen- 
sive to  a  prohibitive  degree  to  attempt  its  repair  and  recon- 
struction. 

But  especial  emphasis  should  be  laid  upon  the  proposed  new 
hospital  for  women  and  the  new  building  for  the  children.  We 
repeat  from  last  year's  report :  — 

There  is  a  crying  need  of  a  new  hospital  for  women.  The  old  hospital 
was  built  in  1887  to  accommodate  140  patients  at  a  time  when  the  daily 
census  was  about  900.  To-day,  with  a  census  of  2,200  and  with  250  sick 
women  to  be  cared  for,  it  is  entirely  insufficient.  Over  100  patients  of 
this  class  are  treated  in  quarters  where  there  are  no  suitable  hospital 
accommodations.  And  we  have  no  adequate  means  of  segregating  our 
infectious  cases. 

We  also  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  accom- 
modate 100  children.  This  request  we  have  made  year  after  year  only  to 
meet  with  the  reply  that  children  should  not  be  cared  for  in  Tewksbury. 
This  is  true,  and  it  is  especially  true  of  the  feeble-minded  children.  There 
are  to-day  more  than  400  children  (i.e.,  minors)  in  the  Infirmary,  nearly 
half  of  whom  are  of  such  mentality  that  they  are  proper  subjects  for  com- 
mitment. But  we  realize  that  the  Infirmary  is  now  and  always  has  been 
the  place  in  which  patients  are  treated  who  are  unacceptable  to  all  the 
other  State  institutions,  and  such  patients  receive  the  very  best  care 
which  we  can  possibly  give  them. 

We  hope  that  soon  the  children  now  here,  or  at  least  the  feeble-minded 
ones,  can  be  removed  from  Tewksbury.  But  we  must  have  proper  ac- 
commodations for  every  child  in  the  Infirmary.  To-day  we  have  suitable 
quarters  for  only  100  children.  It  helps  us  in  no  wise  to  be  told  that  the 
children  should  not  be  here.  We  are  confronted  not  by  a  theory  but  by  a 
condition. 

Your  trustees  inform  you  with  keen  regret  of  the  loss  of  the 
services  of  Dr.  Leonard  Huntress  as  a  member  and  chairman 
of  the  Board.  He  has  for  years  been  active  and  efficient  to  a 
degree  in  his  services  as  trustee,  and  during  his  term  as  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  maintained  a  remarkably  inti- 
mate and  intelligent  touch  with  all  the  affairs,  administrative 
and   medical,    of   the   Infirmary.     His   genial   personality   has 
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enabled  him  to  accomplish  an  unusual  amount  of  service.  His 
leadership  has  been  to  all  an  inspiration  in  dealing  with  the 
many  complicated  and  serious  problems  which  are  brought  to 
this  Board  and  to  the  general  administration. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  restate  at  this  time  our  high  estimate  of 
the  work  of  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  superintendent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-seventh 
annual  report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning 
Dec.  1,  1919,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1920. 

Before  proceeding  further,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  feeling 
of  regret  for  the  personal  loss,  as  well  as  the  loss  of  the  long 
and  devoted  services  to  the  institution,  sustained  by  the  resig- 
nation on  February  2  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, Dr.  Leonard  Huntress.  Since  his  appointment  to  the 
Board  in  1895,  he  has  been  a  constant  friend  and  counselor 
of  the  institution.  All  of  those  occupying  responsible  positions 
here  felt  the  genuineness  of  the  devoted  service  that  he  ren- 
dered to  the  Infirmary.  Those  employed  for  more  than  a  short 
period  in  the  service  always  looked  forward  with  great  delight 
to  his  genial  greetings  and  his  cordial  words  of  approval  as  he 
met  them  at  their  work  on  his  frequent  visits  to  the  institu- 
tion; and  especially  the  inmates  will  miss  the  deep  interest, 
sympathy  and  words  of  cheer  which  he  gave  unstintingly  in  his 
visits  through  all  the  different  hospital  wards  and  departments, 
for  there  was  nothing  of  reserve  in  his  manner  that  prevented 
any  one  for  an  instant  from  speaking  to  him  and  expecting 
from  him  careful  consideration  of  their  cause. 

He  was  unusually  qualified  for  the  service  at  the  State  In- 
firmary, which  was  of  especial  interest  to  him  because  of  the 
fact  that  Tewksbury  is  his  native  town;  and  there  have  been 
early  and  continued  associations  in  relation  with  the  institution 
and  the  people  through  all  the  years,  and  from  the  fact  that, 
living  in  Lowell,  he  was  the  nearest  member  of  the  Board  to 
the  institution,  a  constant  visitor,  and  always  ready  to  be  of 
the  utmost  service.  His  qualifications  as  a  practicing  family 
physician  enabled  him  to  come  very  close  to  the  most  vital 
interests  of  the  institution,  whose  problems  are  so  overwhelm- 
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ingly  problems  that  relate  to  the  sick  and  the  feeble,  and  the 
broad  humanity  which  is  part  and  parcel  of  himself  reached 
all  the  people  and  permeated  all  departments.  As  chairman 
of  the  Board  during  the  last  four  years,  he  has  rendered 
a  service  that  could  not  be  excelled  in  faithfulness  and  atten- 
tion to  all  matters  of  importance.  But  it  is  as  an  almost  con- 
stant friend  and  advisor  during  this  long  period  of  service  that 
I  feel  and  regret  his  absence  since  he  left  us  last  February, 
although  considering  his  failing  health  and  strength  I  could 
not  wish  nor  urge  that  he  should  remain  longer  in  his  most 
difficult  position.  I  feel  fortunate,  indeed,  in  the  privilege  that 
I  have  of  the  continuing  friendship  and  acquaintance  at  his 
near-by  home  in  Lowell. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  very  small  numbers  of  people  cared 
for,  very  much  below  the  records  of  the  previous  year,  which 
was  the  lowest  in  numbers  of  population  since  1905.  The 
records  show  that  during  the  year  4,140  people  have  been  cared 
for,  — 2,466  males  and  1,674  females,  —  or  1,157  less  than  the 
previous  year,  although  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  was 
an  increase  of  66  cases  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  or  2,154, 
which  was  the  largest  daily  census.  The  smallest  daily  census 
was  1,839,  which  was  43  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  weekly 
average  number  of  people  was  1,979,  or  212  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  monthly  average  number  of  admissions  for 
the  first  ten  months  was  147.6,  while  the  admissions  in  October 
were  226  and  in  November,  350,  showing  a  very  unusual  up- 
ward tendency  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  which  was 
an  average  increase  of  55  over  the  corresponding  months  of  the 
previous  year. 

Of  the  admissions,  there  were  28  beyond  the  age  of  eighty 
years,  an  average  of  253  for  the  first  eight  decades;  but  above 
this  average  we  find  the  largest  number  admitted  between  the 
ages  of  sixty  and  seventy,  which  was  335;  the  next  largest 
number,  319,  was  under  ten,  which  latter  figure  I  wish  espe- 
cially to  emphasize  as  far  beyond  what  it  should  be,  although 
75  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  births  was  87, 
which  is  52  less  than  the  preceding  year,  and  which  shows  that 
all  but  23  of  diminution  in  admissions  up  to  ten  years  was  due 
to  a  diminution  in  birth  rate.     There  were  424  deaths,  —  381 
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in  the  general  hospital  department  and  43  in  the  department 
for  the  insane.  Of  the  total  number,  293  were  males  and  131 
females. 

The  nativity  of  38  per  cent  of  the  admissions,  or  778,  was 
Massachusetts;  while  next  in  frequency,  17  per  cent,  or  345, 
Ireland;  next,  9  per  cent,  or  195,  British  Provinces;  while  the 
admissions  from  all  other  States  or  countries  were  below  36  per 
cent.  The  following  order  of  admissions  in  accordance  with 
the.  numbers  is  of  interest:  Boston,  976;  Lowell,  177;  Tewks- 
bury,  120;    births,  84;    Lawrence,  68. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $847,539.81,  and  the 
average  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $8.23. 

The  amount  of  $53,340.75  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $794,199.06 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a 
net  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $7.72.  Under  the  heading  of 
special  appropriations  $15,549.41  were  expended. 

Among  a  total  of  3,545  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  depart- 
ment there  were  2,058  males  and  1,487  females,  of  whom  533 
were  discharged  well,  793  relieved,  382  not  relieved,  381  died, 
and  there  were  1,456  remaining  in  the  hospital. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  infectious  cases  reported:  measles, 
17;  scarlet  fever,  31;  diphtheria,  15;  influenza,  5;  erysipelas, 
1;  other  epidemic  diseases,  67;  tuberculosis  of  lungs,  386; 
purulent  infection  and  septicaemia,  3;  other  forms  of  tubercu- 
losis, 39;  syphilis,  217;  gonococcus  infection,  204.  Other  cases 
of  interest  reported  in  the  hospital  department  were  78  cases 
of  cancer;  3  of  acute  articular  rheumatism;  10  of  arthritis 
deformans;    5  of  pernicious  anaemia. 

There  were  58  cases  of  alcoholism,  which  is  194  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  34  cases  of  morphinism,  which  is  18  more 
than  the  previous  year,  to  which  number  should  be  added  16 
cases  committed  to  the  department  for  the  insane  because  of 
the  closing  of  the  hospital  at  Norfolk  to  this  class  of  patients, 
making  in  all  50. 

There  were  158  cases  of  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord,  71  of 
general  paralysis  and  mental  diseases,  8  of  idiocy,  242  of  feeble- 
mindedness, 36  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  86  of  cardiac 
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disease,  479  of  arteriosclerosis,  90  of  respiratory  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis,  85  of  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  65  of 
nonvenereal  genitourinary  diseases,  120  of  puerperal  state,  206 
of  diseases  of  the  skin  and  cellular  tissue,  94  of  diseases  of  the 
bones,  joints  and  lower  extremities  (nontubercular),  19  of  mal- 
formation, 131  of  infancy,  10  of  senility,  107  of  infection  from 
external  causes,  violence,  etc.,  and  189  of  no  disease. 

The  maternity  hospital  reports  84  living  births,  —  30  males 
and  54  females,  —  and  4  cases  of  twins,  3  stillborn.  It  is.  of 
interest  that  64  of  the  mothers  were  natives  of  the  United 
States  and  23  of  other  countries. 

There  were  185  surgical  operations  performed;  22  of  the 
head,  neck  and  face;  47  of  the  mouth,  nose  and  throat;  4  of 
the  chest  wall;  43  of  the  abdomen;  12  of  genitourinary  system; 
20  gynaecological  cases;  35  of  extremities;  and  2  of  fractures, — 
all  of  which  are  reported  well. 

There  were  386  tuberculosis  cases  treated,  —  a  diminution  of 
227  from  the  previous  year,  —  of  which  303  were  males  and  83 
females.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as  follows:  in- 
cipient, 2;  moderately  advanced,  24;  far  advanced,  162;  first 
stage,  10;  quiescent,  2;  arrested,  2.  The  condition  of  patients 
on  discharge  was  as  follows:  11  quiescent;  apparently  cured,  8; 
relieved,  57;  not  relieved,  43;  died,  102.  Of  the  cases  treated, 
there  were  165  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  34 
less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  also  39  cases  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  treated,  of  which  6  died.  Adding  to  the 
above  22  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane,  there  is  a  grand 
total  of  447  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated, 
which  is  224  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  days' 
treatment  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1920,  in  this  depart- 
ment was  62,337,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment 
of  19,521,  or  an  average  of  53  less  people  per  day  than  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Interesting  in  results  obtained  have  been  the  cases  treated 
by  heliotherapy.  Several  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  have 
been  exposed  to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  with  gratifying  re- 
sults. It  is  the  firm  belief  in  this  department  that  the  majority 
of  tubercular  complications  found  in  our  pulmonary  cases  can 
be  entirely  cleared  up  by  heliotherapy  if  the  pulmonary  condi- 
tion of  the  patient  is  not  so  far  advanced  as  not  to  be  amenable

to  treatment.  Some  of  the  cases  which  have  not  done  well 
under  ordinary  treatment  and  which  have  appeared  to  be  hope- 
less, but  which  have  cleared  up,  are  tuberculosis  of  the  elbow, 
spine,  ankle,  mediastinal  abscess  and  cervical  adenitis,  all  with 
one  or  more  chronic  sinuses,  and  one  empyema  case.  As  yet 
we  have  not  done  a  great  deal  with  heliotherapy  on  our  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  cases,  but  it  is  our  purpose  to  place  several 
of  the  suitable  cases  on  this  treatment.  As  a  matter  of  routine, 
all  the  tubercular  laryngitis  cases  are  placed  on  heliotherapy, 
with  marked  relief  in  many.  In  all  but  extreme  weather,  direct 
sunlight  is  applied,  the  exposure  being  governed  by  the  stage 
of  treatment  and  the  location  of  the  lesion.  The  opinion  for- 
merly held  by  many  that  complicating  tubercular  lesions  should 
be  removed,  if  possible,  by  surgical  interference  has  been  sup- 
planted by  the  conviction  that  but  few  of  these  complications 
refuse  to  respond  to  treatment  by  sun  if  the  pulmonary  con- 
dition has  not  reached  the  hopeless  stage.  In  addition  to  the 
sun  work,  more  attention  is  being  given  to  the  condition  of  the 
mouth  and  throat.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  careful  toilet  of  the 
mouth  and  throat  is  an  important  factor  in  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis.  With  the  exception  of  these  two  changes  in  the 
tubercular  work,  the  treatment  remains  practically  the  same 
as  in  other  years.  Very  important  is  the  early  diagnosis  in 
tuberculosis,  because  it  is  upon  this  that  a  favorable  prognosis 
rests.  On  looking  over  the  classification  of  patients  on  admis- 
sion it  can  be  seen  that  the  vast  majority  are  advanced  or 
terminal  cases. 

The  statistics  of  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1919,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1920.  There  were  59  patients  admitted,  —  24  by  transfer 
from  other  institutions  and  35  by  commitment  from  the  general 
hospital  department.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
has  been  698.29,  —  195.29  men  and  503  women.  There  were 
41  deaths,  —  22  men  and  19  women.  Twenty-three  cases  were 
discharged  during  the  year,  —  8  men  and  15  women,  —  7  as 
improved  and  16  as  unimproved.  Seven  were  transferred  to 
other  institutions  for  the  insane  and  2  escaped. 

The  Infirmary  tables  show  that  980  cases  were  treated,  of 
which  700  were  medical  and  280  surgical. 

By  recent  act  of  the  Legislature,  chapter  193,  Acts  of  1920, 
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the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  has  since  the  first  of  May- 
adopted  the  policy  of  sending  all  cases  committed  to  the  Nor- 
folk State  Hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  and  drug  addicts  to  this 
institution  on  transfer  papers.  The  cases  are  committed  by 
the  courts  to  the  Norfolk  Hospital,  but  sent  directly  here,  and 
the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  is  notified  to  send  to  the 
Infirmary  the  proper  transfer  papers. 

There  were  11  such  cases  during  the  year.  The  policy  of 
treatment  for  all  such  cases  is  the  withholding  of  all  such  drugs 
as  they  may  have  been  taking  and  treating  them  with  a  course 
of  cathartics  followed  by  tonics,  with  the  usual  result  of  marked 
improvement  in  from  three  to  five  days  and  ability  to  take  up 
some  light  occupation  within  ten  days  of  their  admission.  The 
difficulties  in  handling  these  additional  cases  have  not  proved 
thus  far  to  be  as  great  as  was  anticipated. 

Among  the  381  deaths  reported  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
there  were  72  of  arteriosclerosis,  54  of  cancer,  26  of  cardiac  dis- 
ease, 5  of  diarrhoea  and  enteritis,  13  of  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
4  of  locomotor  ataxia,  7  of  malnutrition,  3  of  meningitis,  12  of 
nephritis,  12  of  pneumonia,  3  of  premature  birth,  3  stillborn 
and  102  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Of  the  deaths,  there  were 
53  under  five  years,  9  from  five  to  twenty  years,  29  from 
twenty  to  thirty,  49  from  thirty  to  forty,  41  from  forty  to 
fifty,  64  from  fifty  to  sixty,  72  from  sixty  to  seventy,  45  from 
seventy  to  eighty,  18  from  eighty  to  ninety,  and  1  from  90  to 
100. 

The  report  of  the  dental  department  shows  that  there  were 
1,230  dental  room  visits,  351  extractions,  342  fillings,  1,504 
treatments,  —  in  all  2,820  dental  operations.  In  the  X-ray 
department  there  were  626  plates  taken  and  130  cases  of  X-ray 
treatment. 

The  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  done  as  formerly,  wjth 
some  important  additions  in  diagnostic  procedures.  There  were 
4,268  clinical  analyses  and  examinations  made,  3,142  urinary 
and  598  blood  counts  and  estimates,  also  1,056  bacteriological 
examinations,  tests  with  821  cultures,  80  Widal  examinations, 
1,757  gonococcus  examinations,  1,090  sputum  examinations, 
1,879  Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis,  —  with  491  positive  re- 
sults, 1,357  negative  and  31  doubtful,  —  1,613  examinations  of 
milk,  and  other  miscellaneous  examinations. 
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It  seems  as  if  something  is  in  error  in  the  functioning  of 
State  institutions  when  there  are  250  cases  of  feeble-minded- 
ness  and  idiocy  admitted  to  the  State  Infirmary  in  one  year, 
an  institution  without  any  department  designated,  planned  or 
equipped  for  these  cases,  which  were  not  intended  as  a  part 
of  the  problem  of  this  institution,  while  in  the  year  1918, 
the  last  reports  at  hand,  only  166  were  admitted  to  the  Wren- 
tham  State  School  and  only  172  to  the  Massachusetts  School 
for  the  Feeble-minded  at  Waverley,  institutions  established  and 
constructed  for  this  class  of  cases.  Each  year  protests  and 
annual  recommendations  for  the  removal  of  this  class  of  patients 
have  been  made,  and  numerous  conferences  with  commissions, 
superintendents,  departments  and  committees  of  the  Legislature 
held,  —  in  which  there  is  always  a  unanimity  of  opinion  that 
these  cases  are  not  properly  a  part  of  the  problem  of  the  In- 
firmary. Individual  reports  of  officials,  inspectors  and  inde- 
pendent visitors  recommending  the  removal  of  these  cases  from 
the  Infirmary  have  been  received;  yet  not  only  has  this  been 
fruitless  in  regard  to  results,  but  during  these  years  of  agita- 
tion—  from  1912,  when  the  number  of  such  cases  was  recorded 
as  100,  continuing  to  increase  until  1915,  when  it  reached  140, 
diminishing  in  1916  to  60  —  there  has  been  a  continued  increase, 
up  to  186  at  the  close  of  this  year. 

I  hope  and  urge  that  we  should  not  be  required  to  continue 
longer  without  some  provision  that  will  diminish  the  number 
and  improve  the  conditions  of  the  child  problem  at  the  In- 
firmary, which  number  is  472  at  the  close  of  this  report.  The 
removal  of  the  feeble-minded  and  the  additional  building  recom- 
mended in  this  report  are  things  which  should  receive  attention 
as  a  matter  of  health  and  moral  obligation  and  as  an  item 
essential  in  the  child  welfare  problems  as  related  to  the  State 
Infirmary. 

The  changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year  have  been 
as  follows:  Dr.  Fabyan  Packard,  formerly  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  more  recently  a  captain  in  the  Harvard  Hospital 
Unit  in  France,  was  appointed  senior  physician  in  the  men's  hos- 
pital, where  he  served  until  September,  resigning  to  enter  prac- 
tice in  Graniteville.  Dr.  Holland  G.  Hambleton,  formerly  of 
the  State  Infirmary  and  at  present  of  the  Ancon  Hospital, 
Isthmian  Panama  Service,  served  as  physician  in  the  men's 
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hospital  from  September  to  December,  returning  after  his  leave 
of  absence,  to  the  Canal  Zone.  Dr.  Peirce  filled  in  during  the 
intervals,  taking  charge  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  Edna  N.  Sypher- 
Kane,  junior  assistant  physician  in  the  women's  department, 
resigned  in  September  to  enter  into  practice  in  Graniteville. 
Dr.  Ernest  A.  Dyer,  assistant  in  the  department  for  the  insane, 
resigned  in  September  to  accept  a  position  as  chief  medical 
officer  in  the  soldiers'  home  in  Noroton,  Conn.  Dr.  Willard 
L.  Quennell,  in  charge  of  the  department  for  tuberculosis,  re- 
signed in  September  to  accept  the  superintendency  of  the  High- 
land Park  Hospital,  Highland  Park,  Mich.  Dr.  Charles  J. 
Carden  of  Haverhill,  formerly  a  major  in  the  801st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  was  appointed  assistant  physician  in  the  department 
for  the  insane  in  November.  Dr.  John  P.  Bowler,  formerly 
of  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital,  was  appointed  assistant  in 
the  men's  hospital  in  November.  Dr.  George  M.  Sullivan, 
for  many  years  a  physician  at  the  State  Sanatorium  in  Lake- 
ville,  was  appointed  assistant  physician  in  the  department  for 
tuberculosis  in  August,  and  in  September  succeeded  to  senior 
physician  in  that  department  in  place  of  Dr.  Quennell. 

This  begins  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  training  school  for 
nurses,  and  I  find  that  there  have  been  283  people  graduated 
from  the  school,  140  of  whom  are  enrolled  as  active  members 
of  the  Alumnse  Association  of  the  State  Infirmary  Training 
School.  The  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  carried  on  with 
but  few  changes.  The  great  shortage  of  nurses  made  it  impos- 
sible to  do  more  than  the  mere  essentials  of  the  work.  This 
shortage  was  more  pronounced  during  the  summer  and  early 
fall  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  three  years,  and  was  also 
true  for  positions  as  attendants.  But  with  the  closing  down  of 
activities  in  the  industrial  world,  the  numbers  of  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  training  school  have  increased,  and  applica- 
tions for  positions  as  attendants  have  been  so  numerous  that 
by  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  nearly  recruited  our  quota  in 
the  ward  service,  although  some  of  the  positions  of  charge 
nurses  have  not  yet  been  filled. 

On  September  28  graduation  exercises  were  held  for  the  class 
of  1920.  The  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Galen  L.  Stone, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Dr.  Francis  W.  An- 
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thony,  also  of  the  Board,  made  the  address  of  the  occasion. 
The  following  nurses  received  diplomas:  —

Fifty  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  nurses'  reference 
library. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  short 
course  of  one  year  for  relief  nurses  was  established  for  the  in- 
struction of  women  in  the  care  of  the  sick  who  might  not  be 
able  to  fill  all  the  requirements  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
training  school  for  nurses  or  who  might  be  unable  to  devote 
three  full  years  to  that  work,  but  who,  nevertheless,  would  be 
able  to  render  intelligent  assistance  to  physicians  and  patients 
in  the  cases  where  the  services  of  a  graduate  nurse  were  either 
not  absolutely  necessary  or  not  available.  The  course  was 
started  with  five  pupils  in  the  month  of  October,  and  23  were 
listed  to  join  the  January  class.  It  is  hoped  by  means  of  this 
course  that  we  can  do  much  that  will  be  of  advantage  to  our 
patients  in  the  hospital  and  asylum  wards,  supplement  the  work 
of  the  training  school  for  nurses,  and  overcome  many  of  the 
difficulties  experienced  during  recent  years  in  our  ward  service. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  expected  that  we  will  help  to  establish 
many  women  in  a  career  that  will  be  of  profit  to  themselves, 
and  that  we  will  help  to  meet  a  need  in  the  community  for 
women  with  expedience  in  nursing,  which  has  been  very  urgent 
during  the  last  few  years. 

The  school  department  continued  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Wheeler  until  July,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as 
superintendent  of  a  school  for  orphans  in  Utica,  New  York.  The 
vacancy  occasioned  by  his  resignation  has  not  yet  been  filled, 
and  the  difficulty  in  securing  trained  teachers  for  the  different 
parts  of  the  school  work  has  been  greater  during  the  last  few 
months  of  the  year  than  ever  before. 
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After  seventeen  years  of  most  faithful  and  effective  service 
at  the  head  of  the  farm  department,  Mr.  Finlay  Nicholson 
resigned  in  June  to  accept  a  position  in  Danvers.  While  here 
he  had  won*  for  himself  the  greatest  possible  regard  and  esteem 
of  all  his  associates,  the  men  of  his  department,  the  officers  and 
employees  with  whom  he  came  in  relation,  and  all  of  the  pa- 
tients and  inmates  with  whom  he  had  to  deal.  Mr.  Harry  P. 
Nash  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Nicholson  as  head  farmer. 

The  products  of  the  farm  and  garden  were  satisfactory  con- 
sidering the  extent  of  time  and  amount  of  labor  that  could  be 
devoted  to  this  work,  although  not  equal  to  what  we  will  be 
able  to  produce  when  relieved  from  our  coal-handling  problem. 
There  were  increases  in  ensilage,  hay,  fodder  crops  and  field 
corn  harvested.  A  good  crop  of  potatoes  was  raised,  2,976 
bushels,  although  less  than  the  year  before.  There  was  an  in- 
crease in  most  of  the  vegetable  and  garden  items.  There 
were  50,000  pounds  of  pork  slaughtered,  103,209  quarts  of 
milk  produced,  and  7,600  dozens  of  eggs. 

The  dairy  herd,  which  had  been  eliminated  during  the  pre- 
vious year  on  account  of  tuberculosis,  has  been  gradually  re- 
established, until  now  we  have  47  Holstein  cattle,  including  12 
of  registered  stock,  all  of  which  had  passed  the  tuberculin  test 
when  purchased.  At  the  end  of  the  first  six  months  2  out  of  a 
herd  of  20  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test,  were  removed,  and 
have  been  slaughtered.  At  the  end  of  the  second  six  months 
but  2  out  of  30  reacted,  which  seems  to  us  most  encouraging. 
The  additional  number  reported  have  been  purchased  since 
this  test.  Two  new  pair  of  work  horses  have  been  purchased 
to  replace  four  of  the  worn-out  horses.  Encouraged  by  the 
great  improvement  in  the  breeding  of  hogs  by  the  introduction 
of  registered  Berkshire  stock,  we  have  increased  the  number  of 
registered  hogs  to  6,  and  have  also  added  12  registered  Dur- 
rocks,  to  be  kept  on  a  separate  farm,  so  that  most  of  our  future 
breeding  may  be  from  registered  stock. 

Since  the  last  report  9  acres  of  new  land  have  been  put  under 
cultivation  by  the  farm  department.  Six  of  the  filter  beds 
have  been  covered  with  a  new  coating  of  sand.  The  hotbed 
space  has  been  increased.  A  new  henhouse,  110  by  20  feet, 
has  been  built  by  the  construction  department  at  the  poultry 
farm. 
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The  special  item  of  improvement  which  has  been  effected 
this  year  is  the  installation  of  a  fuel  oil-burning  equipment  at 
the  power  plant,  which  consists  of  1  cylindrical  tank,  10  by  40 
feet  in  dimension,  placed  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  of 
24,000  gallons  capacity,  for  direct  supply  to  the  boilers,  and  1 
reserve  storage  tank  of  250,000  gallons  capacity,  40  feet  in 
diameter  and  20  feet  high,  together  with  pumps,  pipe  lines  and 
oil  burners  which  have  already  been  installed  under  three  of 
the  boilers  and  have  been  in  successful  operation  for  three  weeks 
prior  to  the  writing  of  this  report.  This  has  been  the  most 
important  improvement  that  has  been  reported  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  was  provided  by  the  action  of  the  Legislature  of 
1920  in  place  of  the  mechanical  coal-handling  equipment  that 
had  been  requested  for  a  number  of  years  previous.  This, 
with  2  new  boilers  of  200  horse-power  capacity  each,  replacing 
2  twenty-five-year-old  boilers  of  100  horse-power  capacity, 
practically  completes  our  efforts,  that  have  been  extending  over 
a  period  of  ten  years,  in  rebuilding  and  equipping  the  water, 
heat,  light  and  power  systems  and  bringing  all  of  these  matters 
up  to  the  highest  possible  point  of  efficiency  so  far  as  the  power 
plant  is  involved.  It  is  especially  satisfying  to  have  completed 
the  work  of  this  oil-burning  problem  within  six  months  of  the 
time  that  the  appropriation  was  made  available.  The  equip- 
ment of  the  laundry  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  1 
new  washing  machine,  42  by  72  inches  in  dimension,  2  new 
drying  tumblers,  1  new  120-inch  6-roll  mangle  and  other  smaller 
items.  The  steam,  water  and  electric  lines  have  been  extended 
through  the  new  subway  to  nurses'  hall,  No.  3.  A  4-inch  cast- 
iron  water  pipe,  1,200  feet  long,  has  been  extended  from  the 
standpipe  to  the  women's  consumptive  hospital,  and  also  a 
line  500  feet  long  to  the  children's  hospital.  The  maternity, 
women's  special  ward,  women's  consumptive  hospital  and  the 
old  part  of  the  male  hospital  have  been  repainted.  Cement 
walks  have  been  laid  from  the  infectious  buildings  to  the 
women's  special  ward,  in  front  of  the  male  employees'  building 
and  also  tarred  walks  between  the  laundry  and  maternity. 
The  gravel  roofs  have  been  renewed  on  the  administration 
building  and  on  the  north  and  south  wards  of  the  male  hospital. 
An  extension  has  been  added  on  the  west  side  of  the  domestic 
building  for  the  handling  of  swill,  garbage  and  all  refuse  from 
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that  department;  and  outside  improvements  of  roofs  and 
walls  of  the  Pillsbury,  Burtt  and  McKillop  houses  have  been 
made. 

The  estimates,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  and  approval 
of  your  Board  for  the  coming  year,  as  submitted  in  accordance 
with  section  1,  chapter  244  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918,  are  in 
detail  as  follows :  —

A  hospital  for  women, .        •      $221,092 

A  children's  building, .       .        •        147,870 

A  domestic  building,        .       .       .     • 185,194 


A  hospital  for  women  of  250-bed  capacity  is  requested  for 
the  following  reasons:  The  present  accommodations  are  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  to-day;  the  building 
is  thirty-three  years  old,  of  dangerous  inflammable  construc- 
tion; gives  insufficient  opportunity  for  separation  of  special 
cases;  is  unsuitable  for  proper  classification  and  for  quarantine 
of  acute,  chronic,  surgical,  venereal,  septic  and  other  cases, 
and  cannot  meet  the  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  the 
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institution  in  accordance  with  modern  standards  and  require- 
ments. 

A  children's  building  of  the  capacity  for  100  is  requested  in 
order  to  provide  suitable  conditions  for  the  children,  that  of 
necessity  are  at  the  Infirmary,  at  a  point  outside  of  the  yard 
and  distant  from  the  buildings  for  the  adults.  There  are,  on 
an  average,  more  than  400  minors.  There  are  suitable  accom- 
modations for  only  100  children  outside  of  the  buildings  for 
adults. 

A  domestic  building  is  requested,  partly  of  new  construction, 
extending  from  the  women's  hospital  building  to  be  recon- 
structed, in  order  to  centralize  the  storage  and  usage  of  food 
supplies  at  the  receiving  point,  near  the  spur  track,  freight 
house  and  power  plant,  where  store  accounting  and  daily  issues 
of  all  supplies  may  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
storekeeper,  and  to  improve  the  bakery,  dining  room  and 
kitchen  conditions  which  are  very  unsatisfactory  in  an  old  build- 
ing where  a  large  portion  of  the  work  is  carried  on  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

There  are  many  other  special  improvements  that  will  have 
to  be  brought  forward  or  requested  in  the  near  future,  the  most 
urgent  of  which  would  be  a  building  or  additional  accommo- 
dations for  male  employees,  and  especially  for  married  couples, 
and  some  additional  hospital  accommodations  in  relation  with 
the  men's  department. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  tables  and  statistics  which  follow 
later  in  this  report.  Regarding  the  medical  statistics,  this  year 
the  system  is  according  to  the  "International  Classification  of 
Causes  of  Sickness  and  Death/'  and  is  used  in  place  of  the 
system  previously  employed. 

A  large  number  of  books,  magazines,  toys,  cards  and  Christ- 
mas gifts  have  been  received  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
I  have  endeavored  to  acknowledge,  and  which  have  added 
greatly  to  the  happiness  of  the  inmates  here. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  obliga- 
tions to  all  of  the  employees  and  staff  officers  who  by  faith- 
ful attention  to  their  various  duties  and  responsibilities  have 
made  it  possible  for  me  to  conduct  the  institution  through 
a  year  that  has  been  filled  with  difficulties,  especially  during  all 
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but  the  latter  months,  because  of  the  many  vacancies  that 
have  existed  in  all  departments.  Especially  do  I  feel  that 
expressions  of  appreciation  are  due  to  the  chaplains  in  their 
generous  co-operation  with  all  of  my  assistants  and  employees, 
and  in  their  unceasing  efforts  to  meet  the  spiritual  and  religious 
requirements  of  the  great  numbers  under  our  care,  in  the 
religious  services  and  the  visits  through  all  the  different  wards 
and  departments.  The  Rev.  Moses  I.  Robinson  has  continued 
his  regular  visits  every  Monday  morning  and  conducted  serv- 
ices for  those  of  the  Jewish  faith.  The  presence  of  the  Rev. 
Fr.  Thomas  F.  O'Brien,  O.M.I. ,  has  been,  it  would  seem, 
almost  constant  in  the  wards  for  the  sick  in  his  regular  visits 
and  his  response  to  the  numerous  calls  for  his  services  during 
the  day  and  also  through  the  night,  and  in  the  regular  services 
in  the  chapel,  for  those  belonging  to  the  Catholic  church.  In 
this  work  we  are  also  under  obligations  to  the  Rev.  Fr.  John 
Duffy,  O.M.I.,  Superior,  and  the  Rev.  Fr.  Robert  McCoy, 
O.M.I. ,  of  the  Novitiate  of  Oblate  Fathers  for  their  assistance. 
The  Rev.  Henry  B.  Mason  has  continued  attending  to  the 
regular  calls  and  holding  the  regular  Sunday  services  for  those 
of  the  Protestant  faiths. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
to  the  members  individually  for  their  counsel  and  aid  and  the 
encouragement  which  has  been  so  generously  extended  to  me, 
and  for  the  privilege  which  I  have  esteemed  in  serving  them 
through  another  year.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

As  of  Nov.  30,  1921,  there  were  2,354  inmates  at  the  State 
Infirmary,  this  number  comparing  with  2,154  as  of  Nov.  30, 
1920.  During  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1921,  the  average 
number  of  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary  was  2,297  as  com- 
pared with  1,979  for  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  in  the 
daily  average  number  of  318. 

Under  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  there  was  appro- 
priated for  the  Infirmary  the  sum  of  $886,100.  In  addition, 
$13,535.39  of  the  unexpended  balance  of  1920  appropriation  for 
expenses  was  brought  forward  into  1921,  making  the  total 
amount  available  for  maintenance  $899,635.39.  This  amount 
compares  with  $884,813  appropriated  in  the  preceding  year. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  expended  a  total  of  $882,807.19 
as  compared  with  $847,539.81  in  the  preceding  year,  or  an 
increase  in  expenditures  in  the  recent  fiscal  year  of  $35,267.38, 
or  slightly  over  4  per  cent  as  against  increase  in  the  number  of 
inmates  of  over  16  per  cent. 

The  amount  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  for  repairs,  recon- 
struction and  equipment  of  the  domestic  building.  Of  this 
amount,  $8,938.35  has  been  expended  and  a  further  expenditure 
of  $2,993.75  was  made  of  the  appropriation  of  the  preceding 
year  for  oil-burning  equipment.  These  expenditures  are  also 
shown  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

As  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury  $66,427.19  received  for  articles  sold  and  for  the  care  of 
individual  or  municipal  cases,  leaving  a  net  outlay  of  $816,380. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $6.83,  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year  of  89  cents. 
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In  our  report  of  a  year  ago  we  were  obliged  to  present  an 
increase  in  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $2.02.  It  is  especially 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  this  year  a  decrease. 

The  amount  expended  on  special  appropriation  was  $11,- 
932.10.

As  in  every  preceding  report  for  years,  we  wish  to  lay  special 
emphasis  upon  the  necessity  of  hospital  extension.  In  view  of 
our  total  failure  to  obtain  any  appropriation  for  a  new  hospital 
building  for  women,  a  general  plan  of  extensions  to  existing 
buildings  has  been  laid  out.  The  need  of  these  extensions  is 
very  great,  and  is,  we  believe,  perfectly  obvious  to  every 
person  visiting  the  Infirmary. 

The  above  list  of  appropriations  and  estimates  is  a  compre- 
hensive program  to  include  all  of  the  improvements  that  can 
be  foreseen  for  some  years  to  come,  which  is,  as  we  understand, 
in  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  executive  department.  As 
the  construction  of  the  complete  program  above  would  require 
at  least  three  years,  we  would  recommend  that  the  general 
program  be  adopted,  but  that  the  total  appropriation  should  be 
subdivided  so  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  raise  only  a  portion 
of  the  total  amount  in  the  years  1922,  1923  and  1924. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that,  in  a  general  way,  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  State  Infirmary  has  proceeded  very  smoothly 
during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  we  think  that  as  respects 
efficiency  of  the  organization,  and  benefits  to  the  inmate  popu- 
lation, better  results  have  been  secured  than  ever  before.  The 
long  and  ripe  experience  of  Dr.   Nichols  at  the  head  of  the 
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organization,  supplemented  by  devoted  and  skilled  assistance 
on  the  part  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  at  the  institution, 
and  by  close  attention  to  the  details  of  the  business  of  the 
institution  on  the  part  of  the  office  force,  are  to  be  credited 
with  substantial  advances  in  nearly  every  direction. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  superintendent,  addressed 
to  the  trustees,  presents  many  matters  of  detail  which  it  is  not 
necessary  to  refer  to  additionally  in  our  report.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-eighth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1, 
1920,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1921. 

As  expected,  this  year  shows  an  increase  in  all  of  our  statistics 
relating  to  population.  The  records  show  that  during  the  year 
5,172  people  have  been  cared  for,  —  3,382  males  and  1,790  fe- 
males, —  or  1,032  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  there  was  an  increase  of  200  cases  over  that 
of  the  previous  year,  or  2,354.  The  largest  daily  census  was 
2,492,  an  increase  of  338  over  the  previous  year,  and  the 
smallest  daily  census  was  2,163,  which  was  324  more  than  the 
previous  year.  The  daily  average  number  of  people  was  2,297, 
or  318  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  largest  average 
since  the  year  1916. 

The  number  of  births  was  131,  —  67  males  and  64  females,  — 
which  is  44  more  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  421 
deaths,  3  less  than  the  previous  year,  —  385  in  the  general 
hospital  department  and  36  in  the  department  for  the  insane. 
Of  the  total  number,  292  were  males  and  129  females. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $882,807.19,  and  the 
average  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $7.39. 

The  amount  of  $66,427.19  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $816,380  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $6.83.  Under  the  heading  of  special 
appropriations  $11,932.10  was  expended,  as  shown  in  further 
detail  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

Among  a  total  of  4,262  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  depart- 
ment there  were  2,920  males  and  1,342  females,  of  whom  1,054 
were  discharged  well,  693  relieved,  489  not  relieved,  385  died, 
and  1,641  remaining  in  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  infectious  cases  reported:  measles,  4; 
scarlet  fever,  1;  diphtheria,  12;  erysipelas,  3;  other  epidemic 
diseases,  20;  tuberculosis  of  lungs,  519;  purulent  infection  and 
septicaemia,  7;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  39;  syphilis,  249; 
gonococcus  infection,  167. 

There  were  132  cases  of  alcoholism,  which  is  74  more  than  the 
previous  year,  and  69  cases  of  morphinism,  which  is  35  more 
than  the  previous  year.  Forty-eight  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
department  of  the  insane  as  Norfolk  State  Hospital  commit- 
ments. 

There  were  98  cases  of  cancer,  7  of  acute  articular  rheuma- 
tism, 5  of  pernicious  anaemia,  90  cases  of  diseases  of  the  spinal 
cord,  78  of  general  paralysis  and  mental  diseases,  12  of  idiocy, 
243  of  feeble-mindedness,  35  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear, 
91  of  cardiac  disease,  446  of  arteriosclerosis,  77  of  respiratory 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  110  of  diseases  of  the  digestive 
system,  43  of  nonvenereal  genitourinary  diseases,  182  of  puer- 
peral state,  265  of  diseases  of  the  skin  and  cellular  tissue,  88  of 
diseases  of  the  bones,  joints  and  lower  extremities  (nontubercu- 
lar),  22  of  malformation,  131  of  infancy,  25  of  senility,  131  of 
infection  from  external  causes,  violence,  etc.,  and  533  of  no 
disease. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-one  surgical  operations  were  per- 
formed: 8  of  the  head,  neck  and  face;  29  of  the  mouth,  nose 
and  throat;  10  of  the  chest  wall;  46  of  the  abdomen;  11  of  the 
genitourinary  system;  27  gynaecological  cases;  36  of  extremities 
and  4  of  rectum,  —  all  but  one  of  which  were  reported  as  well. 

Among  the  385  deaths  reported  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
there  were  91  of  arterioslcerosis,  53  of  cancer,  26  of  cardiac 
disease,  22  of  cerebral  hemorrhage,  3  of  locomotor  ataxia,  12  of 
malnutrition,  4  of  meningitis,  6  of  nephritis,  16  of  pneumonia,  7 
of  premature  birth,  1  stillborn  and  79  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs.  Of  the  deaths,  there  were  31  under  five  years,  as  com- 
pared with  53  the  previous  year,  21  from  five  to  twenty  years, 
26  from  twenty  to  thirty,  43  from  thirty  to  forty,  42  from 
forty  to  fifty,  67  from  fifty  to  sixty,  81  from  sixty  to  seventy, 
58  from  seventy  to  eighty,  14  from  eighty  to  ninety,  and  2 
from  ninety  to  one  hundred. 

There  were  519  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  lungs  treated,  —  an 
increase  of  133  over  the  previous  year,  —  of  wThich  425  wTere 
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males  and  94  females.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as 
follows:  incipient,  3;  moderately  advanced,  141;  far  advanced, 
180;  first  stage,  15;  arrested,  3.  The  condition  of  patients  on 
discharge  was  as  follows:  arrested,  12;  relieved,  167;  not  re- 
lieved, 30;  died,  79.  Of  the  cases  treated,  there  were  231  re- 
maining at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  66  more  than  the 
previous  year.  There  were  also  39  cases  of  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  treated,  of  which  1  died.  Adding  to  the  above 
21  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane,  there  is  a  grand  total 
of  579  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated,  which  is 
132  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  days'  treat- 
ment for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1921,  in  this  department  was 
81,129,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment  of  18,792, 
or  an  average  of  52  more  people  per  day  than  the  preceding 
year. 

The  results  obtained  by  treating  the  tubercular  complications 
by  heliotherapy  are  again  very  interesting.  All  nonpulmonary 
cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  placed  on  sun  treatment  as 
routine.  The  addition  of  an  Alpine  sun  lamp  and  Kromayer 
lamp  has  made  it  possible  to  treat  these  cases  daily  without  any 
interruption  to  the  sequence.  Very  few  of  these  cases  fail  to 
respond  unless  the  lung  condition  is  very  far  advanced  and  in 
which  cases  the  prognosis  is  not  good.  It  has  been  noted  that 
the  cases  of  tubercular  laryngitis  that  have  been  treated  by  sun 
report  that  the  pain  and  uncomfortable  feeling  in  the  throat 
disappear  very  quickly.  We  adhere  to  the  opinion  expressed 
last  year,  that  the  treatment  of  tubercular  complications  by 
surgery  has  been  supplanted  by  heliotherapy  in  many  cases. 
While  the  admissions  were  greater  during  the  year  than  pre- 
viously, the  deaths  were  lower  by  23.  All  patients  that  are 
able  are  given  some  exercise  to  do  as  a  part  of  the  treatment. 
It  is  felt  that  graduated  exercise  for  the  patients,  if  handled 
properly,  is  of  as  much  importance  as  rest  in  bed.  With  the 
exception  of  the  addition  of  heliotherapy  in  tuberculosis,  the 
treatment  remains  practically  the  same  as  in  former  years,  — ■ 
food,  rest,  fresh  air  and  sunlight  still  hold  the  prominent  places. 

The  statistics  of  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1920,  and  ending  Sept.  30, 
1921.     There  were  146  patients  admitted,  108  transfers  from 
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other  institutions.  Of  these,  58  were  insane,  49  inebriates,  and 
1  not  insane.  Thirty-eight  were  committed  from  the  general 
hospital  department,  —  35  as  first  commitments  and  3  as  sub- 
sequent cases.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been 
for  the  insane,  724.61,  —  males,  210.36  and  females,  514.25;  for 
inebriates,  10.81,  —  males,  6.84  and  females,  3.97;  not  insane, 
.00273  females. 

There  were  37  deaths.  One  of  these  was  a  drug  addict  who 
died  of  typhoid  fever  shortly  after  admission.  Of  the  remaining 
36,  19  were  males  and  17  females. 

Twenty-four  insane  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year, 
of  which  number  6  were  discharged  as  improved  and  18  as  un- 
improved. Four  inebriates  were  discharged,  3  as  recovered  and 
1  as  unimproved.  One  patient  was  discharged  as  not  insane. 
Four  were  transferred  to  other  institutions  for  the  insane,  and  9 
escaped. 

During  the  year  all  of  the  patients  were  given  typhoid  serum, 
as  it  had  been  more  than  two  years  since  the  last  administra- 
tion for  a  large  majority  of  the  patients.  The  Schick  test  for 
diphtheria  has  been  given  to  more  than  half  the  patients. 
There  was  a  surprisingly  small  number  of  positive  reactions, 
and  all  these  patients  have  been  given  the  toxin  antitoxin. 
During  the  year  we  had  a  typhoid  carrier  admitted  from  the 
Northampton  State  Hospital,  with  the  request  that  we  remove 
the  gall  bladder  to  relieve  the  condition.  The  operation  was 
performed  successfully,  and  the  patient  returned  to  the  institu- 
tion no  longer  a  menace  to  others,  as  laboratory  tests  proved  a 
cure  had  been  made. 

The  drug  cases  have  been  treated  by  complete  withdrawal  of 
whatever  drug  has  been  taken,  and  catharsis  followed  by  tonic 
treatment  for  a  varying  length  of  time,  according  to  the  require- 
ment of  each  case,  from  two  to  three  weeks,  after  which  the 
patient  is  required  to  do  some  sort  of  work.  It  then  depends 
mostly  upon  the  make-up  of  the  patient  himself  whether  he  will 
continue  the  use  of  the  drug  or  not.  There  have  been  no  ill 
results,  although  there  is  a  period  of  discomfort  at  first,  varying 
from  three  to  five  days.  Alcoholic  cases  are  treated  in  the 
same  way  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  total  number  of  minors  at  the  State  Infirmary  has  been 
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far  beyond  that  of  any  other  year  excepting  1915.  There  is  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  births  and  the  number  of 
children  under  five,  which  contributes  somewhat  to  this  increase, 
yet  the  mortality  rate  remains  low  during  the  year,  only  31 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  report  of  the  dental  department  shows  that  there  were 
1,481  dental  room  visits,  723  treatments,  615  extractions  and 
289  fillings. '  In  the  X-ray  department  863  plates  were  taken 
and  36  X-ray  treatments  given. 

The  work  of  the  laboratory  shows  among  the  clinical  analysis 
3,756  urines,  93  bloods,  38  spinal  fluids,  23  stools  and  21  gastric 
contents.  There  were  485  bacteriological  cultures,  1,764  smears 
(gonococcus),  968  tubercle  bacillus  tests,  2,591  Wassermann 
tests,  2,265  examinations  of  milk,  and  many  other  miscellaneous 
examinations. 

Changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year  have  been  as 
follows:  Dr.  John  P.  Bowler  left  March  7,  1921,  to  accept  a 
fellowship  at  the  Mayo  Clinic,  and  Dr.  Raymond  Baxter, 
April  10,  1921,  to  enter  practice  in  Marion.  Dr.  William 
Maclntyre,  who  was  a  former  assistant  here,  returned  to  us 
November  15  from  the  Public  Health  Service,  St.  Elizabeth's 
Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  to  take  a  position  as  assistant 
physician  in  the  male  hospital. 

In  reporting  the  work  of  the  training  school  for  its  twenty- 
sixth  year  I  have  to  record  the  resignation  of  Miss  Laura  E. 
McEachern,  in  February,  who  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
training  school  since  1909.  and  who  was  called  to  the  superin- 
tendency  of  the  training  school  of  the  Highland  Park  Hospital, 
Highland  Park,  Mich.  To  Miss  McEachern  is  due  unstinted 
praise  for  conducting  the  school  successfully  through  the  period 
of  the  last  five  years,  which  period  has  been  marked  by  so 
much  of  discouragement  in  all  of  the  hospitals  because  of  the 
difficulty  in  securing  a  full  quota  of  nurses  in  the  hospital  wards 
and  as  training  school  pupils,  and  she  has  carried  with  her  our 
kindest  wishes  to  her  new  field  of  labor.  Mrs.  Annie  G. 
McDonald,  a  graduate  of  our  own  school,  for  many  years  the 
assistant  superintendent  and  instructor  in  nursing,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  superintendency.  With  her  remarkable  talent, 
untiring  energy  and  wise  judgment  she  has  already  demon- 
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strated  to  us  the  good  fortune  that  was  ours  in  having  so 
worthy  a  successor  to  the  line  of  distinguished  women  who  have 
held  that  position  since  the  beginning  of  the  training  school. 
They- are  as  follows:  Miss  Clara  V.  Stevens,  Miss  E.  Maude 
Ellis,  Miss  Augusta  C.  Robertson,  Miss  Rachel  Bourke  and 
Miss  Laura  E.  McEachern. 

During  the  year  there  were  37  students  admitted,  3  resigned 
and  15  were  graduated.  Three  affiliated  nurses  from  the 
Northampton  Training  School  were  admitted,  1  resigned  and  4 
were  graduated.  On  September  27  the  graduating  exercises 
were  held  and  diplomas  presented  to  the  following  list  of 
nurses:  —

A  dietetic  laboratory  was  installed  in  a  new  classroom  in  the 
nurses'  hall.  Twenty  new  books  have  been  added  to  the 
nurses'  reference  library.  In  addition  to  the  regular  prescribed 
course  of  study  a  summer  review  class  in  anatomy  was  given 
by  Dr.  Buckman. 

The  class  for  relief  nurses,  which  was  started  in  October  of 
the  previous  year,  has  continued  with  encouraging  results,  and 
during  the  year  31  students  have  been  admitted  to  the  course, 
12  have  resigned  and  4  have  completed  the  one-year  course,  as 
follows :  —

Three  remained  to  assist  in  the  hospital  work.  The  total 
number  of  our  nursing  force  at  present  includes  22  graduate 
nurses,  67  student  nurses,  2  affiliated  nurses,  22  relief  nurses, 
5  matrons  and  38  attendants. 

Mr.   Frank  S.   Friedman,   formerly   of  Harvard   LTniversity, 
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assumed  the  duties  in  charge  of  the  educational  work  on  July  1, 
and  is  making  commendable  progress  with  the  many  problems 
of  his  department. 

The  boys  and  girls  have  been  graded  as  far  as  possible.  In 
many  cases,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  give  work  of  one  grade 
in  some  subjects  and  work  of  another  grade  in  others.  In  the 
classroom  work  the  teachers  try,  as  far  as  is  advisable,  to  give 
the  children  individual  attention.  The  girls  attend  sewing 
classes  and  physical  culture  classes.  The  boys  attend  manual 
training  classes,  and  get  military  drill  and  calisthenics  as  part 
of  their  physical  training  program.  The  curriculum  of  the 
classrooms  consists  of  the  regular  grade  subjects,  with  whatever 
additional  work  the  individual  is  able  to  assimilate,  such  as 
hygiene,  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  simple  business  forms  for 
the  older  pupils.  There  are  also  two  special  classes  for  the  very 
backward  children,  —  one  for  the  boys  and  one  for  the  girls. 
In  these  classes  the  teacher  goes  as  far  back  as  is  necessary, 
even  to  the  training  of  the  senses.  The  underlying  principle 
here  is  very  close  supervision  of  individual  work,  repetition,  and 
an  attempt  to  teach  co-ordination  of  mind  and  muscle.  The 
results  in  these  classes  are  very  satisfactory. 

Once  a  week  all  the  children  are  assembled  for  group  singing, 
where  those  who  are  more  able  than  the  others  are  taught  part 
singing.  A  large  number  of  the  boys  and  girls  are  nearly  always 
rehearsing  for  a  play  or  pageant  under  the  physical  culture  or 
dancing  teacher.  In  general  the  children  are  given  a  training 
resembling  as  nearly  as  practicable  that  of  the  public  schools, 
remembering  always  the  mental  limitations. 

For  the  older  girls  who  work  there  are  evening  and  afternoon 
classes  in  sewing,  physical  culture  and  grade  work.  In  these 
classes  individual  attention  is  also  the  keynote. 

The  blind  receive  regular  instruction  in  grade  subjects  and 
in  some  handicrafts. 

A  card  index  is  kept,  showing  the  age,  mental  age,  and  general 
ability  of  every  pupil. 

Generally  the  progress  is  satisfactory,  considering  the  lack  of 
proper  classrooms. 

For  recreation  the  children  engage  in  the  seasonal  outdoor 
games,  and  throughout  the  year  there  are  indoor  entertainments, 
such  as  dancing,  games  and  occasional  parties. 
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A  regular  schedule  of  entertainment  is  carried  on,  dances  for 
special  groups  of  girls  or  others,  moving  pictures,  impromptu 
parties  in  special  departments,  sleigh  rides,  automobile  rides  and 
picnics  in  their  season,  and  in  the  various  hospital  wards  the 
phonograph,  singing  and  other  musical  programs  by  our  own 
talent  or  volunteer  visitors,  seasonal  athletics  such  as  baseball, 
football,  swimming,  skating  and  coasting,  with  special  dances 
and  elaborate  programs  for  all  the  holidays,  assisted  occasionally 
by  an  outside  orchestra,  but  mostly  by  players  within  the 
institution. 

Encouraging  returns  were  made  from  the  farm  and  garden, 
there  being  reported  an  increase  in  ensilage  and  most  of  the 
garden  and  vegetable  items.  We  have  raised  44,000  pounds  of 
pork  and  6,600  pounds  of  poultry,  and  have  produced  190,706 
quarts  of  milk  and  7,458^  dozen  eggs.  The  dairy  herd  has 
been  considerably  improved  with  registered  stock  from  Mount 
Hermon,  Hillsborough  and  Lee,  and  we  now  have  81  head  free 
from  tuberculosis,  including  42  pure-bred  animals  that  have 
passed  two  or  more  tuberculin  tests  successfully,  which  tests 
are  made  every  six  months.  There  were  13  reactors  during  the 
year. 

There  are  two  distinct  breeds  from  which  we  are  improving 
the  swine,  and  we  have  now  59  registered  or  thoroughbred 
Durrocks  and  18  registered  or  thoroughbred  Berkshires. 

Six  and  one-half  acres  of  new  land  have  been  put  under  culti- 
vation, 3  acres  cleared  of  rocks  and  bowlders  and  10  acres  re- 
seeded  with  alfalfa.  Other  improvements  on  the  farm  include 
cutting  of  ditch  200  feet  long  and  8  feet  deep  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  water  level  at  the  Almont  farm,  thereby  draining 
40  acres  of  water-soaked  land,  six  new  hot  beds  have  been  built 
and  manure  pit  at  the  hennery,  and  200  new  fruit  trees  have 
been  planted.  Improvements  in  the  stock  barn  include  new 
floor,  troughs  and  stanchions  for  cows  and  reconstructed 
quarters  for  young  stock. 

In  the  department  of  repairs  and  improvements  are  reported 
a  new  cement  subway  from  the  power  house  to  Nurses'  Hall 
No.  1,  140  feet  long,  in  which  an  insulated  steam  line  has  been 
placed,  a  turbine  centrifugal  feed  pump  and  two  additional 
water  filters  installed  at  the  power  plant,  a  motor-driven  car 
puller  on  the  spur  track  for  handling  coal  or  oil  cars,  and  oil 
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burners  installed  in  two  more  of  the  boilers.     In  the  laundry 
one  large  washing  machine,  one  28-inch  extractor,  one  additional 
garment  press,  one  collar  machine,  two  additional  sorting  racks 
and  one  marking  machine  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 
The  line  of  telephone  poles  as  far  as  the  State  road  has  been 
renewed   and   also  new  telephone  poles  on  the  line  from  the 
south  gate  to  the  Fiske.     Improvements  in  the  yard  for  insane 
women  consist  of  a  new  cement  walk  and  steps  reaching  half- 
way across  the  yard  toward  Asylum  8,  with  terrace  wall  and 
balustrade  and  additional  cement  seats.     The  laundry,  garage, 
and  Nurses'  Halls  Nos.  1  and  2  have  been  painted  on  the  out- 
side, and  inside  painting  of  the  old  asylum  for  women  and  the 
women's  house  has  been  completed.     A  cement  floor  has  been 
laid  in  the  northwest  wing  of  the  men's  tubercular  hospital,  and 
six  new  direct   radiators   have  been   installed.     Electric  lights 
have  been  placed  in  the  barn  and  in  four  houses  on  Livingston 
Street,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  reconstruc- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  domestic  building.     A  new  camp 
for  boys,  with  a  capacity  for  88,  has  been  framed  out  of  crude 
pine  timber  cut  from  our  woods  and  pine  boards  sawed  from 
the  large  trees,  protected  and  covered  in  with  building  paper 
and  fitted  with  equipment  that  has  been  salvaged  from  recon- 
struction work.     This  camp  is  located  quite  a  distance  from 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  main  group  of  buildings,  so  that  the 
boys   may   live   almost  wholly   apart  from   the   others   in   the 
institution,  and  the  new  quarters  have  already  proved  to  be 
snug  and  comfortable  during  the  coldest  weather,  and  provide 
a  large  central  living  room  apart  from  the  dormitories,  some- 
thing  to   which   they  had   been   unaccustomed.     The   general 
comfort    and    safety  are   further    increased    by    the   fact   that 
they  do  not  have  to  climb  a  high  and  steep  flight  of  stairs  to 
reach  their  quarters.     They  are  wholly  outside  of  the  fenced 
enclosure.     The  boys  seem  very  happy  and  contented.     They 
have  a  very  much  larger  amount  of  air  space  and  abundance  of 
sunlight,   which  their  former  quarters  did   not  offer,   and  the 
general  conditions  are  much  improved,  although  it  should  be 
kept  in  mind  that  we  are  speaking  of  something  only  a  little 
more  than  a  crude  log  cabin. 

The  estimates,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  and  approval  of 
your  Board,  for  the  coming  year,  as  submitted  in  accordance 
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with  section  1,  chapter  244  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918,  are  in

Following  along  the  line  suggested  in  the  address  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  last  year,  —  that  the  program  for  im- 
provements and  extensions  should  be  comprehensive  and  in- 
clude all  that  could  be  anticipated  for  five  or  ten  years  in 
advance,  —  a  very  careful  study  and  replanning  has  been  made 
of  all  the  requirements  of  the  State  Infirmary  that  can  now  be 
anticipated.  The  list  that  follows,  with  reasons  therefor  briefly 
stated,  together  with  preliminary  estimates,  includes  a  program 
that  will  require  at  least  three  years  to  carry  out;  therefore  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  raise  the  money  for  the  full  amount 
during  1922.  If  the  program  could  be  adopted  by  this  Legis- 
lature, the  total  amount  of  $483,318  could  be  divided  into  three 
portions,  to  be  raised  during  the  years  1922,  1923  and  1924.

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General  Hospital  Extension.  ■ —  Additional  hospital  ward  units 
are  .very  urgent  at  the  Infirmary  because  the  present  hospital 
wards  are  occupied  to  their  full  capacity,  with  the  consequent 
excessive  overcrowding  of  the  men's  and  women's  pavilions 
with  cases  requiring  hospital  care.  Brick,  wood,  stone  and 
concrete  construction  would  be  used  and  provide  for  fifteen 
wards,  of  twenty-bed  capacity  each,  connected  with  various 
hospital  buildings,  covering  36,000  square  feet  of  ground  area. 
If  first-class,  fireproof  construction  should  be  allowed,  the  esti- 
mate for  these  hospital  wards  should  be  increased  by  about  one- 
third,  that  is  $62,500,  which  would  make  the  total  estimate 
$250,000. 

Employees'1  Quarters  Extension.  —  Includes  additions  to 
Nurses'  Halls  Nos.  1  and  2,  quarters  for  married  couples  and 
house  for  assistant  physician,  fifty-eight  rooms. 

Waiting  Room.  —  To  provide  sufficient  and  suitable  room  for 
official  interviews  and  visiting  friends  of  the  inmates,  for  which 
the  corridor  is  inadequate,  not  well  adapted  and  lacking  in 
comfort. 

A  Gymnasium.  —  To  provide  an  assembly  room  and  audi- 
torium large  enough  for  all  of  the  inmates  not  confined  to  their 
beds,  for  exercise,  improvement,  entertainment  and  recreation, 
and  also  recreation  rooms,  social  center  and  gymnasium  facilities 
for  the  employees  of  the  Infirmary. 

Industrial  Building.  —  To  provide  suitable  and  sufficient 
rooms  for  the  employment  of  groups  of  men  and  women  in 
industrial  work,  arts  and  crafts  and  occupational  therapy,  for 
which  purpose  there  is  now  no  suitable  provision. 

Farm  Buildings.  —  A  new  reinforced  concrete  stable  (twenty- 
four  stalls)  is  requested  for  the  greater  safety  and  protection  of 
the  horses,  that  are  now  housed  mostly  in  the  center  of  a  large, 
old,  wooden  barn,  to  replace  the  old  stable  destroyed  by  fire  in 
1917.  A  new  piggery  and  slaughter  house  is  requested,  as  there 
is  at  present  nothing  but  crude,  dilapidated  and  unsuitable 
structures  for  the  pigs,  and  there  are  no  proper  facilities  for 
slaughtering. 

Water  Toiver.  —  Steel,  70  feet  high  by  30  feet  in  diameter,  to 
replace  the  old  50-foot  iron  standpipe  constructed  in  1885,  and 
to  increase  the  water  pressure  from  35  to  45  pounds  at  the  ad- 
ministration building. 
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Our  grateful  appreciation  is  due  to  a  long  list  of  friends  for 
gifts  of  books,  magazines,  smokes,  comforts  and  personal  gifts 
to  the  patients  during  the  year,  and'  especially  for  the  very 
liberal  Christmas  donations.  Individual  acknowledgment  has 
been  made  to  all  excepting  in  cases  where  the  names  of  the 
donors  have  not  been  available.  I  wish  to  make  special  men- 
tion of  a  large  circle  of  unidentified  friends  from  Brookline  who 
have  continued  their  custom  of  many  years  in  contributing 
periodicals,  books,  cards,  games,  toys  and  pictures;  of  a  circle 
of  volunteer  visitors,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Robert  Minot, 
who  visit  the  patients  in  the  wards  to  make  personal  gifts,  to 
distribute  candy  and  entertain  with  stories  and  with  vocal  and 
instrumental  music;  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  American 
Legion,  who  have  been  most  faithful  in  their  attention  to  the 
service  men  who  have  been  temporarily  or  for  a  longer  period 
with  us  here;  and  also  for  the  most  generous  outpouring  of 
gifts,  money  and  especially  musical  entertainment  and  dances 
and  general  good  fellowship  extended  on  several  different 
occasions  by  a  large  delegation  from  the  Lawrence  Command 
of  the  British  Great  War  Veterans  of  America  in  sociable 
evenings  that  will  be  memorable  occasions  to  the  veterans  here. 
I  should  also  make  mention  of  the  continued  kindness  in  gifts 
and  in  deeds  to  our  people  through  those  in  the  social  service 
department  connected  with  the  Division  of  Aid  and  Relief, 
State  House,  and  especially  for  their  Christmas  offerings  in 
which  it  is  their  aim  that  all  shall  be  remembered.  Of  course 
the  mention  of  Christmas  in  our  annual  report  always  refers  to 
the  Christmas  of  more  than  a  year  prior  to  the  time  that  the 
report  is  written. 

I  record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Moses  I.  Robin- 
son, in  January,  whose  friendliness  and  cheer  we  had  so  much 
enjoyed  for  many  years  as  the  chaplain  of  the  Jewish  faith. 
Mr.  Robinson's  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  Moses 
L.  Sedar,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due.  I  record  with  regret  the 
transfer  from  our  chaplaincy  of  the  Rev.  Fr.  Thomas  F. 
O'Brien,  O.M.I.,  with  whom  we  had  been  so  happy  in  our  work 
for  two  years  past,  and  gratefully  acknowledge  the  devoted 
labors  of  his  successors,  the  Rev.  Fr.  McRory,  O.M.I.,  and  the 
Rev.  Fr.  Fox,  O.M.I. ;  and  to  the  Rev.  Fr.  Duffy,  O.M.I., 
Superior,   and  the  Rev.   Fr.   McCoy,  O.M.I. ,   who  have  been 
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with  us  for  so  many  years,  and  their  associates  of  the  Novitiate 
of  the  Oblate  Fathers,  for  their  frequent  visits  and  devoted 
services  I  am  truly  thankful.  To  the  Rev.  Henry  B.  Mason, 
pastor  at  the  village  church,  for  his  continued  labors  with  us 
here,  I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks. 

With  deepest  sorrow  I  record  the  deaths  among  our  fellow 
employees  of  Miss  Esther  G.  Kelleher  of  Lowell,  who  died 
April  7  and  had  for  six  months  previously  rendered  faithful 
service  in  our  wards  for  the  insane,  and  of  Mr.  Ralph  E. 
Higgins  of  Charleston,  Me.,  who  died  June  17  and  had  faith- 
fully performed  his  duties  in  the  wards  and  the  domestic  de- 
partment for  more  than  two  years  past.  Especially  was  the 
entire  institution  grieved  by  the  death  of  Mr.  James  McCoy, 
on  October  23,  who  had  been  employed  here  since  1912  as 
assistant  engineer,  and  who  was  greatly  beloved  for  his  sterling 
qualities  and  abundant  good  nature  by  all  who  knew  him 
through  those  many  years. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  associates  of 
the  staff  and  those  employed  in  all  of  the  departments  for  their 
loyalty  and  co-operation.  For  the  wise  counsel  and  most 
generous  support  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  I  am 
most  truly  grateful,  and  for  the  continuation  of  the  cordial  re- 
lations and  co-operation  of  those  in  charge  of  the  divisions  of 
his  department.  To  you,  the  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom 
it  is  my  duty  and  happy  privilege  to  address  this  report,  who 
direct  the  policies  and  bear  the  responsibilities,  and  to  whom 
with  confidence  I  turn  in  all  the  difficulties  of  administration, 
most  gratefully  do  I  own  the  obligations  that  are  due.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

As  of  Nov.  30,  1922,  there  were  2,314  inmates  at  the  State 
Infirmary,  this  number  comparing  with  2,354  as  of  Nov.  30, 
1921.  During  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1922,  the  average 
number  of  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary  was  2,337  as  com- 
pared with  2,297  for  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  in  the 
daily  average  number  of  40. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  at  the  Infirmary  during  the 
recent  fiscal  year  has  been  further  slightly  reduced  to  the 
figure  of  $6.37. 

Under  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  there  was  appro- 
priated for  the  Infirmary  the  sum  of  $851,900.  In  addition, 
$142.35  of  the  unexpended  balance  of  1921  appropriation  for 
expenses  was  brought  forward  into  1922,  making  the  total 
amount  available  for  maintenance  $852,042.35.  This  amount 
compares  with  $886,100  appropriation  in  the  preceding  year. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  expended  a  total  of  $849,853.71 
as  compared  with  $882,807.19  in  the  preceding  year,  or  a 
decrease  in  expenditures  in  the  recent  fiscal  year  of  $32,953.48, 
or  slightly  less  than  4  per  cent  as  against  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  inmates  of  almost  2  per  cent. 

As  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State 
treasury  $74,414.82  received  for  articles  sold  and  for  the  care 
of  individual  or  municipal  cases,  leaving  a  net  outlay  of 
$775,438.89. 

Reference  is  made  in  our  preceding  annual  report  to  the 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  repairs,  reconstruction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  domestic  building.  During  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  $8,938.35  was  spent  on  account  of  this  appropriation,  and 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  completed  $41,032.22  has  been  spent 
completing  the  work. 
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At  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Legislature  $100,000  was 
appropriated  for  hospital  extension.  Of  this  amount,  $56,- 
178.28  has  been  spent  up  to  Nov.  30,  1922.  Also  during  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  $35,000  was  appropriated  for 
extension  to  the  employees'  quarters;  and  of  this  amount, 
$9,556.11  has  been  expended  during  the  fiscal  year.

As  stated  in  our  last  annual  report  the  above  list  of  appro- 
priations which  have  been  asked  for  is  a  part  of  a  general 
program  to  cover  our  requirements  for  some  years  to  come, 
and  is,  as  we  understand,  complementary  to  the  program  which 
the  Legislature  had  in  view  when  making  its  special  appropria- 
tions in  its  1922  session. 

Such  part  of  the  general  program  as  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Legislature  last  year  already  holds  out  promise  of  very  much 
more  efficient  activities  and  more  satisfactory  results. 

Since  the  close  of  the  recent  fiscal  year  the  removal  of  about 
73  youths  from  the  State  Infirmary  to  other  institutions  of  the 
Commonwealth  has  been  accomplished.  This  action  is  in 
accordance  with  a  reiterated  suggestion  of  your  trustees  and 
of  the  various  officials  of  the  Infirmary  for  many  years  past, 
and  should  mean  a  substantial  relief  in  many  directions,  par- 
ticularly as  affecting  the  remedial  and  uplift  work  as  applied 
to  these  youths. 

Progressive  efficiency  is  a  feature  of  the  record  of  the  State 
Infirmary  in  a  general  way,  as  applied  in  all  its  activities. 
Again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  comment  on  the  conduct  of  the  insti- 
tution under  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols.  He  and  his  well-organized 
group  of  assistants  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  community  for

the  skill  with  which  the  professional  work  of  the  Infirmary  is 
conducted,  and  fully  as  much,  and  perhaps  more,  on  the  score 
of  the  wonderfully  human  spirit  displayed  in  dealing  with  the 
very  difficult  and  appealing  problems  constantly  pressed  upon 
them. 

As  usual,  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  addressed  to  the 
trustees,  presents  in  great  detail  the  matters  which  are  touched 
upon  in  this  brief  report  and  a  very  complete  record  of  the 
institution  and  all  of  its  activities  as  well.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  sixty-ninth  annual 
report  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1, 
1921,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1922. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  5,048  people  have  been 
cared  for,  —  3,249  males  and  1,799  females,  —  or  124  less  than 
the  previous  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  was  a 
decrease  of  40  cases  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  or  2,314. 
The  largest  daily  census  was  2,600,  an  increase  of  108  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  smallest  daily  census  was  2,188,  which 
was  25  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  daily  average 
number  of  people  was  2,337,  or  40  more  than  the  previous 
year,  and  the  largest  average  since  the  year  1915. 

The  number  of  births  was  128,  —  61  males  and  67  females,  — 
which  is  3  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  424  deaths, 
3  more  than  the  previous  year,  —  390  in  the  general  hospital 
department  and  34  in  the  department  for  the  insane.  Of  the 
total  number,  292  were  males  and  132  females. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $849,853.71,  and  the 
average  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $6.99. 

The  amount  of  $75,525.82  was  received  for  the  support  of 
city,  town  and  United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital, 
for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net  cost  of  $774,327.89 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  a 
net  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $6.37.  Under  the  heading  of 
special  appropriations  $106,766.61  was  expended,  as  shown  in 
further  detail  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

Among  a  total  of  4,360  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  depart- 
ment there  were  3,016  males  and  1,344  females,  of  whom  965 
were  discharged  well,  781  relieved,  603  not  relieved,  390  died, 
and  1,621  remained  in  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  infectious  cases  reported:  measles, 
2;    scarlet  fever,  2;    diphtheria,   11;    erysipelas,  2;    whooping 
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cough,  28;  other  epidemic  diseases,  32;  tuberculosis  of  lungs, 
507;  purulent  infection  and  septicaemia,  5;  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  64;    syphilis,  424;    gonococcus  infection,  127. 

There  were  71  cases  of  alcoholism,  which  is  61  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  52  cases  of  morphinism,  which  is  17  less 
than  the  previous  year.  Twenty-five  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  department  of  the  insane  as  Norfolk  State  Hospital 
commitments. 

There  were  56  cases  of  cancer,  8  of  pernicious  anaemia,  141 
cases  of  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord,  90  of  mental  diseases,  9  of 
idiocy,  242  of  feeble-mindedness,  36  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and 
ear,  147  of  cardiac  disease,  458  of  arteriosclerosis,  87  of  respira- 
tory diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  147  of  diseases  of  the 
digestive  system,  37  of  nonvenereal  genitourinary  diseases,  196 
of  puerperal  state,  173  of  diseases  of  the  skin  and  cellular 
tissue,  96  of  diseases  of  the  bones,  joints  and  lower  extremities 
(nontubercular),  12  of  malformation,  176  cases  of  infancy,  214 
of  senility,  139  of  infection  from  external  causes,  violence,  etc., 
and  409  of  no  disease. 

Among  the  390  deaths  reported  there  were  119  of  arterio- 
sclerosis, 28  of  cancer,  30  of  cardiac  disease,  8  of  cerebral  hemor- 
rhage, 3  of  locomotor  ataxia,  5  of  malnutrition,  4  of  nephritis, 
15  of  pneumonia,  8  of  premature  birth,  5  stillborn  and  86  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Of  the  deaths  there  were  68  under 
five  years,  11  from  five  to  twenty  years,  26  from  twenty  to 
thirty,  25  from  thirty  to  forty,  36  from  forty  to  fifty,  64  from 
fifty  to  sixty,  76  from  sixty  to  seventy,  63  from  seventy  to 
eighty,  18  from  eighty  to  ninety,  and  3  from  ninety  to  one 
hundred. 

There  were  507  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  lungs  treated,  a 
decrease  of  12  over  the  previous  year,  of  which  439  were  males 
and  68  females.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as  fol- 
lows: minimal,  31;  moderately  advanced,  119;  far  advanced, 
125;  apparently  arrested,  3.  The  condition  of  patients  on 
discharge  was  as  follows:  quiescent,  3;  apparently  arrested,  30; 
improved,  146;  not  relieved,  32;  died,  86.  Of  the  cases 
treated  there  were  210  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which 
is  21  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  64  cases  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  treated,  of  which  12  died.  Adding  to  the 
above  21   cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane,  there  is  a 
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grand  total  of  592  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been 
treated,  which  is  13  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  days'  treatment  for  the  year  in  this  department  was  89,450, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  days'  treatment  of  8,321,  or  an 
average  of  23  more  people  per  day  than  the  preceding  year. 

Work  in  the  tuberculosis  department  has  been  carried  on 
very  much  the  same  as  in  the  past  years.  Heliotherapy  is 
still  the  outstanding  factor  in  the  treatment  of  nonpulmonary 
tuberculosis  as  well  as  the  pulmonary  types  in  the  children. 
This  work  has  been  systematized  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  so  that  it  can  be  carried  through  the  winter  months,  but 
in  moderation  as  compared  to  the  summer  treatment.  New 
apparatus  has  been  added  for  the  examination  of  the  throat, 
and  a  routine  examination  of  the  throat  is  done  on  all  patients 
admitted,  to  make  a  diagnosis  of  incipient  laryngitis  when 
possible,  in  order  that  the  patient  may  receive  early  treatment. 
Much  more  time  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  than 
previously  to  graduated  exercise  for  the  patients.  This  is  of 
the  most  importance  as  it  is  felt  that  exercise  is  an  important 
part  of  the  routine  care  of  the  tuberculosis  patients.  Fresh 
air  and  rest  are,  of  course,  necessary  adjuncts  to  heliotheraphy. 

The  statistics  of  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  Oct.  1,  1921,  and  ending  Sept.  30,  1922. 

There  were  101  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  64  of 
these  being  transferred  from  other  institutions.  Of  these,  39 
were  insane  and  25  inebriates.  Thirty-seven  were  committed 
from  the  general  hospital  department,  35  as  first  commitments 
and  2  as  subsequent  cases.  The  daily  average  number  of 
patients  in  the  department  for  the  insane  has  been  719.93,  — 
males,  211.11  and  females,  508.82.  The  daily  average  number 
of  inebriates  has  been  7.48,  —  males,  6.7  and  females,  .78. 

There  were  35  deaths.  One  of  these  was  an  alcoholic  who 
died  of  an  acute  gastroenteritis  shortly  after  admission.  Of 
the  remaining  34  deaths,  14  were  of  males  and  20  of  females. 

Thirty  insane  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  3  were  discharged  as  recovered,  7  as  improved  and 
12  as  unimproved.  Eight  were  transferred  to  other  institu- 
tions for  the  insane.  Forty-one  inebriates  were  discharged 
during  the  year,  and  there  were  4  patients  who  escaped,  3  of 
these  being  inebriates. 
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Two  tubs  for  continuous  baths  were  put  in  operation  in  the 
"Belcher"  building,  and  they  have  been  in  constant  use  with 
very  good  results.  Two  more  will  be  set  up  shortly  and  the 
results  should  be  effectual  in  relieving  the  nursing  force  of 
that  building  and  should  also  greatly  benefit  the  quieter 
patients. 

By  the  operation  of  chapter  535,  section  4,  Acts  of  1922,  the 
Norfolk  Hospital  commitments  of  cases  of  intemperate  use  of 
drugs  and  stimulants  since  Sept.  13,  1922,  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  State  Farm  in  place  of  the  State  Infirmary  as 
formerly,  with  a  most  salutary  effect  in  our  wards  for  the 
insane  where  they  were  a  disturbing  element. 

The  laboratory  department  during  the  past  year  made  over 
15,000  examinations  in  bacteriology,  pathology  and  chemistry 
besides  a  large  amount  of  work  which  does  not  lend  itself  to 
classification. 

As  formerly  we  have  tried  to  obtain  a  specimen  of  urine  and 
blood  from  each  and  every  patient  admitted  to  our  wards, 
some  5,933  urine  examinations  and  2,244  Wassermann  tests  for 
syphilis  were  made  during  the  year.  We  had  528  positive 
bloods  upon  admission  to  the  institution,  or  little  more  than 
23  per  cent  of  all  patients  admitted  had  a  positive  blood 
Wassermann. 

There  was  a  very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  positive 
diphtheria  cases,  due,  I  believe,  to  the  fact  that  all  the  children 
had  been  Schicked  against  diphtheria  and  all  positive  cases 
immunized  with  toxin-antitoxin. 

There  were  2,134  examinations  of  milk  made  which  indi- 
cated to  us  the  dealers  that  were  bringing  in  milk  that  was 
below  the  standard  allowed  by  law,  and  through  the  State 
Division  of  Food  and  Drugs  dealers  whose  milk  was  found 
below  the  standard  have  been  fined  in  court. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  has  been  done  by  Dr.  O'Donoghue 
without  assistance  during  most  of  the  year.  The  desirability 
of  employing  a  trained  technician  who  would  be  able  to  work 
within  the  laboratory,  and  also,  at  the  request  of  the  hospital 
staff,  enter  the  wards  and  secure  the  specimens  or  make  bed- 
side examinations,  is  felt  by  all. 

The  work  of  the  dental  department  shows  that  there  were 
2,992    dental   room    visits,    1,481    treatments,    900    extractions 
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and  544  fillings.  In  the  X-ray  department  683  plates  were 
taken  and  250  treatments  given. 

Dr.  Mervyn  I.  Webber,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  College,  who 
had  completed  his  interneship  at  the  Worcester  City  Hospital, 
came  to  the  Infirmary  June  25,  1922,  as  assistant  physician  in 
the  men's  hospital.  Dr.  Moses  J.  Stone,  a  graduate  of  Tufts 
College,  who  had  completed  one  year's  interneship  at  the  Long 
Island  Hospital,  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  physician  in 
the  tuberculosis  department  and  began  duty  July  10,  1922. 

In  the  department  of  nursing  conditions  are  becoming  more 
settled  and  improvement  is  quite  generally  apparent.  An 
additional  head  nurse  is  now  employed  in  charge  of  the  ward 
for  aged  women,  whose  care  was  formerly  delegated  to  a  nurse 
who  was  also  charged  with  the  care  of  the  nursery  on  the  floor 
above.  Another,  added  to  the.  list  of  head  nurses,  has  charge 
of  the  maternity  ward  and  also  gives  prenatal  instruction  every 
week  to  expectant  cases,  and  gives  weekly  instruction  to 
mothers  in  the  care  of  infants  during  the  first  year.  The  head 
nurses  generally  seem  to  be  more  effectively  combining  the 
element  of  cheer  with  their  other  ministrations,  promoting 
sociability,  entertainment,  celebrating  birthdays  and  ac- 
quainting themselves  more  fully  with  the  personal  interests  as 
well  as  the  personal  comforts  of  their  charges. 

The  twenty-seventh  year  of  the  training  school  for  nurses 
has  been  a  successful  one.  In  addition  to  the  regular  schedule 
of  lectures,  quizzes,  demonstrations,  study  hour  and  required 
reading,  several  special  lectures  and  a  summer  course  in  anat- 
omy and  dietetics  has  been  given  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Board  of  Registration. 

There  were  27  pupils  admitted,  10  resigned  and  11  were 
graduated  from  the  regular  three-year  course.  On  September 
1  one  affiliated  nurse  from  the  Northampton  State  Hospital 
received  her  certificate  after  completion  of  one  year  of  instruc- 
tion. On  September  2  one  pupil  nurse  was  admitted  from  the 
Northampton  Training  School. 

September  27  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  chapel 
for  the  class  of  1922.  The  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Charles  Talbot,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Dr. 
G.  Forrest  Martin,  also  a  member  of  the  Board,  made  the  address. 
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Mr.  John  B.  Tivnan,  a  former  trustee  of  the  Infirmary,  pre- 
sented diplomas  to  the  following  nurses:  —

In  the  School  for  Relief  Nurses,  which  has  continued  suc- 
cessfully during  the  second  year,  7  pupils  have  completed  the 
one-year  course  and  have  received  certificates.  Four  remained 
to  assist  in  the  care  of  mental  cases  and  one  in  the  hydro- 
therapy room.     There  are  now  13  pupils  taking  this  course. 

The  total  number  in  the  nursing  department  is  now  160, 
classified  as  follows:  1  superintendent  of  nurses,  1  assistant 
superintendent,  1  instructor  in  nursing,  25  graduate  head 
nurses,  68  pupil  nurses,  1  affiliated  nurse,  8  relief  nurses  with 
special  assignment,  14  relief  nurse  pupils,  5  assistant  matrons 
and  36  attendants. 

A  bust  of  Dante  and  a  statue  of  Venus  were  presented  for 
the  Nurses'  Hall  by  friends  in  Brookline  through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.  Talbot.  An  electric  lamp  has  been  presented  by  the 
head  nurses,  a  piano  table  by  the  class  of  1922,  and  a  picture, 
"Shrine  of  Dreams,"  by  the  Alumnse  Society. 

The  school  department  has  profited  considerably  by  the 
opening  of  two  new  schoolrooms  properly  equipped  with  desks 
for  the  boys  who  were  formerly  in  the  rooms  of  the  male  hos- 
pital and  of  the  asylum  basement.  Better  light,  sufficient 
room  and  proper  seats  have  all  contributed  towards  better 
instruction. 

To  the  general  program  several  additions  have  been  made, 
namely,  systematic  physical  culture  for  boys,  regular  drawing 
and  modeling  classes  under  a  qualified  teacher,  and  evening 
recreational  classes.  Other  than  this  the  school  schedule  has 
remained  the  same  and  instruction  has  been  continued  on  the 
principles  expressed  in  last  year's  report,  that  is,  development 
to  the  extent  of  individual  capacity. 

During  the  summer  months  standard  grade  tests  were  given 
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to  all  the  pupils,  and  on  the  strength  of  the  results  obtained  a 
gratifying  number  of  children  were  promoted.  A  number  of 
intelligence  tests  were  given  to  some  of  the  children  who  had 
had  them  the  year  previously  as  well,  and  the  results  show  a 
fairly  consistent  mental  development. 

The  classes  have  been  larger  than  they  were  last  year,  but 
the  new  schoolrooms  and  full  quota  of  teachers  now  enable 
us  to  handle  them. 

In  the  manual  training  classes  the  boys  completed  41  articles, 
including  such  things  as  a  large  music  cabinet,  bookcase,  piano 
bench,  medicine  chest  and  large  coat  racks.  Besides  this  they 
repaired  a  great  many  chairs,  desks,  tables,  etc.,  belonging  to 
schoolrooms  and  the  boys'  ward.  The  older  boys  who  are  in 
school  part  time  and  who  work  part  time  are  reported  as  doing 
valuable  work  in  their  respective  places  on  the  farm,  in  the 
shop  and  in  repair  and  construction  work. 

In  sewing,  the  girls  have  completed  377  pieces,  varying  from 
the  simple  samplers  to  articles  of  clothing. 

There  were  ninety-seven  separate  entertainments  of  one 
sort  or  another,  including  concerts,  dances,  plays,  shows,  sleigh 
rides,  coasting  parties,  auto  rides,  picnics,  story-telling,  reading 
and  ward  parties.  Besides  this  there  were  weekly  moving- 
picture  shows,  excepting  in  the  summer  months.  During  the 
baseball  season  there  were  regular  games  played  between  the 
team  made  up  of  employees  and  a  visiting  team.  Although 
the  lesser  holidays  are  all  memorable,  four  occasions  stand  out 
beyond  the  others  in  entertainment:  the  Fourth  of  July,  with 
parades,  field  sports,  ball  games,  eleven  barrels  of  lemonade, 
ice  cream  for  all,  band  concert,  illuminated  yard  and  fireworks; 
Halloween  week,  with  parties,  dances  and  games  in  the  chapel 
and  many  of  the  different  wards;  Thanksgiving,  with  games, 
dances,  chicken  dinner  for  all;  and  Christmas  week,  which 
would  require  a  long  paragraph  to  do  full  justice  to  the  occa- 
sion. At  the  Infirmary  it  has  always  been  the  time  of  greatest 
happiness,  with  varied  entertainment,  carol  singing,  games  and 
many  thousands  of  gifts.  All  were  the  recipients  of  a  number  of 
presents  from  about  forty  different  trees  distributed  through 
the  institution.  The  very  large  Christmas  tree  in  the  yard 
was,,  as  in  many  years  past,  illuminated  during  Christmas 
week.     The  boys  and  girls  engage  in  seasonal  outdoor  sports 
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and  have  many  games  for  use  indoors.  A  phonograph  affords 
much  pleasure  in  the  boys'  ward,  and  the  piano  in  the  ward 
for  girls  is  also  a  source  of  great  enjoyment.  Impromptu 
parties  and  minor  entertainments  by  officers  and  visitors 
should  also  be  added  to  the  list. 

Tuberculosis  is  practically  eradicated  from  our  dairy  herd. 
This  has  been  accomplished  through  the  Department  of  Animal 
Industry,  and  to  Dr.  Lester  Howard  and  his  assistants,  whose 
skill  and  perseverance  have  made  this  possible,  we  are  greatly 
indebted.  Only  one  reactor  was  found  in  99  animals  tested 
in  November,  1922. 

The  herd,  increased  by  13  new  cows  from  the  Northfield 
School  and  by  young  stock,  now  numbers  99.  There  are  45 
registered  Holsteins  and  54  grades,  63  full  grown  and  36  head 
of  young  stock.  We  have  produced  210,293  quarts  of  milk 
and  600  pounds  of  dressed  beef. 

The  piggery  has  produced  52,000  pounds  of  dressed  pork. 
The  herd  consists  of  360  pigs;  25  thoroughbred  Berkshires, 
100  thoroughbred  Durocs  and  285  of  mixed  breed. 

The  poultry  farm  has  produced  9,000  dozen  eggs  and  4,000 
pounds  of  dressed  poultry,  and  we  started  the  next  year  with 
an  increased  flock  of  1,456  birds. 

There  was  considerable  increase  in  the  yield  of  vegetables 
and  other  crops,  the  result  from  the  orchards  being  especially 
noticeable.  We  have  cleared  10  acres  of  stump  land  and 
have  put  30  additional  acres  under  cultivation.  Two  new 
large  filter  beds,  150  by  75  feet,  have  been  completed  and 
excavation  for  two  more  beds  is  under  way.  One  hundred  and 
sixty  yards  of  new  roadway  in  the  main  yard  and  the  asylum 
yard  have  been  built.  Twelve  thousand  feet  of  lumber  and 
sixty  cords  of  wood  were  cut.  Repairs  in  the  dairy  barn,  con- 
sisting of  thirteen  new  ventilating  shafts  and  new  arrangements 
of  pens  for  the  stock  in  the  old  building,  have  been  made. 

The  work  of  the  department  of  repairs  and  improvements 
includes  painting  of  the  domestic  building,  the  south  gate 
building,  employees'  building,  mortuary  chapel,  laboratory, 
superintendent's  house,  Asylum  V,  also  inside  painting  of 
Asylum  V,  women's  special  ward  and  the  reading  and  smoking 
rooms  of  the  men's  house. 

Coal  ranges  at  children's  hospital  and  Asylum  VIII  have 
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been  replaced  by  electric  ranges,  the  coal  range  at  Asylum  VII 
by  a  gas  range,  and  the  old  gas  ranges  at  the  male  hospital 
and  women's  house  by  new  ranges.  An  additional  employee  in 
the  laundry  has  been  assigned  to  darning  and  repair  work  there. 
Two  electric  elevators,  collar  dry  room,  vacuum  pump  on 
sterilizer  and  new  toilet  room  have  been  added  to  the  laundry. 
New  equipment  has  been  installed  in  the  toilet  section  of  the 
men's  house  and  Asylum  VII.  Overhanging  eaves  have  been 
built  on  the  roof  of  the  maternity  ward  and  the  old  east  ward. 
The  roof  of  the  chapel  has  been  repaired,  the  roof  of  the 
women's  house  annex  has  been  renewed  with  gravel,  and  the 
blacksmith  shop  has  been  reshingled.  Three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet  of  additional  8-inch  high  pressure  fire  line 
have  been  put  through  the  yard.  Cement  walks  have  been 
laid  through  the  center  of  the  asylum  yard,  also  at  the  new 
employees'  building,  and  cement  walks,  steps  and  stone  retain- 
ing wall  at  the  Stone  house.  A  portion  of  cement  floor  has 
been  laid  in  the  cellar  of  the  men's  hospital.  A  concrete  sub- 
way has  been  completed  from  the  female  hospital,  south  end, 
to  Asylum  V.  A  new  firehouse  has  been  built  and  a  ladder 
truck  added  to  the  equipment.  The  passage  to  the  new  east 
ward  has  been  closed  in  with  glass.  The  wires  for  the  main 
group  of  buildings  are  now  practically  all  placed  in  the  subways 
and  basements,  —  a  work  which  has  taken  six  years  to  com- 
plete and  which  leaves  us  secure  from  any  serious  interruption 
of  service  and  difficult  repair  work  by  reason  of  snow  and  ice 
storms.  The  basement  of  Nurses'  Hall  No.  1  has  been  finished 
off  and  also  three  rooms  and  toilet  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
employees'  building.  The  laundry  truck  and  Beverly  jitney 
have  been  rebuilt  and  painted.  Six  portable  buildings  removed 
from  the  Rutland  Prison  Camp  have  been  erected  for  the 
Prison  Camp  and  occupied  by  thirty-five  prisoners.  The  Old 
Way  House  on  Livingston  Street  has  been  repaired  and  oc- 
cupied. 

By  the  Acts  of  1921,  chapter  203,  $50,000  was  appropriated 
for  extension,  improvement  and  equipment  of  the  domestic 
building,  and  this  work  has  been  carried  on  up  to  the  present 
time,  as  far  as  appropriations  would  warrant,  with  very  happy 
results  in  effecting  extensions  and  better  arrangement  of  the 
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building  space  and  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  this 
department,  although,  as  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  buildings,  there 
are  many  things  to  be  desired  that  have  not  yet  been  obtained. 
The  dining  room  for  insane  women  has  been  transferred  from 
the  first  to  the  second  floor.  A  new  fireproof  stairway  and 
corridor  to  that  floor  and  a  new  vestibule  to  the  first  floor, 
used  as  an  entrance  for  the  men  whose  dining  room  has  been 
transferred  from  the  basement,  have  made  a  great  improve- 
ment in  the  dining-room  conditions.  Serving  counters  have 
been  built  in  each  of  the  dining  rooms,  and  a  second-floor  story 
has  been  constructed  over  the  southern  extension  of  the  build- 
ing, which  provides  two  new  dining  rooms,  —  one  used  for  the 
staff  and  the  other  for  the  male  employees.  The  cold-storage 
section,  which  was  mostly  of  wooden  construction,  has  been 
demolished  and  a  new  cold-storage  section  established  of  re- 
enforced  concrete,  with  the  modern,  standard  insulation.  A 
new  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  main  kitchen.  Additional  cold- 
storage  closets  have  been  established  in  relation  with  the  differ- 
ent serving  rooms,  also  a  new  room  for  flour  storage,  two  rear 
fire  Peterson  ovens  in  the  bakery,  an  additional  room  for  pastry 
equipped  with  a  Hobart  mixer  and  ovens  electrically  operated 
and  heated.  A  large  porch  for  shelter  of  trucks  in  delivery 
and  transfer  of  food  to  other  portions  of  the  institution  con- 
cludes the  list  of  the  improvements  which  we  have  been  able 
to  effect  at  this  time.  With  the  exception  of  the  cold-storage 
insulation  of  five  of  the  storage  rooms,  the  laying  of  the  new  floor 
in  the  main  kitchen  and  the  installation  of  the  ovens,  practically 
all  of  this  has  been  done  by  the  men  employed  by  the  Infirmary. 

Contracts  were  placed  with  the  Beacon  Construction  Com- 
pany in  June  for  the  building  of  seven  new  wards,  with  a 
capacity  of  twenty  beds  each,  as  an  extension  to  the  hospital 
department,  and  in  September  for  an  extension  to  the  nurses' 
home  of  thirty-six  additional  rooms  as  was  authorized  by  the 
Legislature  of  1922.  This  work  was  all  well  advanced  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  estimates,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  and  approval  of 
your  Board,  for  the  coming  year,  as  submitted  in  accordance 
with  section  1,  chapter  244  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918,  are

Hospital  Extension.  —  To  complete  the  balance  of  the  pro- 
gram of  1922  for  additional  hospital  wards  for  relief  of  excessive 
overcrowding  and  the  increasing  proportion  of  chronic  cases. 
Provisions  for  148  more  beds  are  required  in  seven  new  build- 
ings, or  extensions  with  capacities  varying  from  forty  to  ten 
beds  each. 

Employees'  Quarters.  —  Thirty-two  rooms  as  additional  ac- 
commodations for  employees  are  requested  in  a  new  building 
for  married  couples  and  a  house  for  assistant  physician. 

Industrial  Building.  —  For  the  rehabilitation  of  cripples,  for 
occupational  therapy  and  for  employment  of  men  and  women 
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in  industrial  work  or  arts  and  crafts.  Adequate  space  and 
suitable  arrangement  of  rooms  is  required,  which  is  not  now 
provided. 

Gymnasium.  —  This  building  is  requested  to  provide  an 
assembly  room,  with  sufficient  capacity  for  the  inmates  not 
confined  to  their  beds,  for  entertainment,  recreation,  exercises 
and  improvement  and  also  for  recreation  rooms,  social  center 
and  gymnasium  facilities  for  employees  of  the  Infirmary. 

Farm  Buildings.  —  A  new  re-enforced  concrete  stable  is  re- 
quested for  the  greater  protection  of  the  horses  that  are  now 
housed  in  the  center  of  a  large  old  wooden  barn,  to  replace  the 
old  stable  destroyed  by  fire  in  1917.  A  new  slaughter  house  is 
requested  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  slaughtering,  and  a 
new  piggery  is  requested  to  replace  crude,  dilapidated  struc- 
tures. 

Water  Tower.  —  A  new  steel  water  tower,  70  by  30  feet,  is 
requested  to  replace  the  old  iron  standpipe  erected  in  1885 
and  to  increase  the  water  pressure. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  community 
store  has  been  established  for  the  sale  of  articles  of  refreshment 
and  small  items,  such  as  are  usually  found  at  wayside  booths, 
for  additional  comfort  and  convenience  to  the  people  within 
the  institution  who  would  otherwise  be  denied  these  privi- 
leges that  are  so  universal  on  the  outside. 

The  visitations  during  the  year  of  special  mention  are  as 
follows:  the  public  institutions  committee,  February  15;  the 
Governor's  Council,  March  15;  Encampment  of  Company  3, 
Cavalry,  U.  S.  A.,  under  Captain  Ernest,  July  7  and  21;  the 
mayor  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Haverhill,  July  19;  the 
State  Wardens  and  Matrons  Association,  —  95  guests,  —  Sep- 
tember 19;  joint  meeting  of  the,  Middlesex  North  and  East 
and  the  Essex  North  and  South  District  Medical  Societies, 
—  200  guests,  —  October  18. 

Our  obligations  are  due  to  a  very  long  list  of  donors  who 
have  contributed  home  cooking,  magazines,  books,  pictures, 
cards  and  innumerable  items  for  the  interest  and  entertain- 
ment of  the  patients,  besides  thousands  of  Christmas  gifts, 
including  victrolas,  all  of  which  gifts  have  been  personally 
acknowledged,  and  a  list  is  on  file  in  the  office  but  it  would 
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be  too  long  to  be  included  here.  A  matter  which  should  re- 
ceive special  mention  at  this  time  is  the  establishment  of  a 
library  at  the  men's  consumptive  hospital  by  Mrs.  Edwin 
Daley  of  Boston,  one  of  the  volunteer  visitors  to  the  Infirmary, 
who  has  been  working  on  this  matter  for  a  long  while  and  has 
personally  delivered  from  time  to  time  a  large  number  of 
books,  including  encyclopedia,  histories,  educational,  mechanical, 
scientific  and  standard  books,  also  a  very  large  proportion  of 
carefully  selected  modern  fiction,  until  the  number  of  books  on 
the  shelves  of  that  particular  library  has  now  reached  845,  and 
is  proving  a  great  blessing  to  this  department. 

To  the  beneficent  ministrations  of  our  chaplain,  the  Rev. 
Henry  B.  Mason,  throughout  the  year  I  would  acknowledge 
the  obligation  which  I  deeply  feel.  I  would  also  state  my 
appreciation  of  the  goodliness  and  cheer  with  which  the  Rev. 
Moses  L.  Sedar  greets  his  friends  and  followers  as  from  week 
to  week  he  comes  to  lead  and  to  teach  them  in  the  ways  of 
righteousness.  To  the  Rev.  Fr.  Fox,  O.M.I.,  our  chaplain 
from  the  Novitiate  of  Oblate  Fathers,  and  to  our  many  friends, 
his  associates  there,  who  so  often  respond  to  his  relief  or  to 
assist  in  the  endless  calls  and  duties  to  be  performed,  I  am 
greatly  beholden  and  I  would  add  that  their  daily  presence  and 
genial  greetings  are  an  inspiration  to  us  all.  This  year,  by  a 
special  good  fortune,  our  ranks  have  remained  intact  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  heretofore,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff 
and  employees  who  so  loyally  and  unselfishly  assist  me  in  the 
daily  work  I  would  express  my  sincere  thanks.  For  the  sup- 
port, assistance  and  reassurance  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Welfare  and  the  directors  in  his  departments  I  am  greatly  in- 
debted. To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  most 
valuable  counsel,  liberal  support  and  encouragement  which 
has  changed  so  many  of  my  tasks  to  pleasures  throughout  the 
year,  I  am  most  truly  thankful.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

As  of  November  30th,  1923,  there  were  2,087  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary, 
this  number  comparing  with  2,314  as  of  November  30th,  1922.  During  the 
year  ending  November  30th,  1923,  the  average  number  of  inmates  at  the  State 
Infirmary  was  2,081  as  compared  with  2,337  in  the  preceding  year,  a  decrease 
in  the  daily  average  number  of  256.  This  decrease  reflects  the  transfer  from 
the  minors'  wards  to  the  other  State  institutions  in  large  measure.  While  we 
were  sorry  to  lose  the  boys  and  girls,  we  feel  that  they  are  better  cared  for  at 
other  institutions  than  was  possible  to  do  for  them  at  the  State  Infirmary. 
Among  them  were  a  great  many  of  promise.  They  had  many  happy  days  at 
the  State  Infirmary,  and  it  was  a  joy  to  be  amongst  them.  Another  building 
would  have  been  necessary  at  the  State  Infirmary  if  they  were  to  have  remained 
there.  The  State  had  other  buildings  which  were  available,  and  theirs  were 
not  cases  where  the  State  Infirmary  could  be  of  particular  value  to  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  facts  above  stated,  there  were  in  the  institution  at  the 
end  of  December,  1923,  2,216  persons  as  against  2,287  a  year  previous.  Herein 
is  shown  a  decrease  of  only  71  persons.  These  figures  show  that  the  tendency 
of  the  number  of  patients  is  to  rise  again  toward  the  higher  level  of  a  year  ago. 

Under  Chapter  126  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  there  was  appropriated  for  the  In- 
firmary the  sum  of  $838,700.  In  addition,  $809.17  of  the  unspent  balance  of 
the  1922  appropriation  for  expenses  was  brought  forward  into  1923,  making  the 
total  amount  available  for  maintenance  $839,509.17.  This  amount  compares 
with  $851,900  appropriation  in  the  preceding  year.  During  the  year  there  has 
been  spent  a  total  of  $816,165.96,  which  compares  with  $849,853.71  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  or  a  decrease  in  expenditures  in  the  recent  fiscal  year  of  $33,687.75. 
This  decrease  is  slightly  less  than  4%  as  against  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  in- 
mates of  almost  11%. 

As  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury  $76,137.82 
received  for  articles  sold  and  for  the  care  of  individual  and  municipal  cases, 
leaving  a  net  outlay  of  $740,028.14. 

The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  at  the  State  Infirmary  during  the  recent  fiscal 
year  has  been  $6.84.    This  is  due,  in  a  measure,  to  the  reduced  numbers. 

At  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Legislature,  $140,000  was  added  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  hospital  extension.  We  thus  had  available  $240,000  for  this 
purpose.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been  spent  the  sum  of  $187,012.41.  Several 
nice,  clean,  comfortable  wards  have  been  added,  notably  the  two  wards  on  the 
extension  of  the  Women's  Hospital,  and  several  are  in  progress,  and  practically 
completed  at  this  writing,  at  the  Men's  Hospital. 

There  was  also  an  appropriation  brought  forward  from  last  year  of  $35,000 
for  employees'  quarters  extension.  Of  this  sum,  $9,556.11  was  reported  to  have 
been  spent  during  the  year  ended  November  30th,  1922.  There  has  been  spent 
in  the  recent  fiscal  year  $23,386.16. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  which  were  allowed  to  lapse  during  the  war 
and  the  many  busy  incidents  of  that  period,  are  now  fairly  well  caught  up.  The 
painting  which  had  been  neglected  is  about  completed,  and  there  is  very  little 
remaining  to  be  done.  The  walks  about  the  place  are  still  in  more  or  less  need 
of  better  surfacing,  and,  with  some  minor  attention  to  other  details,- the  Insti- 
tution will  be  pretty  well  provided. 

There  was  further,  also,  appropriated  for  the  waiting-room  the  sum  of  $4,944. 
Of  this  sum  $3,234.17  has  been  spent  in  the  recent  fiscal  year.

During  the  year  the  death  of  Herbert  Burr  Howard  has  occurred.  Dr. 
Howard  Avas  especially  dear  to  this  Institution,  and  to  everybody  connected  with 
it.  He  was  Superintendent  here  from  1891  to  1897,  and  for  twelve  years  he 
was  connected  with  the  Institution  in  various  capacities.  As  a  suitable  mark  of 
our  appreciation  of  Dr.  Howard  and  his  active  services  in  behalf  of  Tewksbury, 
we  have  caused  his  name  to  be  engraved  upon  the  topmost  stone  of  the  risers  at 
the  entrance  to  the  Institution. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien,  editor  of  the  Boston  Herald, 
presided  at  the  graduation  of  the  nurses.  This  was  an  interesting  occasion  in 
the  history  of  the  Institution,  both  as  respects  the  number  graduated  and  as  re- 
spects the  character  of  the  address. 

The  inmates  of  the  Institution  have  undoubtedly  had  more  comfort  and 
pleasure  in  their  retirements,  more  or  less  enforced,  during  the  last  year  than 
for  a  long  time  previous.  There  have  been  entertainments  provided  for  them 
of  a  varying  character  on  many  occasions,  and,  on  the  whole,  they  have  had  a 
reasonable  measure  of  enjoyment. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  conduct  of  the  In- 
stitution by  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols.  Under  his  skill  and  care  the  affairs  of  Tewks- 
bury have  gone  forward  with  a  minimum  of  friction,  and  with  a  great  deal  of 
success.  And  in  mentioning  Dr.  Nichols,  we  take  occasion  to  bring  to  your 
notice  also  the  excellent  organization  Avhich,  under  great  difficulties,  he  has 
managed  to  hold  together,  and  Avhich  has,  as  usual,  seconded  his  activity  and  his 
spirit  in  a  very  able  fashion. 

As  usual,  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  addressed  to  the  Trustees,  is  at- 
tached hereto.  It  presents  in  great  detail  the  matters  which  are  touched  upon 
in  this  brief  report,  and  gives  a  very  complete  record  of  the  Institution  and  all 
its  activities.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary. 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  seventieth  annual  report  of  the 
State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  December  1,  1923,  and  ending  November 
30,  1923. 

As  the  report  of  this  year  notes  the  se\rentieth  milestone  of  progress  of  one 
of  the  oldest  State  Institutions  it  seems  fitting  to  begin  Avith  a  brief  revieAV  of 
that  progress. 

The  State  Infirmary  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  May  20,  1852, 
Avhich  provided  for  the  building  of  three  State  Almshouses  to  accommodate  not 
less  than  500  each,  and  $100,000  Avas  appropriated  Avith  which  to  build  and  es- 
tablish the  three  institutions.  Sites  for  the  institutions  were  selected  in  TeAvks- 
bury,  BridgeAvater,  and  Monson. 

By  a  proclamation  by  the  Governor,  Emory  W.  Washburn,  May  1,  1854,  the 
state  almshouse  at  TeAvksbury  Avas  opened  to  receive  and  care  for  inmates.  The 
government  Avas  invested  in  a  board  of  inspectors  and  the  administration  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  superintendent,  physician,  and  chaplain.  The  government  of 
the  institution,  excepting  for  the  change  of  individual  members,  has  continued 
as  f  oIIoavs  :  the  supervising  board  of  three  inspectors  continued  until  1879  Avhen 
a  board  of  five  trustees  Avas  established  by  the  addition  of  tAvo  Avomen  to  the 
previous  board.  This  board  was  abolished  by  the  governor  April  23,  1883,  be- 
ing succeeded  at  that  time  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy  and  Charity, 
until  July  1,  1884,  Avhen  a  new  board  of  seven  —  to  serve  as  trustees  —  Avas 
created  for  the  State  Almshouse  at  Tewksbury  and  the  State  Work  House  at 
BridgeAvater.  On  August  27,  1919,  by  an  act,  Chapter  199,  the  supervision  of 
the  State  Farm  at  BridgeAvater  was  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Prisons,  leaving 
the  former  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm  with  the  direction  of 
the  State  Infirmary  alone. 
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Five  different  superintendents  have  served  during  these  seventy  years.  Mr. 
Isaac  H.  Messerve  was  the  first  Superintendent  and  served  from  1854  until  2858, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Marsh,  who  continued  as  superintend- 
ent until  1883  who  in  turn  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  C.  Irving  Fisher  who  served  un- 
til 1891,  at  which  time  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital in  New  York  City.  The  assistant  superintendent,  Dr.  Herbert  B.  Howard 
was  appointed  as  his  successor.  He  served  until  ]  897,  when  he  resigned  to  accept 
the  superintendency  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  The  writer  of  this 
report  was  promoted  to  the  superintendency  in  1897. 

The  early  part  of  the  building  program  consisted  of  one  very  large  wooden 
structure  with  supplementary  wooden  buildings  which  were  later  removed  and 
in  1866  they  began  to  construct  a  more  substantial  type  of  brick  buildings  for 
the  men's  hospital  and  the  women's  asylum.  After  a  long  interval  —  in  1887  — 
the  women's  hospital  was  erected  and  since  then  new  buildings  have  been  erected 
at  an  average  of  more  than  one  every  year. 

There  are  at  present  about  50  brick  buildings  which  provide  for  the  classifica- 
tion of  the  male  population  on  the  east  side  of  the  group  and  for  the  female 
patients  on  the  west  side.  By  these  different  building  units  a  classification  of 
inmates  into  different  departments  has  been  made  possible.  The  House  Depart- 
ment, begun  in  1894  has  a  capacity  of  740  beds ;  Asylum  Department,  started  in 
1866,  735  beds;  General  Hospital,  started  in  1887,  750  beds;  Tuberculosis 
Wards,  built  1900,  280  beds;  Maternity,  established  1888,  14  beds;  Children's 
Hospital,  built  1907,  200  beds;  Training  School  for  Nurses,  1896,  and  also 
large  separate  buildings  for  domestic  department,  laundry,  power  plant,  chapel, 
store,  nurse's  homes,  and  employee's  quarters,  wooden  buildings  to  the  number  of 
35,  including  a  large  barn  and  other  farm  structures  as  well  as  numerous  houses 
for  employees.  The  land  holdings  have  increased  from  117  to  794  acres  and  the 
total  valuation  of  the  Infirmary  to  $2,330,792. 

During  the  seventy  years  212,471  persons  have  been  admitted  and  $12,044,- 
740.56  have  been  expended  for  salaries  and  maintenance.  We  may  thus  esti- 
mate an  average  cost  to  the  State  of  $56.81  for  each  person  cared  for  and 
assuming  the  average  residence  of  six  months  for  each  patient  we  may  estimate 
an  average  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $2.18  during  the  seventy  years. 

On  May  20,  1854,  the  number  received  had  reached  nearly  800  and  by  the  first 
of  the  year  2,193  people  had  been  admitted,  comprising  men,  women,  boys,  girls, 
infants ;  sane,  and  insane.  In  succeeding  years  this  institution  has  cared  for  in- 
mates as  above  classified  in  varying  numbers  during  each  year  until  the  largest 
record  was  reached  in  1908  when  8,157  persons  were  cared  for.  The  largest 
weekly  average  of  patients,  2,601,  was  reached  in  1915  in  which  year  is  also 
recorded  the  largest  daily  census  of  3,107  inmates.  The  number  has  increased 
from  14  on  the  first  pay  roll  up  to  435  at  the  present  time. 

In  recognition  of  the  preponderance  of  the  general  hospital  nature  and  re- 
quirements of  the  institution,  the  legislature,  by  an  act  of  1900  changed  the 
name  from  State  Almshouse  to  State  Hospital.  Under  this  designation  it  con- 
tinued until  1909,  when  by  a  legislative  enactment  the  title  "  State  Hospital  "  was 
selected  to  indicate  the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  the  name  of  the  State  Hos- 
pital, was  changed  to  State  Infirmary,  as  a  distinctive  title. 

The  records  for  1923  show  that  during  the  year  4,410  people  have  been  cared 
for  —  2,758  males  and  1,652  females  —  or  638  less  than  the  previous  year,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,087  people  in  the  institution.  The 
largest  daily  census  was  2,417,  a  decrease  of  183  over  the  previous  year  and  the 
smallest  daily  census  was  1,828,  which  was  360  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
daily  average  number  of  people  was  2,080.87  or  256.17  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

These  smaller  numbers  are  accounted  for  by  the  removal  of  200  children  to 
the  schools  for  feeble-minded  at  Waverley,  Wrentham  and  Belchertown,  early  in 
the  year. 

The  number  of  births  was  114  —  60  males  and  54  females  —  which  is  14  less 
than  the  previous  year.  There  were  334  deaths  —  the  lowest  record  since  1898  — 
and  is  90  less  than  the  previous  year  —  283  in  the  general  hospital  department 
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and  51  in  the  department  for  the  insane.     Of  the  total  number,  216  were  males 
and  118  females. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $816,165.96,  and  the  average  weekly 
per  capita  cost  was  $7.54. 

The  amount  of  $76,137.82  was  received  for  the  support  of  city,  town,  and 
United  States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves 
a  net  cost  of  $740,028.14  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  for  the  year,  and 
a  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $6.84.  Under  the  heading  of  special  appropria- 
tions $157,454.46  was  expended,  as  shown  in  further  detail  in  the  treasurer's 
report. 

Among  a  total  of  3,774  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  department  there  were 
2,581  males  and  1,193  females,  of  whom  829  were  discharged  well,  546  relieved, 
658  not  relieved,  283  died,  and  1,458  remained  in  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  f olloAving  is  a  list  of  infectious  cases  reported :  18  diphtheria,  3  erysipelas ; 
5  scarlet  fever ;  21  whooping  cough ;  13  other  epidemic  diseases ;  424  tuberculosis 
of  lungs;  6  purulent  infection  and  septicemia;  39  other  forms  of  tuberculosis; 
213  syphilis;  gonococeus  infection  119. 

There  were  139  cases  of  alcoholism,  which  is  68  more  than  the  previous  year, 
and  2  cases  of  morphinism. 

There  Avere  81  cases  of  cancer,  8  of  pernicious  anasmia,  59  cases  of  diseases 
of  the  spinal  cord,  74  of  mental  diseases,  11  of  idiocy,  274  of  feeble-mindedness, 
36  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  93  cardiac  disease,  567  of  arteriosclerosis,  75 
of  respiratory  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  98  of  diseases  of  the  digestive 
system,  25  of  nonvenereal  genitourinary  diseases,  177  of  puerperal  state,  107  of 
diseases  of  the  skin  and  cellular  tissue,  97  of  diseases  of  the  bones,  joints  and 
lower  extremities  (nontubercular),  15  of  malformation,  109  cases  of  infancy, 
111  of  senility,  119  of  infection  from  external  causes,  violence,  etc.,  and  313  of 
no  disease. 

Among  the  283  deaths  reported  there  were  97  of  arteriosclerosis,  41  of  cancer, 
18  of  cardiac  disease,  1  of  cerebral  hemorrhage,  1  of  locomotor  ataxia,  2  of 
nephritis,  8  of  pneumonia,  9  of  premature  birth,  5  stillborn  and  60  of  tubercu- 
losis of  the  lungs. 

There  were  424  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  lungs  treated,  a  decrease  of  77  over 
the  previous  year,  of  which  359  were  males  and  65  females.  The  classification  on 
admission  was  as  follows :  minimal  19,  moderately  advanced  115,  far  advanced 
73.  The  condition  of  patients  on  discharge  was  as  follows:  quiescent  13;  ap- 
parently arrested  30 ;  improved  90 ;  not  relieved  30 ;  died  60.  Of  the  cases  treated 
there  were  197  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  13  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  There  were  39  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  treated,  of 
which  7  died.  Adding  to  the  above  10  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  insane, 
there  is  a  grand  total  of  473  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have  been  treated, 
which  is  119  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  days'  treatment 
for  the  year  in  this  department  was  82,649  an  increase  in  the  number  of  days' 
treatment  of  6,801  or  an  average  of  18.35  more  people  per  day  than  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Treatment  in  the  Tuberculosis  Department  has  been  very  much  as  in  the 
previous  year.  A  larger  number  of  nonpulmonary  cases  have  been  treated  than 
before  and  many  more  of  them  adults.  The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in 
children  has  been  very  much  lessened.  There  were  18  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  being  treated  in  this  department.  The  children's  camp  has  been  renovated 
and  gives  very  satisfactory  results  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases.  During  the 
past  year  10  women  patients  from  the  asylum  wards  were  transferred  to  the 
Fiske  and  are  doing  well  in  their  new  quarters.  Dr.  Sullivan  has  assisted  in  the 
weekly  health  clinics  of  the  Division  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  District  Health 
Officers  in  different  parts  of  the   State. 

The  statistics  of  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the  twelve  months  be- 
ginning October  1,  1922  and  ending  September  30,  1923. 

There  were  53  patients  admitted;  16  were  admitted  by  transfer  from  other 
institutions;  of  these  15  were  insane  and  one  a  voluntary  epileptic;  37  as  first 
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admissions  and  4  as  re-admissions.     The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the 
department  for  the  insane  has  been  723.13 ;  males  219.3  and  females  503.83. 

There  were  51  deaths  during  the  year ;  33  females  and  18  males.  There  were 
18  patients  discharged  from  the  books;  of  these  8  were  males  and  10  females. 
One  male  was  discharged  as  recovered,  5  males  and  5  females  as  improved,  2 
males  and  5  females  as  unimproved;  8  patients  were  transferred  to  other  insti- 
tutions, of  these  one  was  male  and  seven  were  females. 

The  three  tubs  for  continuous  baths  have  been  in  constant  use  since  they  were 
installed. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  ten  insane  women  were  removed  to  the 
Women's  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis. 

The  quota  of  men  working  on  the  farm  has  been  increased  to  more  than  50 
patients  who  were  employed  during  the  summer.  Asylum  IV  has  cared  for  an 
average  of  77  patients,  with  all  but  25  working  outside  of  the  building  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  yard  around  Asylum  VIII 
where  new  cement  walks  have  been  constructed  and  the  yard  graded,  Avith  fur- 
ther improvements  made  by  the  addition  of  trees,  shrubbery,  and  a  fountain  with 
a  large  circular  basin. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Annie  G.  Mac- 
Donald,  has  been  productive  of  most  satisfactory  results,  with  very  encourag- 
ing indications  for  further  improvement  in  the  school  conditions  as  well  as  of 
careful  and  effective  service  for  the  state's  charges. 

With  67  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  the  three  year  course,  thirty 
were  admitted,  three  resigned,  three  were  dismissed,  and  twenty  were  graduated. 
There  were  three  affiliated  nurses  admitted  from  the  Northampton  State  Hos- 
pital for  one  year  of  instruction,  two  of  whom  finished  the  course.  There  were 
663  hours  given  to  class  room  work  which  included  lectures,  quizzes,  laboratory 
work,  and  demonstrations.  There  were  some  additional  lectures  given.  In  or- 
der to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Registration  it  was  necessary 
to  continue  the  class  room  work  through  the  summer  months;  also  a  special  re- 
view course  of  Anatomy  and  Dietetics. 

At  the  Graduation  exercises  for  the  nurses  —  held  in  the  chapel  September 
26 — the  principal  address  was  made  by  Mr.  Robert  Lincoln  O'Brien  of  Boston. 
Dr.  G.  Forrest  Martin,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  also  addressed  the 
class.  Diplomas  were  presented  by  Mr.  Galen  Stone,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  to  the  following  members :  Mae  Patricia  Murphy,  Myrtle  Marian 
Borate,  Mildred  Elizabeth  Ormiston,  Florence  Mary  Hayes,  Mary  Helena 
Burke,  Margariete  Isabelle  MacEachern,  Anna  Mae  McKillop,  Beatrice  Pearl 
Simpson,  Helen  Mary  Dolan,  Florence  Mary  Johnson,  Rose  Gertrude  Dowd, 
Emma  Matilda  Miller,  Gladys  Geneva  Guignion,  Winnifred  Constance  Guignion, 
Dorothy  Helen  Guignion,  Margaret  Mary  O'Hare,  Catherine  Genevive  McKen- 
nedy,  Doris  Anna  Farmer,  Helen  Catherine  Morre,  Bridget  Madeline  Prindible. 

Nineteen  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  one  year  course  for  Relief  Nurses :  eight 
left  and  eleven  were  graduated.  There  were  fifty-nine  attendants  engaged 
during  the  year. 

Graduation  exercises  for  the  relief  nurses  were  held  in  the  classroom  Decem- 
ber 20,  1922.  The  Superintendent  addressed  the  class  and  presented  certificates 
to  the  following  members :  Rose  Muriel  Lynch,  Mary  Rose  Barron,  Marguerite 
Josephine  Sheerin,  Martha  Evelyn  Murray,  Elizabeth  Marion  Donohue,  The- 
resa Elizabeth  Daggett,  Agnes  Estelle  Bunker,  Catherine  Agnes  Sullivan,  Mar- 
garet Ward,  Rosanna  Dubreniel,  Madeline  Mary  McHugh. 

Total  number  of  nursing  force  was  160  on  November  30,  1923. 

The  following  gifts  were  presented  for  Nurse's  Hall:  two  mahogany  tables 
from  the  class  of  '23,  electric  lamp  from  the  head  nurses,  a  china  set  from  the 
State  Infirmary  Alumnre  Society,  pictures  and  Pianola  records  from  friends  in 
Brookline. 

The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  is  indicated  in  the  items  as  follows : 

There  were  16,000  tests,  or  examinations  made,  including:  Urine  7,624,  con- 
taining albumen  387,  sugar  38,  blood  807,  sputum  1,286,  positive  120,,  spinal 
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fluids  325,  widal  examinations  103,  Wasserman  (blood)  1,909,  positive  232, 
Was&ermann  (spinal  fluids)  21,  positive  2,  Bacteriological  cultures  1,844,  smears 
Malaria  (negative)  31,  Gonocoecus  751,  positive  94,  blood  cultures  49,  examina- 
tion of  milk  2,279,  other  foods  97,  guinea  pig  inoculations  184,  renal  function 
test  82,  autopsies  12,  vaccines  116,  stools  103,  gastric  contents  34. 

Dr.  Mervyn  I.  Webber,  assistant  physician  in  the  hospital  for  men,  resigned 
April  22,  1923  to  accept  a  fellowship  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Rochester,  Minn. 
Dr.  William  Maclntyre,  also  assistant  physician  in  the  men's  hospital,  resigned 
July  21,  1923  in  order  to  take  up  private  practice  in  Manchester.  Dr.  Charles 
L.  Trickey,  a  former  assistant  physician,  returned  to  the  Infirmary  August  30, 
1922,  after  three  years  as  Medical  Director  of  the  Cuban-Dominican  Sugar  Co., 
Barahona,  San  Domingo  —  to  accept  a  position  in  charge  of  the  men's  hospital. 
Dr.  Moses  J.  Stone,  assistant  physician  in  the  Department  of  Tuberculosis,  re- 
signed September  17,  1923  to  accept  a  position  at  the  Rutland  State  Sanatorium, 
and  Dr.  James  F.  Lawlor,  former  city  physician  and  member  of  the  Beverly 
Hospital,  accepted  the  position  as  assistant  physician  in  the  Department  of 
Tuberculosis.  Dr.  Frederick  E.  Twitchell  resigned  on  June  23,  1923  from  his 
position  as  dentist,  in  Avhich  line  of  work  he  had  served  for  11  years.  He  also 
had  served  as  Roentgenologist  for  a  number  of  years.  Sidney  B.  Stone  D.D.S. 
a  graduate  of  the  Tufts  College  of  Dentistry  and  formerly  of  the  Forsyth 
Dental  School,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Twitchell.  He  began  his  services 
August  20,  1923. 

In  reporting  the  activities  of  the  farm  the  matter  of  greatest  interest  is  that 
the  dairy  herd  of  109  animals  —  an  increase  of  ten  over  the  past  year  — -  has  suc- 
cessfully passed  two  more  Tuberculin  tests  Avithout  showing  any  positive  re- 
actions. We  have  produced  243,000  quarts  of  milk,  2,000  pounds  of  dressed  beef. 
The  piggerv  has  produced  60,000  pounds  of  pork.  The  herd  now  consists  of 
322  hogs. 

The  poultry  farm  has  produced  9,066  doz.  eggs,  3,500  pounds  of  dressed 
poultry.  The  stock  has  increased  to  2,120  birds  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  has  been  a  slight,  general  increase  in  hay,  fruit,  and  vegetable  crops. 
Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  lowering  the  water  course  on  the  Almont 
farm  and  for  the  draining  of  16  acres  of  low  land  which  has  been  reclaimed  for 
cultivation.  We  have  completed  and  put  into  operation  one  new  filter  bed, 
150'  x  75'  and  nearly  completed  a  second  one,  besides  emptying  and  refilling 
two  of  the  old  beds.  Five  thousand  feet  of  lumber  and  110  cords  of  wood  have 
been  cut. 

Extensive  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  poultry  farm 
and  also  at  the  main  barn.  The  addition  of  36  new  rooms  to  the  nurse's  home, 
and  the  four  new  structures  for  additions  to  the  hospital  department,  which 
were  reported  as  under  Avay  in  the  last  report  have  been  finished  and  half  of 
them  are  already  occupied.  Six  other  new  structures,  or  additions  to  the  hos- 
pital department,  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  1923,  have  been  erected  and 
are  now  nearing  completion,  as  well  as  a  reception  room  as  an  extension  to  the 
administration  building.  With  this  provision  286  new  beds,  added  to  various 
parts  of  the  hospital  department,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  com- 
ing summer. 

With  these  16  new  hospital  wards  for  further  accommodation  and  distribution 
of  patients,  the  major  portion  of  the  difficulties  surrounding  our  hospital  prob- 
lems will  be  overcome.  This  is  the  most  notable  advance  of  any  single  program 
of  improvement  since  1894  when  the  old  wooden  building  was  replaced  by  the 
brick  structures  on  the  north  front  of  the  institution. 

We  are  able  to  report  a  long  list  of  repairs  and  improvements  in  various  parts 
of  the  institution  by  which  the  many  urgent  needs  that  have  been  apparent  in 
the  past  few  years  are  once  more  approaching  to  normal  conditions. 

In  the  yard  considerable  repair  work  has  been  done  on  the  old  concrete  walks, 
summer  house  near  the  women's  pavilion  rebuilt,  new  installations  in  the  toilet 
rooms  of  12  lavatories,  11  closets,  4  tubs.  At  the  Men's  Pavilion,  temporary  re- 
location of  the  barber  shop  to  increase  the  floor  area  in  the  smoking  room,  addi- 
tional showers,  new  floors  in  the  bath  room,  and  a  new  dressing  room  constructed,, 
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gas  range  and  steam  table  installed  in  the  serving  room,  cold  water  pipes  in 
basement  covered.  First  and  second  floors  of  West  Wing  have  been  painted. 
Men's  Hospital,  brick  work  pointed  up.  A  six-inch  steam  line  from  old  Men's 
Hospital  to  East  Ward,  replacing  a  three-inch  line,  a  four-inch  line  from  the 
East  to  the  New  East  Ward.  Asylum  VII;  fitted  steel  plates  over  trenches  in 
basement  floor.  Women's  Hospital ;  outside  painting  done.  Domestic  Building ; 
additional  work  and  painting  of  serving  room,  two  sections  of  gas  range  in- 
stalled, two  vegetable  steamers,  two  neAv  150  gallon  aluminum  kettles,  one  addi- 
tional dumb  waiter  well,  built,  a  shaft  for  smoking  hams,  a  long  metal  hood  over 
the  whole  line  of  ranges,  steamers,  urns,  and  kettles.  At  the  Fiske;  two  cement 
coal  chutes.  At  the  Bancroft ;  a  cement  floor  in  basement  and  reconstruction  of 
heating  system  in  the  North  West  Wing.  Children's  Hospital;  new  floors  and 
kitchen  constructed  in  the  former  boiler  room  with  two  storage  rooms;  laundry 
rooms,  one  new  stairway  from  basement  to  first  floor.  Barn;  replanking  the 
bridge,  high  pressure  steam  to  cow  barn.  South  Gate  building;  finished  off  two 
additional  sleeping  rooms  and  installed  a  bath  room  on  the  first  floor.  Admin- 
istration Building  painted  stairway  and  put  window  sash  in  the  openings  of 
the  tower.  Run  a  600-volt  cable  from  power  house  to  chapel  for  organ  blower 
motor.  Pointed  up  brick  work  of  chapel,  Administration  building,  men's  and 
women's  building,  dark  curtains  put  on  the  windows  in  the  chapel  for  afternoon 
movies.  Laundry,  new  toilets,  two  new  prosperity  presses  installed,  new  ex- 
tractor foundation  and  cement  floor  put  in.  Power  plant  and  pumping  station ; 
cleaned  out  20  wells,  seventeen  new  brass  well  points  for  replacements,  merit 
oil  regulator  installed  on  boilers  number  three  and  four,  telephone  lines  con- 
necting laundry,  office,  power  house,  shop  and  garage.  Asylum  VIII;  cold  wa- 
ter pipes  covered  in  basements,  new  ceilings  of  metal  lath  and  plaster  in  sewing 
room,  dining  room,  and  kitchen,  one  additional  continuous  bath  and  additional 
heat  installation  in  basement,  painting,  repairing,  shingling,  and  screening  of  five 
houses  of  employees,  with  general  repairs  on  all  roofs.

—  West  side  storage  is  for  increasing  and  improving 
the  general  storage  at  the  freight  house  to  the  extent  of  one  additional  floor  and 
an  elevator.

guests  at  the  nurses'  graduation  on  September  26. 

We  are  indebted  to  many  donors  who  have  contributed  books,  magazines,  pic- 
tures and  phonograph  records  for  the  wards  and  especially  to  the  Social  Service 
workers  of  the  Division  of  Aid  and  Relief  and  many  others  who,  as  usual,  sent 
numerous  Christmas  gifts,  cards,  and  comforts. 

The  Reverend  Father  Fox,  O.  M.  I.  for  more  than  a  year  our  chaplain,  was 
assigned  to  mission  work  and  was  succeeded  in  March  by  the  Reverend  Father 
Murray  as  chaplain.  To  both  of  these  clergymen,  as  well  as  to  others  of  their 
associates  at  the  Novitiate  of  the  Oblate  Fathers,  I  wish  to  pay  my  tribute  of 
respect  and  acknowledgment  of  their  devotion  to  the  sacred  duties  of  the  office 
and  their  cheerful  co-operation  and  assistance  in  the  daily  work  of  the  institu- 
tion. To  the  Reverend  Mr.  Mason,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of 
his  service  as  chaplain  for  the  Protestant  members  of  our  community  To  the 
Reverend  Moses  Sedar,  the  Jewish  chaplain,  for  his  ministrations  and  his  cheer- 
ful presence  among  us,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.  I  am  more  than  thank- 
ful for  the  assistance  and  faithful  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  medical 
staff,  the  nurses,  attendants,  and  all  the  officers  and  employees  who  have  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  institution  through  the  year  just 
ended. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Howard,  my  predecessor,  early  in  the  year,  was  an 
irreparable  personal  loss  of  a  true  friend  and  counsellor  since  the  beginning 
of  my  service  with  him  in  1891,  and  the  loss  of  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  welfare 
of  the  institution  ever  since  his  first  service  here  in  1883. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  directors  of  his  division,  I 
am  indebted  for  inspiration,  support,  and  assistance. 

To  you,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  from  whom  comes  my 
authority,  to  whom  I  turn  for  leadership  and  by  whom  I  have  been  so  generously 
encouraged  and  upheld  in  my  work  through  many  years,  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
my  debt  of  gratitude.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

As  of  November  30,  1924,  there  were  2,430  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary, 
this  number  comparing  with  2,087,  on  November  30,  1923. 

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1924,  the  average  number  of  patients 
was  2,285,  as  compared  with  2,081,  in  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  in  the  daily 
average  number  of  204.  This  year's  figures  emphasize  the  natural  increase,  which 
is  due  and  expected,  for  which  we  should  make  future  preparations,  and  it  also 
reflects  the  general  condition  of  unemployment,  which  has  obtained  during  this 
period  which  does  recur  and  will  recur  from  time  to  time. 

Under  chapters  126  and  510  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  there  was  appropriated  for 
the  State  Infirmary,  the  sum  of  $846,800.  In  addition,  $5,945.47  of  the  unspent 
balance  of  the  1923  appropriation  for  expenses  was  brought  forward  into  1924, 
making  the  total  amount  available  for  maintenance,  $852,745.47.  This  compares 
with  $839,509.17,  the  appropriation  for  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  spent  a  total  of  $847,061.62,  which  compares 
with  $816,165.96  in  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase  in  expenditures  in  the 
recent  fiscal  year  of  $30,895.66.  This  increase  is  slightly  less  than  4%  while  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  inmates  is  almost  10%. 

As  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury,  $91,635.59, 
received  for  articles  sold  and  for  care  of  individual  and  municipal  cases,  leaving 
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a  net  outlay  of  $755,420.03.  The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  the  care  of  patients 
has  been  $6.36. 

From  a  balance  of  $56,987.59,  from  special  appropriations,  authorized  by 
chapter  126  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  and  129  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  for  hospital  extension, 
employees'  quarters,  and  waiting  room,  $54,951.63  has  been  expended  and  a 
balance  of  $2,036.56,  turned  back  to  the  State  Treasury. 

The  new  buildings  are  all  in  use  at  this  writing,  relieving  the  very  critical  hos- 
pital demands  and  adding  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients, 
their  visitors,  and  the  convenience  and  contentment  of  the  employees  as  well. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  Administration  building  a  comfortable  reception 
room,  as  an  extension  of  the  central  hallway.  An  extension  to  the  buildings  for 
nurses  and  for  matrons,  36  new  rooms  were  added.  There  have  also  been  added 
16  new  hospital  wards  to  the  men's  and  women's  hospital  department,  with  a 
combined  capacity  of  285  beds,  at  a  cost  of  $837  per  bed.  This  very  low  rate  per 
bed  is  notable  in  modern  hospital  construction;  of  course,  much  that  might  be 
desirable  has  been  omitted;  compactness  with  simplicity  of  requirements  has  been 
the  aim,  and  improvement  in  sanitation  and  comfort  has  been  attained. 

A  marked  general  improvement,  in  the  condition  of  repair  of  the  older  buildings 
is  noted  and  it  is  essential  that  considerable  more  should  be  done  to  bring  these 
buildings  up  nearer  to  the  standards  of  the  new  wards.  We  wish  to  co-operate 
as  in  the  past  in  every  move  to  reduce  the  State  taxes,  but  there  are  still  further 
projects  which  should  be  carried  out,  to  place  this,  one  of  the  largest  hospitals, 
more  nearly  upon  a  par  in  matters  of  buildings,  accommodations  and  equipment 
with  the  best  of  the  State  institutions.  The  overcrowding  in  the  men's  pavilion 
during  the  winter  months,  is  a  matter  of  seriousness  which  is  especially  apparent 
at  the  present  moment. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  items  for  which  we  request  that  special  appropri- 
ations be  granted,  together  with  the  estimated  cost,  which  were  filed  on  October 
15th,  with  the  Commission  of  Administration  and  Finance: 

1.  Storage  Extension  ....    $32,285 

2.  Employees'  Quarters        .  .  .  .      57,439 

3.  Industrial  Building  ....      69,973 

It  is  pleasing  to  find  further  improvement  in  the  repairs,  in  the  industries,  and 
in  the  production  of  the  farm,  especially  the  accredited  dairy  herd — tuberculosis 
free — is  a  matter  of  so  great  importance  to  the  general  health  in  the  institution. 

The  maintenance  of  the  high  standards  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
and  the  results  attained  in  the  one  year  course  for  relief  nurses,  are  also  matters 
which  we  wish  to  commend. 

The  medical  and  nursing  care  has  been  continued  on  a  high  plane.  With  more 
than  5,000  people  under  care  and  treatment  and  their  friends,  there  have  been 
occasional  complaints  though  far  less  than  could  be  expected  in  any  community 
of  that  number  of  people,  but  the  general  health  and  welfare  of  all  of  these  charges 
has  been  much  above  the  average  to  be  expected,  from  the  nature  of  the  cases 
admitted  and  the  conditions,  the  number  of  employees,  and  equipment  with  which 
the  staff  has  to  perform  its  work. 

Although  with  regret,  we  note  with  pride  the  promotion  to  positions  of  greater 
responsibility  and  remuneration  of  Dr.  William  T.  Hanson,  to  Medical  Director 
of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  criminal  insane  at  the  State  Farm,  Bridgewater, 
and  Dr.  George  M.  Sullivan  to  a  position  with  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
for  the  suppression  of  tuberculosis  in  childhood.  They  have  our  best  wishes  in 
their  new  work.  With  like  regret  and  appreciation  of  the  services  performed, 
and  with  kindest  wishes  we  note  the  departure  of  Mr.  William  E.  Holt,  for  ten  years 
past  Chief  Engineer,  to  a  field  of  greater  opportunity.    . 

The  magnitude  of  the  State  Infirmary,  a  community  of  3,000  people;  the  un- 
usual number  and  diversity  of  departments;  the  large  preponderance  of  general 
hospital  problems,  make  it  important  that  the  State  government  should  be  apprised 
of  the  necessity  of  more  ample  appropriations  for  maintenance,  for  personnel, 
and  equipment,  in  the  future,  if  the  State  Infirmary  is  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
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requirements  and  standards  of  the  general  and  special  hospitals  with  which  it  has 
to  be  measured  in  making  comparisons. 

Although  not  complaining,  we  believe  that  a  policy  in  central  government 
which  would  allow  of  flexibility  or  variations  in  standards,  quotas  and  require- 
ments from  those  set  for  groups  of  special  hospitals,  is  a  constructive  suggestion 
which  might  help  to  solve  some  of  the  problems  and  remove  many  of  the  difficulties 
in  the  administration  at  the  State  Infirmary.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  seventy-first  annual  report  of  the 
State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  December  1,  1923,  and  ending  November 
30,  1924. 

The  records  for  1924  show  that  during  the  year  5,174  people  have  been  cared 
for — 3,468  males  and  1,706  females — or  764  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,430  people  in  the  institution,  which  is  343 
more  than  last  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,488,  an  increase  of  71  over 
the  previous  year,  and  the  smallest  daily  census  was  2,088  which  is  260  more 
than  the  previous  year.  The  daily  average  number  of  people  was  2,284.91,  or 
204.04  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-three  out  of  the  764  additional  cases  cared  for  this  year 
represent  an  increase  of  sick  cases  demanding  hospital  care. — The  chronic  and 
helpless  cases  have  been  rapidly  increasing  during  the  last  few  years — and  the 
remaining  201  doubtless  reflect  the  industrial  depression  and  diminished  employ- 
ment. Indirectly  one-half  of  the  increased  hospital  cases  might  be  ascribed  to 
the  cause  of  unemployment,  resulting  in  diminished  nourishment  and  less  favor- 
able conditions  of  housing,  clothing,  self-care,  which  are  factors  that  are  cer- 
tain to  lower  the  vitality  and  increase  the  amount  of  sickness  in  the  community. 
It  has  always  been  found  that  rapidly  increasing  numbers  at  the  State  Infirmary 
serve  as  a  barometer  in  indicating  general  and  industrial  depression. 

The  number  of  births  was  155 — 90  males  and  65  females — which  is  41  more  than 
the  previous  year.  There  were  438  deaths — 391  in  the  general  hospital  depart- 
ment and  47  in  the  department  for  the  insane — 320  were  males  and  118  females. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $847,061.62 — $498,365.63  general  expendi- 
tures and  $348,665.99  for  salaries.     The  average  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $7.15. 

The  amount  of  $91,635.59  was  received  for  the  support  of  city,  town  and  United 
States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net 
cost  of  $755,426.03,  for  maintenance  of  the  institution  for  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $6.36.  Under  the  heading  of  special  appropriations, 
$54,951.03  was  expended,  as  shown  in  further  detail  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  increase  in  numbers  of  inmates  has  been  almost  wholly  among  the  male 
members — 707,  and  only  57  more  females:  of  the  increased  number  of  births,  30 
out  of  the  41  were  males. 

In  the  hospital  wards,  there  were  treated  189  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord,  an 
increase  of  150,  and  171  cases  of  cardiac  disease,  or  an  increase  of  78.  There  were 
113  cases  of  feeble  mindedness,  a  decrease  of  101;  79  cases  of  mental  disease,  14 
cases  of  epilepsy;  32  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  is  28  less  than  the  previous 
year;  311  cases  of  alcoholism  or  172  more  than  the  previous  year;  101  cases  of 
syphilis  which  is  a  decrease  of  112;  144  cases  of  gonococcus  infection;  82  cases 
of  cancer,  541  cases  of  arteriosclerosis;  105  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  with 
10  deaths;  155  cases  of  gastro-intestinal  diseases  with  16  deaths;  238  puerperal 
state,  one  death;  17  diseases  of  early  infancy  with  13  deaths;  64  diseases  of  geni- 
tourinary tract,  9  deaths;    138  of  skin  and  cellular  tissue,  4  deaths;    145  diseases

of  the  bones  and  joints;  532  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and  organs  of  special 
sense,  32  deaths;  1,343  general  diseases  with  149  deaths;  764  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system  with  148  deaths;  151  cases  of  senility;  160  cases  due  to  acci- 
dent or  external  causes  with  7  deaths;  and  344  with  diagnosis  of  no  disease. 

There  were  8  deaths  due  to  chronic  nephritis;  10  from  enteritis;  10  from  pneu- 
monia;  37  cardiac  and  109  arteriosclerosis. 

An  average  of  6  diabetic  patients  have  been  treated  during  the  year  with  insulin, 
some  of  whom  have  been  taught  the  principles  of  diabetic  diet,  urinary  examina- 
tion and  the  use  of  insulin,  so  that  after  having  had  insulin  at  the  Infirmary  they 
have  been  able  to  return  to  their  employment  and  continue  their  treatment  at 
home. 

Sulpharsphenemine  has  been  effectively  used  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis  with 
a  daily  average  of  40  treatments  for  secondary  or  latent  syphilis,  and  a  follow-up 
system  has  been  inaugurated  in  conjunction  with  the  Social  Workers  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare,  after  their  discharge  from  the  Infirmary. 

X-ray  work  conducted  by  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  men's  hospital  has 
materially  aided  the  determination  of  fractures  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
in  the  treatment  of  cancer  cases.  The  usual  amount  of  surgery  and  fracture 
treatment  has  been  accomplished  but  the  greatest  amount  of  work  is  found  to  be 
in  the  care  of  the  helpless  and  aged  patients  sent  here  from  other  hospitals  and 
homes  for  further  care.  Many  of  these  are  terminal  arteriosclerotic  cases,  ad- 
vanced cases  of  carcinoma  and  incurable  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 

Dr.  Arthur  K.  Drake,  formerly  Assistant  Physician  in  charge  of  the  men's 
hospital,  and  recently  of  Prairie  City,  III.,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Trickey 
in  this  department  on  May  1st. 

In  the  department  for  tuberculosis  there  were  467  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  treated,  an  increase  of  43  over  the  previous  year,  of  which  397  were  males 
and  70  females.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as  follows:  minimal  19, 
moderately  advanced  120;  far  advanced  31.  The  condition  of  patients  on  dis- 
charge was  as  follows:  5  well  (2  quiescent,  3  arrested);  125  relieved;  82  not 
relieved;  85  died.  Of  the  cases  treated  there  were  213  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  year  which  is  6  more  than  the  previous  year. 

There  were  43  cases  of  other  forms  of  tubercuJosis  treated,  of  which  4  died: 

Tubercular  meningitis 2 

Tubercular  intestines 1 

Tubercular  spine 9 

Tubercular  arthritis 4 

Tuberculosis  of  other  organs 25 

Disseminated  tuberculosis 2 


making  a  grand  total  of  510  cases  of  tuberculosis  treated. 

Treatment  in  the  Tuberculosis  Department  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the 
previous  year.  Laryngeal  involvement  presented  itself  in  12  of  the  patients  of 
which  despite  heliotherapy,  7  proved  fatal.  During  the  past  year  we  have  been 
called  to  treat  a  large  number  of  cases  of  bone  tuberculosis,  and  at  the  present 
time  there  are  several  cases  under  treatment.  Tuberculosis  of  the  peritoneum, 
pleura  and  glandular  forms  have  been  treated.  One  case  of  spinal  tuberculosis 
was  operated  upon  by  Dr.  Brackett  of  Boston,  January,  1924,  and  is  well  on  the 
road  to  recovery.  There  are  also  20  tubercular  patients  from  the  Department 
for  the  Insane  who  are  under  treatment  at  the  Fiske.  The  total  number  of  patients 
under  21  years  of  age  treated  for  tuberculosis  is  24 — 13  males  and  11  females. 

Dr.  George  M.  Sullivan  who  for  four  years  has  conducted  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment with  so  much  enthusiasm  and  a  success  which  has  received  wide  recog- 
nition, especially  in  his  results  from  treatment  by  means  of  heliotherapy,  resigned 
on  August  4th,  to  accept  a  position  with  the  State  Department  of  Health,  in  the 
state-wide  problem  of  prevention  or  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  childhood,  or 
in  those  who  are  under  nourished.

Dr.  James  F.  Lawlor,  assistant  in  this  work,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
department. 

The  statistics  of  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the  twelve  months  begin- 
ning October  1,  1923,  and  ending  September  30,  1924. 

There  were  102  patients  admitted;  63  were  admitted  by  transfer  from  other 
institutions;  36  as  first  admissions  and  3  as  re-admissions.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  in  the  department  for  the  insane  has  been  737.4;  males  220.2 
and  females  517.2. 

There  were  40  deaths  during  the  year;  22  females  and  18  males.  Ten  were 
discharged  from  the  books;  of  these  6  were  males  and  4  females;  4  males  and 
3  females  were  discharged  as  improved;  2  males  and  1  female  as  unimproved; 
10  patients  were  transferred  to  other  institutions — 5  males  and  5  females. 

Dr.  William  T.  Hanson  whose  skill,  sound  judgment,  loyalty  and  humane 
instincts  have  been  so  well  known  and  appreciated  here  at  the  Infirmary,  and  in 
other  departments  of  the  State  service  for  mental  diseases,  after  nearly  nine  years 
of  service,  resigned  to  become  Medical  Director  of  the  State  Hospital  for  criminal 
insane  at  the  State  Farm,  Bridgewater,  on  February  29,  1924. 

Dr.  Charles  L.  Trickey,  formerly  an  assistant  in  this  department,  and  recently 
in  charge  of  our  hospital  for  men,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Hanson  in  this 
work. 

Although  there  has  been  considerable  shortage  in  the  nursing  force  much  im- 
provement has  been  noted  in  the  nursing  care  of  the  insane  in  recent  years  which 
has  been  reflected  in  the  general  condition  of  the  health  of  the  patients. 

There  has  been  no  restraint  or  seclusion  applied  during  the  year.  Three  con- 
tinuous baths  have  been  in  constant  use  and  occasional  wet  packs. 

A  study  of  the  death  tables  during  the  past  ten  years  reveal  the  following 
interesting  items  which  indicate  the  general  improvement  referred  to:

In  this  period  the  number  of  insane  cases  remained  practically  stationary — 
there  possibly  being  a  few  more  patients  actually  under  our  care  during  the  period 
1920  to  1924. 

Apparently  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  by  way  of  better  nourishment, 
care  and  segregation  in  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  as  at  the  present  time 
there  are  only  24  cases  of  active  tuberculosis,  while  in  the  year  1916,  20  patients 
died  from  this  disease  alone.  That  increased  age  was  not  responsible  for  higher 
mortality  record,  is  the  fact  that  deaths  from  arteriosclerosis  are  about  equal  in 
the  two  periods. 

As  by  far  the  greater  number  of  our  patients  are  chronically  insane,  the  greatest 
good  that  can  be  done  for  them — besides  seeing  that  they  are  provided  with  proper 
clothing,  food  and  shelter,  is  to  try  to  keep  them  at  some  occupation.  Fifty-five 
per  cent  of  the  men  are  actually  engaged  in  productive  work.  Among  the  women, 
34.5  per  cent  are  engaged  in  productive  work  of  some  kind. 

In  the  report  of  the  dentist  for  the  year,  there  were  1,112  extractions,  275  fillings, 
152  special  treatments,  57  artificial  dentures,  122  sittings  for  denture  work,  95 
special  examinations  of  mouth,  and  2  fractures  of  mandible. 

An  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  in  the  laboratory  has  been  reported  this 
year  with  a  total  of  17,000  examinations.  The  number  of  positive  cases  of  diph- 
theria and  positive  blood  Wassermanns  have  diminished;  bacteriological  cultures 
and  smears,  1,274;  Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis,  bloods  and  spinal  fluids,  2,693; 
positive  (bloods)  288;  urine  examinations,  including  routine,  quantitative  sugar, 
acetone,  diacetic  acid,  renal  function,  8,895;    blood,  including  (1)  chemistry  of 
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blood  (sugar-urea,  etc.) ;  (2)  technique  of  blood  examination  (cell  counts,  smears- 
hemoglobin,  differentials;  (3)  blood  grouping;  (4)  blood  coagulation  time; 
(5)  blood  cultures,  704;  Schick  test,  63;  sputums,  1,497  (positive  117);  spinal 
fluid  (cell  counts,  albumen,  globulin,  etc.)  3;  vaccines,  131;  stools  (blood-ova- 
T.B.  examination)  96;  gastro  analysis,  47;  guinea  pig  inoculations,  71;  milk 
examinations  (bacterial  count,  fat  percentage,  etc.)  1,462;  examination  stools  and 
urine  (typhoid  bacilli)  186;  smear  malaria  negative,  39;  gonococcus,  939  (posi- 
tive 178);  eye  smear  for  gonococcus,  18 — 4  positive;  surgical  specimens,  39;  other 
examinations  (abdominal  and  pleurial  fluids,  abscesses,  etc.)  216;  autopsies 
(including  medico-legal)  36. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  dependable 
factors  of  the  institution,  bearing  responsibility,  meeting  many  varied  problems 
and  carrying  on  the  great  volume  of  work  that  it  has  to  perform. 

During  the  year,  20  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  three  year  course,  18  pupils 
graduated;   10  were  admitted  to  the  one  year  course,  and  5  graduated. 

On  September  1st,  three  affiliated  nurses  from  the  Northampton  State  Hospital 
received  their  certificates  after  completion  of  one  year  of  instruction.  Blanche 
Marier,  Elizabeth  Barnes  and  Angle  Childs.  On  September  2nd,  two  pupils  were 
admitted  from  the  Northampton  Training  School,  one  of  whom  left  during  the 
year. 

On  November  30,  1924,  there  were  in  the  nursing  department  27  graduate 
nurses,  52  pupil  nurses,  1  affiliated  nurse,  8  graduate  relief  nurses,  15  relief  nurses 
in  training,  37  attendants  and  5  matrons. 

At  the  graduation  for  nurses,  held  in  the  Chapel,  September  24th,  Dr.  G. 
Forrest  Martin,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  the  address  of 
welcome;  the  Honorable  John  Jacob  Rogers  of  Lowell  gave  the  address;  Mrs. 
Charles  R.  Talbot,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented  diplomas  to  the 
following  members:  Anna  Magdalene  Carter,  Clara  Elizabeth  Tanner,  Mary 
Frances  Toothacker,  Alice  Jacquelyn  Kershaw,  Anna  Philomena  Keleher,  Alice 
Winnifred  Tweed,  Elizabeth  Josephine  Sheehey,  Elizabeth  May  Sweeney,  Ethel 
Elaine  Chamberlain,  Florence  Dorothy  Tyler,  Jenet  Rose  MacDougall,  Winnifred 
Catherine  Hammersley,  Anna  Constance  Ross,  Bernice  Marion  Beane,  Hilda 
Marguerite  Hebb,  Hilda  Athalia  Hebb,  Ada  Magdalene  McHugh,  and  Mae 
Marguerite  Goodwin. 

The  One  Year  Course  of  Instruction  for  relief  nurses  has  already  given  proof  of 
its  importance  in  our  organization  and  supplies  us  with  many  valuable  assistants 
in  our  wards  from  among  those  who  have  received  diplomas  from  their  course. 

The  graduation  exercises  for  the  relief  nurses  were  held  in  the  classroom  on 
December  27,  1923.  The  address  was  given  by  Dr.  Francis  W.  Anthony,  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Certificates  were  presented  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
following  graduates:  Mary  Evelyn  Bourque,  Iola  Emily  Hall,  Catherine  Helen 
Clough,  Anne  Columba  Murray,  Rose  Mae  Lecuyer, 

The  reports  from  the  farm  during  the  year  have  been  especially  encouraging. 
After  the  last  semi-annual  testing  of  the  dairy  herd  at  the  Infirmary,  which  was 
made  in  April,  the  herd  was  accredited  as  free  from  tuberculosis;  320,000  quarts 
of  milk  were  produced  from  a  herd  of  66  cows  averaging  10,350  pounds  per  cow 
per  year;  including  the  young  stock  there  were  113  head  in  the  herd.  There  were 
10,000  dozen  of  eggs  produced  and  4,500  pounds  of  poultry  dressed;  52,000 
pounds  of  pork  dressed;  3,100  bushels  of  potatoes  and  606  tons  of  ensilage  harvested. 

One  new  poultry  house  for  600  hens  has  been  built  at  the  poultry  farm  and  a 
new  garbage  house  built  at  the  piggery.  Fourteen  acres  of  land  on  the  Almont 
farm  have  been  cleared,  drained  and  put  under  cultivation.  One  new  filter  bed 
was  completed  and  also  the  excavation  for  a  second  filter  bed. 

Mr.  William  E.  Holt,  Chief  Engineer  for  10  years  past,  whose  efficiency  in 
re-organization,  reconstruction  and  economy  in  power  plant  management,  has 
been  well  demonstrated  and  widely  known  during  his  service  here,  resigned  in 
August  to  accept  a  position  at  a  higher  salary  where  he  is  expected  to  achieve 
greater  economies  with  the  American  Woolen  Mills  at  Fulton,  New  York. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Administrationh  as  placed  the  State 
Infirmary  at  the  head  of  the  list  for  fuel  efficiency  in  a  majority  of  their  monthly 
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reports.  Mr.  Walter  Willette,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  continued  the  man- 
agement of  the  plant  until  the  end  of  the  year  when  Mr.  George  E.  Duley  of  the 
Office  of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  in  Boston,  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Chief  Engineer. 

Mr.  Walter  Lavell  resigned  his  position  as  foreman  mechanic,  early  in  the  year 
and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  James  J.  Powers  of  Lowell. 

A  very  satisfactory  amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  in 
painting  and  repairs,  also  extensive  work  in  the  various  departments  as  follows: 
subway  from  men's  pavilion  to  ward  F;  new  ammonia  compressor  installed  in 
the  power  plant;  new  sewer  pipe  run  to  prison  camp;  bubbler  fountains  installed 
at  the  men's  house,  women's  house  and  men's  hospital;  new  subway  between 
men's  house  and  No.  1  pavilion;  new  subway  between  the  two  pavilions;  built 
ramp  and  steps  at  the  female  hospital;  installed  radio  at  Bancroft;  installed  42 
brass  well  points  at  pumping  station  to  replace  the  old  iron  ones;  built  2  bridges 
from  ward  F  to  new  pavilions;  replacement  of  the  old  decayed  wooden  subway 
for  steam  pipes  with  cement  and  also  the  passageway  from  the  new  west  ward 
to  the  women's  hospital.  Painted  interior  of  nurses  hall  No.  2  and  the  outside 
of  hall  No.  3;  painted  interior  of  four  of  the  cottages  occupied  by  employees,  stone 
house  and  ward  F  dormitory;  also  painted  the  compressor  room  at  power  plant; 
fire  escape  at  Asylum  1,  extended  to  ground  and  railing  on  fire  escape  at  Asylum  3, 
strengthened;  stone  piers  and  new  fence  erected  outside  of  men's  house  and  pavil- 
ions; bridge  built  from  new  east  ward  to  pavilion;  moved  greenhouse  onto  new 
foundation;  installed  8-inch  high  pressure  fire  line  from  back  of  Belcher  to  barn 
about  700  feet;  installed  additional  radiators  and  erected  2  pyrobar  walls  at 
children's  hospital;  installed  new  fire  block  on  No.  4  boiler;  repaired  roofs  at 
male  hospital,  Belcher,  children's  hospital,  Fiske,  men's  house,  maternity  and 
hall  No.  3;  painted  and  whitewashed  basement  of  children's  hospital  and  made 
general  improvements  including  a  new  kitchen  and  dining  room;  rebuilt  baffle 
wall  on  No.  3  boiler  blow  down,  and  all  masonry  on  boilers  covered  with  plastic 
cement.  Four  bath  tubs  and  2  lavatories  and  steam  coil  installed  at  children's 
hospital;  painted  lower  floor  of  west  wing  of  men's  house;  put  windows  in  tower 
of  Administration  building;  finished  installation  of  11  water  closets,  4  bath  tubs 
and  12  lavatories  in  the  women's  house;  sewer  connections  made  from  all  new 
buildings;  painted  and  repaired  food  truck,  fitted  and  equipped  new  ambulance, 
and  repaired  damages  to  laundry  roof  caused  by  fire. 

There  were  manufactured  in  the  industrial  and  sewing  rooms,  67,092  articles 
varying  in  size  from  infants'  clothing  to  mattresses;  436  articles  were  manufactured 
in  the  carpenter  and  blacksmith  shop. 

Items  of  special  interest  are  665  dozen  sheets,  289  dozen  women's  dresses, 
429  dozen  men's  shirts  and  night  shirts,  477  pillows,  350  mattresses,  531  dozen 
pillow  slips,  656  floor  mats  and  rugs,  1,020  dozen  towels,  907  yards  of  toweling, 
729  books  repaired  and  rebound,  and  2,244  pairs  of  shoes  repaired.

The  community  store  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  has  done  much 
in  promoting  the  contentment  of  the  employees,  inmates  and  their  friends,  in 
supplying  the  every-day  articles  of  comfort  and  refreshment  at  a  cost  far  below 
that  which  is  charged  outside,  has  further  added  to  the  comfort  and  entertainment 
of  all  those  in  the  institution  by  providing  from  the  profits  the  following  items: 
1  set  of  lawn  bowls;  1  brass  drum,  1  snare  drum,  1  radiola  (super-hetrodyne) ; 
1  victrola,  1  auto  piano,  1  upright  portable  piano  and  1  dozen  records,  etc.,  the 
sum  total  of  which  amounts  to  $1,298.78. 

Christmas  gifts  in  abundance  were  contributed  by  many  different  people  and 
organizations  which  have  been  individually  acknowledged.  The  special  holidays 
were  observed  after  the  usual  custom  with  the  addition  of  special  winter  sports 
on  the  Eastern  slope,  Washington's  Birthday. 

Especially  are  our  obligations  due  Mrs.  Daley  for  the  new  furnishings  for  the 
Memorial  Library  at  the  Bancroft. 

Our  special  thanks  are  due  the  Social  Service  Workers  of  the  Department  of 
Aid  and  Relief,  for  gifts  at  Christmas  and  on  other  occasions,  and  for  the  many 
other  kindnesses  and  their  continual  co-operation  with  us  regarding  transfers 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  patients. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  our 
Chaplain,  the  Reverend  Henry  B.  Mason,  through  the  year,  and  for  the  regular 
Sunday  services  conducted  by  him. 

To  the  Reverend  Moses  Sedar,  Jewish  Chaplain,  I  wish  also  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  his  ministrations. 

To  the  Reverend  Father  Murray  our  Catholic  Chaplain,  and  his  associates  at 
the  Novitiate  of  the  Oblate  Fathers,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  debt  which  is  due 
for  their  faithful  service  in  the  Chapel,  the  daily  visit  in  the  wards,  calls  at  the 
office,  friendly  greetings,  co-operation  and  encouragement  which  never  fails  us. 

With  sorrow  I  would  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Fred  L.  Goodspeed,  R.  N.,  on 
December  31,  1923,  after  a  prolonged  illness.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest  in  point 
of  seniority  upon  the  roster.  Faithfulness,  cheerfulness,  kindness  and  good 
judgment  characterized  his  service  of  twenty-nine  years.  He  was  patient  in  his 
suffering,  and  held  in  highest  esteem  among  his  co-workers.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT 
To  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  herewith  submit  the  seventy-second  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1925. 

The  weekly  average  number  of  patients  was  2,426,  as  compared  with  2,285  in 
the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  141  patients,  practically  all  of  the  men's  hospital 
class  of  patients,  with  the  chronic  diseases  due  to  advanced  years. 

Under  Chapter  211  of  the  Acts  of  1925,  there  was  appropriated  for  the  State 
Infirmary  the  sum  of  $892,100.  In  addition,  $4,222.61  of  the  unspent  balance 
of  the  1924  appropriation  for  expenses  was  brought  forward  in  1925,  making  the 
total  amount  available  for  maintenance  $896,322.61.  This  compares  with  $85^ 
720.47,  the  appropriation  for  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  spent  a  total  of  $886,970.56,  which  compares 
with  $847,061.62  in  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase  in  expenditures  in  the  recent 
fiscal  year  of  $39,908.94.  This  increase  is  slightly  less  than  5  per  cent  while  the 
increase  in  the  average  number  of  patients  is  over  6  per  cent. 

As  required  by  law  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury  $99,982.42 
for  individual  and  municipal  cases  cared  for,  articles  sold,  etc.,  leaving  a  net  out- 
lay of  $786,988.14.  The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  the  care  of  patients  has 
been  $6.24. 

Under  authority  of  item  99-A,  Chapter  347,  Acts  of  1925,  and  in  accordance 
with  an  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council  dated  Nov.  19,  1925,  this  institution 
was  credited  with  the  amount  of  $11,500,  the  same  being  set  up  as  a  special  — 
Fire  Protection,  1925. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  items  for  which  we  request  that  special  appropriations 
be  granted,  together  with  the  estimated  costs,  which  were  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sion of  Administration  and  Finance  on  Oct.  15,  1925.

Changes  and  repairs  of  the  Maternity  Hospital  are  very  much  needed.  Because 
of  the  worn-out  condition  of  this  very  old  building  and  the  exacting  requirements 
for  a  hospital  of  this  nature,  we  recommend  the  raising  of  this  building,  and  the 
construction  of  the  necessary  connecting  corridors  on  a  level  with  the  pre-natal 
ward  and  the  women's  hospital,  and  the  development  of  the  basement  for  out- 
patients, and  for  special  treatment  rooms. 

An  employees'  building  is  requested  to  provide  suitable  rooms  for  married  couples, 
when  both  are  of  such  importance  that  it  is  desirable  to  retain  them  in  the  Infirm- 
ary service. 

A  lodge  for  men,  to  provide  relief  for  the  serious  over-crowding  in  the  men's 
pavilion. 

Improvements  in  the  women's  asylum  buildings  to  meet  very  necessary  sanitary 
demands. 

Purchase  of  real  estate  which  is  available  and  desirable  at  this  time. 

We  wish  especiaUy  to  emphasize  the  fact  of  marked  improvement  that  is  ap- 
parent and  can  be  found  in  almost  every  part  of  the  institution.  Not  only  the 
new  wards  but  particularly  the  older  wards  during  the  last  few  years  show  perma- 
nent gains  in  the  conditions  of  repair,  comfort  and  equipment,  to  be  found.  A 
more  general  and  even  distribution  of  warmth  through  the  wards  without  greater 
use  of  fuel  has  been  accomplished  by  introduction  of  additional  radiation,  improve- 
ments in  the  circulation,  insulation,  repairs,  and  greater  efficiency  at  the  power 
plant.  The  outside  of  the  buildings  and  the  inside  of  the  wards  are  freshly  painted 
and  varnished  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before;  furnishings  and  equipment 
less  scanty;  many  pictures  adorn  the  walls;  books,  periodicals  and  papers  abound; 
pianos,  victrolas  and  radios  are  in  evidence. 

The  Community  Store  is  a  source  of  comfort  and  refreshment  to  both  the  pa- 
tients and  to  the  employees,  and  the  gift  of  the  store,  the  tower  clock,  is  a  joy  to 
all. 

That  the  medical  service  registers  high  in  quality  as  well  as  quantity  of  its  work 
is  manifested  in  the  detail  of  the  report  that  follows. 

That  the  nursing  service  is  excellent  is  evident  in  conditions  of  the  wards,  the 
satisfactory  marks  obtained  by  the  graduates  of  the  training  school  in  the  exami- 
nations of  the  State  Board  of  Registration,  in  the  contentment  of  the  patients, 
the  gentleness  and  kindly  cheer  so  marked  in  the  expressions  of  those  adorned 
with  the  nurse's  cap  and  gown. 

A  general  verdict  of  improvement  in  the  quality,  variety  and  service  of  the  food 
can  be  obtained,  and  many  of  the  bedside  traj^s  as  served  are  worthy  of  special 
praise.  There  is  a  greater  output  from  the  industrial  rooms.  Improvement  in 
conditions  throughout  the  farm  department  is  quite  evident,  and  the  accomplish- 
ment of  seven  years  in  building  up  the  dairy  herd  is  such  as  to  justify  our  particular 
pride. 

We  well  might  marvel,  in  this  very  complex  institution,  that  feeble  age  is  given 
kindly  care,  that  surgery  is  done,  obstetrics  practiced,  infants  safely  reared,  venereal 
cases  cured,  so-called  incurables  are  often  healed,  tuberculosis  yields  to  special 
skill,  that  mental  cases  also  find  relief,  a  large  community  is  sheltered,  guarded, 
clad,  trained,  occupied,  entertained  and  fed.  All  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  $1.00  per 
day,  or  exactly  $7.03  per  week. 

However,  everything  cannot  be  just  as  we  would  wish  to  have  it,  and  with  our 
difficult  problems  we  believe  that  we  should  not  be  dealt  with  in  any  narrow  way 
when  seeking  additional  personnel  in  domestic  service,  ward  service,  members  of 
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the  staff,  equipment  for  the  kitchens,  laundry,  power  plant  or  farm,  and  that  even 
in  lean  financial  years,  when  overcrowding  becomes  a  menace  to  the  general  health, 
the  question  should  be  squarely  met  and  problem  solved. 

The  story  of  the  State  Infirmary  for  the  year  is  given  in  the  Superintendent's 
report  that  follows,  which  is  of  necessity  of  considerable  length  because  of  the 
many  departments  and  activities  and  the  omissions  of  many  tables  that  were 
formerly  published,  some  of  which  items  it  has  seemed  important  to  preserve  in 
the  text  of  the  report. 

We  note  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Sherman  Perry,  for  more  than  14  years  a  valued 
assistant  in  charge  of  the  women's  department,  whose  work  we  have  greatly  prized, 
yet  we  can  seldom  hope,  with  the  limitations  of  salaries  by  which  we  are  bound, 
to  keep  our  physicians  from  accepting  greater  emoluments  elsewhere  even  as  long 
as  it  has  been  our  privilege  in  this  instance.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  seventy-second  annual  report  of  the 
State  Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  1,  1924,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1925. 

The  records  for  1925  show  that  during  the  year  5,450  people  have  been  cared 
for  —  3,752  males  and  1,698  females  —  276  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,433  people  in  the  institution,  which  is  3  more 
than  last  year.  The  largest  daily  census  was  2,754,  an  increase  of  266  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  smallest  daily  census  was  2,218,  which  is  130  more  than 
the  previous  year.  The  daily  average  number  of  people  was  2,425.8,  or  140.89 
more  than  the  previous  year,  although  there  were  67  less  admissions. 

The  number  of  births  was  131  —  66  males  and  65  females  —  which  is  24  less 
than  the  previous  year.  There  were  478  deaths  —  433  in  the  general  hospital 
department  and  45  in  the  department  for  the  insane  —  342  were  males  and  136 
females. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $866,970.56  —  $535,538.88  general  ex- 
penditures and  $351,431.68  for  salaries.    The  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $7.03. 

The  amount  of  $99,982.42  was  received  for  the  support  of  city,  town  and  United 
States  cases  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net 
cost  of  $876,988.14  for  maintenance  of  the  institution  for  the  year,  and  a  net  weekly 
per  capita  cost  of  $6.24. 

In  the  hospital  wards  there  were  treated  111  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord,  a  de- 
crease of  78,  and  188  cases  of  cardiac  disease,  or  an  increase  of  17.  There  were 
80  cases  of  feeble-mindedness,  a  decrease  of  23,  —  63  cases  of  mental  disease,  14 
cases  of  epilepsy,  311  cases  of  alcoholism,  2  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  1  scarlet  fever, 
17  whooping  cough,  3  erysipelas,  116  cases  of  syphilis,  which  is  an  increase  of  15; 
137  cases  of  gonococcus  infection,  114  cases  of  cancer,  526  cases  of  arteriosclerosis, 
151  of  the  respiratory  system  with  20  deaths,  170  cases  of  gastro-intestinal  disease 
with  7  deaths,  190  puerperal  state,  2  deaths;  186  diseases  of  early  infancy  with 
5  deaths;  75  diseases  of  genito-urinary  tract,  7  deaths;  172  of  skin  and  cellular  tis- 
sue, 3  deaths;  22  of  the  bones  and  joints;  506 diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and 
organs  of  special  sense,  52  deaths;  1,513  general  diseases  with  176  deaths;  770 
diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  with  149  deaths;  97  cases  of  senility,  207  due  to 
accident  or  external  causes,  with  6  deaths. 

There  were  5  deaths  due  to  chronic  nephritis,  4  from  enteritis,  17  from  pneu- 
monia, 31  cardiac,  and  117  arteriosclerosis. 

The  men's  department  continues  to  be  the  center  of  our  greatest  activities, 
and  even  with  the  additional  wards  recently  constructed,  it  is  still  inadequate  for 
the  demands.  With  415  beds  available,  there  were  admitted  to  this  department 
2,778  patients,  190  of  which  number  were  transferred  to  our  tuberculosis  depart- 
ment; 2,087  were  admitted  from  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  and  501 
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were  from  other  parts  of  the  institution.  These  admissions  represent  a  great  variety 
of  medical  and  surgical  diseases  from  which  are  selected  cases  of  unusual  interest, 
and  difficult  of  diagnosis  for  presentation  according  to  our  custom,  at  the  daily 
clinics,  for  consideration  by  the  Staff. 

Two  new  wards  of  10  beds  each,  and  separated  from  the  others,  although  in- 
tended for  observation  and  quarantine  in  case  of  epidemic,  have  been  opened, 
the  first  of  which  is  now  used  for  cancer  cases  with  unsightly  lesions,  and  the 
second  as  a  ward  for  cases  requiring  mental  observation. 

In  the  venereal  clinic,  109  doses  of  arsphenamine,  475  of  sulfarsphenamine 
and  274  of  mercury  salicylate  have  been  administered.  The  X-ray  room  has 
been  in  constant  use  in  the  management  of  fractures,  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis, 
and  as  a  relief  measure  in  some  cases  of  cancer.  A  steady  increase  has  been  ap- 
parent during  the  year  in  the  number  of  aged  and  infirm  men  sent  to  us  from  all 
parts  of  the  State.  An  increase  in  the  so-called  incurable  cases  and  patients  re- 
quiring prolonged  hospital  care  that  were  transferred  from  other  hospitals.  This 
department,  including  the  X-ray  work,  has  been  carried  on  by  one  senior  assist- 
ant physician  assisted  by  an  interne,  and  it  is  quite  evident  that  further  hospital 
accommodations  and  a  larger  number  of  assistants  will  be  necessary  if  the  present 
trend  of  this  class  of  cases  should  continue. 

Dr.  Sherman  Perry,  who  conducted  the  department  for  women,  and  whose  faith- 
fulness, sound  judgment  as  a  physician  and  exceptional  skill  as  a  surgeon,  to 
whom  the  patients  and  administration  has  owed  so  much  during  his  long  service 
of  14  years,  resigned  in  December  to  enter  a  medical  partnership  in  Winchendon, 
Mass.,  where  remuneration  would  be  very  much  beyond  what  could  be  possible 
in  the  State  service.  Dr.  Perry  was  always  held  in  highest  regard  by  the  patients 
and  by  all  with  whom  he  had  been  associated  for  so  many  years,  and  in  severing 
his  connections  from  the  Infirmary  carries  with  him  the  best  wishes  for  success  in 
his  new  field  of  work  in  Winchendon. 

Dr.  Fabyan  Packard  of  Graniteville,  previously  assistant  physician  in  charge  of 
the  men's  hospital,  formerly  of  the  "Harvard  Hospital  Unit"  in  France,  and  in- 
terne service  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
women's  hospital,  beginning  his  work  on  Jan.  5,  1925. 

The  routine  for  caring  for  the  patients  in  the  women's  department  was  made 
considerably  easier  for  classifying  the  cases  for  treatment  and  nursing  care,  by  the 
opening  of  two  new  wards  of  twenty  beds  each,  one  in  April  and  the  other  in  mid- 
summer. The  wards  are  not  so  over-crowded  but  that  we  have  thre^or  four  beds 
ahead  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  treatment  of  the  venereal  cases  this  year  by 
a  thorough  and  systematic  routine. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  regularly  every  3  or  4  weeks.  Seventy- 
five  patients  have  been  treated  for  gonorrhoea.  The  total  stay  in  the  hospital 
numbered  6,862  days,  averaging  91  days  per  patient.  There  have  been  94  patients 
with  syphilis  treated,  with  a  total  number  of  days  in  the  hospital  of  5,218,  an 
average  of  55  days  per  patient. 

The  obstetrical  clinic  has  been  an  interesting  one  during  the  past  year.  There 
were  106  normal  cases  delivered.  There  was  one  Caesarean  section  for  a  generally 
contracted  pelvis  in  a  dwarf;  there  were  2  high  forceps  operations;  3  mid  forceps, 
and  numerous  low  forceps;  all  producing  living  babies.  There  was  1  frank  breach, 
3  versions,  1  for  placenta  praevia,  and  1  for  a  deformed  pelvis,  1  forced  delivery 
for  toxemia  of  pregnancy,  and  3  still-born  monstrosities  —  in  one  of  these  cases, 
the  mother  died  and  autopsy  showed  multiple  kidney  abscesses. 

Among  the  female  patients  operated  on  there  were  12  laparotomies  for  various 
gynecological  conditions  and  appendicitis,  3  operations  for  radical  cures  of  exten- 
sive ventral  hernias,  one  thigh  amputation,  and  one  open  reduction  of  dislocation 
and  fracture  of  hip,  one  perineorrhaphy  for  complete  tear,  and  several  other  peri- 
neal plastic  operations,  curettages  and  tonsillectomies. 

In  the  department  for  tuberculosis  there  were  500  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  treated,  an  increase  of  33  over  the  previous  year,  of  which  405  were  males 
and  95  females.  The  classification  on  admission  was  as  follows:  minimal,  20; 
moderately  advanced,  200;  advanced,  173.  The  condition  on  discharge:  22 
arrested;  105  relieved;  80  not  relieved;   108  died;  185  remaining  in  institution. 
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There  were  49  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  treated,  of  which  6  died.

Making  a  total  of  549  cases  of  tuberculosis  treated. 

There  were  at  the  Fiske,  Nov.  30,  1925,  14  girls  and  7  boys,  and  at  the  Bancroft, 
16  boys  under  21  years  of  age.  One  boy  was  transferred  to  Massachusetts  State 
School  at  Canton,  and  another  to  the  Westfield  Sanatorium;  one  girl  was  sent 
to  Westfield  Sanatorium.  The  tubercular  insane  having  been  transferred  to  the 
asylum,  our  numbers  at  the  Fiske  have  decreased  to  53. 

At  the  Fiske,  the  children  have  been  doing  well,  and  entirely  free  from  the  ordi- 
nary contagious  diseases  of  early  childhood,  during  the  past  year. 

The  boys  at  the  Bancroft  are  well  and  are  making  good  progress  in  their  school 
work. 

Heliotherapy  is  the  routine  treatment  for  the  extra-pulmonary  types  of  tuber- 
culosis.   At  the  Bancroft,  53  cases  were  treated  and  34  at  the  Fiske. 

The  new  policy  which  the  State  has  put  into  effect,  transferring  all  State  cases 
from  other  sanitoria  to  Tewksbury,  because  of  very  low  per  capita  cost  at  the  State 
Infirmary  as  compared  with  the  cost  at  the  various  sanitoria,  brought  forth  ex- 
pressions of  complaint  among  some  of  the  patients  so  transferred,  a  part  of  which 
might  be  due  to  a  feeling  of  homesickness,  but  with  the  exception  of  certain  far- 
advanced  cases  all  of  these  patients  have  been  doing  well. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the  12  months  beginning 
Oct.  1,  1924,  and  ending  Sept.  30,  1925. 

There  were  60  admissions  during  the  year,  41  as  first  admissions,  4  as  readmis- 
sions,  and  the  other  15  were  transferred  from  other  State  hospitals. 

There  were  51  deaths  during  the  year  —  of  these,  26  were  males  and  25  females. 
Twelve  were  discharged  from  the  books  during  the  year;  of  these  5  were  males 
and  7  females  —  1  male  discharged  as  recovered;  3  males  and  3  females  as  im- 
proved, and  1  male  and  4  females  as  unimproved. 

There  was  an  increase  of  11  deaths  over  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being 
largely  brought  about  by  increases  in  the  deaths  from  arteriosclerosis,  cerebral 
hemorrhage  and  general  paralysis.  The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  remains 
low,  there  being  but  7  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  against  10  the  year  before. 
There  were  24  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  last  year,  and  only  16  cases  in  this  de- 
partment at  the  close  of  this  year. 

A  high  death  rate  from  arteriosclerosis  and  its  associated  diseases  is  to  be  ex- 
pected, as  10  per  cent  of  the  population  of  this  department  is  over  70  years  of  age 
and  many  of  our  insane  are  over  80  years  of  age.  As  the  majority  of  our  admis- 
sions come  from  the  general  hospital  department  of  this  institution,  a  large  per- 
centage of  whom  are  aged,  necessarily  many  of  our  new  admissions  are  due  to 
senile  psychosis. 

It  is  our  effort  to  keep  the  insane  productively  employed.  Last  year  we  had 
approximately  40  per  cent  of  total  insane  population  engaged  in  productive  work, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  very  nearly  50  per  cent  being  thus  employed. 

One  unusual  case  in  a  man  discharged  from  the  books  as  well,  was  a  psychosis 
due  to  illuminating  gas  poisoning,  probably  accidental  in  origin.  Another  very 
interesting  and  unusual  case  was  that  of  a  young  woman  discharged  from  the  hos- 
pital as  well,  her  psychosis  being  due  to  puerperal  septicaemia  (streptococcus  in- 
fection). Her  infection  was  extremely  severe,  and  for  a  long  period  her  condition 
very  precarious,  but  she  made  a  good  recovery  mentally  and  physically. 

Formerly  our  sick  or  crippled  were  more  or  less  scattered,  but  we  are  now  caring 
for  these  mostly  in  one  building,  which,  being  practically  fireproof,  brings  these 
unfortunates  into  much  safer  surroundings. 

A  building  which  had  been  used  in  previous  years  for  the  tubercular  insane  was 
relocated  and  rebuilt,  and  a  separate  section  added  to  the  yard  for  these  patients 
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so  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  transfer  them  to  the  women's  tubercular  hos- 
pital for  treatment. 

The  work  of  the  dental  room  was  carried  on  during  the  first  four  months  by  Dr. 
Sidney  P.  Stone,  who  did  excellent  work  for  us  for  more  than  two  years,  and  who 
resigned  to  go  into  private  practice  in  Dorchester. 

The  position  was  vacant  for  about  two  months,  when  Dr.  William  F.  Maguire  of 
Wakefield,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Tufts  Dental  College,  was  appointed  to  this 
position. 

The  dental  work  is  run  on  a  schedule,  that  is,  certain  wards  have  certain  days, 
but  emergency  cases  are  handled  immediately.  Systematic  examinations  are 
made  of  all  new  patients  to  the  dental  room  and  a  history  made  out  and  kept  until 
work  is  complete.  Much  stress  is  laid  on  work  performed  on  women  from  the 
pre-natal  ward  and  the  younger  patients. 

Hospital  bed  patients  are  visited  every  week  and  visits  to  the  mental  wards  are 
made  every  other  week.  These  visits  are  not  emergency  calls  but  for  keeping  in 
contact  with  those  who  would  not  come  to  the  dental  room.  The  plate  work  of 
this  department  is  much  in  evidence,  making  from  three  to  four  sets  of  teeth  weekly. 
The  list  of  principal  work  follows:  1,431  chair  patients;  197  plates;  73  plates  re- 
paired; 164  amalgam  fillings;  82  porcelain  fillings;  1,492  extractions;  502  prophy- 
laxis; 3  bridges;  8  extractions  under  ether;  12  consultations;  158  special  treat- 
ments. 

The  laboratory  department  has  continued  during  the  year  to  render  its  usual 
diagnostic  sendee  in  bacteriology,  chemistry,  serology  and  pathology,  as  well  as 
endeavoring  to  meet  all  demands  of  an  unusual  nature  that  are  made  from  time 
to  time  upon  its  personnel  and  equipment.  Except  in  a  few  instances  the  total 
volume  of  work  in  each  routine  procedure  shows  a  marked  increase  over  the  work 
of  the  preceding  year. 

The  laboratory  is  now  carrying  out  a  series  of  experiments  in  the  Kahn's  Pre- 
cipitin test  as  a  diagnostic  measure  for  the  detection  of  syphilis  of  the  blood.  The 
test  seems  a  valuable  one  in  that  it  is  far  simpler  and  less  time-consuming  than 
the  Wassermann  test. 

A  statistical  list  detailing  the  most  important  examination  follows:  bacterio- 
logical cultures  and  smears,  1.081;  Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis,  blood  and  spinal 
fluids,  2,737;  urine  examination,  including  routine,  quantitative  sugar,  albumin 
acitone,  diacetic  acid,  lead,  renal  function,  10,246;  blood  examination  (1)  (chemi- 
cal, cytological,  etc.),  837;  sputa,  1,477  (pos.  112);  smears,  malaria,  21 ;  gonococcus, 
1,290  (pos.  261) ;  eye  smears  for  gonoccocus,  13  (pos.  4) ;  spinal  fluids  (cultures,  cell 
counts,  albumin,  globulin,  etc.),  7;  complement  fixation  test  for  gonorrhoea,  3; 
faeces  examinations,  415;  gastric  analysis,  29;  guinea-pig  inoculation,  123;  milk 
examinations,  1,567;  other  examination  (abdominal  and  plural  fluids,  etc.,  328; 
examination,  cows,  hogs,  other  foods,  83;    autopsies  (including  medico-legal),  38. 

I  have  to  record  the  resignation  on  March  31  of  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Kendall,  to  whom 
I  am  indebted  for  more  than  12  years  of  faithful  service  as  steward. 

Mr.  Thomas  F.  Flynn,  who  has  served  so  very  acceptably  as  chief  clerk  since 
1912,  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  steward. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  which  was  established  in  1894,  since  which  time 
it  has  continued  to  make  satisfactory  progress  from  year  to  year  toward  higher 
standards,  which  have  been  reflected  in  the  general  condition  of  the  health  and 
comfort  in  our  hospital  wards  under  the  leadership  of  six  different  principals,  was 
never  on  a  higher  plane  or  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  than  during  this  last 
year.  With  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  head  nurses  and  supervisors,  most 
of  whom  are  graduates  of  our  own  school,  there  is  an  effective  organization  of  in- 
structors and  loyalty  such  as  can  only  be  obtained  with  people  who  have  rendered 
long  years  in  the  service  of  a  particular  hospital. 

During  the  year  26  nurses  were  admitted  to  the  training  school,  2  were  dismissed, 
6  resigned,  2  died,  and  14  graduated;  4  affiliated  nurses  were  admitted  from  other 
training  schools.  One  completed  the  course  and  returned  to  the  Peabody  Hospi- 
tal, one  returned  to  the  Northampton  State  Hospital,  one  resigned,  and  one  re- 
mained. 

There  were  53  student  nurses  in  the  training  school  on  Nov.  30,  1925;  743  hours 
of  class  work  of  instruction  were  given  to  the  student  nurses.

On  Sept.  30, 1925,  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  chapel,  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  Dr.  G.  Forrest  Martin  of  Lowell,  presiding.  The  address  was 
given  by  Dr.  Dwight  O'Hara  of  Waltham,  and  diplomas  were  presented  by  Mrs. 
Mary  E.  Cogan  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  following  nurses:  Marion  Kathryn 
Duff,  Mary  Malvina  Lonsdale,  Theresa  Marie  Hayes,  Mary  Louise  Rogers,  Teresa 
Elizabeth  O'Hare,  Sara  Frances  Quinn,  Helen  Margaret  Murphy,  Anna  Beatrice 
Cleveland,  Marion  Edith  Blanchard,  Sarah  Johannah.  MacDonald,  Winnifred 
Stearns,  Catherine  Teresa  O'Connor,  Elizabeth  Regina  Lynch,  and  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Latour. 

On  Oct.  1,  1925,  a  preliminary  course  of  four  months'  classroom  work  was 
started  with  22  pupils  in  attendance,  one  of  whom  has  since  died,  1  dismissed,  and 
2  resigned. 

There  were  27  graduate  nurses  in  charge  of  the  various  departments,  as  super- 
visors and  instructors  in  nursing. 

The  following  gifts  for  the  nurses'  hall  have  been  received  during  the  year :  by 
the  class  of  1925,  mahogany  rocker  for  the  reception  room  in  the  new  hall;  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Tuttle,  tapestry  panel;  from  the  head  nurses  and  alumnae  society,  a 
leather-covered  rocker;  from  the  secretary  of  the  Board  and  other  friends,  books, 
pictures,  vases  and  candlesticks. 

The  head  nurses  have  regular  meetings  and  conferences  once  each  month.  Social 
gatherings  are  held  once  a  month  for  student  nurses. 

Separate  wards  are  open  for  surgical  cases,  for  medical  cases,  and  for  infants  and 
children. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  nurses'  hall,  a  special  study  room  has  been  equipped 
with  table,  study  lamps,  shelves  for  medical  books,  and  books  which  were  formerly 
contained  on  the  shelves  in  the  library  below.  This  new  study  room  will  add 
greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  nurses  who  occupy  the  rooms  on  the  second  and 
third  floors. 

A  new  "Chase"  baby  doll  was  added  to  the  equipment  for  the  class  room  demon- 
strations. 

Occasional  visits  are  made  by  the  student  nurses  to  other  hospitals,  museums, 
and  other  places  of  special  interest  for  nurses. 

Twenty-four  new  medical  books  were  added  to  the  library. 

For  more  than  12  years,  Dr.  Thomas  E.  Buckman,  of  Winchester,  formerly  of 
the  Infants,  Massachusetts  General,  Walter  Reed,  Boston  City,  Robert  Brigham, 
Collis  P.  Huntington  hospitals  and  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  has  made  two  or 
three  visits  Weekly  to  the  training  school,  giving  special  lectures  and  instruction 
to  the  nurses.  He  has  rendered  most  conscientious  and  untiring  service  to  the 
nurses  in  chemistry,  physics,  anatomy,  physiology,  medicine  and  advanced  anato- 
my, and  it  is  not  possible  to  speak  in  too  much  praise  of  his  work.  In  October 
he  removed  to  Jacksonville,  Florida,  to  continue  his  medical  career  in  his  native 
city.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  we  were  obliged  to  begin  the  new  year  without 
his  assistance. 

The  one-year  course  for  relief  nurses,  which  was  established  five  years  ago,  has 
continued  up  to  the  present  time.  Twenty-eight  pupils  were  admitted  to  this 
course,  6  resigned,  and  10  were  graduated  on  Dec.  30,  1924.  The  exercises  were 
held  in  the  class  room,  the  address  was  made  by  the  Superintendent,  and  certifi- 
cates were  presented  to  the  following  relief  nurses:  Caroline  Cecelia  Lejoire, 
Theresa  Agnes  Norton,  Rose  Lyddon,  Marguerite  Theresa  Rynne,  Helen  Emily 
Alenty,  Leslie  Aldana  Coyle,  Mildred  Edna  Greenhalge,  Anna  Josephine  Conlon, 
Gertrude  Margaret  Sheehan,  and  Rose  Rausch. 

One  hundred  twenty-five  hours  were  given  to  instruction  for  relief  nurses. 

Twenty-one  graduates  of  this  course  and  21  pupils  in  training,  with  45  attend- 
ants and  4  assistant  matrons,  are  included  in  the  personnel  of  the  ward  service  on 
Nov.  30,  1925. 

The  conditions  and  products  of  the  farm  department  have  been  more  satisfac- 
tory than  on  any  previous  year,  with  a  marked  increase  in  most  all  of  the  products. 

From  our  herd  of  118  head  of  Holstein  cattle,  including  young  stock,  compris- 
ing 54  grade  cows  and  64  registered  stock,  accredited  free  from  tuberculosis,  57 
of  which  have  been  raised  since  our  new  herd  started  in  1918.  From  a  total  of 
79  cows,  875,020  pounds  of  milk  have  been  produced,  an  average  yield  of  11,075 
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pounds  of  milk  per  cow.  The  38  grades  averaged  10,420  pounds,  and  41  registered 
averaged  11,680  pounds  of  milk. 

Six  thousand  eight  hundred  twenty  pounds  of  beef  were  slaughtered. 

Forty  new  tie-ups  with  individual  drinking  attachments  have  been  installed,  a 
portion  of  the  wooden  floor  rebuilt,  and  additional  shafts  have  been  added  to  the 
ventilating  system. 

Further  extension  of  the  dairy  section  will  be  required  another  year. 

Fifty-one  thousand  ninety-five  pounds  of  pork  were  produced,  which  is  slightly 
less  than  the  preceding  year.  The  conditions  at  the  piggery  have  been  improved 
during  the  year,  and  two  additional  houses  have  been  built  with  a  capacity  of  20 
shoats  each.     All  of  this  pork  is  produced  without  any  expenditure  for  grain. 

The  poultry  farm  has  produced  10,500  dozen  eggs,  and  3,939  pounds  of  dressed 
poultry.  We  are  at  present  working  on  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of 
one  of  the  old  poultry  houses,  which  will  provide  increased  accommodations  for 
700  birds.    Our  present  capacity  is  2,600. 

Among  the  other  products,  there  were  2,636  bushels  of  potatoes,  1,375  bushels 
of  carrots,  1,121  bushels  onions,  976  bushels  beets,  117,000  pounds  cabbage,  60,600 
pounds  squash,  815  bushels  of  turnips,  600  tons  of  ensilage,  174  tons  hay,  40  tons 
of  oats  and  peas,  and  430  barrels  of  apples. 

Excavation  for  two  large  new  filter  beds,  150  feet  by  50  feet,  has  been  nearly 
completed.  Sixteen  acres  of  land  have  been  cleared  and  drained  at  the  Almont 
field.  This  is  a  matter  of  further  development  of  the  Almont  land  which  was  for- 
merly a  wooded  swamp  and  pasture,  into  one  large  cultivated  area  of  42  acres. 

It  has  been  an  active  year  in  the  engineering  department,  and  a  great  deal  has 
been  done  to  bring  the  old  machines  and  equipment  up  to  the  standard  require- 
ments. The  old  ice  machine  which  had  been  in  constant  use  for  over  25  years, 
was  thoroughly  overhauled,  repaired,  new  parts  supplied  and  bearings  adjusted, 
which  work  was  not  possible  until  the  supplementary  machine  was  installed  the 
previous  year.  In  both  Corliss  engines  No.  1  and  2,  the  cylinders  were  rebored, 
valves  fitted  and  other  necessary  repairs  made.  These  engines  have  been  in  ser- 
vice for  27  years.  The  turbine  engine  No.  3  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
adjusted. 

At  the  pumping  station  one  main  centrifugal  pump,  which  had  previously  been 
worn  out  in  service,  and  removed  several  years  ago,  has  been  completely  rebuilt, 
installed,  and  is  now  in  service,  while  the  other  pump,  removed  and  reconditioned, 
is  ready  for  service  whenever  it  should  be  needed. 

At  the  power  house  the  evaporation  has  been  watched  very  carefully,  and  early 
in  the  year  a  carbon  dioxide  recorder  installed  for  use  in  our  oil  burners.  An 
improvement  has  been  noted  during  the  past  two  years,  as  per  the  figures  that 
follow: 

1924,  1,588,005  gals,  fuel  oil  consumed;  169,093,053  lbs.  water  evaporated. 

1925,  1,470,340  gals,  fuel  oil  consumed;  172,149,241  lbs.  water  evaporated. 
The  Infirmary  has  held  its  position  for  fuel  efficiency  practically  as  established 

the  previous  year,  as  shown  by  the  monthly  reports  from  the  Department  of  Ad- 
ministration and  Finance,  which  usually  occupies  the  second  or  third  place  on  that 
list. 

The  electrical  work  consists  of  a  new  cable  to  the  domestic  building,  from  the 
power  house,  with  a  large  wire  running  to  the  barn,  which  was  necessary  to  supply 
sufficient  current  for  operating  the  motors  at  the  farm  and  for  better  voltage  for 
the  electric  fights,  to  the  buildings  beyond. 

Because  of  greater  cost,  the  Department  of  Administration  and  Finance  directed 
that  this  plant  should  once  more  be  put  on  a  coal  burning  basis  and  a  deficiency 
estimate  was  allowed  by  vote  of  the  Governor  and  Council  for  the  construction  of 
a  coal  trestle,  and  for  new  cars,  grates  and  other  equipment  necessary  for  the  above 
change. 

A  perfection  hand  stoker  has  been  installed  in  boiler  No.  6,  and  the  other  boilers 
will  be  similarly  equipped  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 

Eleven  cement  piers  have  been  erected  by  our  own  construction  force,  and  the 
grade  to  the  coal  trestle  completed  and  track  laid,  and  is  now  awaiting  arrival  of 
material  for  bridge  work  to  complete  the  trestle. 

The  oil  tanks  and  other  fuel  oil  equipment  will  be  kept  in  repair  and  intact  so 
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that  this  can  readily  be  converted  from  coal  to  a  fuel  oil  burning  plant  whenever 
the  price  of  fuel  oil  warrants  it. 

Some  of  the  other  items  of  repairs  of  importance  in  this  department  are  inside 
painting  of  the  south-gate  building,  women's  house,  mortuary,  aslyum  8,  domestic 
building,  children's  hospital,  women's  hospital,  nurses'  hall  No.  3;  outside  painting 
of  the  Belcher  building,  children's  hospital,  Fiske,  laboratory,  ice  house,  storage 
oil  tanks,  fences,  and  also  the  painting  of  nearly  all  of  the  beds  in  the  institu- 
tion. 

More  than  30  new  hoppers,  tubs,  lavatories  and  other  plumbing  have  been  in- 
stalled in  the  various  parts  of  the  institution,  Relocation  of  the  service  pipes 
leading  into  the  men's  pavilion  and  connections  for  garden  irrigation  has  been 
effected  besides  the  regular  daily  repairs  and  items  which  have  to  be  attended  to 
by  this  department. 

Extensive  repairs  of  the  plastering  have  been  carried  on  in  the  Belcher,  women's 
house,  Fiske,  nurses'  hall,  and  the  stone  foundation  walls  in  the  basement  under 
the  south  wing  of  the  men's  hospital  have  been  faced  with  cement  plaster  and  will 
soon  be  converted  into  a  hospital  kitchen. 

A  cement  sidewalk  has  been  built  from  the  south  gate  to  a  point  beyond  the 
greenhouse,  and  a  side  walk  leading  around  the  south  end  of  the  women's  hospital. 
The  basement  floors  of  the  men's  house  have  been  resurfaced  with  cement  and  a 
large  platform  and  steps  have  been  built  leading  out  from  Ward  F,  and  a  cement 
floor  corridor  leading  throughout  the  basement  of  the  men's  hospital.  A  new 
cement  foundation  was  installed  for  the  scales  at  the  store,  and  cement  foundations 
put  in  for  the  tie-ups  at  the  cow  barn. 

A  subway  was  constructed  from  the  men's  pavilion  to  the  men's  hospital,  and 
from  the  men's  house  to  the  extension  of  Ward  F. 

A  number  of  heating  stacks  have  been  relocated.  The  old  red  farm  building 
located  on  Livingston  Street  has  been  converted  into  a  two-tenement  dwelling 
house,  one  side  of  which  is  already  occupied. 

A  McLaughlin  automatic  electric  elevator  was  installed  at  the  north  end  of 
the  women's  hospital  with  landings  at  the  basement,  first  and  second  floors,  for 
the  transfer  of  the  old  or  feeble  cases  to  and  from  the  upper  wards. 

The  excavation  has  been  made  for  a  boiler  room  in  the  old  industrial  building. 
A  refrigeration  room  and  numerous  other  improvements  were  made  at  the  chil- 
dren's ward.  An  extension  has  been  made  for  the  palms  and  other  large  plants 
that  could  no^ longer  be  contained  in  the  greenhouse. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  a  careful  sur- 
vey and  report  was  made  concerning  fire  protection,  fire  hazards,  fire  drills  and 
equipment  together  with  recommendations  and  estimates  which  ran  very  high, 
for  fire  protection.  Later  in  the  year  Messrs.  Carl  Steutzel,  Jr.,  and  Everett  E. 
Ryan  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  made  an  inspection  of  the  State  In- 
firmary, going  over  the  different  items,  and  submitted  their  recommendations  of 
items  which  we  estimated  at  a  much  lower  figure  than  that  originally  presented. 
In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  in  November,  1925, 
this  Institution  was  credited  with  an  amount  of  SI  1,500,  for  fire  protection 

More  rigid  fire  protection  rules  and  a  reorganization  of  the  fire  department  in 
charge  of  the  chief  engineer;  with  improvements  in  the  fire  drills,  have  been  es- 
tablished, and  fire  alarm  signals  have  been  installed  at  the  Administration  build- 
ing, power  plant,  nurses'  halls,  male  employees'  building,  and  at  the  farmer's  house. 
More  than  90  of  the  male  employees  participate  in  the  monthly  drills. 

All  of  the  chemical  extinguishers  have  been  emptied  and  refilled,  and  illuminated 
exit  signs  placed  on  nurses'  hall  No.  2  and  asylums  Nos  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8. 
Adaptors  have  been  installed  on  all  of  the  hydrants. 

Panels  with  four  or  six  fire  lanterns  at  the  entrance  of  the  men's  hospital,  south 
gate,  children's  hospital,  Fiske,  women's  hospital,  Bancroft,  long  asylum  and 
women's  house  have  been  provided.  Two  new  fire  exits  in  the  long  asylum,  and 
two  new  fire  exits  from  the  Chapel  have  been  provided,  and  the  fire  escapes  at  the 
men's  house,  domestic  building  and  women's  asylum  have  been  reinforced. 

The  large  and  small  chemical  wagons  at  the  fire  house  and  the  Chapel  have  been 
drained,  cleansed  and  recharged. 

Among  the  articles  manufactured  which  are  of  special  interest,  there  were  445 
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mattresses,  691  pillows,  823  dozen  sheets,  877  dozen  pillow  slips,  31  dozen  men's 
shirts,  118  dozen  stockings,  63  dozen  pajamas,  32  dozen  night  shirts,  91  dozen 
overalls,  17  dozen  pants,  26  dozen  shawls,  262  dozen  petticoats.  324  dozen  women's 
dresses,  247  dozen  drawers,  461  dozen  chemises,  117  dozen  night  gowns,  115  dozen 
aprons.  Under  the  heading  of  infant's  clothing,  there  were  129  dozen  dresses, 
62  dozen  shirts,  1S9  dozen  shawls,  449  dozen  diapers,  29  dozen  petticoats,  and  23 
dozen  infants'  outfits  of  18  pieces  each.  There  were  also  manufactured  1,237  dozen 
towels,  1,116  yards  of  toweling,  94  dozen  laundry  bags,  657  mats  and  rugs. 

Among  the  items  repaired  were  3,374  pairs  of  shoes,  889  dozen  pairs  of  stock- 
ings, 568  dozen  men's  underwear,  484  dozen  shirts,  322  dozen  women's  dresses, 
and  345  dozen  women's  underwear. 

There  were  also  repaired  213  chairs,  37  tables,  32  flags,  24  bath  hammocks  and 
41  mattresses. 

In  the  engineering  department  the  articles  manufactured  included  1,000  tin 
bread  pans,  6  dozen  lunch  pails,  8  dozen  cereal  pails,  4  dozen  soup  cans,  10  dozen 
dishpans  and  24  dozen  large  cans. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3,  chapter  29,  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  following  estimates  for  the  coming  year  have  been  submitted:

Special  visitations  during  the  year  have  been  made  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
and  Council  on  May  28;  June  9,  class  in  Sociology  from  Simmons  College;  super- 
intendents and  stewards,  August  10;  nurses  from  the  Lowell  General  Hospital  on 
May  22;  guests  at  the  nurses'  graduation,  September  30,  and  a  group  of  social 
service  workers  from  Boston  on  October  22. 

The  Community  Store  presented  the  Infirmary  with  a  tower  clock  with  4  illumi- 
nated dials,  which  was  installed  in  the  tower  of  the  Administration  Building  by 
the  E.  Howard  Clock  Co.,  with  the  assistance  of  our  foreman  mechanic.  This 
clock,  at  a  cost  of  $1,349.50,  is  the  finest  single  gift  that  the  Infirmary  has  ever 
received. 

The  practice  of  sending  Christmas  gifts  has  shown  marked  increase  in  recent 
years,  and  by  far  the  larger  majority  of  patients  than  formerly  received  special 
gifts.  Many  friends  and  organizations  assist  our  employees  in  making  up  the  pro- 
gram and  spreading  Christmas  cheer. 

I  wish  to  mention  the  work  done  by  the  Social  Service  Workers  in  collecting, 
supplying,  preparing  and  addressing  gifts  for  the  very  large  number  of  patients, 
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individually.  I  wish  also  to  thank  these  people  for  their  co-operation  and  many 
kindnesses  that  have  continued  through  the  year. 

I  would  make  acknowledgment  of  the  kindly  co-operation,  advice  and  assist- 
ance which  is  never  withheld  by  the  Director  of  Aid  and  Relief,  in  the  relations  of 
his  office  with  the  Infirmary.

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Catholic  Chaplain,  the  Reverend  Father  Murray, 
O.M.I.,  for  whose  genial  companionship,  presence  and  faithfulness  to  his  duties, 
we  have  been  so  much  indebted  for  more  than  two  years.  Because  of  temporary 
impairment  of  his  health,  he  was  absent  from  us  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  herewith  submit  the  seventy-fifth  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1928. 

On  November  30,  1928,  there  were  2,635  inmates  at  the  State  Infirmary,  this 
number  comparing  with  2,539  on  November  30,  1927. 

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1928,  the  daily  average  number  of  patients 
was  2,574,  as  compared  with  2,442,  in  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  in  the  daily 
average  of  132. 

Under  Chapter  127,  Acts  of  1928,  there  was  appropriated  for  the  State  Infirmary, 
the  sum  of  $964,600.00.  In  addition,  $12,764.13  of  the  unspent  balance  of  the  1927 
appropriation  for  expenses,  was  brought,  forward  into  1928,  making  the  total 
amount  available  for  maintenance,  $977,364.13.  This  compares  with  $958,292.15, 
the  appropriation  for  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  spent  a  total  of  $954,866.95,  which  compares  with 
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$931,909.96,  in  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase  in  expenditures  in  the  recent 
fiscal  year  of  $22,956.99.  This  increase  is  slightly  less  than  2}/£  per  cent,  whereas 
the  increase  in  the  daily  average  is  over  5  per  cent. 

As  required  by  law,  we  have  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury,  $100,292-79, 
received  for  articles  sold  and  for  care  of  individual  and  municipal  cases,  leaving  a 
net  outlay  of  $854,574.16.  The  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  the  care  of  patients 
has  been  $6.38. 

From  a  balance  of  $2,287.23,  for  Special  Appropriation,  "Asvlum  for  Women" 
under  Chapter  79,  Acts  of  1926,  $2,240.65  was  expended. 

From  a  balance  of  $35,450.00,  for  special  appropriation,  "Building  for  Male 
Inmates"  under  Chapter  138,  Acts  of  1927,  $20,933.70  was  expended. 

There  was  appropriated  under  Chapter  127,  Acts  of  1928,  the  following  special 
appropriations :

From  these  special  appropriations  there  has  been  expended  $2,525.93  for  Water 
Tower,  and  $7,982.82  for  Rebuilding  Roads.

This  being  the  seventy-fifth  annual  report  of  the  State  Infirmary,  we  feel  that 
we  must  here  record  the  many-sided  and  unprecedented  services  which  this  vener- 
able institution  has  always  rendered  to  the  worthy  public  of  our  Commonwealth, 
without  regard  to  the  special  type  of  their  affliction. 

With  her  two  sister  institutions  at  Bridgewater  and  Monson,  established  on 
identical  lines  in  1854,  she  enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  but  three  predecessors 
in  the  welfare  work  of  the  state,  and  these  three  were  devoted  entirely  to  the  care 
of  mental  cases. 

Her  registers  bear  the  names  of  224,966  recipients  of  her  services,  besides  6,753  on 
the  list  of  insane  cases. 

The  first  stage  of  our  existence  constituted  thirty  years  as  an  almshouse,  under 
the  management  of  a  Board  of  Inspectors,  and  later  a  Board  of  Trustees.  This 
Board  was  abolished  in  1883.  Isaac  Meserve  and  Thomas  J.  Marsh  were  the 
superintendents  during  this  very  trying  stage  when  lack  of  organization,  equip- 
ment and  accommodations,  made  the  problems  distressing  ones. 

The  second  historic  stage  began  in  1884,  when  the  institution  was  put  in  charge 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  as  at  present,  and  under  them  a  Medical  Superintendent, — 
and  Dr.  C.  Irving  Fisher,  Dr.  Herbert  B.  Howard  and  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  have 
filled  the  latter  position. 

Now  began  a  vigorous  attack  upon  the  sanitary  and  hospital  problems.  New 
brick  buildings  replaced  the  hazardous  old  wooden  structures.  The  Administration 
building,  pavilions  for  men  and  for  women  on  opposite  sides  of  the  yard,  domestic 
building,  various  hospital  extensions.  Chapel,  tuberculosis  buildings,  wards  for 
the  insane,  homes  for  the  nurses,  employees,  children's  hospitals,  laboratories  and 
surgical  building,  laundry,  store,  subways,  railroad,  sewage  and  road  construction, 
have  been  the  steps  in  a  continuous  growth  and  development  which  have  brought 
the  institution  up  to  its  present  position. 

No  longer  an  almshouse,  but  a  modern,  up-to-date  hospital  where  the  state's 
afflicted  ones  can  come  and  receive  ample  care  and  skilled  services  from  a  compe- 
tent corps  of  physicians  and  nurses. 
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In  1900,  State  Hospital  became  our  title,  and  in  1909,  the  insane  hospitals 
became  State  Hospitals,  leaving  us  our  proper  designation  of  State  Infirmary. 

The  State  Board  of  Charity  was  the  supervisory  board  until  1919,  when  the 
Infirmary  was  placed  in  the  Division  of  Aid  and  Relief  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare. 

Since  its  inception  in  1854,  when  over  700  inmates  were  cared  for  in  500  bed 
capacity,  up  to  the  present  time,  this  institution  has  always  been  overcrowded. 
Only  a  few  of  the  many  real  needs  are  granted  from  year  to  year.  An  inspection 
of  our  annual  reports  reveals  repeated  requests  for  pressing  needs  in  construction 
or  equipment  before  they  are  finally  granted.  Our  construction  costs  here  have 
always  been  extremely  low,  averaging  $600.00  per  hospital  bed.  Comfort  and 
convenience  rather  than  luxury  have  always  been  the  aim,  and  minimum  equip- 
ment, is  made  necessary. 

A  study  of  the  magnitude  of  our  work  is  most  earnestly  urged  upon  our  legis- 
lators, not  at  all  in  a  spirit  of  criticism  but  because  we  believe  that  a  fuller  knowledge 
of  the  magnitude  of  our  work  will  demonstrate  that  economy  and  care  are  the 
practice  at  all  times  in  this  great  institution.  A  few  of  our  needs  are  presented  in 
this  report.  We  would  place  special  emphasis  upon  the  need  for  a  new  Maternity 
Building. 

Under  existing  laws,  cities  and  towns  can  now  send  chronic  disease  cases,  not 
state  dependents,  to  the  State  Infirmary,  paying  therefor  $7.00  per  week.  These 
cases  usually  come  for  long  periods  and  require  a  maximum  of  care.  Their  cost 
must  be  much  over  the  average  of  our  institution,  and  the  cities  and  towns  profit 
thereby.  At  the  same  time,  many  state  cases  of  the  more  acute  forms  are,  we 
understand,  being  boarded  in  various  hospitals  at  a  much  higher  cost. 

We  would  urge  some  plan  whereby  a  greater  percentage  of  these  more  acute 
maladies  could  be  sent  to  our  institution.  We  are  obliged  to  maintain  at  all  times 
a  staff  of  skilled  physicians  and  nurses  to  meet  all  emergencies,  and  they  are  entitled 
to  this  experience. 

The  daily  sending  out  of  a  higher  percentage  of  cured  cases  could  not  fail  to  help 
the  morale  of  all  who  have  the  work  to  do. 

In  1854  the  daily  average  population  was  705,  and  the  value  of  property  was 
$75,000.  We  are  closing  our  seventy-fifth  year  with  a  daily  average  of  2,574 
patients  and  a  property  to  care  for  of  $2,031,743.  There  was  one  physician  then 
and  one  nurse.     There  are  now  12  physicians  and  135  nurses. 

This  institution  has  sent  out  many  physicians  who  have  assumed  important 
positions  as  hospital  physicians,  college  teachers,  army  and  navy  surgeons  and 
private  service.  The  record  is  a  proud  one,  and  we  wish  the  standards  to  continue 
to  be  high.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  seventy-fifth  annual  report  of  the  State 
Infirmary  for  the  year  beginning  December  1, 1927,  and  ending  November  30,  1928. 

The  records  for  1928  show  that  during  the  year  5,299  people  have  been  cared  for 
— 3,615  males  and  1,684  females — 272  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,635  people  in  the  institution,  which  is  86  more. 
The  largest  daily  Census  was  2,758,  on  February  11,  an  increase  of  60  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  smallest  daily  census  was  2,433,  on  July  9,  which  is  185 
more.     The  daily  average  number  of  people  was  2,574.  132  more  than  in  1927. 

The  number  of  births  was  125 — 57  males  and  68  females,  which  is  20  more  than 
the  previous  year.  There  were  489  deaths — 445  in  the  general  hospital  and  44 
in  the  department  for  the  insane — 341  males  and  148  females,  which  is  56  more 
than  the  previous  year. 
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The  expenditure  for  maintenance  was  $954,8(56.95 — $414,608.66  for  salaries 
and  $541,270.90  general  expenses.     The  average  weekly  per  capita  cost  was  $7.13. 

The  amount  of  $100,292.79  was  received  for  the  support  of  city,  town  and  United 
States  cases  cared  for  at  the  Infirmary,  for  articles  sold,  etc.,  which  leaves  a  net 
cost  of  $854,574.16,  for  maintenance  of  the  institution  for  the  year,  and  a  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $6.38. 

Under  the  heading  of  special  appropriations,  $33,683.10  was  expended,  as  shown 
in  detail  in  the  financial  report. 

There  were  treated  in  the  hospital  wards  4,506  diseases,  of  which  3,184  were 
males  and  1,322  females.  Of  these,  933  were  discharged  well,  458  improved,  829 
not  improved,  445  died,  and  1,841  remain  in  the  Infirmary.  There  were  73  dis- 
eases of  the  spinal  cord;  284  cases  of  cardiac  disease,  74  of  feeble-mindedness,  a 
decrease  of  7;  92  cases  of  mental  disease;  13  of  epilepsy;  115  of  alcoholism,  a 
decrease  of  2;  4  of  scarlet  fever;  2  of  erysipelas;  136  cases  of  syphilis,  an  increase 
of  18;  138  of  gonococcus  infection,  an  increase  of  37;  88  cases  of  cancer,  a  decrease 
of  22;  635  cases  of  arteriosclerosis;  202  of  the  respiratory  system  with  15  deaths; 
185  of  gastro-intestinal  disease  with  12  deaths;  189  of  puerperal  state;  186  of 
early  infancy  with  10  deaths;  98  diseases  of  the  genito-urinary  tract,  16  deaths; 
195  of  skin  and  cellular  tissues  with  one  death;  84  of  bones  and  joints;  598  of 
nervous  system  and  organs  of  special  sense,  42  deaths;  1,254  general  diseases  with 
153  deaths;  984  diseases  of  the  cireulatoiy  system  with  175  deaths;  194  due  to 
accident  or  external  causes  with  5  deaths. 

Of  the  445  deaths  there  were  86  due  to  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  42  to  cancer; 
20  to  spinal  cord,  61  to  diseases  of  the  heart;  114  to  arteriosclerosis;  12  to  pneu- 
monia;   12  to  chronic  nephritis  and  10  to  enteritis. 

There  were  very  few  infectious  diseases,  which  follow:  42  cases  of  influenza, 
4  of  scarlet  fever  and  2  of  mumps.  There  were  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  From 
a  preventative  point  of  view  the  Infirmary  does  a  great  service  to  the  community 
in  keeping  so  large  a  number  properly  vaccinated.  Every  patient  admitted,  with 
the  exception  of  the  very  sick,  is  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  given  typhoid 
immunization.  All  children  under  twelve  are  tested  and  immunized,  if  necessary, 
for  prevention  of  diphtheria. 

In  the  men's  hospital  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  the  very  aged,  and  those 
requiring  a  longer  duration  of  care  or  treatment,  it  being  difficult  to  meet  the 
requirements,  although  there  has  been  an  added  provision  of  35  beds;  with  a  capac- 
ity of  427  beds,  3,184  cases  were  received  and  treated  there  during  the  year. 

Although  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  cancer  cases,  there  have  always  been 
enough  to  more  than  fill  the  small  cancer  ward,  where  only  10  beds  are  available 
for  these  patients. 

With  the  utmost  appreciation,  I  would  mention  the  very  generous  co-operation 
of  the  Pondville  Hospital  in  receiving  the  many  cases  requiring  radium,  deep 
therapy  or  surgical  treatment,  at  the  Thursday  clinics. 

The  ten-bed  ward,  for  aged  demented  men,  too  feeble  for  classification  by  com- 
mitment, to  the  mental  department,  is  inadequate  for  the  number  of  patients 
which  should  be  so  classified,  so  that  a  large  number  must  be  cared  for  in  other 
wards  among  sick  men. 

There  have  been  treated  22  cases  of  diabetes,  requiring  diabetic  diet,  insulin 
treatment  and  continuous  hospital  care.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  such  cases  which  are  now  being  sent  to  the  Infirmary.  There  were  nine 
cases  of  anaemia  treated  with  the  Minot  and  Murphy  diet,  and  13  cases  of  chronic 
encephalitis. 

The  eye  clinic  is  held  every  Monday  afternoon,  by  the  physician  in  charge  of  the 
men's  hospital,  for  patients  throughout  the  institution  for  the  examination  and 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  for  prescribing  and  supplying  glasses  to  patients 
in  need  of  them. 

The  X-Ray  department  is  under  the  direction  of  the  same  physician,  who  devotes 
two  afternoons  each  week  for  cases  requiring  consultation,  advice  and  treatment, 
rendering  valuable  service  to  other  departments  of  the  institution. 

An  active  venereal  clinic  is  maintained,  with  creditable  results,  the  ward  with 
15  beds  assigned  for  these  cases  being  filled  most  of  the  time. 

There  were  51  major  and  88  minor  surgical  operations,  in  this  department,  among 
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which  were:  22  for  hernia,  1  perinephritic  abscess;  stone  in  bladder,  5  prostatec- 
tomy; 2  appendectomies;  1  removal  of  paroted  growth,  1  enterostomy,  and  1 
amputation. 

On  January  16,  Dr.  George  Herbert  Cleary,  after  two  years  of  efficient  service 
in  our  men's  hospital,  resigned  his  position  to  enter  private  practice. 

Dr.  William  R.  Izzo,  who  had  served  in  the  men's  department  for  approximately 
two  years  doing  creditable  work,  resigned  his  position  to  enter  private  practice 
on  August  31. 

On  September  10,  Dr.  Ransom  Wells,  formerly  of  the  Grenfell  Hospital,  Reading, 
Pa.,  and  the  Illinois  Central  R.  R.  Hospital,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in 
the  men's  hospital. 

In  the  women's  hospital  there  is  increasing  difficulty  in  accommodating  the 
number  of  cases  admitted,  this  being  especially  true  of  cases  requiring  single  rooms, 
of  which  there  are  very  few  available  and  they  are  often  occupied  by  mentally 
senile  cases. 

The  treatment  of  venereal  cases  has  continued.  There  were  95  cases  of  gonor- 
rhea, an  increase  of  42  over  last  year,  with  an  average  of  77  days  hospital  residence; 
121  cases  of  syphilis,  an  increase   of  19,  with  an  average  of  51  days  per  patient. 

Of  the  medical  cases  treated  at  the  women's  hospital  are  noted:  4  with  diabetes, 
treated  with  insulin  and  diet;  7  cases  anaemia,  the  Minot  and  Murphy  diet,  with 
favorable  results;  5  of  pneumonia,  one  of  leukemia  and  29  cases  of  disease  of  the 
skin.  There  were  11  cases  of  enteritis  in  infants,  accompanied  by  otitis  media  and 
in  a  few  cases  mastoiditis,  requiring  operation. 

Fifty  major  and  40  minor  operations  were  performed,  among  which  were  8 
uterine  dilatation  and  curetage,  11  appendectomies,  7  hysterectomies,  3  perin- 
eorrhaphies, 3  double  mastoidectomies,  1  resection  abdominal  sinus,  1  ovariotomy, 
1  Csesarean  section,  1  salpingectomy,  1  amputation  thigh,  1  intestinal  resection, 
1  excision  of  epithelioma  of  ear,  1  amputation  of  arm,  2  hemorrhoidectomies,  27  of 
tonsillectomy  and  adenoidectomy,  4  herniotomies,  6  cystoscopic  examination,  2 
uterine  suspensions,  2  blood  transfusions,  2  cauterizations,  1  removal  of  Bartholins 
cyst,  1  vulvectomy,  1  reduction  compound  fracture  and  1  removal  of  tumor  of  jaw. 

In  the  obstetrical  clinic  there  have  been  101  normal  deliveries,  15  forceps,  1 
breech  extraction,  1  Csesarean  section,  1  of  twins,  4  version  and  1  miscarriage. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Infirmary  during  the  year  414  children  under  16  years 
of  age;  24  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  some  form,  16  syphilis,  20  gonococcus  in- 
fection, 1  tumor  of  the  brain,  2  diabetes  mellitus,  20  nervous  and  mental  diseases, 
32  feeble-minded,  14  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  8  mastoiditis,  2  cardiac  cases,  10 
respiratory  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  33  from  diseases  of  the  digestive  sys- 
tem, 27  girls  pregnant,  14  diseases  of  the  skin,  3  diseases  of  the  bones,  13  con- 
genital malformations  and  183  from  diseases  of  early  infancy. 

In  the  department  for  tuberculosis,  the  total  number  admitted  was  423;  classi- 
fied as  minimal,  51;   moderately  advanced,  112;   far  advanced,  260. 

In  the  mens'  department,  341  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  treated;  7  were  dis- 
charged arrested;  100  relieved,  36  not  relieved  and  50  died;  155  remained  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  the  women's  department  there  were  85  admissions:  3  were  discharged  as 
arrested;  20  relieved;  7  not  relieved,  and  26  died.  Forty-nine  remained  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  as  follows:   32  adults  and  17  under  16  years  of  age. 

There  were  also  9  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  spine,  7  cases  of  tuberculosis  of 
the  joints,  and  14  of  other  organs,  which  with  10  hilum  cases  make  a  total  of  40 
non-pulmonary  cases  treated.  The  non-pulmonary  group  include  cases  of  Lupus- 
vulgaris,  tubercular  peritonitis,  tuberculosis  of  kidney,  tubercular  sinuses  and 
tuberculosis  of  other  glands.  These  and  a  few  selected  pulmonary  cases  were 
treated  by  heliotherapy.  Most  of  them,  especially  the  tubercular  peritonitis 
group,  are  improving  rapidly.  The  hilum  cases  treated  at  the  Fiske,  also 
show  marked  improvement,  gaining  in  weight  and  general  physical  condition. 

On  June  7,  Dr.  Peter  W.  Kaszett  was  appointed  to  fill  the  position  of  Junior 
Assistant  in  this  department,  that  had  long  been  vacant. 

Of  the  cases  treated  in  the  acute  wards,  there  were  42  cases  of  influenza,  20  of 
infectious  diseases,  25  of  primary  and  secondary  syphilis,  52  of  gonococcus  infec- 
tion, 22  cases  of  diabetes  mellitus,  98  cases  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  75  respi- 
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ratory  diseases,  10  diseases  of  the  mouth,  4  of  the  pharynx  and  tonsils,  1 1  of  ulcers 
of  the  stomach,  31  cases  of  acute  enteritis,  2  appendicitis  and  27  diseases  of  the 
skin.  There  were  176  nursing  infants,  many  of  whom  were  treated  for  various 
digestive  disorders  during  their  hospital  stay.  There  were,  also,  3  accidental  falls 
and  98  cases  of  accidental  injuries,  making  a  total  of  696. 

Tables  of  diseases,  financial  tables  and  other  statistics  will  be  found  on  succeed- 
ing pages  of  this  report. 

The  statistics  for  the  department  for  the  insane  are  for  the  twelve  months  begin- 
ning October  1,  1927,  and  ending  September  30,  1928. 

There  were  77  admissions;  47  as  first  admissions,  4  readmissions,  and  26  trans- 
fers from  other  hospitals  for  the  insane.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
has  been  776 — 234  males  and  542  females.  There  were  44  deaths,  of  these  17  were 
males  and  27  females. 

Six  were  discharged  from  the  books,  2  males  and  4  females.  One  male  was  dis- 
charged as  recovered,  2  females  as  improved,  the  other  3  as  unimproved. 

An  average  of  148  men  and  244  women  were  productively  employed  during  the 
past  year. 

Several  important  operations  were  performed.  One  case  was  of  unusual  interest: 
a  spoon  8  inches  long  by  2  inches  wide,  and  an  iron  spike  6  inches  long  were  removed 
from  the  stomach  of  a  man  suffering  from  catatonic  dementia  prsecox.  A  second 
case  of  unusual  interest  was  the  successful  removal  of  an  acutely  inflamed  appendix 
from  a  woman  65  years  of  age  who  was  suffering  from  depression  of  manic  depressive 
insanity.  Another  was  the  successful  removal  of  the  hepatic  flexure  of  the  colon 
for  an  ulcerative  process,  while  still  another  was  a  successful  operation  for  the 
drainage  of  an  acutely  inflamed  gall  bladder  in  an  aged  Italian  woman.  This  last 
operation  was  performed  under  local  anesthesia. 

The  steady  increase  of  patients  in  the  wards  for  the  mental  diseases  continues  and 
it  has  been  necessary  to  transfer  a  few  recovered,  or  markedly  improved  cases,  to 
other  wards.     A  large  percentage  of  new  admissions  are  very  aged  and  feeble. 

The  basement  of  the  Hecht  is  being  rehabilitated  and  made  much  brighter  and 
more  cheerful  for  use  as  a  smoking  room,  while  the  work  of  installing  a  new  hydro- 
therapeutic  room  is  under  way.  New  toilet  sections  have  been  completed  in  the 
Long  asylum  for  women,  the  walls  and  beds  repainted,  new  flooring  laid  and  the 
general  condition  of  the  building  greatly  improved.  The  additional  number  of  bath 
tubs  has  been  a  very  great  help  in  caring  for  so  many  aged  and  feeble  women. 

Moving  pictures,  amateur  theatricals,  dances,  sleigh  rides  and  picnics  have  been 
provided  as  in  other  years.  Two  excellent  performances  have  been  staged  by  the 
female  patients. 

On  March  31,  to  the  regret  of  everyone,  Dr.  Anna  E.  Barker,  Assistant  Physician 
in  the  mental  wards,  since  1906,  barring  an  interval  from  1912  to  1917,  resigned  her 
position  on  account  of  failing  health.  Her  earlier  service  was  in  the  general  hos- 
pital work.  During  the  period  of  the  war  she  served  as  night  physician,  visiting 
all  wards  of  the  institution.  Her  devoted  and  untiring  service,  especially  through 
the  influenza  epidemic,  earned  for  her  the  gratitude  and  affection  of  all  her  patients 
and  associates. 

Dr.  Jessie  W.  Robertson  was  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Barker. 

After  three  years  of  service  on  the  Staff  as  Dentist,  Dr.  William  F.  Maguire 
resigned  his  position  to  enter  private  practice  on  August  10,  and  Dr.  Charles  D. 
Broe  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy,  beginning  his  service  on  September  1, 
1928.     A  summary  of  the  work  for  the  year  in  this  department  is  as  follows:

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The  details  of  the  major  groups  of  routine  work  in  the  laboratory  are  as  follows : 
Bacteriological  examination,  3,911;  Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis  (blood  and 
spinal  fluids),  3,151;  urine  examinations  routine  quantitative  sugar,  albumen, 
acetone,  renal  functions,  9,670;  blood  examinations  (chemical,  cystological,  ma- 
laria, etc.,  993;  spinal  fluid  examinations  (cultures,  cell  counts,  albumen,  globulin, 
etc.),  29;  feces  examinations,  43;  gastric  analyses,  16;  guinea  pig  inoculations, 
62;  milk  examinations  (actual  count),  1,140;  pneumococcus  typing,  17;  vaccines, 
32;  Schick  tests,  67;  surgical  specimens,  36;  autopsies  (including  medio-legal),  47. 

In  the  training  school  for  nurses  764  hours  were  devoted  to  lectures,  demonstra- 
tions and  recitations  in  the  theory  of  nursing. 

The  medical  staff  has  readily  co-operated  in  meeting  the  increased  requirements 
of  a  new  curriculum,  in  additional  lectures  and  assisting  with  the  class  room  work. 
A  large  new  demonstration  room  and  extension  of  the  space  for  the  dietetic  labora- 
tory, with  additional  equipment,  is  a  distinct  improvement  to  the  comfort  of  the 
instructors  and  students  in  the  school.  Fifty-three  new  books  were  added  to  the 
reference  library. 

A  very  successful  year  was  brought  to  a  close  for  the  class  of  1928,  with  gradua- 
tion exercises  in  the  chapel,  on  the  afternoon  of  September  19.  Dr.  Francis  W. 
Anthony,  of  Haverhill,  Vice-chairman,  presided,  and  the  address  to  the  nurses 
was  by  the  Rev.  William  S.  Nichols,  Litt.D.,  of  Montpelier,  Vt. 

Diplomas  were  presented  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  following  list  of  nurses:

Patenaude,  Evelyn  Elizabeth  McDermott. 

The  list  of  graduates  from  the  training  school  now  number  360. 

Very  satisfying  are  the  results  in  the  one  year  course  for  training  attendants  in 
nursing.  At  the  graduation  exercises  on  December  28,  1927,  Professor  Walter  E. 
Dearborn  of  Harvard  College,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  the  ad- 
dress. Certificates  were  presented  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  following  list 
of  graduates:  Gladys  Spencer  Adams,  Florence  Wilkinson,  Lillian  Brooks  Miller, 
Julia  Susanna  Pilch,  Ethel  Frances  Cunniff,  Katherine  Wilkinson,  i\.gnes  Cecelia 
Kotarbo,  Jeannette  O'Brien,  Blanche  Preston  LaPrade,  Antonette  Legasse,  Julia 
Marie  Gilbride,  Margaret  Mary  Baxter,  Mary  Irene  Leighton,  Mary  Theresa  Mc- 
Partland,  Gertrude  Oberg,  Gertrude  Curtin  and  Alice  Frances  O'Brien. 

The  total  number  of  women  in  the  nursing  department  is  now  176,  of  which 
number  30  are  registered  nurses,  38  student  nurses,  30  preliminary  students,  15 
attendants  in  training  and  41  permanent  attendants;  adding  to  this  number  a 
superintendent  of  male  nurses,  supervisor  and  attendant — 45  in  all,  there  are  en- 
gaged in  the  ward  service  in  the  Infirmary,  221  people,  or  a  ratio  of  1  to  11  patients. 

With  sorrow  I  record  the  death,  on  January  1,  1928,  from  pneumonia,  of  Miss 
Katherine  Swift,  who  had  for  eight  months  been  a  faithful  attendant  in  the  mental 

wards. 

The  position  of  Occupational  Therapist,  which  has  been  vacant  tor  more  than 
a  year,  has  recently  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Lucy  G.  Morse,  a 
graduate  of  the  Boston  School  of  Occupational  Therapy,  and  a  former  Assistant 
at  the  Worcester  State  Hospital. 

The  position  of  Head  Dietitian  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Dorothy 
Bliss,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Dorothy  Bassett,  a  former  Assist- 
ant here,  and  of  late  head  dietitian  at  the  Winchester  Hospital. 

The  dairy  herd  still  holds  first  place  in  the  point  of  importance  in  the  farm  depart- 
ment, accredited  free  from  tuberculin  since  1924,  and  now  comprises  157  head  of 
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stock,  including  58  cows,  26  heifers.  23  calves  and  4  bulls,  all  pure  bred  Holstein, 
and  40  grades.  The  amount  of  milk  produced  for  the  year  was  1,154,000  pounds, 
an  increase  in  production  of  243,898  pounds  over  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
production  for  98  cows  was  11,775  pounds;  the  percentage  of  butter  fat  for  the 
year  was  3.53.  There  were  7,463  pounds  of  beef  and  veal  produced;  39,714  pounds 
of  pork,  4,636  pounds  of  poultry,  9,632  dozen  eggs.  Other  products  of  the  farm 
include  237  tons  of  green  feed  and  other  forage  crops,  265  tons  of  English  hay,  381 
tons  of  ensilage,  2,725  bushels  potatoes,  44,000  pounds  squash  and  60,000  pounds 
of  cabbage. 

The  improvements  in  the  farm  buildings  have  been  continued  as  follows:  re- 
paired, reinforced  and  shingled  the  Burtt  barn,  the  Kelley  barn  and  house,  and  the 
ice  house;  the  building  of  a  shed  or  garage  for  1  truck  and  1  tractor;  the  finishing 
of  9  new  calf  pens  under  the  cart  sheds;  1  new  house  at  the  piggery  for  40  hogs; 
1  new  house  for  400  hens,  most  all  of  which  construction  lumber  and  boards  were 
sawed  from  trees  cut  on  the  place.  Five  acres  of  land  were  cleared  for  tilling  and 
3  acres  were  drained  with  tile. 

Extensive  improvements  in  macadamizing  and  repairing  roads  and  walks  in 
the  yard  have  been  accomplished  with  the  very  generous  co-operation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Fred  G.  Sabin,  District  Engineer. 
The  bituminous  concrete  surface  was  let  out  by  contract  to  Antonio  Pollatto,  of 
Dracut;  and  the  foundation  work  was  prepared  by  the  farm  department,  which 
has  also  gravelled  one  mile  of  outside  roadways. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  completed  a  very  busy  year.  The  output  of 
the  machine  and  carpenter  shops  includes  the  following  among  their  very  many 
items:  32  window  frames,  14  door  casings,  2  fire  doors,  100  window  screens,  21 
wheel  chairs,  16  bedside  tables,  30  settees,  41  sash,  55  doors,  60  bedside  boxes,  4 
cabinets,  19  bread  boxes,  24  milk  pails,  and  54  cereal  cans.     Repaired  400  chairs. 

Seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  eighty  (7,680)  tons  of  bituminous  coal  were 
consumed,  mostly  in  the  central  plant,  and  438  tons  of  coke  at  bakery,  Fiske, 
Camp  Russell,  diet  kitchen  and  at  blacksmith  shop,  and  buildings  not  connected 
with  the  central  plant. 

Reconstruction  of  the  toilet  sections  in  the  old  asylum  building  which  was  started 
during  the  previous  year  has  been  completed. 

The  lodge  for  men,  with  a  capacity  for  200  beds,  authorized  this  year,  is  nearing 
completion,  but  will  not  be  available  for  use  during  the  coming  winter. 

Work  is  well  advanced  on  the  foundation  for  the  new  water  tower,  authorized 
in  1928,  the  contract  for  the  construction  and  erection  of  the  tank  has  been  signed 
and  will  be  erected  within  the  next  three  months. 

Other  items  of  work  by  the  construction  and  repairs  force  are  enumerated  as 
follows:  outside  painting  of  Chapel  and  Administration  building,  including  inside 
painting  of  the  floors;  linoleum  carpet  on  reception  room  and  office;  painting 
partitions,  plastering,  wiring  and  installing  of  equipment  in  West  Ward  kitchen, 
establishing  one  kitchen  for  the  entire  women's  side  of  yard;  relocation  and  paint- 
ing of  dining  room  in  women's  hospital  and  women's  pavilion:  relocation  of  bag- 
gage room  and  sewing  room,  and  opening  of  a  new  ward  of  26  beds  on  the  lower 
floor;  establishing  of  two  new  wards,  35  beds  on  lower  floor  of  men's  hospital: 
new  partitions,  bath  rooms,  ramps  to  upper  floor;  plastering,  painting,  resurfacing 
of  woodword  and  floors;  painting  of  wards,  corridors,  bath  rooms  and  resurfacing 
of  floors  in  women's  hospital;  plastering  and  painting  walls  of  school  room,  dining 
rooms  and  play  room  of  lower  floor  and  painting  and  resurfacing  of  upper  floor 
of  children's  ward;  construction  and  installation  of  two  new  bath  rooms  and  paint- 
ing dining  room  on  lower  floor  of  women's  special  ward;  painting  of  three  wards, 
beds,  fire  escapes  and  outside  doors,  a  new  steel  ceiling  in  kitchen  and  new  flashing 
and  gutters  to  roof  of  the  Bancroft;  relocation  and  new  equipment  for  barber  shop 
in  men's  pavilion;  resetting  of  equipment  in  bath  room  of  lower  floor  of  Rice 
building;  resetting  of  toilet  section  of  Asy.  IV;  construction  and  installation  of 
hydrotherapy  room  in  basement  of  Hecht;  repairs  to  all  boilers;  installation  of 
telephone  line,  motor,  switch-board  at  pumping  station,  and  40  wells  pulled, 
cleaned  and  redriven;  new  under  structure  at  Camp  Russell,  and  new  upper  floor 
constructed  with  three  rooms  and  bath  at  the  Steward's  house. 

Among  the  articles  manufactured  in  the  sewing  and  industrial  rooms  some  of 
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the  outstanding  items  are:  201  dozen  women's  aprons,  78  dozen  infants'  dresses, 
360  dozen  women's  dresses,  223^  dozen  men's  white  jumpers,  34  dozen  men's  brown 
overalls,  173^  dozen  men's  white  overalls,  116  dozen  men's  shirts,  285  dozen 
women's  chemises,  483  mattresses,  621  dozen  pillowslips,  773  dozen  sheets,  405 
rugs,  91  dozen  laundry  bags,  1,705  dozen  towels  and  1,081  yards  of  toweling. 

Items  repaired  include  433  books,  3,818  pairs  of  shoes,  1,058  dozen  stocking  and 
2,757  dozen  pieces  of  outer  clothing  and  underwear.

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To  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Frederick,  the  pastor  of  the  church  at  North  Tewksbury, 
our  Chaplain  for  two  years  past,  who  leaves  us  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year, 
there  are  many  of  his  followers  and  friends  owing  much  to  him  for  comfort,  happi- 
ness and  inspiration. 

To  the  Rev.  John  Cummings,  the  pastor  of  the  Tewksbury  Church,  who  has 
recently  taken  up  the  duties  as  Chaplain,  in  behalf  of  the  Infirmary  I  wish  to  ex- 
press my  thanks. 

The  varied  ministrations,  acts  and  kindly  greetings  in  the  Chapel,  on  the  wards, 
and  everywhere,  of  all  of  these  our  Chaplains,  abundantly  proclaim  the  ever-living 
principle,  the  all-persuasive  doctrine,  that  "God  is  Good." 

With  the  first  part  of  the  history  of  this  institution  I  am  familiar  only  by  the 
statements  and  traditions  of  older  and  earlier  officers  and  employees  whom  I  have 
known,  and  by  reading  the  official  reports  of  that  period.  The  privilege  of  writing 
the  seventy-fifth  annual  report  is  by  me  greatly  appreciated  as  one  who  has  known 
the  State  Infirmary  for  more  than  one-half  of  her  history,  and  who  has  been  the 
executive  officer  for  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  years. 

There  is  much  of  pride  and  personal  satisfaction  in  the  period  of  its  rapid  growth, 
in  numbers,  new  buildings,  wards,  grounds,  increasing  acres,  and  valuations; 
improvements  in  organization  and  raising  of  standards  of  care  and  treatment  which 
may  be  found,  as  noted  in  succeeding  annual  reports,  all  of  which  as  important  his- 
tory I  hope  to  prepare  for  later  publication,  but  space  in  this  report  does  not 
permit,  and  modesty  should  forbid  enumeration  of  the  items  of  progress  since 
1897.     However,  I  am  moved  to  further  expression  on  the  subject  at  this  time. 

Since  the  opening  in  1854,  224,996  people  have  been  admitted.  Since  my  con- 
nection here  in  1891,  134,712  persons  have  received  treatment  and  care.  This 
includes  all  sorts,  conditions,  vicissitudes,  abnormalities  and  injuries  of  poor  or 
feeble,  sick  or  suffering  human  beings,  from  birth  and  on  through  the  periods  or 
decades  to  the  rounding  out  of  a  century,  with  "the  heartaches  and  the  thousand 
natural  shocks  that  flesh  is  heir  to." 

While  17,800  of  the  above  number,  mostly  aged,  terminal  cases,  have  been  at- 
tended, eased,  or  comforted  while  passing  from  their  mortal  state,  there  have  been 
over  116,000  persons  discharged  or  transferred,  and  helped,  improved,  healed  or 
cured,  in  preparation  for  return  to  their  communities.  I  count  it  as  an  unusual 
and  happy  experience  to  have  seen  the  reactions  in  spirit,  the  brightening  of  sad- 
dened faces,  and  changes  for  the  better,  in  body  and  in  mind  of  these  thousands 
of  the  state's  least  fortunate  ones,  to  whom  it  has  been  my  duty  to  lend  a  hand  in 
fitting  them  for  the  outside  world  once  more. 

The  pleasant  memories,  the  happy  incidents,  the  daily  work,  familiar  sounds  of 
voices,  motors,  wheels,  and  passing  feet;  the  patients,  friends,  the  joyful  holidays, 
reunions,  exercises,  festivals  and  sports,  and  Christmas  times,  seem  to  transform,  at 
times,  this  favored  healthful  spot,  with  all  its  charm  and  Nature's  gracious  gifts, 
into  a  veritable  Happy  Land. 

The  many  lasting  friendships  that  are  made,  official  visitors  and  friends  who 
wisely  counsel  and  are  ever  ready  to  assist,  encourage  and  to  ease  the  burdens 
here,  the  great  family  of  workers,  of  employees,  nurses  and  officers,  my  colleagues, 
whose  faithful  service  make  this  little  world  go  round,  all  testify  to  the  preponder- 
ance of  good  in  human  kind. 

Again,  the  intimate  association  with  the  unusual  number  of  members  of  the 
Staff  who  have  attained  distinction  in  hospital  organizations,  as  noted  superintend- 
ents, or  in  other  positions  as  teachers,  or  have  gained  renown  as  general  or  special 
practitioners  in  the  medical  or  hospital  world,  who  have  held  high  the  fame  of  the 
State  Infirmary,  will  ever  be  a  matter  that  I  cherish. 

And  for  these  priceless  privileges  that  have  been  mine  to  enjoy  in  the  hospital 
service  of  the  state,  I  gratefully  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  you,  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  whom  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.
